PREFACE   to    the    READER. 


THERE  never  was^  perhaps^  an  apohpyfor  thcfubjeSl  and  arrange^ 
ment  of  a  Work  more  necejjary  than  on  the  prejjnt  occajton :  The 
volume  we  now  lay  before  the  Public  is  a  book  ^"VARIATIONS, 
and  contains^  probably ^  more  information  than  injlruction.  T*he  occurrences 
recorded  are  Jtngular  and  curious  ;  whhnfical^  ferious^  and  ridiculous  ;  a 
broken  narrative ^  yet  we  prefume  to  fay^  a  regular  hijlory.  T*he  reader^ 
however  J  on  confdering  the  fubjedly  w/7/,  we  hope^  excufe^  the  medley  ap- 
pearance it  makes. — King,  Lords,  and  Commons — Majorities,  Mino- 
rities, Debates,  and  Diflblution,  /;;  SUPERIOR  TYPE.  Wefminfter 
Meetir^Sj  parrels.  Negotiations,  j^dvertifements.  Hand  Bills ^  &c.  &c. 
^  &€•  mobbing  it  along  in   Imall    and  crouded  letter.     In   the  mitijl  the 

GREAT  SEAL  is  held  up,  and  claims  the  reader  s  notice.     Next,  Mr. 
Pitt  and  Grocers  Hall,  Jeajling  and  parade,  with  other  illujlrious  matter 
^this  kind.     A fucceeding  page  introduces  HOOD  ajid  WRAY,  Covent 
Garden,  and  Confufion  \—thcn  FOX,    MAN  OF  THE  PEOPLE, 
and  men  of  various  defer ipt ions  ;    Conjlables,  Jujlices  of  Peace,  Armed 
Force,  and  Murder  !   Paragraph  follows  next,  ferious  and  comic  ;  point 
and  counter-point ;  Hood  and  JVray,  versus  Fox  and  Laurel.    Following 
the  Laurel,  not  unhappily  indeed,    the  Mufe\    with  her  waiting  maids, 
comes  forward  and  clofes  the  procejjion.     Here  we  may  aptly  inform  the 
reader,  that  in  the  poetical  part  of  our  mifcellany  he  will  find  by  the  pro- 
duSlion,  that  fometimes  the  Mufe  herfelf  compofed,  and  fometimes  one  or 
more  of  her  humble  attendants.     Indeed,  in  revifmg  our  collection  in  form, 
we  dijcover  here  and  there  certain  appearances  that^ive  us  reafon  tofuf 
peSl  fome  ofthefe  attendants  to  be  no  other  than  fcmlion-boys  tn  difguife, 
'who,  pojjibly  having  an  intrigue  with  thofe  a  little  above  them  infituation, 
had  formed  the  dejperate  plan  of  Jlipping  on  a  female  drefs  over  their  own 
dirty  linen,  and  mojl  gallantly  determined  tojollow  their  mijirejfes  in  this 
expedition  from  Parnaffus,  even  unto  the  "  Place  of  Cabbages."     ^o  be 
ferious,  we  are  afraid  that  many  will  think  our  Covent  Garden  fomethitig 
like  its  great  prototype^  not  fo  clean  fvvept  as  it  ought  to  be. — In  truth, 
we  are  far  from  bemg  fatisfied  in  this  refpedl  i  We  can,  notwithjianding, 
ajfure  the  reader,  that  we  commenced  our  work  with  a  determined  refolu- 
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tion  ^weeding  out  every  obnoxious  plant,  nor  have  we  /pared  great 
pains  to  effedl  our  purpofe.     1/  after  alU  the  reader  Jhould find  objeition'^ 
able  matter^  we  hope  he  w'lll  Jloew  a  little  candour^  and  refiedl^  how  im*^ 
perceptibly  we  might  be  led  ajlray  from  our  original  dejign  of  elegant 
fektlion.     **  Evil  comn>unicatlon  (he  will  be  pie afed  to  remember)  cor- 
*^'  rupteth  good  manners,"  and  we  may  truly  fay  that  we  have  been 
obliged  to  keep  bad  company.     Under  the  neceffity  of  treading  dirty  ground'j 
no  woriderfome  of  the  foil  Jhould Jlick  to  our  feet.     Our  late  compiling  fitua- 
tion  may  be  compared^  as  to  its  effects  on  the  mental  faculties^  with  thofc 
of  the  chymijl^  as  to  fmelling.     At  the  outfct  of  his  bufinefs  he  feels  incom- 
vtodcd  with  the  fumes  of  his  fill ; — a  few  days  pafs^  and  it  becomes  lejs 
intolerable  ; — a  Jew  more^   he  hardly  is  fe?ijible  of  inconvenience  ; — at  laji 
the  time  arrives^  when  he  endures  the  oppofite  of  fwcet  as  well  as  fweet 
itfelf,  and  isfurprized  when  told  by  a  (hanger,   that  ^/j  (hop  is  difagrce^ 
able.    This  may  prove  to  be  our  cafe.     PVe  atfirj}^  Indignant  y  threw  awc^- 
compofition  unfit  J  or  the  public  eye^  and  continued  Jo  to  do  (in  our  apprehen^ 
fion  at  leaf)  all  through  the  Pi  ork  ;  yet  not  unlikely  the  ftranger,  on  vifit^ 
ing  our  (hop,  will  complain  that  he  cannot  bear  it^  and  leave  us  in  difguft. 
Be  this  as  it  may^  at  the  moment  we  write  our  apology ^  we  are  fenfihle  tt 
is  too  late  to  repent ;   the  book  is  printed^  and  mufi  now  take  its  chance^ 
We  intended  not  to  ofendy  andfijall  deeply  regret  the  occafion^  if  offence^ 
either  again/i  Juftice  or  Delicacy,   be  attributed  ta  premeditated  defign^ 
The  errors  ot  the  head  claim  to  be  forgiven,  when  depravity  at  the 
heart  finds  not  an  habitation.     In  the  fele^ion  made  of  the  Caricature 
Prints^  regard  to  Decency  has  entirely  guided  us.    Jo  thofe  who  nurf 
cavil  at  our  apparent  partiality  in  giving  to  the  public  fuch  alone  as  prin-- 
cipally  temi  to  ridicule  the  opponents  of  Mr.  FoXy   and  fo  few  againfi 
him^  we  fijortly  reply y  that  the  indelicacy  with  which  the  partizans  of 
Hood  and  JVray  conjlantly  thought  proper  to  difplay  their  tdeas^  render 
their  produi^ions    unfit  for    the  public    eye^    and  would  difgrace   our 
Work  if  inferted  in  it.     But  ^'e?A  another  objedion  arifes. — T^he  defigns  of 
the  leaft  indelicate  are  univerfally  puerile  and  ridiculous  ; — thefatire  in* 
tended  appears  obfcurcy  or^  ij  found  out  at  alU    is  fiat  and  inappUcahte. 
We  boldly  ajfert  this  as .  the  truths  and  doubt  not  but  the  artift  at  leafi^  if 
fwt  the  public  in  general ,  will  acquit  us  of  party  prejudice  in  this  refpeSl. 
Our  readers  will  perceive    the  Jubjetts  oj  thofe  given  are  various  and 
pointed  \  many  of  them  were  publijbed  pending  the  Elediionj  andfomepre* 
vious  to  that  time.     Ally  however^  without  exception^   have  relation^  to 
occurrences  that  come  within  the  limits  oJ  our  hifiory  .-^I'he  paragraphical 
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fart  of  our  mifcellan)\  in  the  opinion  of  fome^  may  be  thought  trifing  and 
unnecejjhry  ;  but  as  we  deemed  ourfehes  engaged  to  give  a  complete  collec- 
tion oj  pointed  Electioneering  Intelligence^  we  could  not  with  futisfadtion  to 
our  own  minds  pafs  by  the  daily  vehicles  of  infor-mation.  Befides  the  fafts 
related  in  the  newfpapers^  we  met  here  and  there  witbfome  excellent  pro- 
faical  Epigram,  well  pointed  to  the  fubjeil  in  hand.  In  many  places  the 
reader  will  meet  with  notes^  that  ferve  either  to  rfute  or  illujlrate^  If 
In  this  management  of  annotation^  we  have  betrayed  a  partiality  to  Afr. 
Foxy  we  hope  to  fnd  credit  for  our  candour  in  here  declaring  ourfehes 
firm  in  his  caufe^  and  ready  to  defend  it  upon  principle.  His  conduit  merits 
cur  approbation,  and  has  our  warmef  praife.  But  it  is  not  the  IVe/iminr 
Jter  Electors  alone,  who  are  interejled  in  Mr.  Fox's  fuccefs ;  the  kingdom 
throughout  have  their  eyes  upon  him,  and  know  his  conjequence  to  the  State, 
^he  unprejudiced  ^jr/  of  his  Majejly* s  fubjeSls  know  and  declare  how  ne- 
^ejfary  his  abilities  are  to  his  country,  and  hope  foon  to  fee  him  again  in  an 
official  capacity,  labefaction  that  difplaced  him  have  not,  ive  dare  affirm^ 
the  confidence  of  the  nation.  If  they  continue  long  in  power,  the  authority 
retaining  them  mufi  be  founded  on  other  vienvs  than  thofe  of  popular 
accommodation.  The  unfair  means  by  which  the  prefent  Adminifiraiion 
fiepped  into  place,  will  be  remembered  with  indignation,  when  the  phrenzy  • 
of  the  people  is  effctiually  done  away.  T!he  Minifier  already  fees  his  po- 
pularity  aecline,  and  reads  no  where  his  panegyric  but  in  a  few  newfpapers 
that  are  paid  for  the  fervice,  and  libel  him  "with  praife.  His  late  taxes 
are  generally  odious  and  opprejjive.  J*he  Commutation  T*ea  Duty,  made 
good  by  the  additional  T'ax  on  Windows,  is  a  national  vexation^  and  fub^ 
mitted  to  by  none  but  withferious  complaint. 

It  is  not  in  our  plan  here  to  go  into  a  mini/lcriat  hiflory  of  Mr.  Pitt  and 
bis  followers  ;  this  fubje^  we  have  fully  expatiated  upon  in  a  feparate  quarto 
pamphlet  to  be  publijhed  in  a  very  few  days,  and  intended  to  bind  up  with 
this  Work,  (to  which  it  has  reference,)  at  the  option  of  the  pur  chafer. 

^he  Editors  of  two  Morning  Piipers  will,  we  doubt  not,  wince  at  our 
remarks  on  their  publications  and  conduct  during  the  time  of  the  Elec-- 
tion  ;  but  we  are  prepared  to  meet  their  cenjure,  and  will  defe?id  our  prin- 
ciples. "The  fcandal  and  abufe  they  poured  forth  againfi  the  great  and 
amiable  Patronefs  of  Mr.  Foxs  caufe  and  party,  we  hope,  for  the  credit 
oJ  England,  has  now  the  execration  of  a  difcerning  public.  We  have  re- 
tained a  few  injiances  of  their  illibcrality  in  the  volume  before  usy  to  keep 
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alive  the  public  attention  towards  certain  cbaraSiers^  who  were  inferejhd 
in  preventing  the  operations  of  friendly  generofity^  exerted  in  a  popular  caufe^ 
hy  an  illufirious  female  charaSter^  in  whofe  mind  is  etninently  confpicu^ 
ous  every  great  and  nobk  Jentimentj  with  all  thofe  other  requifites  fo 
truly  fafcinating  and  valuable  in  t he  f ex ^  wh6i  united^  as  in  her  GRACE 
OF  DEVONSHIRE,  with  extreme  beauty,  elevated  rank,  and  fplendid 
fortune.

A    SUMMARY   ACCOUNT 

OF     THE 

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  LATE  PARLIAMENT, 


From  its  Meeting  on  the  nth  Day  of  November^  '^1^3'^  ^^  ^*^  Dijfolution 
on  the  2^th  Day  of  March j  1784,  fofar  as  relates  to  the  India  Bills ^ 
and  the  Difmijfion  of  the  late  Mini/lry. 


HOUSEOFLORDS. 

November   ii,   ly^^* 

HIS  Majefty  came  to  the  Houfe,  and  being  in  his  robes,  feated 
on  tlie  Throne  witli  the  ulual  lolemnity,  the  Ufher  of  tlie 
Black  Rod  was  feat  with  a  mefl'age,  commanding  the  attend- 
ance of  the  Houfe  of  Commons  ;  and  the  Commons  being  come,  his 
Majefty  was  pleafed  to  deliver  the  following  moft  gracious  Ipeech : 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen^ 

"  I  HAVE  the  fatisfodion  to  inform  you,  that  Definitive  Treaties  of  Peace  have 
«  been  concluded  with  the  Courts  of  France  and  Spain,  and  with  the  United  States  of 
^'  America.  Preliminary  Articles  have  been  alfo  ratified  with  the  States  General  of  the 
<«  United  Provinces.  I  have  ordered  thefe  feveral  Treaties?  to  be  laid  before  you ;  and 
*'  am  happy  to  add,  that  I  have  no  caufc  of  doubt,  but  tliat  all  thofe  Powers  agree 
"  with  me  in  my  fincere  inclination  to  keep  the  calamities  of  war  at  a"creat  diftance. 

«  The  objefts  which  are  to  be  brought  under  your  deliberation  will  fufficiently  explain 
<<  my  reafons  for  calling  you  together  after  fo  Ihort  a  recefs.  Enquires  of'  the  jutmoft 
*^  importance  have  been  long  and  diligently  purfued,  and  tin?  fruit  of  them  will  be  ex- 
<*  pedled.  The  fituation  of  the  Eaft  India  Company  will  require  the  utmoll  exertions  of 
**  your  wifdom,  to  maintain  and  improve  the  valuable  advantages  derived *from  our  Indian 
<*  poflcffions,  and  to  promote  and  fecure  the  happinefs  of  the  native  inhabitants  of  thofe 
"  provinces. 
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"  The  feafon  of  peace  will  call  upon,  you  for  an  attention  to  every  thing,  which  can 
*<  recruit  the  ilrength  of  the  nation,  afr.n-  lo  long  and  io  expenfive  a  war.  'I'he  fecurity 
*'  and  Increale  of  the  revenue,  in  the  manner  leall  hurthenlbme  to  my  fuhjefts,  will  be 
**  amongit  your  hrft  objedts.  In  many  eflential  parts  it  has  fuffered;  dangerous  frauds 
'^have  prevailed  ;^iind  alarming  outrages  have  been  committ^.  Exertions  have  not  bean 
*'  wanting  to  reprefs  this  daring  fpirit,  nor  pains  to  enquire  into  its  true  caufes.  In  any 
<^  inftances  in  which  the  power  of  Government  may  not  be  equal  to  its  utmoft  care  and 
**  vigilance,  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  wifdom  of  my  Parliamentwill  provide  fuch  reme- 
<^  dies  as  may  be  found  wanting,  for  the  acconoplifliment  of  purpofes  in  which  the 
*^  niarerial  interefls  of  this  nation  are  fo  deeply  concerned. 
Gentlemen  of  the  Houje  of  Commons^ 

**  I  have  ordered  the  eftimates  of  the  expences  for  thei  year  to  be  laid  before  you.  From 
<^  thofe  you  will  perceive  the  reduflion  which  I  have  madle  in  all  the  eftablifhments,  which 
<^  appear  to  me  to  be  brought  as  low  as  prudence  will  admit ;  and  you  will  participate 
<<  with  me  in  the  fatisfadlion  which  I  feel  in  this  ftep  towards  the  relief  of  my  fufaji^s. 

"At  the  end  of  a  war,  fome  part  of  its  wqight  muft  inevitably  be  borne  for  a  time.   I 

<^  ^1  fpr  the  burthens  pf  my  people ;  but  I  rely  on  that  fortitude,  which  has  hitherto 

^<  fupported  this  nation  under  many  difficulties,  for  their  hearing  thofe. which  the  prefen 

<<  exigencies  require,  and  which  are  fo-neceflary  for  the  full  fuppoct  of  nai^onal  credit. 

Afy  Lords  and  Gentlemeny 

<<  In  many  refpe^ our  fituation  is  new;  your  counfels  will  provide  what  is  caUcid tor 
<<  by  that  fituation,  and  your  wifdom  will  give  permanence  to  whatever  has  been  found 
**  beneficial  by  the  experience  of  ages.  In  your  deliberations  you  will  preferve  that  tem- 
<<  per  of  moderation,  which  the  importance  of  their  obje£ls  demands,  and  will,  1  have  no 
<^  doubt,  produce;  and. I  am  fure  ^that  you. are  unanimous  in  your  defire  to  direct  all 
^<  thofe  deliberations  to  the  honour  of  my  Crown,  the  fafety  of  my  DominionSi  and  the 
**  profperity  of  my  People."

A  BILL  f9r  vejiing  the  Mairs  vf  the  EAST  INDIA  COMPANY;  in  the 
Hands  of  certain  COMMISSIONERS, /^r  the  Binefi^  «/»Ar  PHOPiQErORS, 
and  the  PUBLIC 

WHEREAS  dtforder»  of  an-  alarming  natubc  and  magoiUide  have  long  prevailiitl,  and 
do  ftill  continue  and  increafe,  in  the  management  of  the  territorial  po£ffions,  the  re-' 
venues,  and  the  commerce,  of  this  kingdom  in  the  Eaft-Indies;  by  means  whereof  the 
profperity  of  the  natives  hath  been  gc-eatly  diminiflied,  and  the  valuable  interefts  of  the 
nation  in  the  laid  territorial  pofleffions,  revenues^  and  commerce,  have  been  material* 
1^  impaired;-. and- would  probably  £J1  into  utter  ruin,  if  an  immediate  and  fitting  ren^y^ 
were  not-i)r«tided  :- 

Beit  thertfove  enaAed  by  the  King's  moft  excellent  Majefty,  by  and -with  the  advice 
and  oonfent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  the  (Jommons,  in  this  prefent 
Parliament  aflembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  fame,  that  the  goyernment  and  ma- 
nagement of  the  territorial  pofleffions,  revenues,  and  conunerce,  of  the- United  Com^ 
pany  of  Merchants  of  England-trading .  to-  the  Eaft  Indies,  by  the  Direi^rs  and  Pro** 
prietors  of  the  (aid- Company,  or  either  of  them;  and  all  and  fingular  the  powers  and 
authorities  of  th»  faid  Diredlors  and  Proprietors,  or  of  any  fpecial,  or  general,  or  other 
Court  thereof,  in  the  ordeFin{p.and  managing,  the  faid  pofleflions,  revenues,  and  com- 
merce; and  all  eledionsof  DiFed<>rs  of  the  faid  United  Company;  be  and  are  hereby 
ilclared  -to  be  difcontinued,  for  and  during  the  continuance  of  this  aft;  any  charter^ 
law,  or  ftatute,  to  the  contrary  notwithftandins;* 

And  be  it  further  ena&ed  by  the  authority  aforefaid.  That  for  thebftter  governing,; 
ordering,  and  managing  the  laid  territorial  pofleffions,  revenues,  and  commerce,  the 
Right  Honourable  William  Elarl  Fitzwilliam,  me  Right  Honourable  Frederick  Montj^u^ 
the  Right  HonoundJe  Geo.rge  Legge,  commonly  odled  Lord  Vifcount  Lewifliam,  the 
Honourable  George  Awuftus  Nomi,  Sir  Gilbert  Elliot,^  Baronet,  Sir  Henry  Fletchery 
Baronet,  and  Robert  uremry,  Efq. ,  fliaU  be,  add^^ey  are  hereby  conftituted  and 
appoint^  Diredors^  of  the  United  Company,  and  (hall  b^  and  they  are  hereby  confti^ 
tuted  Members  of  the  faid  Company;  and*  that  the  &id  DireAors  hereby:  appointed^ 
•r  any  three  of  them,  fhall  have,  ule,  poflefs,  and  enrciie,  all  and  (ingalar*the«powera 
and  authorities  which  have  been,  at  any  time  heretofore,  veiled  in  or  lawfully  exercifed 
by  the  (aid  DireOors  iieieby  difoontinued^  or  ProprietCMrs,  of  the  fiud^United  Company; 
and  all  fuch  further  and  other  pQwersand  authorities,  andvmder-foch  diredlions,  and 
fubjeA  to  fuch  limitations.^ and  FdlridiiM|S,<  as  in  this  a^or  in  any  other  a<S,  th^ 
prpvifions  whereof  are  not  hereby  altered  or  repealed,  are  contained,  for  the  government  ' 
and  management  of  the  laid  territorial'  pojUeffions,  revenuesy-  and  commerce,  of  the  find 
United  C^pany^  or  in  any  wife^rpbcive  thereto* 
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.'  And  be  it  fiictlier  enabled  by  the*  authority  aforefaid.  That  the  faid  DlreAors  hefeby 
appointed  fliall,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  impowered,  immediately  from  and 
after  tlie  commencement  of  this  adl,  to  enter  into  and  upon,  and  to  poflefs  themfelves  of 
all  lands,  tenements,  houfcs,  warehoufes,  and  other  buildings  whatever,  of  or  belong- 
ing to  the  faid  United  Company;  and  alfo  to  take  into  their  cuftody  and  poflefSon  all 
books,  lecords,  documents,  charters,  afls,  inftruments,  letters,  and  other  papers 
whatfoever,  and  alfo  all  fhips  and  veflels,  goods,  wares,  merchandizes,  money,  fecurities 
fur  money,  and  all  other  efl'e<fts  whatfoever,  of  or  beloxiging  to  the  United  Company,  in 
truft  for,  and  for  the  beftefitofthe  Proprietors  thereof,  an^  to  liave,  hold,  pofleis  the 
fame,  in  like  manner  as  were  they  held  and  pofTcffed  by  theDiredlors  hereby  difcontinucd, 
fubjecl  to  fuch  charges,  claims,  and  demands,  as  do  or  may  affeft  the  fame;  which 
Diredlors  fo  difcontinued,  and  all  other  officers  and  fervants  of  the  faid  United  Com- 
pany, are  hereby  emoined,  immediately  upon  the  rcquifitioo  of  the  faid  Direftors  here-* 
by  appointed,  figniiied  under  their  hands  and  feals,  or  the  hands  and  feals  of  any  three  of 
them,  to  deliver  to  them,  or  to  fuch  perfon  or  perfpns  as  they  fhall  for  that  purpofe  ap- 
point, all  fuch  lands,  tenements,  houfes,  warehoufes,  buildings,  books,  records,  docu- 
ments, charters,  a<^s,  inftruments,  papers,  (hips,  veflels,  goods,  wares,  and  mer- 
chandizes, money,  fecurities  for  money,  and  all  other  effedls  whatfoever. 

And  for  the  fole  purpofe  of  ordering  and  managing  the  commerce  of  the  faid  United 
Company,  under  and  fubje(9:  to  the  orders  and  directions  of  the  faid  Dire&oTs  hereby 
appointed,  be  it  further  ena£ted  by  the  authority  aforefaidj  That  Thomas  Cheap,  Eftj. 
George  Gumming,  Efn%  Richard   Hall,  Efqt  John  Harrifon,  Efq.  Jofeph  Sharp,  Efq. 

John  Michie,  Elq.  John  Smith,  Efq.  George  Tatem,  Efq.  and  James  MoflFat,  Efq. 
eing  Proprietors,  each  of  them  of  two  thoufand  pounds  capital  ftock  in  the  faid  United 
Company,  at  leaft,  fhall  be  afliftant  Direftors,  for  the  purpofe  laft  aforefaid;  and  fliall, 
from  time  to  time,  without  requifition,  and  alfo  as  often  as  they  fhall  be  thereunto  re- 
quired. Tender  an  account  of  their  proceedings  to  the  faid  Dire<5lors  hereby  appointed; 
and  in  all  matters  and  things  whatfoever,  fliall  purfue  and  follow  fuch  orders  and  di- 
redions,  as  they  fhall  from  time  to  time  receive  from  fuch  Directors. 

And  be  it  further  enafted  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  That  in  cafe  any  vacancy  or  va* 
fancies  fhall  happen  in  the  office  of  the  (aid  DiredVors  hereby  appointed,  by  death,  refig- 
nation,  removal,  or  otherwife,  fuch  vacancy  or  vacancies  fliall  be  filled  by  his  Majefty, 
under  his  fign  manual,  within  twenty  days  after  notice  of  fuch  vacancy  or  vacancies 
fhall  have  been  given  to  one  of  his  Majefty's  principal  Secretaries  of  State. 

And  be  it  further  enafted  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  That  in  cafe  any  vacancy  of 
vacancies  fhall  happen  in  the  office  of  the  faid  affiftant  Diredors,  by  death,  refignat'ion, 
removal,  or"  otherwife,  fuch  vacancy  or  vacancies  fliall  be  filled  by  the  majority  of 
the  Proprietors  of  the  faid  United  Company,  qualified  in  the  manner  required  bv  an 
aft  of  the  thirteenth  year  of  his  prefent  Majefty,  Intituled,  "  An  Afk  for  eftablifhing 
<<  certain  ricgulations,  for  the  better  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Eaft  India  Com- 
<*  pany,  as  well  in  India  as  in  Europe  f  which  Proprietors,  at  fuch  eleftion  of  any 
aififtant  Direiaor,  fhall  not  vote  by  ballot,  or  in  any  other  covert  or  concealed  manner, 
hut  in  open  court,  for  that  purpofe  only  fpecially  fummoned;  and  every  fuch  Proprietor, 
in  giving  his  or  her  vote,  fliall  fubfcribe  his  or  her  name  in  a  book  to  be  pre- 
pared tor  that  purpofe,  under  the  name  of  the  perfon  for  whom  he  or  fhe  mall 
vote. 

And  be  it  further  enafted  by  the  authority  aforefaid.  That  if  five  of  the  faid  Di- 
reflors  hereby  appointed,  who  fhall  be  prefent  at  any  meeting,-  fhall,  upon  enquiry, 
and  aifter  examination*  into  the  condu£^  and  behaviour  of  the  latd  afliftant  Diredors, 
find  that  any  of  them  i«  guilty  of  neglr*(5l  or  mifdeimt  n  t1  .  vxi^rutjoii  ot  hLs  faid 

office,  or-of^wilfuldifdbcdicBCe  of  any  order  or  orders  IkI   I  >i  rt;6lorH  berebv  ap- 

pointed, they  are  hereby  authorized  ai;iV  impoWfired  W  *i»i'  difpUce  fiich  afliftant 
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Direftors ;  entering  in  their  journals  their  reafons  refpeftively,  for  removing  or  dif* 
placing  fuch  afliftant  Direftor,  figned  with  their  refpe6live  names. 

AntT  be  it  further  enafted  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  That  the  faid  William  Earl 
F'itzwilliam  fliall  be,  during  his  continuance  as  a  Direftor  by  virtue  of  this  aft,  Chair- 
man of  the  board  of  Direftors,  and  the  faid  Right  Honourable  Frederick  Montagu,  De- 
puty Chairman  thereof;  and  if  the  faid  Chairman  (hall  die,  rofign,  or  be  removed  from 
fuch  ofnce  of  Dircftor,  at  any  time  during  the  continuance  of  this  aft,  then  and  in  that 
cafe  the  faid  Deputy  Chairman  fiiall  fucceed  to  the  office  of  Chairman  of  the  faid  board 
of  Direftors ;  and  if  the  faid  Deputy  Chairman  being  become  Chairman  of  the  faid 
bonrd  of  Dircclor^;,  Qiall  alfo  die,  refign,  or  be  removed  from  the  faid  office  of  a  Direc- 
tor, then  and  in  thai  cafe,  and  alfo  in  every  other  cnfe  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a 
Cliainnrin  of  the  fiid  board  of  Direftors,  the  faid  Direftors  hereby  api)ointed  fl\all  choofe 
and  cleft  one  of  therafelves  to  fupply  fuch  vacancy  ;  and  if  a  vacancy,  either  by  fuccef- 
iion  or  otherwife,  {hall  at  any  time  nappen  in  the  faid  office  of  Deputy  Chairman  of  tlrf 
faid  board  of  Direftors,  cftabliflied  by  this  aft,  the  (hid  Directors  hereby  appointed,  Ihall 
in  like  manner,  choofe  and  eleft  one  of  themfelves  to  fupply  fuch  vacancy. 

And  be  it  further  enafted  bv  the  authority  aforefaid,  I'liat  the  faid  Cliairman  of  the 
faid  board  of  Direilors,  or  in  liis  abfence,  tne  faid  Deputy  Chairman,  ftiall  have  power 
to  call  or  fummons  any  extraordinary  meeting  of  the  faid  Direftors  hereby  appointed, 
at  fuch  timii  or  times  as  he  fhall  think  expedient ;  and  may,  at  any  meeting  whatever  of 
fuch  Direftors,  if  lie  fliall  think  lit,  propofe  the  biiiint is  to  be  nrft  coilfidered  by  luch 
Direftors  at  fuch  meeting ;  and  in  cafe  of  an  equal  divifion  of  voices  on  any  queftion 
whatever  before  the  faid  board  of  Direftors  fliall  have  the  carting  voice  :  provided  always^ 
that  nothing  herein  contained  fliall  prevent  the  mr^jority  of  fuch  Direftors  prefcnt  at 
any  meeting,  from  adjourning  their  meetings  to  fuch  time  or  times  as  they  Ihall  think 
proper. 

And  be  it  further  enafted  by  the  authority  aforefaid.  That  it  fliall  not  be  lawful  for 
the  foid  Direftors  hereby  appointed,  or  any  of  them,  upon  any  queftion  whatever,  ttt 
vote  by  ballot,  or  in  any  other  covert  manner ;  and  that  in  aiiy  difference  of  opinion, 
except  as  to  the  eleftion  to  offices  of  perfons  not  having  before  been  in  the  fervice  of  the 
laid  United  Company,  the  laid  Direftors  (as  well  the  majority  as  thofe  who  fliall  diflent) 
fliall  each  of  them  enter,  on  the  journals  of  the  faid  Direftors,  his  reafons  for  his  vote, 
figned  with  his  name,  or  his  adherence  to  the  reafons  entered  by  any  other  Direftor. 

And  be  it  further  enafted  by  the  authority  aforefaid.  That  no  perfon  furnilhing  thfe 
Ihid  United  Company  with  fliipping,  or  with  any  article  of  tlieir  mvefl:ment  outwards, 
either  from  Great  Britain,  or  from  fuch  ports  and  places  as  tlie  Company's  fliips  have 
occafion  to  touch  at  in  their  way  to  India,  or  with  any  naval  or  military  ftores,  or  con- 
cerned in  buving  and  felling  any  commodity  of  the  faid  United  Company's  importation, 
ihall  be  capaf)le  of  being  a  Direftor  or  affiftant  Direftor  for  the  execution  of  this  aft. 

And  be  it  alfo  enafted  by  the  authority  aforefaid.  That  no  perfon  fliall  be  capable  of 
being  a  Direftor,  or  afliftant  Direftor,  for  the  execution  of  this  aft,  againft  whom  the 
charge  of  any  corrupt  praftice,  peculation,  or  oppreffion  in  India,  doth  or  fliall  appear 
in  the  records  of  the  lliid  United  Company  within  the  fpace  of  two  years  before  the 
time  of  his  nomination,  or  fliall  be  made  upon  oath  before  the  faid  Direftors  hereby  ap- 
pointed within  the  fpace  of  two  years  before  the  time  of  his  nomination,  until  fuch  Di- 
reftors, or  three  of  them,  fliall  have  examined  into  the  fame,  and  fliall  have  feverally 
declared  that  they  have  examined  into  the  faid  charge,  and  do  in  their  confcicnce  believe 
fuch  i)erfon  not  guilty  of  the  faid  charge ;  or  that  they  do,  upon  the  faid  examination, 
find  the  faid  charge  not  of  fufficicnt  importance  to  exclude  the  faid  perfon  from  the  faid 
office  of  Direftor,  or  afliftant  Direftor',  as  the  cafe  may  be;  and  that  they  have  entered 
upon  their  journals  their  reafonfc  for'fiich  their  opinion. 

And 
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And  be  it  further  «na£led  by  the  authority  aforcfaid,  Tliat  no  perfon  who  bath  been, 
now  is,  or  (hall  hereafter  be,  in  the  fervice  of  the  faid  United  Company  m  India,  fliall 
be  capable  of  l)eing  a  Dire<Sk)r,  or  afliftant  Dire£lor,  for  the  execution  ot  this  SiSt  within 
the  fpace  of  two  years  from  the  time  of  his  laft  return  from  India. 

And  be  it  furtner  ena<5^ed  by  the  authority  aforelaid,  That  the  £iid  Dire£lors  hereby 
appointed  ihall,  once  in  every  fix  months,  lay  before  the  Proprietors  of  the  faid  United 
Company,  in  a  general  Court  to  be  for  that  purpofe  ailemblcd,  an  exa£t  ftate  of  the 
debts  ;ind  credits  of  the  faid  United  Company ;  the  firfl  coft  and  charges  of  their  inveft- 
ments,  outward  and  inward ;  with  the  fums  of  inoney  in  India  applicable  to  an  inveft- 
ment,  according  to  the  laA  accounts  received  therefrom ;  an  account  of  the  Shipping  ;, 
an  account  of  the  produce  of  the  fales ;  and  the  (late  of  the  warehoufes  at  home  and' 
abroad. 

And  be  it  further  enafted  by  the  authority  aforefaid.  That  the  faid  DireAors  hereby 
Uppointed  fliall,  within  twenty  days  after  the  commencement  of  every  feffion  of  Parlia- 
ment, lay  before  the  Lords  Conuniffioners  of  his  Majefty*s  Treafury  (who  are  hereby 
authorized  and  required,  without  lofs  of  time,  to  lay  the  fame  before  both  Houfes  of 
Parliament)  an  account  of  the  produce  of  the  territorial  and  other  revenues  of  the  faid 
United  Company  in  India ;  and  alfo  eftimates  of  the  civil,  military,  and  naval  eftablifh- 
ment  there ;  together  with  a  ftate  of  the  bond  and  other  debts  due  from  the  faid  Unit^ 
Company  in  India  ;.  and  alfo  the  ftate  of  the  trade,  laid  by  the  faid  Directors  before  tha 
laid  Proprietors  at  their  then  laft  general  court. 

And  be  it  further  enabled  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  That  the  faid  Diredlors  hereify 
appointed,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  fhall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  remove, 
difplace,  iJLifpend,  appoint,  confirm,  or  reftore,  all  and  every  perfon  or  perfons  whatfo- 
ever,  from  ot  to  any  ofBce,  ftation,  or  capacity  whatfoever,  civil  or  military,  in  the 
fervice  of  the  faid  United  Company,  or  within  the  limits  of  the  faid  United  Company's 
charters,  or  any  of  them,  or  any  way  concerned  in  the  management  of  their  afian-s* 
within  this  kingdom,  or  in  India,  whether  any  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  fhall  have  been 
nominated  or  appointed  in  and  by  any  a6t  or  acts  of  Parliament,  or  howfoever  otherwife. 
nominated  or  appointed ;  except  as  is  herein  provided  and  eftabliftied,  as  to  the  apppint- 
ment  and  removal'  of  fuch  Directors  themfelves,  and  of  the  faid  affiftant  Diredlors.. 

And  fer  the  more  fpecdy  and  efie£hial  punifhment  of  offences  committed  iii  India, 
by  perfons  empjioyed  in  the  fervice  of  the  faid  Company,  be  it  enacted  by  the  authority 
aiore(aid.  That  whenever  any  charge  of  corruption,  peculation,  oppreffion,  extortion, 
receipt  of  prefents,  ufury,  breach  o?  orders,  or  other  erievous  offence,  fhall  be  exhibited 
or  made  before  the  Governor-General  and  Council  of  Bengal,  or  the  Prefident  and  Coun- 
cil of  any  of  the  Prefidencies  or  fettlements  abroad^  of  the  faid  United  Company,  and 
tranfmitted  from*  thence  to  the  Court  of  Diredtors,  hereby  difcontinued,  or  to  the  faid 
Diredlors  hereby  appointed,  againft  any  of  the  faid  Governors,  Prefidents,  or  Members, 
of  the  Council,  of  any  of  the  faid  Preudencies  or  fettlements  of  the  faid. United  Com- 
pany, or  others,  in  any  office,  fbtion,  or  employment,  civil  or  military^  in  the  faid. 
United  Company's  fervice ;  or  which  fhall  be  exhibited  or  made  by  any  of  the  native 
Princes,  dependent  upon,  or  under  the  prote£t4on  of  the  faid  United  Company,  againft 
any  fuch  perfon  or  perfons ;  the  faid  Directors,  hereby  appointed,  fhall,  within  twenty- 
days  after  the  fame  fhall  be  received,  enter  in  an  examination  of  fuch  charge ;  and  if, 
upon,  or  in  confequence  of  fuch  examination,  fuch  Diffedtors  fhall  not  think  proper 
either  to  recall  or  order  a  profecution  againft  fuch'  perfon  fo  charged, .  each  and  every 
fuch  DireAor,  making  fuch  examination  as  aforefaid  into  fuch  cl^rge,  fhall  enter  in 
writiofl;,  and  fubfcribe  with  his  name,  in  the  journals  of  fuch  Dire&ors,  his  opinion  on 
the  vafidity  and  importance  of  fuch  charge,  with  his  fpecific  reafons,  on  the  particular 
cafe,  for  not  reodCng  the  perfon  fo  charged,  or  for  not  ordering  a  profecution  upon 
fuch  cbamw 

And 
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And  be  it  further  enabled,  hy  the  authority  aforefaid,  Tliat  liefore  aily  perfon  or  per- 
fons  wliatfoevcr,  who  have  been,  are,  or  flvall  hereafter  be,  in  the  fervice  of  the  faid 
United  Company,  in  any  office,  ftatioiT,  or  einplovment  whatfoever,  civil  or  military, 
in  any  of  the  Prefidencies  or  fettlements  of  the  faici  United  Company  abroad ;  and  who 
have  been,  or  are,  or  fliall  be,  in  Great  Britain  after  fuch  fervice  aoroad ;  and  againil 
whom  any  charge  ftiall  appear  upon  any  of  the  Company's  records,  or  fliall  have  beert 
made  to  tne  faid  Court  ot  Direftors  hereby  difcontinued,  or  General  Court  of  Proprie- 
tors,  or  (hall  be  made  or  exhibited  to  the  laid  Direftors  hereby  appointed ;  fliall  be  per- 
mitted by  the  faid  Direftors  hereby  appoined  to  return  to  any  part  of  Indhi,  cither  in 
the  fame,  or  in  any  other  office,  ftation,  or  employment,  in  the  fen'ice  of  the  iaid 
United  Company ;  and  alfo,  before  the  faid  Direftors  hereby  appointed  fliall  confimi  the 
appointment,  or  fufFer  the  departure  from  Great  Britain,  for  India,  of  any  perfon  or 
perfons  who  may  have  been,  or  fliall  be  appointed  to  any  office,  fiation,  or  employ- 
ment whatfoever,  in  the  fervice  of  the  faid  United  Company,  and  againfl  whom  any 
fuch  charge  fliall  appear,  or  fliall  have  been  made,  or  fliall  nie  made  as  aforefaid ;  and 
alfo  before  the  laid  Direftors,  hereby  appointed,  fliall  themfelves  "appoint  any  perfon^ 
having  before  been  in  the  fervice  of  the  faid  United  Company,  to  any  office,  ftation, 
or  employment  whatfoever,  in  the  faid  United  Company's  fervice,  ana  againft  whom 
any  fuch  charge  fliall  appear,  or  fliall  have  been  made,  or  fliall  be  made  as  aforefaid ;  the 
faid  Dire6tors  hereby  appointed  fliall,  and  they  are  hereby  required  to  make  a  full  and 
particular  examination  and  inquiry  into  the  condu£t  of  every  fuch  perfon,  relative  to  the 
faid  fervice,  and  the  fubjedl  matter  of  fuch  charge ;  and  mall  enter  on  their  journals 
their  reafons  for  permitting  any  fuch  perfon  to  return,  or  confirming  the  appointment, 
and  permitting  the  departure,  of  any  fuch  perfon,  or  for  themfelves  appointing  any 
fuch  perfon  (as  tlie  cafe  may  be)  notwithftanding  fuch  charge. 

And  be  it  further  ena£lea,  by  the  authority  aforefaid.  That  in  cafe  of  any  difputes, 
differences,  or  controverfies  wnatfoever,  which  have  arifen,  and  are  dependine,  or 
which  fhall  or  may  hereafter  artfe,  between  the  Governor-General  and  Council  of^Bcn- 
ral ;  or  between  any  of  the  Prefidents  of  any  other  of  the  fettlements  of  the  faid  United 
Company,  and  their  refpeftive  Councils ;  or  between  any  of  the  fubordinate  Chiefs  and 
their  Councils ;  or  between  the  Government  of  one  fettiement  and  the  Grovernment  of 
any  other  fettiement ;  or  between  any  of  the  Governors  or  prefiding  powers  of  any  of 
the  fubordinate  fettlementi;  the  faid  Diredors  hereby  appointed  fliall,  within  twenty 
days  after  the  receipt  of  any  official  account  of  any  fuch  difpute,  difimmce,  or  contro- 
verfy,  enter  upon  an  examination  and  in(juiry  into  the  fame;  and  fhall,  within  fhrej 
months  thereafter,  either  come  to  a  definitive  decifion  thereupon,  or  enter  upon  their 
journals  their  reafons,  figned  with  their  refpeflive  names,  for  not  conung  to  luch  d^^ 
nitive  deciflon. 

And  be  it  further  enafted,  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  That  if  at  any  time  the  Go- 
vernor-General and  Council  of  Ben^l,  or  the  rrefident  and  Council  of  any  of  the  prin- 
cipal or  fubordinate  fettlements,  fliall  require  the  diredion  or  opinion  of  the  faid 
Directors  hereby  appointed,  on  any  matter  whatfoever  for  the  government  of  fuch  Go- 
vernor-General and  Council,  or  Prefident  and  Council,  or  for  the  fettiement  or  accom- 
modation of  any  matter  in  difpute,  or  likely  to  come  into  dilpute,  between  or  among 
them,  or  any  ot  them ;  the  faid  Directors  ihall  return  an  anfwer,  opinion,  or  (Uredlion, 
to  fuch  requifition,  within  three  months  after  receiving  the  letter  or  letters  containing 
the  fame,  or  enter  upon  their  journals  their  reafons,  figned  with  their  refpefkive  names, 
for  not  fending  the  fame  within  the  time  aforefaid. 

And  be  it  enabled,  by  the  authority  aforefaid.  That  if  at  any  time  complaint  fhall 
be  made  of  any  breach  ot  treaty,  injury,  wrong,  or  grievance,  done  or  committed  again  fl 
any  native  Pnnce  in  India,  by  any  ot  the  Governments  of  the  faid  United  Company's 
fettlements,  or  any  officer  or  other  perfon^  civil  or  military,  in  the  fervice  of  the  laid

United  Company ;  or  if  any  fuch  brcacii  of  treaty,  injury,  wrong,  or  grievance,  flialt 
(without  complaint  being  made  thereof  j  appe;ir  upon  any  part  of  the  correfpondcnce 
relating  to  the  faid  United  Company's  aflairs;  the  laid  Dircftors  hereby  appointed  ihali, 
as  fpeedily  as  may  be,  incjuire  into  fuch  breach  of  treaty,  injuiy?  wrong,  or  grievance; 
and  fliaJl  begin  tlicir  examination  into  the  fame,  bv  reading  and  confidering  any  trea- 
ties, agreements,  or  affurances,  fubilliing  between  the  faid  United  Company  and  fuch. 
native  Prince,  or  any  way  relative  to  him,  if  any  fucli  there  Ihall  be,  or  any  orders- 
which  may  have  been  given  by  tlie  Court  of  Diredors  hereby  dilcontinued,  or  Genenil 
Court  of  Proprietors,  relating  to  fuch  native  Prince ;  and  the  faid  Diredlors  hereby  ap- 
pointed fliall  do  full  and  complete  juftice  to  fuch  native  Prince  for  fuch  breach  of  treaty, 
injury,  wrong,  or  grievance,  and  on  every  material  article  and  head  of  charge  (if  there 
be  more  than  one)  fpecifically,  and  not  upon  the  whole  of  fuch  charge  in  grofs. 

And  be  it  further  enadted,  by  the  authority  aforefaid.  That  three,  and  not  lefs,  of 
the  faid  Direftors,  (hall  form  a  Board  for  executing  this  a£l,  or  any  of  the  powers 
thereof,  or  any  other  powers  vefted  in  or  committed  to,  or  which  fliall  be  vefted  in  or 
committed  to,  fuch  Diredtors,  and  the  major  part  of  the  laid  Diredlors  prefent  fliall 
determine,  except  where  the  voices  fliall  be  equally  divided,  and  then  the  Chairman,  or, 
in  his  abfence,  the  Deputy  Chairman,  fliall  have  two  voices,  or  the  cafting  voice. 

And  be  it  further  enaflied  by  the  authority  aforefaid.  That  all  the  correlpondence  of 
the  faid  Diredbors  hereby  appomted,  with  all  perfons  whatfoever  in  the  fervice  of  the  faid 
United  Company,  fliall  be  figned  by  the  Secretary  of  fuch  Diredlors,  by  order  of 
the  Board. 

And  whereas  by  virtue  of  the  charter  of  the  faid  Company,  and  the  regulations  which 
have  from  time  to  time  been  made  for  the  better  government  of  the  faid  Company,  it 
it  is  required,  that  certain  a6ks  fliould  be  done  or  contented  to,  and  that  certain  ac-j 
counts  fliould  be  figned  by  a  particular  number  of  the  Dire£lors,  hereby  difcontinued,  be 
it  therefore  enafted,  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  That  in  all  cafes  whatloever,  where  any 
adl,  matter,  or  thing  is  directed  to  be  done  or  confentcd  to,  or  any  accounts  or  writing  to 
be  figned  by  the  Diredlors  hereby  difcontinued,  or  to  be  done  or  confented  to,  or  figned 
by  any  particular  number  of  fuch  DireSors,  fuch  adt,  matter,  or  thing  fliall,  tron> 
and  after  the  commencement  of  this  a£t,  be  done  or  confented  to,,  and  fuch- 
accounts  or  writing  fliall  be  figned  by  three  of  the  Direflors  hereby  ap* 
pointed* 

And  be  it  further  enafted  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  That  the  faid  Diredors  hereby, 
appointed,  and  afliftant  Diredtors,  and  each  and  every  of  them,  during  the  continuance 
of  this  aft,  fliall  be  utterly  incapable  of  taking,  holding,  or  exercifing,  any  ofiBce^ 
flation,  or  employment  wnatfoever,  in  the  fervice  of  the  faid  United  Company;  and 
fhall  alfo  be  incapable  of  taking,  holding,  or  exercifing  any  other  place  of  profit  from 
the  Crown,  during  pleafure. 

And  be  it  further  enafted  by  the  authority  aforefaid.  That  it  fhall,  and  may  be  lawful 
for  his  Majefty  to  remove  any  of  the  faid  Dire£lors  hereby  appointed,  or  a&flant  Di- 
reftors  upon  an  addrefs  of  either  Houfe  of  Parliament. 

And  whereas  a  doxibt  may  arife,  whether  the  place  of  Direftor,  when  the  fame  fhall 
be  held  by  any  perfon,  to  pe  appointed  by  his  Majefty,  in  manner  herein-before  pro- 
vided, be  not  within  the  provifion  of  an  aft  of  the  fixth  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne, 
intitled,  **  An  Aft  for  the  fecurity  of  her  Majefty's  perlon  and  government,  and  of  the 
<*  fucceflion  to  the  Crown  of  Great-Britain  in  the  Proteftant  line,^  although  the  faid 
place  fhall  have  been  created  and  erefted  by  authority  of  Parliament:  be  it  therefore 
enafted,  and  declared  by  the  authority  aforefaid.  That  fuch  office  fhall  not  be  deemed  and 
taken  to  be  within  the  intent  and  purview  of  the  faid  aft;  nor  fhall  any  perfon  accept- 
ing and  holding  the  fame,  by  an  appointment  from.hi«  Majefty^  under  his  royal  fign.

manual,  be  thereby  difqualified  from  being  eleAed,  or  fitting  and  voting  as  a  Member 
of  the  Houfe  of  Commons. 

And  be  it  further  enafted,  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  That  there  fhall  be  allowed  and 
paid  for  and  to  each  of  the  afliftant  Direflors,  for  fo  long  time  as  he  fhall  continue  in 
the  office,  a  clear  yearly  falary  of  five  hundred  pounds,  payable  by  half  yearly  pay- 
ments ;  and  that  the  rerpe£tive  payments  of  the  faid  falaries  iliall  be  fiiated  and  allowed 
in  the  account  of  the  difburfements  for  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  faid  United 
Eafl-India  Company. 

That  this  A&  and  all  the  pro- 
vifions  herein  contained,  fliall  commence  and  take  eiFeft  from  and  immediately  after  this 
a£k  fhall  have  received  his  Majefty's  royal  afient,  and  fhall  continue,  and  be  in  full 
force  for  and  during  the  fpace  of  four  years.

Mr.  Baker  faid,  that  from  fome  matters  which  were 
of  public  notoriety,  he  fhould  propofe  to  the  confideration  of  the  Houfe 
feme  thing  of  the  highefl  and  the  moft  important  confequence.  Jt  was 
of  that  nature  which  required  very  fefious  deliberation,  as  it  concerned 
the  deareft  interefts  of  the  people.  Therefore,  prior  to  this  important

*'  with  thfe  Mace  to  the  avenues  and  rooms  leading  to  the  Houfe,  to 
*'  coUeft  fuck  Members  as  were  there,  and  require  their-  attendance 
**  ill  their  places/' 

Mr.  Fox  feconded  the  motion,  and  that  form  being  gone  through, 

-Mr.  Baker  read  the  following  Refolutions  : 
Refolved, 

/*  That  it  is.  now  neceffary  to  declare,  that  to  report  any  opinion, 
^*  or  pretended  opinion  of  his  Majefty,  upon  any  bill,  or  other  pro- 
*'  .ceeding  depending  in  either  Houfe  of  Parliament,  with  a  view  to 
**  influence  the  votes  of  the  Members,  is  a  high  crime  and  mifdemeanor, 
**  dcrojgatory  to  the  honour  of  the  Crown,  a  breach  of  the  fundamen-

kefolved, 

**  That  this  Houfe  will,  upon  Monday  morning  next,  refblve  itfelf

Lord  Maitland  made  a  few  pointed  obfervations  in  refpeft  to  the 
rumour  of  Earl  Temple  having  ufed  his  Majefty*s  name  to  influence 
the  Meiobers  of  the  other  Houfe,  and  of  the  confequences  that  fol- 
lowed in  reipedt  to  the  India  bill.  His  Lordfliip  faid,  that  on  the  fete 
of  the  prelent  motion  depended  the  exiftence  of  a  free  Parliament, 
and  all  that  Was  dear  to  Englifhmen  ;  and  thatas'heconfidcred  it  to  be 
a  moft  propqr  one,  he  rofe  to  fecond  iti 

Mr.  Erlkine,  in  a  very  able  fpeech,  argued  very  pointedly  on  the 
rumour,  and  contended  for  its  being  good  ground  for  enquiry,  and  a 
reafon  why  Parliament  fliould  take  the  alarm,  and  make  provifiott 
againft  the  worft. 

Mr.  Arden  fpoke  vehemently  for  the  order  of  the  day.

The    ADJOURNMENT. 

December  19.]  Mr.  Baker,  underftanding  that  it  was  the  intpn- 
tion  of  a  certain  gentleman,  that  the  Houfe  fhould  fit  on  Saturday^ 
contrary  to  their  ufual  mode  of  proceeding,  obferving  that  he  had  ms 
obje£tions  to  admitting  a  meafure  fo  contrary  to  the  6ftabliflied  rule  of 
Parliament,  and  therefore  he  moved,  "  that  the  Houfe  (hould,  at  it« 
**  rifing,  adjourn  until  Monday." 

Mr.  Dundas  objefted  to  Monday,  and  propofed  an  adjournment  only 
till  to-morrow,  to  proceed  to  the  Land-tax  bill. 

Mr.  Fox,  in  a  fpeech  of  confiderable  length,  argued  with  his  ufual 
abiUty  in  favour  of  the  propofition  for  adjourning  until  Monday,  and 
ohferved,  that  "  rumours  were  fent  abroad,  confefledly  to  declare  the 
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interference  of  the  Crown  with  a  bill  under  confideration  of  Parlia- 
ment ;  and  thofe  rumours  were  corroborated  by  not  one  perfon,  friend 
or  relation,  ftanding  up  to  dilavow  their  truth,  or  to  clear  the  high 
characters  which  were  charged  with  the  criminality.     The  alarm  had 
fpread,  and  was  now  grown  of  the  moft  ferious  nature  indeed.     The 
Miniftiy  w^as  changed,    the  Conftitution  was  violated— not  in   the 
change  of  that  Miniftry,  but  in  the  mode  by  which  it  was  efFeded. 
A  tittle  bit  of  paper  handed  from  a  certain  perfon  to  a  certain  perfon, 
and  held  up  in  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  fet  the  reprefentative  body  of 
England  at  defiance.     The  Commons,  alarmed  for  their  privileges, 
appear  determined  to  fupport  themfelves  againft  all  fuch  arbitrary 
proceedings,   and  feeing  the  little  phalanx  raifed  againft  them,  and 
headed  by,  in  their  own  Houfe,  a  rafli  young  man,    they  confider, 
and  muft  confider,  themfelves  bound  by  every  tie  to  their  country, 
every  regard  to  their  conftituents,  and  every  love  to  their  Sovereign, 
to  ftand  up  in  their  own  defence,  aflert  their  rights^  and  fave  the  em- 
pire.    The  aJvifers  afted  in  fecret,  as  they  ever  have  done,  and  pur- 
sued* one  invariable  line  of  continual  condemnation  to  the  fyftem  of 
liberty."— ^The  Houfe  being  very  clamorous,   the  queftion  was  put, 
and  the  gallery  cleared  ;  but,  on  the  Ayes  for  Mr.  Dundas's  motion 
being  defired  to  go  outfide  the  bar,  and  there  appearing  of  about  300 
members  but  50  inclinable  to  fupport  the  Miniftry,  Mr.  Dundas  with- 
drew hfs  motion,  and  left  Mr.  Fox  and  his  friends  to  enjoy  a  com- 
plete victory  over  this  firft  parliamentary  effort  of  the  new  Admini- 
fEration. 

The  Houfe  then  adjourned  to  Monday. 

RESIGNATION  OF  EARL  TEMPLE. 
December  22.I  Mr.  Grenville  (brother  to  Earl  Temple)  begged  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  Houfe  for  a  few  moments,  in  a  matter  that  nearly 
concernedhis  noUe  relation.  The  vote  pafled  on  Friday  night  [Dec.  19.} 
by  the  Houfe,  fo  for  as  it  refpe6t«d  the  charafter  of  Lord  Temple, 
was  of  a  very  ferious  confideration.  Menaces  had  been  perfbnally  ap- 
plied, which  carried  with  them  fuch  an  avowed  and  open  attack  on 
the  noble  Lord,^  that  it  was  become  indilpenfibly  requifite  to  take  up 
the  fubjefl;  by  the  nobleman  to  whom  they  were  applied.  Lord  Temple 
therefore  waited  oa  his  Sovereign,  and  refigned  into  his  hands  thofe 
feals  of  office,  with  which  he  had  been  lately  intrufted ;  and.  he  did 
tltiis,  that  the  Houfe  of  Commons  and  the  world  might  fee  he  in- 
tended

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tended  not  to  avail  himfelf  under  the  dignity  or  influence  of  ofHcev 
to-  prevent  inveftigation  of  his  public  conduft,  or  that  the  name  of 
Secretary  of  State  (hould  fcreen  him  for  any  aftioii  he  had  committed 
as  a  private  man, 

Mr.  Fox  replied,  that  if  the  honourable  gentleman  had  been  in  his 
place,  and  attended  to  what  had  pafled  on  the  occafion  alluded  to,  he 
would  have  found  that  there  was  not  any  fuch  thing  as  a  menace  held 
out.  There  was  a  convcrlation,  indeed,  about  an  enquiry  into  the 
ftate  of  the  nation  ;  a  rumour  that  fbme  perfon,  not  oftenfible  in 
office,  had  given  improper  advice  to  his  Majefty  ;  but  that  the 
charge  laid  againft  the  fuppofed  criminal  could  not  be  brought  by 
legal  evidence  home  to  a  conviftion  of  the  fa6l,  although  there  was  a 
general  concurrence  of  matters,  uncontradiftcd  by  the  noble  L^ord's 
friends,  which  left  not,  in  the  minds  of  the  Houfe  and  the  public,  a 
fingle  doubt  but  things  were  as  they  had  been  reprefented.  It  being 
evident  that  the  guilt  could  not  be  brought  home  in  legal  form,  the 
aoble  relation  of  the  Honourable  Gentleman  derived  no  great  merit  in 
ieeking  a  trial  undiverted  of  the  honours  and  the  influence  of  office.  It 
was  not,  therefore,  to  be  fuppofed  that  the  Earl's  reiignation  of  the 
feals  of  office,  in  the  (lighteft  inftance,  was  to  be  admitted  as  an  evi- 
dence in  favour  of  his  innocence ;  nor  fhould  it  prevent  the  bufinefs 
of  the  day,  or  alter  the  purpole  for  which  the  Houfe  met.  It  was  not 
for  the  noble  Lord  to  fend  this  meflage  down  to  the  Commons  that 
he  had  refigned ;  for  that  would  prove  of  little  confcquence,  either  in 
refpeft  to  the  rumour  that  had  gone  abroad,  or  in  relpedt  to  the  Ad- 
drefs  to  the  Throne,  which  would  be  moved,  if  the  Houfe  went  in- 
to a  Committee.  There  was  one  certain  road  to  innocence,  and  that 
was  an  open  denial  of  the  charge.  Let  the  noble  Lord  come  for- 
ward, and  on  his  honour  declare  that  he  did  not  advife^  and  then  the 
Houfe  and  the  Public  would  acquit  him  :  but  the  manoeuvre  of  the 
refignation  of  his  office,  was  no  proof  that  he  was  not  guilty  of  that 
which  wa&  laid  to  his  charge. 

A  motion  was  then  made  by  Mr.  Erlkine  for  an  Addrefs  to  hia 
Majefty,  advifing  him  not  to  prorogue  or  diffolve  the  Parliament, which, . 
on  the  queftion  being  put,  was  carried  without  a  divifion. 

December  24.]  The  following  Addrefs,  as  moved  m  the  Houfe  of 
Commons,  was  this  day  prefented  by  the  Speaker,  &a  to  his  Majefty 
in  the  drawing-room  at  St.  James-s< 

That 


"  That  his  Majefty's  moft  dutiful  and  loyal  fubjeds,  the  Commons 
*'  of  Great  Britain,  in  Parliament  aflembled,  think  themfelves  bound 
*'  in  duty  humbly  to  reprefent  to  his  Majefty,  that  alarming  reports 
*'  of  an  intended  diflbhition  of  Parliament  have  gone  forth. 

"  That  his  Majcfty's  faitliful  Commons,  acknowledging  the  wif- 
*'  dom  of  the  conilitution,  in  trufting  to  the  Crown  that  juft  and 
**  legal  prerogative,  and  fully  confiding  in  his  Majcfty's  Royal  wif- 
*'  dom  and  paternal  care  of  his  people,  for  the  moft  beneficial  cxercile 
**  of  it,  defire,  with  great  humility,  to  reprefent  to  his  Majefty  the 
*'  inconveniencies  ajid  dangers  which  appear  to  them,  from  a  confide- 
*'  ration  of  the  ftate  of  the  nation,  likely  to  follow  from  a  prorogation 
*'  or  diflblution  of  the  Parliament,  in  the  prefcnt  arduous  and  critical 
*'  conjunfture  of  public  affairs.  The  maintenance  of  the  public  cre- 
"  dit,  and  the  fupport  of  the  revenue,  demand  the  moft  immediate 
*'  attention.  The  diforders  prevailing  in  the  government  of  the  Eaft- 
"  Indies,  at  home  and  abroad,  call  aloud  for  inftant  reformation ;  and 
*'  the  ftate  of  the  Eaft  India  Company's  finances,  from  the  prefling 
*'  demands  on  them,  require  a  no  lets  immediate  fupport  and  affiftance 
"  from  Parliament. 

*'  That  his  Majefty's  faithful  Commons  are  at  prefent  proceeding 
*'  with  the  utmoft  diligence  upon  thele  great  objects  of  government, 
*'  as  recommended  to  their  attention  by  his  gracious  fpeech  from  the 
*'  Throne,  but  which  muft  neceflarily  be  fruftrated  and  difappointed 
*'  by  the  delay  attending  a  diflblution,  and  moft  efpecially  the  affairs 
*'  of  the  Eaft  Indies,  by  the  aflembling  of  a  new  Parliament,  not  pre* 
*'  pared,  by  previous  enquiry,  to  enter  with  equal  effeft  upon  an  ob- 
♦*  jed  involving  long  and  intricate  details,  which  his  Majefty's  feith- 
*'  ful  Commons  have  inveftigated  for  two  years  paft,  with  the  moft 
*•  laborious,  earneft,  and  unremitting  attention. 

**  That  his  Majefty's  faithful  Commons,  deeply  afFeftcd  by  thefc 
^^  important  confiderations,  imprefled  with  the  higheft  reverence  and 
**  affeftion  for  his  Majefty's  perfon  and  government,  and  anxious  to 
•'  preferve  the  luftre  and  fafety  of  his  government,  do  humbly  befecch 
*'  to  fufler  his  faithful  Commons  to  proceed  on  the  bufinefs  of  the 
«'  feflion,  the  furtherance  of  which  is  fo  eflentially  neceflary  to  the 
**  profperity  of  the  public ;  and  that  his  Majefty  will  be  gracioufly 
*^  pleated  to  hearken  to  the  advice  of  his  fiaitnful  Commons,  and  not 
^  to  the  fecret  advices  of  perfons  \vho  may  have  private  interefts  of

**  their  qwiij.  fepafatc  from  the  true  intereft  of  his  Majefty  and  his 
**  people/' 

To  which  his  Majefty  returned  the  folio wmg  anfwer : 

*'  It  has  been  my  conftant  object  to  employ  the  authority  entrufted 
**•  to  me  by  the  conftitution,  to  its  true  and  only  end — the  good  of 
*'  my  people ;  and  I  am  always  happy  in  cx)ncurring  with  the  wiflies- 
*'  and  .opinions  of  my  faithful  Commons. 

**  I  agree  with  you  in  thinking  that  the  fupport  of  the  public  ere- 
*'  dit  and  revenue,  muft  demand  your  moft  carneft  and  vigilant  care. 
•*  The  ftate  of  the  Eaft-Indies  is  alfo  an  objeft  of  as  much  delicacy 
**  and  importance,  as  can  excrcife  the  wifdom  and  juftice  of  Parlia- 
**'ment.  1  truft  you  will  proceed. in  thofe  confiderations,  with  all 
*•  convenient  fpeed,  after  fuch  an  adjournment  as  the  prefent  circum- 
**ft^nces  may  fecm  to  require,  j^nd  I  ajfure  you  IJhall  not  interrupt 
^^  your  meeting  by  any  exereifs  of  my  prerogative ^  either  of  prorogation  or 
**  diffolution.''

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^^  crime  and  mlfdemeanor,  highly  derogatory  to  the  honour  of  the 
**  Houfe,  and  contrary  to  the  faith  of  Parliament/' 

The  motion  was  put  and  carried  without  a  divifion. 

Mr,  Fox  then,  after  a  fhort  preface,  moved,  "  That  it  is  the  opi- 
**  nion  of  the  Committee,  that  there  fhould  be  laid  before  them  an 
*'  account  of  all  fums  of  money  expended  for  the  ufe  of  the  public 
**  fervice,  between  the  19th  of  December,   1783,    and  the   12th  of 
"  January,  1784,  fpecitying  each  fum,  and  for  what  expended.** 

Mr.  Fox  faid,  the  rcafon  for  making  fuch  a  motion  might  appear 
rather  extraordinary,  but  as  extraordinary  meafures  had  been  taken  by 
the  prefent  Miniilry  to  come  into  power,  it  required  extraor- 
dinary'  naotions  to  prevent  them  doing  mifchief  now  they  were  in 
power. 

Mr.  Pitt  faid  a  few  words  on  the  fubjeft,  but  as  the  prior  motion 
had  been  carried,  he  could  not  iee,  he  faid,  any  particular  harm  that 
could  accrue  from  the  prefent  one  pafling  alfb. 

The  motion  was  then  put  and  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Fox  then  informed  the  Committee  he  had  another  motion  to 
make,  which  was, 

*'  That  the  Mutiny  Bill  be  read  a  fecond  time  on  the  23d  of  Fe» 
"  bruary  1784." 

The  realon,  he  faid,  for  putting  it  off  to  fuch  a  period,  was  to 
give  Minifters  time  to  confider  of  it ;  and,  at  the  fame  time,  to  al- 
low a  fufficient  fpace  to  pafs  kin  before  the  25th  of  March,  at  which 
time  it  would  be  wanted. 

Mr.  Pitt  faid,  he  could  fee  no  end  it  could  anfwer  to  tie  down  the 
Mutiny  Bill  to  be  read  on  a  fpecific  day,  for  the  Mutiny  Bill  not  being 
in^tthe  Houfe,  anfwered  every  end  he  (hould  imagine  that  the  Hon. 
Gentleman  wiihed.  After  a  fhort  converfation,  the  motion  was  put 
and  carried. 

The  Earl  of  Surrey  then  rofe,  and  ftated  to  the  Houfe,  that  the 
situation  of  our  affairs,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  were  fuch  as  re* 
quired  men  of  abilities  and  integrity  to  fill  high  offices  of  flate,  and  at 
the  fame  time  they  ihoiikl  be  liich  perfons  as  poflefled  the  confidence 
of  that  Houfe  and  the  public,  he  fhould  therefore  move, 

**  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Conmiittee,  that  in  the  prefent 
^^  fituation  of  his  Majefly's  dominioni,  it  is  highly  neceflary  that  fuch 
*^  an  adminiflration  fhould  be  formed,  as  poflefled  bodi  the  confidence 
**  of  that  Houfe  and  the  public.'*

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Sir  Peter  Burrell,  in  a  fliort  but  elegant  fpccchi  feconded  the  mo- 
tion. 

Mr.  Pitt  faid  a  few  words,  and  was  anfwered  by  Mr.  Erfkine ;  after 
%vhich  the  motion  was  put  and  carried. 

The  Earl  of  Surrey  then  ftated  to  the  Houfe,  that  from  what  had 
happened  in  the  other  Iloufe  of  Parliament,  and  what  had  been  urged 
by  an  honourable  General  that  day,  of  a  Lord  of  the  Bedchamber  en- 
deavouring to  bias  his  vote,  made  it  neceffary  for  him  to  move, 

"  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  that  the  late  changes 
"  were  preceded  by  extraordinary  rumours,  dangerous  to  the  Confti- 
*'  tution,  inafmuch  as  the  facred  name  of  Majefty  had  been  unconfti* 
*'  tutionallyjufed  for  the  purpofe  of  affefting  the  deliberations  of  Par- 
**  liament,  and  the  appointments  that  followed  were  accompanied 
*'  by  circumftances  new  and  extraordinary,  and  fuch  as  were  evi- 
**  dently  calculated  not  to  conciliate  the  aftcftions  of  that  Houfe.'* 

Sir  P.  Burrell  feconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Dundas  bppofed  the  motion ;  infifted  upon  it  that  it  was  by 
no  means  the  fadl,  and  that  he  would  take  the  fenfc  of  the  Com- 
mittee upon  it ;  for  which  purpofe  he  moved,  that  the  Chairman  do 
leave  the  Chair,  report  a  progrefs,  and  alk  leave  to  (it  again. 

A  fmart  debate  then  enfued,  in  which  Mr  Pitt,  Mr.  Scott,  and 
Mr.  Dundas  oppofed  the  original  motion  ;  and  Lord  Surrey,  Mr.  Lee, 
and  Mr.  Sheridan  as  warmly  fupported  it. 

At  Seven  o'Clock  in  the  morning  the  queftion  was  loudly  called 
for,  and  the  Committee  divided  on  the  motion  that  the  Chairman  do 
leave  the  Chair.

A  BILL  for  the  betttr  Government  and  Management  of  the  Affairs  of  the  EAST  INDIA 

COMPANY. 

For  the  better  government  and  fecurity  of  the  Territorial  Pofieffions  of  this  kingdom 
in  the  Eaft  Indies^  be  it  enaAed  by  the-  King's  Moft  Excellent  Majefty,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  confent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  m  this  pre- 
fent Parliament  aflembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  fame.  That  it  fhall  and  may  be 
lawful  to  and  for  the  King's  Majefty,  his  heirs,  and  iucceftbrs,  by  any  commiflion  to 
be  ifilied  under  the  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  to  nominate  and  appoint  fuch 
perfons  as.  his  Majefty  fhall  thiok  £t,  being  of  his  Majefty's  Moft  Honourable  Privy 
Council^  of  whom  the  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Pq)artment  for  the 
time  beinfi",  and  the  ChanceUor  of  the  Exchequer  for  the  time  bein^  fliall  be  two,  to  be^ 
and  who  mall  accordingly  be,  Conmiiffioners  for  the  afiUrt  of  India. 
.  And  be  it .  ena£Ud  by  the  authority  afecefaidy  That  any  number,  not  lefs  than

And  be  it  further  enabled.  That  the  faid  Board  fliall  be  fully  authorized  and  impow-*. 
ered,  from  time  to  time,  to  check,  fuperintend,  and  controul,  all  adbs,  operations,  and 
concerns,  which  in  any  wife  relae  to  the  civil  or  military  go^'ernment  or  revenues  of' 
the  territories  and  pofleffions  of  the  faid  United  Company  in  the  Eaft  Indies. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  faid  Secretary  of  State  for  the  time  being,  fliall 
nominate  and  appoint  a  Secretary  to  attend  upon  the  faid  Board,  who  fliall  be  fubjedk 
to  difmiffion,  at  the  pleafure  of  the  ftid  Board ;  and  that  the  faid  Secretary  fliall  enter, 
or  caufe  to  be  entered,  in  books,  all  proceedings  whatfoever  to  be  had  by  or  before  the 
faid  Board ;  and  fliall  be  paid  fuch  falary  as  his  Majefty  fliall,  by  warrant  under  his  figa 
manual,  dire6t. 

Provided  always,  and  be  it  further  enadled.  That  the  members  of  the  faid  Board, 
before  they  fliall  proceed  to  zSt  in  the  execution  of  any  of  the  powers  or  authorities  to 
them  given  by  this  aft  (fave  only  the  power  of  adminiftering  the  oath  after  mentioned)

WhicK-faid  oath  any  of  the  Members  of  the  faid  Board  fliall  and  are  hereby  im- 

fK)wered  to'adminifter;  and  the  (aid  oath  fliall  be  entered  by  the  faid  Secretary  among(^ 
the  accounts  of  the  faid  Board,  'and  be  diily  fubfcribcd  anil  attefted  by  ihe  Members 
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thereof,  at  the  time  of  their  taking  and  adminiftering  the  fame  to  each  other  refine- 
tiveiy. 

And,  to  the  intent  that  the  faid  Board  may  be  duly  informed  of  all  tranfaftions  of  the 
faid  Company,  in  refpedl  to  the  management  of  their  concerns  in  the  Eafl-lndics,  be  it 
further  enadled,  That  all  the  Members  of  the  faid  Board  (hall,  at  all  convenient  and 
reafonable  times,  have  accefs  to  all  papers  and  muniments  of  the  faid  United  Company, 
and  fliail  be  fiirniflied  with  fuch  extradU  or  copies  thereof  as  they  fliall  from  time  to 
time  require;  and  that  the  Court  of  Dircflors  of  the  faid  United  Company  fliall,  and 
they  are  hereby  required  and  direfted,  to  deliver  to  the  faid  Board  copies  of  all  minutes, 
orders,  relblutions,  and  other  proceedings,  of  all  general  and  fpecial  Courts  of  Proprie- 
tors of  the  faid  Company,  and  of  the  faid  Court  of  Diredlors,  within  days 
after  the  holding  of  fuch  refpeftive  Courts ;  and  alfo  copies  of  all  difpatches  which  the 
faid  Diredlors  fhall  receive  from  any  of  their  fervants  in  the  Eaft  Indies,  immediately 
after  the  arrival  thereof;  and  alfo  copies  of  all  letters,  orders,  and  inftrucStions  wliat- 
foever,  relating  to  the  civil  or  military  government  or  revenues  of  the  Britiih  territorial 
poffefTions  in  the  Eaft-lndies,  propolcd  to  be  lent  or  difpatched,  by  the  faid  Court  of 
Dire£^ois^  to  any  of  the  fervants  of  the  (aid  Company  in  the  Eaft-lndies, 
days  at  the  leaft  before  the  time  propofed  for  fending  or  difpatching  the  fame  refpec- 
tiveiy ;  and  that  the  faid  Court  of  Directors  of  the  faid  United  Company  Ihall,  and 
they  are  hereby  required  to  pay  due  obedience  to,  and  (hall  be  governed  and  bound  by,^ 
fuch  orders  and  direftions  as  they  ihall  from  time  to  time  receive  from  the  faid 
Board,  touching  the  civil  or  military  government  and  revenues  of  the  territories  and 
poflefTions  of  the  faid  United  Company  in  the  Eaft-lndies. 

And  be  it  further  enadtedj  That,  within  days  after  the  receipt  of  fuch  copies 

laft  mentioned,  the  faid  Board  {hall  return  the  fame  to  the  faid  Court  of  Direftors,  with 
their  approbation  thereof,  fubfcribed  by  of  the  Members  of  the  faid  Board,  or 

their  reafons  at  large  for  difapproving  the  fame;  together  with  inftruflions  from  the 
faid  Board  to  the  faid  Court  of  Diredlors  in  refpedl  thereto  ;  and  that  the  faid  Court 
of  Direftors  (hall  thereupon  difpatch  and  tend  the  letters,  orders^  and  inftrudlions,  fo 
approved  or  amended,  to  their  fervants  in  India,  without  further  delay ;  and  no  letters, 
orders,  or  inftruftions,  until  after  fuch  previous  communication  thereof  to  the  fai^t 
Board,  ftiall  at  any  time  be  fent  or  difpatched  by  the  faid  Court  of  Directors,  to  the 
Eaft  Indies,  on  any  account  or  pretence  whatever. 

And  be  it  further  enadled.  That  in  cafe  the  faid  Board  fhall  fend  any  orders  or  in- 
ftru6lions,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  faid  Court  of  Directors,  fhall  relate  to  points 
not  connefted  with  the  civil  or  military  government  and  revenues  of  the  faid  territo- 
ries and  pofleflions  in  India,  then,  and  m  any  fuch  cafe,  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  faid 
Court  of  Direftors  to  apply,  by  petition,  to  his  Majefty  in  Council,  touching  fuch  or- 
ders and  inftniftions;  and  his  Majefty  in  Council  fliall  decide  whether  the  fame  be,  or 
be  not,  connefled  with  the  civil  or  military  government  and  revenues  of  the  faid  terri- 
tories and  pofleflions  in  India;  which  decilion  ftiall  be  final  and  conclufive. 

That  as  foon  as  the  ofiice  of  any  one  of  the  Counfellors  of 
the  Prefidency  of  Fort  William  in  Bengal  ftiall  become  vacant,  by  death,  by  removal,  or 
rcfignation,  the  vacancy  fo  happening  ftiall  not  be  fupplied  by  the  faid  Court  of  Di- 
rcftors,  but  the  faid  Supreme  Government  ftiall  from  thenceforward  confift  of  a  Gover- 
nor-General and  Supreme  Counfellors  only ;  and  that  the  Commander  in  Chief  of 
the  Prefidency  of  Fort  William  in  Bengal  for  the  time  beuig,  ftiall  have  voice  and  pre- 
cedence in  Council  next  after  the  faid  Governor-General,  any  thing  in  any  former  aft  of 
Parliament  contained  to  the  contrary  uotwithftanding.

And  be  it  further  enafted,  that  from  and  after  tlie  nomina- 

tion and  appointment  of  the  feveral  Commanders  in  Chief  in  the  faid  Prefidencies  or  fettle- 
ments of  Fort  William,  Madras,  or  Bombay,  fhall  be,  and  the  fame  are  hereby  veiled 
in  his  Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  any  law,  ufage,  or  cuftom,  to  the  contrary  not- 
withftanding. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  fliall  and  may  be  lawful  for  his  Majefty,  his  heirs 
and  fucceflbrs,  to  nominate  and  appoint  any  perfon  or  perfons  to  fucceed  to  the  laid 
oflSce  of  Commander  in  Chief  in  the  faid  feveral  Prefidencies  or  fettlements;  and  the 
perfons  lb  nominated  and  appointed  (hall  relpeiSlively  fucceed  to  the  faid  offices  of  Com- 
manders in  Chief  refpe<5lively,  in  like  manner  as  if  they  liad  been  appointed  upon  or  after 
a  vacancy  or  vacancies* 

Provided  always,  and  be  it  enafted.  That  the  perfons  to  be  appointed  to  fucceed  to 
the  office  or  place  of  Commander  in  Chief  in  the  faid  Prefidencies  or  fettlements,  upon 
any  vacancy  thereof  refpeftively  as  aforefaid,  fhall  and  may,  if  his  Majelly,  his  heirs  or 
fucceflbrs,  fliall  by  fuch  appomtment  fo  dire£l,  have  military  command  and  authority 
next  and  immediately  after  the  Commander  in  Chief  of  fuch  Prelidencies  or  fettlements 
refpe6livelv. 

And  be  \t  further  enafted.  That  it  fliall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  King's  Ma- 
jefty, his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  by  any  writing  or  inftrument  under  his  or  their  Sign  Ma- 
nual, counterfigned  by  the  faid  Secretary  ot  State,  to  remove  or  recall  tlieprefent  future 
Governor-General  of  Fort  William  at  Bengal,  or  any  of  the  Members  of  the  Council 
of  Fort  ^ViIliam  aforefaid,  or  any  of  the  Cjovernors  or  Prefidents,  and  Members  of  the 
Councils,  of  the  Prelidencies  or  lettlements  of  Fort  St.  Cieorge  and  Bombay,  or  of  any 
other  Britifh  fcttlement  in  India,  for  the  time  being;  and  to  v;icate  and  make  void  all  and 
every  or  any  appointment  or  appointments,  as  well  abfolute  as  provifional,  of  any  perfou 
or  {icrfons  to  any  of  the-  offices  or  places  as  aforefaid  ;  and  that  all  and  every  the  powers 
and  authorities  of  the  refpeftive  perfons  fo  removed  or  recalled,  or  whofe  appoint- 
ment fhall  be  lb  vacated,  fliall  ceafe  and  determine,  at  or  from  fucli  rcf'pec- 
tive    time   or    times  as    in    the    faid    writing  or    writings  fliall   be    cxprefied   and    di- 

re£ied : Provided    always,    that    a  duplicate    or    copy     of    every    fuch    writing, 

attelled  by  the  faid  Secretary  of  State  for  the  time  being,  ihall,  within  days 

after  the  fame  fhall  be  figncd  by  his  Majefty,  his  heirs,  or  fuccelFors,  be  tranfmitted  or 
delivered,  by  the  faid  Secretary  of  State,  unto  the  Chairman  or  Deputy  Chairman  for 
the  time  being,  of  the  faid  Uniied  Company,  to  the  intent  tliat  the  Court  of  Direflors 
of  the  faid  Company  may  be  apprized  thereof. 

And  be  it  further  enafted.  That  whenever  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  of  the  office  of 
Governor-General  or  Prefident,  or  of  any  Member  of  the  Council  (other  than  the 
Commander  in  Chief)  fhall  happen  in  any  of  the  Prefidencies  iifbrefaid,  either  by  death, 
refignation,  or  recall^  as  aforeliaid,  then,  and  in  fuch  cafe,  the  Court  of  Direcflors  of 
the  faid  United  Company  Ihall  proceed  to  nominate  and  appoint  a  iit  peribn  or  per- 
fons to  fupply  fuch  vacancy  or  vacancies,  fubjedb  to  the  approbation  of  his  Majefty,  his 
heirs,  and  fuccefTors ;  and  within  days  next  after  u:iy  fach  nomination  and  ap- 

probation fhall  be  made,  the  fame  (hall  be  fignified,  by  the  Ckiirman  or  Deputy  Chair- 
man of  the  faid  Court  of  Direftors,  to  his  Majefty,  his  heirs,  or  fucceflbrs  ;  and  in  cafe 
his  Majefty,  his  heirs,  or  fuccefTors,  fhall  approve  the  faid  nomination  and  appoint- 
ment, then  the  perfon  or  perfons  fo  nominated  fliall  be  conftituted  and  appointed  to, 
the  office  or  place,  offices  or  places,  for  which  he  or  they  fhall  have  been  fo  refpefiively 
nomioated^  and  ihall  fo  continue;  from  the  time  of  his  or  their  taking  the  fame  upon

Ihall  be  apj)rovcd  by  his  Majefty,  Iiis  heirs,  or  fucceflbrs. 

Provided  always,  and  be  it  further  enadled,  That  in  cafe,  and  fo  often  as  the  Court 
of  Directors  fliall  not,  within  the  fpace  of  to  be  computed  from  the  day  whereon 

the  notihcation  of  the  vacancy,  or  of  his  Majefty's  difapprobation  of  any  perfon  by 
them  nominated  as  aforefaid,  fnall  have  been  received  by  the  faid  Court  of  Directors, 
proceed  to  fupply  the  fame,  then  and  in  any  fuch  cafe,  and  fo  ofteri  as  tberfame  fliall 
happen,  it  fliall  be  lawful  for  his  Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  to  conftitute  and 
appoint,  by  writing  under  his  or  their  Royal  Sign  Manual,  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  as 
his  Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  fliall  think  proper,  to  fucceed  to  and  fupply  the 
refpeftive  office  or  place,  offices  or  places,  fo  vacant,  or  from  which  any  perfon  or  per- 
fons fliall  be  lb  recalled  or  removed,  or  whofe  appointment  or  appointments  fhall  have 
been  vacated  and  made  void  as  aforefaid  ;  and  that  every  perfon  or  i)erfons,  fo  confti- 
tuted  and  appointed,  fliall  have  and  be  inverted  with  the  fame  powers,  privileges,  and 
authorities,  as  if  he  or  they  had  been  nominated  and  appointed  by  the  faid  Court  of 
Direvfrors,  and  approved  by  his  Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs. 

And  be  it  further  enadled.  That  no  refignation  to  be  made  of  the  offices  of  the 
(jovernor  Ciencral,  or  (iovernor  or  Prefident  of  any  of  the  fubordinate  fettlements, 
or  Commander  in  Chief,  or  Member  of  the  refpedlive  Councils  of  the  faid  Prefidencies 
ill  India,  fliall  be  deemed  or  conftrued  to  be  legal  or  valid,  or  fliall  be  accepted  as 
fuch,  iinlcfs  the  fame  be  made  by  an  inftrument  in  writing  under  the  hand  and  feal  of 
the  officer  or  |>erfon  refigning  tlie  i'ame. 

And  be  it  further  enadled.  That  no  order  or  refolution  of  any  General  Court  of  the 
Proprietors  of  the  faid  United  Company  fhall  be  available  to  revoke  or  refcind,  or  in 
any  refj)e£l  to  affeft,  any  a£t,  order,  refolution,  matter,  or  proceeding,  of  the  faid 
Court  of  Direclors,  by  this  aft  direfted  or  authorized  to  be  made  or  done  by  the  faid 
Court,  after  his  Majefty's  pleafure  fhall  Have  been  fignified  upon  the  fame,  in  the 
manner  herein-before  direfted,  any  law  or  ufage  to  the  contrary  notwithflanding. 

And  be  it  further  enafted,  That  fo  much  and  fuch  parts  of  an  aft,  made  in  the 
twenty-firft  year  of  the  reign  of  his  prefent  Majefty,  as  direfts  the  Court  of  Direftors 
of  the  faid  (jnited  Company  to  deliver  to  the  Commiffioners  of  the  Treafury,  or  to 
the  High  Treafurer  for  the  time  being,  or  to  one  of  his  Majefty's  Principal  Secretaries 
of  State,  copies  of  any  letters  or  orders  relating  to  the  management  of  the  revenues, 
or  the  civil  and  military  aff'airs  of  the  faid  Company ;  and  alfo  all  fuch  powers  and 
authorities  given  to  or  vefted  in  Proprietors  and  Direftors  of  the  faid  United  Company, 
or  in  any  General  or  Special  Court  thereof  refpeftively,  in  and  by  any  aft  of  Parlia- 
ment or  Charter,  as  are  contrary  or  repugnant  to  this  aft,  or  any  thing  therein  con- 
tained, fhall  be,  and  the  lame  are  hereby  difcontinued,  for  and  during  the  continuance* 
of  this  aft,  any  thine  contained  in  any  fuch  aft  or  charter,  or  any  cuftom  or  ulage  to 
the  contrary  notwithltanding. 

And 
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And  be  it  further  i^nafied.  That  this  a6l  fhall  take  place  and  have  commencement, 
in  Great  Britain,  immediately  after  and  ftiall  take  place  and  have  commence- 

ment, in  the  feyeral  Prefidencies  aforefaid,  and  in  the  territories  thereunto  belonging, 
from  the  and  ihall  remain  and  continue  in  force  for  the  fpace  of 

years. 

And  be  it  further  ena£led.  That  tlii^  a£l  ihall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  public 

NEW     INDIA     BILL. 

Mr.  Fox  rofe,  and  after  ftating  to  the  Houfe,  that  the  neceffity  of 
thq  times  called  for  fomething  fpeedily  to  be  done  for  the  government 
of  India,  concluded  with  moving,  "  that  leave  be  given  to  bring  in  a 
^'  bill  for  the  better  government  of  India/' 

Sir  Grey  Cooper  leconded  the  motion. 

Leave  was  given,  and  Mr.  Fox  was  ordered  to  prepare  and  bring  In 
the  fame. 

January  26.]     Mr.  Eden  moved  the  following  Refblution : 

**  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Houfe,  That  his  Majefty's  Anfwer 
••  contained  affurances,  upon  which  the  Houfe  firmly  relied,  that  his 
**  Majefty  would  not,  by  prorogation  or  diflblution  of  Parliament, 
**  interrupt  the  Houfe  in  their  confiderations  of  proper  meafures  for 
*•  retrieving  the  affairs  of  the  Eaft  India  Company,  and  for  fupporting 
**  the  public  credit  and  revenues  of  the  kingdom,  objefts  which  his 
*«  Majefly,  in  his  faid  moft  gracious  Anfwer,  had  declared  to  be,  in 
♦♦  his  opinion,  fuch  as  demand  the  immediate  and  unremitting  atten- 
*'  tion  of  Parliament." 

Mr.  Marfham  feconded  this  motion. 

Mr.  Pitt,  after  declaring  the  motion  improper,  and  diflenting  from 
it,  faid,  "  Gentlemen  might  fct  their  minds  at  eafe,  for  he  did  not 
**  groe^  nor  meant  to  give  any  advice  to  his  Majejly  to  dijfolve  the  prejent 
<<  Parliament'^ 

The  queftion  was  then  put,  and  carried  without  a  divifion. 

A  Coalition  of  Parties  having  been  expelled  to  he  formed^  the  following 
authentic  Account  is  given  of  the  Proceedings  at  the  St.  Albaris 
tavern. 

On  January  the  26th ^  a  meeting  was  held  at  the  St.  Alban^s  Tavern^ 
for  the  purpofe  of  recommendmg  an  union  of  parties,  when  an  Ad- 
drefs  was  agreed  to  and  figned  by  fifty-three  Mtmbers  of  the  Houfe 

of 
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of  Commotis,  and  prefented  by  a  Committee  to  the  Duke  of  Port- 
land and  the  Right  Honourable  William  Pitt.  The  purport  of  the 
Addrefs  was  as  follows : 

"  WE  whofe  names  are  hereunto  figned,  Members  of  the  Houfc 
"  of  Commons,  being  fully  perfuaded  that  the  united  efforts  of  thofe 
"  in  w^iofe  integrity,  abilities,  and  conftitutional  principles  we  hav» 
**  rcalbn  to  contide,  can  alouc  refcuc  this  country  from  its  prefent 
*'  diftraclcd  ftate,  do  join  in  moft  earneftly  in  treating  them  to  com- 
*'  municate  with  each  other  on  the  arduous  lituatioii  of  public 
*^  affairs,  trufting  that  by  a  liberal  and  unrcfcrved  intercourfe  between 
*'  them,  every  impediment  may  be  removed  to  a  cordial  co-opera* 
"  tion  of  great  and  refpeftable  charafters,  a£ting  on  the  fame  public 
^'  principles,  and  intitled  to  the  fupport  of  independent  and  dif- 
"  interefted  men. 

"  And  we  depute  the  Honourable  Tliomas  Grofvenor,  the  Honour- 
"  able  Charles  Marfliam,  Sir  William  Lemon,  and  Thomas  Powys,  Efq. 
"  to  prefent  this  Reprelentation  and  Requifition  to  his  Grace  the  Duke 
*'  of  Portland,  the  Right  Honourable  Lord  John  Cavendifh,  the  Right 
*^  Honourable  William  Pitt,  and  the  Right  Honourable  Charles  James 
"  Fox,  in  our  names."  • 

'^I'o  which  the  following  anfwers  were  returned  : 

The  Duke  of  Portland  returned  for  aniwer  : — *'  That  he  fhould 
"  think  himfelf  happy  in  obeying  the  commands  of  fo  refpedtable  a 
'^  meeting ;  but  the  greateft  difficulty  to  him,,  and  he  imagines 
*'  ftill  greater  to  Mr.  Pitt,  was  Mr.  Pitt's  being  in  office." 

Mr.  Pitt's  anfwer  was  ; — *'  That  he  will  be  ready  to  pay  attention 
*^  to  the  commands  of  fo  refpeftable  a  meeting,  and  co-operate  with 
**  their  wifhes,  to  form  a  flronger  and  more  extended  adminiftration, 
*'  if  the  fame  can  be  done  with  principle  and  honour." 

On  Tue/day  the  z^th^  the  gentlemen  met  at  the  faid  tavern,  when 
there  appeared  to  be  feventy  members,    and  the  above  anfwers  being 
read,  they  came  to  the  following  refolutions  :

**  had  between  the  Duke  of  Portland  and  Mr.  Pitt  on  any  difficulty  in 
**  that  way  of  confidential  intercourfe.** 
Refolved  Thirdly, 

•*  That  we  do  not  prefume  to  point  out  the  mode  in  which  fuch 
**  mutual  explanation  may  be  obtained,  ftudioufly  avoiding  any  in 
*'  terference  on  our  part,  which  may  impede  or  counteradt  whatever 
**  fteps  are  taken  towards  that  communication  which  it  is  our  objeft 
"  to  effeft." 

Refolved  Fourthly, 

*^  That  the  Chairman  be  defired  to  communicate  the  Refolutions  to 
«  his  Grace  of  Portland  and  Mr.  Pitt."" 

The  Refolutions  being  communicated  to  Mr.  Pitt,  he  returned  the 
following  anfwer : 

^'  Mr.  Pitt  having  received  from  fo  refpedlable  a  meeting  an  inti- 
*'  mation  of  their  wifhes,  that  fome  explanation  may  be  had  between 
*'  the  Duke  of  Portland  and  himfelf,  on  any  difficulties  in  the  way 
**  of  confidential  intercourfe,  begs  to  affure  Mr.  Grofvenor  (the  Chair^ 
-*'  man)  that  there  are  no  difficulties  on  his  part  in  the  way  of  an 
**  immediate  intercourfe  with  the  Duke  of  Portland  on  the  fubjeft  of 
*'  an  union,  confident  with  honour  and  principle,  which  he  agrees 
*'  with  the  gentlemen  of  the  meeting  in  thinking  of  the  greateft  im* 
*^  portance  in  the  prefent  ftate  of  the  country.  If,  on  his  Grace's 
**  part,  there  are  any  objeftions  to  fuch  intercourfe,  Mr.  Pitt  wiflies

The  Duke  of  Portland  returned  the  following  anfwer  addrefled  to 
the  Chairman :

''  I  had  the  honour  of  ftating  to  you,  I  did  not  think  it  poflible 
*'  that  fuch  a  meeting  would  tend  to  forward  the  defirable  end  we  all  ' 
'^  wifli,  a^  long  as  M.  Pitt  remained  in  his  minifterial  capacity,  not- 
"  withftanding  the  Refolution  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons  of  the 
*'  1 6th  inflant.  Under  thefe  circumflances  the  embarraffment  feems 
*'  mutual  and  difficult  to  be  got  over,  but  if  any  expedient  can  be

Came  to  the  following  feveral  counterading  refolu** 
tions,  moved  by  Lord  Effingham,  who  faid,  before  he  read  the  mo- 
tion that  included  the  whole  of  what  he  meant  to  propofe,  he  fhould 
firft  dcfire  the  Clerk  to  read  the  aft  of  the  21ft  of  George  the  Third, 
which  he  did  as  follows :

Seftion  26.  **  And  be  it  further  enafted  by  the  authority  aforelaid, 
**  That  during  the  continuance  of  this  Aft,  it  fhall  not  be  lawful  for 
**  the  faid  United  Company,  or  their  fucceflbrs,  or  any  of  their  officers 
**  or  fcrvants  on  their  account,  to  accept  or  otherwife  bind  the  faid 
*^  Company,  or  their  fucceflbrs,  for  the  payment  of  any  bills  of  ex- 
^*  change,  drawn  by  any  of  their  officers  or  fcrvants,  at  any  of  their 
**  Prefidencies  in  the  Eaft  Indies,  for  any  fum  exceeding  the  fum  of 
**  three  hundred  thoufand  pounds,  exclufive  of  certificates,  to  the 
*'  amount  of  eight  tiiouland  pounds,  to  the  commanders  and  officers 
"  of  each  of  the  Company's  fliips,  in  the  fpace  of  one  year,  without 
*'  the  content  and  order  firft  had  and  obtained  of  the  Commiffioners 
^^  of  his  Majcfty^s  Treafury  for  the  time  being,  or  any  three  or  more 
**  of  them,  or  of  the  High  Treafurer  for  the  time  being,  who  are 
*^  hereby  refpeftively  authorifed  to  give  fuch  confent,  or  to  make 
**  fuch  order  thtreon,  as  they  (hall  judge  expedient;  and  every  ac- 
*'  ceptance  or  engagement  made  contrary  to  the  true^meaning  and  in- 
**  tent  of  this  Aft,  fhall  be  null  and  void  to  all  intents  and  pur*'

The  noble  Lord  then  defired  that  a  refolution  of  the  Houfe  of  Lords^ 
in  the  year  1 704  might  be  read,  which  was  in  the  following  words  :

defired  the  refolutions  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons  to  be  read,  which 
were  as  follows :

*'  That  the  Commiffioners  of  the  Treafury  ought  not  to  give  their

"  India,  until  it  fhall  be  made  appear  to  this  Houfe,  that  fufficient 
**  means  can  be  provided  for  the  payment  of  the  fame,  when  they 
*'  refpe£tively  fall  due,  by  a  regular  application  of  the  clear  efFefls 
^*  of  the  Company,  after  difcharging  in  their  regular  courfe  the  cuf-* 
*^  toms,  and  other  funis  due  to  the  public,  and  the  current  de- 
*^  mands  upon  the  Company,  or  until  this  Houfe  fhall  otherwiie 
^*  direa." 

January  16^   1784. — (Houfe  of  Commons.) 
Refolved, 

^*  (That  it  having  been  declared  to  be  the  opinion  of  this  Houfe,  that, 
^'  in  the  prefent  fituation  of  his  Majefty*s  dominions,  it  is  peculiarly 
*'  neccflary,  that  there  fliould  be  an  Adminiftration  which  has  the 
*'  confidence  of  this  Houfe,  and  the  public  ;  and  that  the  appoint- 
^'  meut  of  his  Majefty's  prefent  Minifters  were  accompanied  by  cir- 
*'  Giimftances  new  and  extraordinary,  and  fuch  as  do  not  conciliate 
*^  or  engage  the  confidence  of  this  Houfe)  the  continuance  of  the 
**  prefent  Miuifters,  in  trufts  of  the  higheft  importance  and  refponli- 
*•  bility,  is  contrary  to  conftitutional  principles,  and  injurious  to  the 
^*  interefts  of  his  Majefty  and  his  people/* 

Taking  all  thefe  matters  together,  and  confidering  the  prefent  ftate  of 
affairs,  Lord  Effingham  deemed  it  incumbent  on  their  Lordfhips  at  {o 
alarming  a  crifis,  to  addrefs  the  Throne  in  fupport  of  the  juft,  legal,  and 
conftitutional  prerogatives  of  his  Majefty.  The  King,  he  faid,  had 
an  undoubted  right  to  appoint  his  Minifters,  and  to  continue  them  in 
office  fo  long  as  he  deemed  their  condudt  right,  and  fo  long  as  there 
was  no  fpecific  charge  made  againft  tlicm  by  Parliament  for  mifcon- 
du£l  in  their  public  truft.  The  right  honourable  gentleman  high  in 
o.ffice,  who  had  been  of  late  much  the  fubjeft  of  public  converfation, 
and  againft  whom  all  thofc  refolutions  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons 
were,  levelled,  ftood  high  in  the  eftimation  of  the  public,  and  in  the 
confidence  of  his  Soycreigii*     A  compliment  mjght  be  paid  with  juf- 

tice 
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tice  to  his  fhining  abilities,  and  to  his  conduft  in  office ;  and  fuch 
panegyric  might  be  mentioned,  becaufe  the  right  honourable  gentle- 
man was  not  prefent.  [Here  Mr.  Pitt,  who  flood  behind  the  throne, 
retired,  and  did  not  return  until  the  noble  Earl  had  finifhed.]  His 
Lordfhip,  after  paying  many  compliments  to  the  new  Firft  Lord  of 
the  Treafury,  ftated  to  the  Houfe,  that  the  firft  relolution  he  fhould 
move  would  be, 
Refolved, 
"  That  for  any  one  branch  of  the  Legiflature  to  afTume  to  itfelf  a 
"  right  of  making  any  refoiutions  which  fhould  impede,  or  put  .a 
**  flop  to  the  exercife  of  a  power  vefted  in  any  body  of  men  by  Afl: 
*'  of  Parliament,  is  unconftitutional/' 

If  that  fhould  meet  with  their  Lordfhips'  approbation,  he  meant  to 
move  another  Refolution,  which  was, 

"  That  it  is  contrary  to  the  letter  and  fpirit  of  the  Conflitution 
^*  for  either  Houfe  of  Parliament  to  pafs  any  Refolution,  which  may 
^*  tend  to  deprive  the  Crown  of  its  juft  prerogative  in  nominating  its 
*'  own  fervaats,  or  to  defire  the  removal  of  the  executive  fervants  of 
"  the  Crown,  when  no  charge  of  negle£t  or  mifcondudt  has  been  al- 
*'  ledged  agaiiift  them/* 

His  Lordlhip  faid,  after  thefe  motions  were  agreed  to,  he  fhould 
propofe  an  Addrels  to  the  Throne,  grounded  upon  them.  He  con- 
cluded with  moving  his  firft  Relolution  ;  at  a  quarter  paft.  eleven  the 
"Houfe  divided —

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**  government.  We  have  the  firmeft  reliance  in  your  Majefty*s 
**  known  wifdom  and  paternal  goodnefs,  that  you  will  be  anxious  to 
**  call  into,  and  continue  in  youjp  fervice,  men  the  moft  defending  of 
*'  the  confidence  of  the  Parliament  and  the  pubhc  in  general/* 

**  In  this  confidence,  we  beg  leave  to  approach  your  Majefty  with 
*^  our  moft  earneft  affurances  that  we  will,  upon  all  occafions,  fup- 
*'  port  your  Majefty  in  the  juft  exercife  of  thofe  prerogatives  which 
**  the  wifdom  of  the  law  has  entrufted  to  your  Majefty,  for  the  pre- 
**  fervation  of  our  lives  and  properties^  and  upon  the  due  and  unin- 
*'  terrupted  exercife  of  which  muft  depend  the  bieffings  which  the 
**  people  derive  from  the  beft  of  all  forms  of  government/* 

To  which  his  Majefty  returned  the  following  anfwer : 

•*  My  Lords, 

"  I  thank  you  for  this  dutiful  and  loyal  addrefs ;  and  I  defire  you 
<•  will  reft  affured  that  I  have  no  objedl  in  the  choice  of  Minifters, 
**  but  to  call  Into  my  fervice  men  the  moft  deferving^  of  the  confi- 
**  dence  of  my  Parliament,  and  of  the  public  in  general.       ^ 

*'  I  cannot  too  often  repeat  my  affurances,  that  my  conftant  ftudy 
**  in  the  exercife  of  every  prerogative  entruflied  to  me  by  the-  Confti- 
**  tution,  is  to  employ  it  for  the  welfare  of  my  people.'*

**  exercife  of  every  difcretionary  power,  which,  whether  by  a^  of 
**  Parliament  or  other  wife,  is  vefted  in  any  body  of  men  whatever 
^*  for  public  fervice. 

q.  ^  That 
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J.  ^^  Tliat  It  U  a  duty  peculiarly  incumbent  upon  this  Hoiifc,  en- 
**  trufted  by  the  conffitution  with  the  fole  and  leparate  grant  of  the 
**  public  money,  to  watch  over,  and  by  their  timely  admonitions 
"  and  interference,  to  endeavour  to  prevent  the  rafli  and  precipitatV 
^*  exercife  of  any  power  however  vefted,  which  may  be  attended  with 
"  any  danger  to  public  credit,  or  with  heavy  lofles  to  the  revenue 
**  and  conlequently  burthens  upon  the  people. 

4*  "  That  the  Refolution  of  the  24th  of  December  laft,  which 
**  declared  the  fenie  and  opinion  of  this  Houfe,  "  That  the  Com- 
**  miffioners  of  the  Treafury  ought  not  to  give  their  confent  to  the 
*«  acceptance  of  any  bills  drawn  or  to  be  drawn  from  India,  until  it 
"  fhall  be  made  appear  to  this  Houfe,  that  fufficient  means  can  be 
"  provided  for  the  payment  of  the  fame,  when  they  refpeftively  fall 
•*  due,  by  a  regular  application  of  the  clear  efFefts  of  the  Company, 
^*  after  difcharging  in  their  regular  courfe  the  cuftoms  and  other  fums 
**  due  to  the  public,  and  the  current  demands  upon  the  Company  ; 
*•  or  until  this  Houfe  fhall  otherwife  direfl:,'" — ^was  conftitutional, 
^^  founded  in  a  fenfe  of  duty  towards  the  people  of  this  kingdom,  and 
**  dictated  by  a  becoming  anxiety  for  the  prefervation  of  the  revenue 
♦^  and  the  fupport  of  the  public  credit. 

5.  "  That  if  this  Houfe  had,  in  the  unfettled  ftate  of  the  Eaft 
^^  I(idia  Company,  which  was  and  flill  is  under  the  confideratioa 
**  of  Parliament,  in  order  to  form  feme  provifions  for  the  relief  of 
^'  that  Company  and  the  fecurity  of  the  public,  neglected  to  pafs  the 
"  faid  rclolution  of  the  24th  of  December,  to  guard  againft  a  new 
*•  charge,  to  a  very  confiderable  amount  being  rafhly  Incurred  before  any 
*•  means  of  anfwering  it  had  been  flated  or  provided ;  they  would 
"  have  been  jufUy  and  highly  refponfible  to  their  conflituents  for  the 
*^  increafe  of  thofe  evils  and  difficulties  which  are  already  too  feverely 
*•  felt. 

6.  **  That  this  Houfe  will,  with  the  utmofl  moderation,  but  with 
^*  the  mofl  decided  firmnefs,  maintain  inviolably  the  principles  of 
"  the  conflitution,  and  will  perfevere  in  the  diligent  and  confcientious 
**  difcharge  of  the  duties  which  they  owe  to  their  conflltuents,  and 
^*  to  their  pofterity,  equally  folicitous  to  preferve  their  own  privi- 
"  leges,  and  to  avoid  any  encroachments  on  thofe  of  either  of  the 
**  ixtner  branches  of  the  Legiflature." 

February  18.]  Mr.  Pitt  informed  the  Houfe,  *'  That  his.Majefly, 
^^  after  oodik^eiv^  the  prefect  fituation  of  public  affair s^  had  not  dif-« 

F  z  "  miffed 
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«  mi  fled  Lis  ^Tmifters,  nor  hnd  thofe  Minifters  rcfigned."  *Tliis  c]?f)i- 
nion  he  gave  officially  to  the  Houfe,  as  one  in  his  Majefty's  confidence, 
and  the  Houfe  were  to  underftand  it  as>  the  Royal  opinion. 

February  20.]  A  motion  was  made  hy  Mr.  Powys,  and  feconded  by 
Sir  Horace  Mann, 

**  That  this  Hbufe,  imprc fled  with  the  mod  durtftil  fenfe  of  his 
*'  Majefly's  paternal  regard  for  the  welfare  of  his  people,  relies  on  his 
''  Majefty's  royal  wifdom  to  take  fuch  meafures  by  removing  the  ob- 
"  ftacle  to  the  formation  of  fuch  an  Adminiftration  as  this  Houfe  has 
*'  declared  neceffary,  and  may  tend  to  give  effedl  to  the  wiflies  of  his 
^  faithful  Commons,  which  have  been  moft  humbly  reprefented  to 
*'  his  Majefty,  and  which  his  Majefty  has  been  gracioufly  pleafed  to 
"  aflure  this  Houfe,  that  he  will  take  into  his  confideration/'

During  the  divilion,  feveral  Members  in  the  lobby  defired  Mr.  Fox 
to  bring  forward  direftly  (as  Mniiftry  had  dared  him  to  it)  the  lame 
rcfolution  in  form  of  an  Addrefs  to  the  Throne. 

Mr.  Fox  promlfed  he  would  ;  and  on  the  Speaker  refuming  his 
feat,  he,  after  a  Ihort  preface,  moved  the  fame  refolution  in  form  of 
an  Addrefs. 

Mr.  Fox  then  moved,  "  That  the  Addrefs  be  prefented  by  the  whole 
*^  Houfe. 

Mr.  Marfiiani  feconded  it,  and  on  the  queftion  being  put,  it  was 
carried  without  a  divifion.  * 

Mr.  Fox  then  moved,  "  That  fuch  of  the  Members  as  were  of  his 
**  Majefty*s  Privy  Council  do  wait  on  his  Majefty  to  know  when  he 
*'  would  receive  the  Addrefs,'*  which  was  alfo  carried. 

The  foregoing  Refolutions  were  then  drawn  up  in  form  of  an  Ad- 
drefs, and  the  fame  was,  on  the  27th  February,  preiehted  by  the  whole 
Houfe.     To  which  his  Majefty  returned  the  following  Anfwer  : 
"  Gentlemen, 

"  1  am  deeply  fenfible  how  highly  it  concerns  the  honour  of  my 
**  Crown,  and  the  welfare  of  my  people,  which  is  the  object  always 
"  neareft  my  heart,  that  the  public  affairs  fliould  be  conduced  by  a 
^  firm,  efficient,  united,  and  extended  a<lminiftration,  entitled  to 
**  the  confidence  of  my  people,  aad  fuch  as  may  have  a  tendency  to 

*'  put 
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"  put  an  end  to  the  unhappy  divifions  and  diftraftlons  in  this  coun- 
*'  try.  Very  recent  endeavours  have  already  been  employed,  on  my 
*'  part,  to  unite  in  the  public  fervice,  on  a  fair  and  equal  footing, 
*'  thofe  whole  joint  cftbrts  appear  to  me  moft  capable  of  producmg 
**  that  happy  elFed :  thefe  endeavours  have  not  had  the  fuccefsi 
**  wiihcd.  I  (hall  be  always  dcfirous  of  taking  every  ftep  moft  con>- 
"  duclve  to  fuch  an  object ;  but  I  cannot  fee  that  it  would,  in  any 
"  degree,  be  advanced,  by  the  difmiffion  of  thofe  at  prefent  in  my 
''  fervice. 

*'  1  obferve,  at  the  fame  time,  that  there  is  no  charge,  or  com- 
'*  plaint,  fuggefted  againft  my  prefent  Minifters,  nor  is  any  one  or 
*'  more  of  them  fpecihcally  objected  to;  and  numbers  of  my  fubjefls 
^'  liave  cxprefltd  to  me,  in  the  warmeft  manner,  their  fatisfa£tion  in 
*'  the  late  changes  I  have  made  in  my  councils.  Under  thefe  cir- 
''  cumftances,  1  truft,  my  faithful  Commons  will  not  wifti  that  the 
''  eflential  offices  of  executive  government  fliocild  be  vacated,  until  I 
**  fee  a  profpeft  that  fuch  a  plan  of  union  as  I  have  called  for,  and 
*'  they  have  pointed  out,  may  be  carried  into  effect.'* 

The  tloufe  having  returned,  and  being  refumed. 

Lord  Beauchamp  moved,  '*  that  the  confideration  of  the  King's  An- 
*'  fwer  Ihould  be  poflponed  until  Monday  March  i,**  which  was 
feconded  by  Mr,  Minchen, — put  and  carried  nem.  con. 

He  then  moved,  *'  that  the  Houfe  do  adjourn  to  the  fame  day  ;"  on 
the  queftion  there  appeared.

March  I.]  This  day  there  was  another  meeting  of  the  Country 
Gentlemen  at  the  St.  Alban's  Tavern,  when  the  Hon.  Charles  Marfliam 
and  Mr.  Powys  ftated  to  the  company  the  circumftances  of  the  nego- 
tiation, which  they  had  conducted  for  fome  days  paft,  and  which  had 
unhappily  concluded  with  as  little  fuccefs  as  the  former  endeavours  of 
that  bocly.  They  faid,  that  when  the  Duke  of  Portland  delivered  his 
final  anmer,  that  he  could  not  meet  Mr.  Pitt,  until  he  had  (hewn  a 
diipofition  to  comply  with  the  wiflies  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 
cither  by  an  actual  or  virtual  refignation ;  and  that  Mr.  Pitt  had  pe-^ 
remptorily  declared,  that  he  would  do  neither  the  one  nor  the  otner 
as  a  preliminary  to  negotiation.  It  was  thought  that  an  expedient 
might  be  found  to  clear  the  ground,  and  bring  them  to  an  interview, 

without 
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without  any  conceflion  of  principle,  but  only  by  a  conceffion  of  mode* 
With  this  view  it  was,  that  a  meflage  was  fent  from  his  Majefty  to 
the  Duke  of  Portland,  intimating  **  his  Majefty 's  earneft  defire,  that 
**  his  Grace  fhould  have  a  perfonal  conference  with  Mr.  Pitt,  for  the 
**  purpofe  of  forming  a  new  Admini/iration  on  a  wide  bafis^  and  on  fair 

**  aiid  EQ^AL  terms/* This  meffage  was  confidered  by  the  Duke 

of  Portland  as  a  removal  of  the  previous  obftacle,  fince,  though 
it  was  not  a  declaration  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Pitt,  it  was  tanta- 
mount to  a  virtual  refignation.  The  Preliminaries  of  the  confer- 
ence were  next  to  be  confidered;  and  here  an  objeftion  prefented 
itfelf,  which  called  for  the  explanation  of  a  term  in  the  meffage. — 
His  Grace  could  have  no  objeftion  to  the  word  fair — it  was  a 
general  term,  and  he  and  Mr.  Pitt  might  m  framing  the  arrange- 
ment mutually,  difcufs  what  they  confidered  to  be  fair ;  but  the 
other  term  in  the  meflage,  the  word  equals  was  a  more  ipecific  and  li- 
mited term ;  it  might  be  conftrued  varioufly,  and  his  Grace  thought 
it  neceflary,  as  a  preliminary  to  negotiation,  that  Mr.  Pitt  (hould  ex- 
plain precifely  what  he  meant  by  tne  word  equaL  In  anfwer  to  this, 
Mr.  Pitt  faid,  in  a  meflage,  that  there  was  no  occafion,  in  his  mind, 
of  entering  into  any  explanation  of  the  term,  as  it  could  be  beft  ex- 
plained in  a  perfonal  conference.  The  Duke  of  Portland  replied  ta 
the  negotiators,  that  it  was  impofliblc  for  him  to  agree  to  any  perfonal 
conference  on  a  preliminary  meflage,  the  terms  of  which  the  author 
refufed  to  explain.  Mr.  Pitt  perlevered  in  his  relblution  not  to  ex- 
plain the  word,  and  here  the  negotiation  broke  off.  On  this  ftate- 
ment  of  the  cafe  Mr.  Marlham  and  Mr.  Powys  delivered  their  fen- 
timents,  and  a  Refblution  was  prepared  and  adopted  by  the  Meeting 
to  the  following  efieft  : 

**  That  it  was  thes  fenfe  of  that  body,  that  parties  in  the  prefent 
**  circumftances  of  the  country,  when  an  union  on  a  broad  and  com- 
*'  prehenfive  bafis  was  declared  on  all  hands  to  be  neceffary,  fliould 
**  not  fufifer  wr^j/obje^ions,  and  matters  of  ceremony  and  explana- 
^^  tion,  to  prevent  them  from  meeting  it;  that  it  would  not  be  either 
^^  difhonourable  or  improper  in  them  to  concede  fuch  p<na€s ;  and  t^at 
**  that  Meeting  Ihould  declare  its  approbation  of  thofe  who  maftifefted 
**  the  greatcfl  readinefs  in  making  fuch  conceffion.'*— This  refolution. 
was  commimifiaiyxi  toiK)th  parties  before  the  meeting  of  the  Hou&  o£ 
Coxximoxis* 
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Upon  the  meeting,  Mr.  Fox,  after  moving,  that  liia  Maiefty*8  anfwer 
to  the  addrefs  from  the  Houle  fliould  be  read,  the  fame  being  read  bjr 
the  Clerk,  moved, 

"  That  an  humble  Addrefs  be  prefented  to  his  Majefty,  moft 
**  humbly  to  reprefent  to  his  Majefty  the  fatisfaftion  his  faithful 
**  Commons  derive  from  the  late  moft  gracious  affurances  we  have 
**  received,  that  his  Majefty  concurs  with  us  in  opinion,  that  it  con- 
**  cerns  the  honour  of  his  Crown,  and  the  welfare  of  his  people,  that 
**  the  public  afFairs  (hould  be  condu£ted  by  a  firm,  efficient,  extend- 
ed, united  adminiftration,  entitled  to  the  confidence  of  his  people^ 
and  fuch  as  may  have  a  tendency  to  put  an  end  to  the  unhappy  di- 
**  vifions  and  diftra£lions  of  this  country. 

**  To  acknowledge  his  Majefty's  paternal  goodnefs,  in  his  late  moft 
gracious  endeavours  to  give  efFed  to  the  objeft  of  our  late  dutiful 
reprefentation"  ro  his  Majefty. 

**  To  lament  that  the  failure  of  thefe  his  Majefty's  moft  gracious 
endeavours  ftiould  be  confidered  as  a  final  bar  to  the  accomplifhment 
•*  of  ib  falutary  and  defirable  a  purpofe  ;  and  to  exprefs  our  concern 
^*  and  difappointment,  that  his  Majefty  has  not  been  advifed  to  take 
**  any  further  ftep  towards  uniting  in  the  public  fervice,  thofe  whofe 
**  joint  efforts  have  recently  appeared  to  his  Majefty  moft  capable  of 
•*  producing  fo  happy  an  ef?e£t. 

**  That  this  Houfe,  with  all  humility,  claims  it  as  their  right, 
**  and,  on  every  proper  occafion,  feels  it  to  be  their  bounden  duty  to 
^*  advife  his  Majefty  in  the  exercife  of  his  undoubted  prerogative  in 
**  the  choice  of  Minifters,  and  to  exprefs  to  his  Majefty,  when  the 
**  perlbns  whom  he  may  pleafe  to  call  into  the  public  fervice  have  not 
**  the  confidence  of  this  Houfe,  without  being  bounden  to  fignify  fpe- 
•*  cific  reafons  for  their  opinion. 

**  And  to  exprefs  to  his  Majefly  their  humble  hope,  that  on  a  re- 
**  confideration  of  their  late  Addrefs,  fuch  a  plan  of  union  as  his  Ma- 
**  jcfJy  hath  called  for,  and  we  have  pointed  out,  may,  by  the  re- 
•*  moval  of  the  prefent  Minifters,  yet  be  carried  into  efFe6k.'* 

Mr.  Fox  made  an  apology  for  moving  the  Addrefs  as  it  might  be 
fuppofed,  by  thofe  who  knew  him  not,  that  he  had  perfonal  motives 
hi  fo  doing ;  but  when  the  Houfe  confidered  what  his  fituation  in  of- 
fice muft  be  in  coming  in  again,  he  fuppofed  no  man  would  envy  him 
that  fituation. 
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Lord  Surrey  feconded  the  motion.

Mr.  Fox  then  moved,  **  Tliat  llich  of  the  Members  as  were  of  the 
♦*  Privy  Council  (hould  wait  on  his  Majefty,  to  know  when  he  would 
"  be  pleafed  to  receive  the  Addrefs.'*  Afterwards  he  moved,  "  That  it 
^  fhould  be  prefented'by  the  wliole  Houfe,"  wliich  was  agreed  to.'* 

March  4.]  On  this  day,  the  Houfe  met  merely  for  the  purpofe  of 
doing  the  private  bulinefs,  previous  to  their  attending  his  Majefty^ 
At  three  o'clock,  the  Houfe  was  adjourned  for  an  hour,  during  which 
time  the  Speaker,  accompanied  by  feveral  Members^  went  to  St^ 
James's  to  prefent  the  following  Addrefs  : 

TO    THE    KING. 

'*  WE  your  Majefty's  faithful  Commons,  approach  your  Throne 
^^  moft  humbly  to  reprefent  to  your  Majefty  the  fatisfaftion  your 
*^  faithful  Commons  derive  from  the  late  moft  gracious  aflurances 
**  we  have  received,  that  your  Majefty  concurs  with  us  in  opinion, 
'^  that  it  concerns  the  honour  of  your  Crown,  and  the  welfare  of 
**  your  people,  that  the  public  affairs  ftiould  be  conduced  by  a  firm, 
**  efficient,  extended,  united  Adminiftration,  entitled  to  the  confidence 
"  of  your  people,  and  fuch  as  may  have  a  tendency  to  put  aa  end  to 
^'  the  uiihappy  divifions  and  diftraftions  of  this  country* 

*'  We  acknowledge  your  Majefty's  paternal  goodnefs,  in  your  late 
'*  moft  gracious  endeavours  to  give  effect  to  the  objedt  of  our  late  du- 
**  tiful  reprefentation  to  your  Majefty, 

**  We  lament  that  the  failure  of  this  your  Majefty 's  moft  gracious 
**  endeavours  Should  be  confidered  as  a  final  bar  to  the  accomplifti- 
"  ment  of  fo  falutary  and  defirable  a  purpofe  ;  and  to  exprefs  our 
**  concern  and  difappointment,  that  your  Majefty  has  not  been  ad- 
**  vifed  to  take  any  farther  ftep  towards  uniting  in  the  public  fervice 
"  thofe  whofe  joint  efforts  have  recently  appeared  to  your  Majefty 
"  moft  capable  of  producing  fo  happy  an  effedt. 

"Your  faithful  Commons,  with  all  humility,  claim  it  as  their 
*♦  right,  and,  on  every  proper  occafion,   feel  it  to  be  their  bounden 

*^  duty 
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•^  duty  to  advife  your  Majefty  touching  the  exercife  of  any  branch  of 
**  your  royal  prerogative. 

*'  We  fubmit  it  to  your  Majefly's  royal  confideration,  that  the 
*'  continuance  of  an  Adminiftration,  which  does  not  poflefs  the  con- 
**  fidence  of  the  reprefentativcs  of  the  people,  muft  be  injurious  to 
**  the  public  fervice. 

**  We  beg  leave  further  to  fay,  that  your  faithful  Commons  can 
**  bave  no  intereft  diftinft  and  feparate  from  that  of  our  conftituents^ 
and  that  we  therefore  feel  ourfelves  called  upon  to  repeat  thofe 
loyal  and  dutiful  aflurances  we  have  already  exprefied  of  our  re- 
liance on  your  Majefty's  paternal  regard  for  the  welfare  of  your 
*'  people,  that  your  Majefty  would  gracioufly  enable  'us  to  execute 
**  thole  important  trufts  which  the  Conftitution  has  vcfted  in  us, 
•'  with  honour  to  ourfelves  and  advantage  to  the  public,  by  the  for- 
mation of  ft  new  Adminift ration,  appointed  under  circumftances 
which  may  tend  to  conciliate  the  minds  of  your  faithful  Commons, 
and  give  energy  and  (lability  to  your  Majefty's  Councils. 
**  Your  Majelfy's  faithful  Commons,  upon  the  matureft  delibera- 
tion, cannot  but  confider  the  continuance  of  the  prcfcnt  Minifters 
as  an  unwarrantable  obftacle  to  your  Majefty's  moft  gracious 
purpofe,  to  comply  with  our  wilhes  in  the  formation  of  fuch  an 
Adminiftration  as  your  Majefty,  in  concurrence  with  the  unanimous 
Rcfolutibn  of  your  faithful  Commons,  feems  to  think  requifite  in 
the  prefent  exigences  of  this  country.  We  feel  ourfelves  bound  to 
remain  firm  in  the  wifh  expreffed  to  your  Majefty  in  our  late  hum- 
ble Addrefs,  and  do  therefore  find  ourfelves  obliged  again  to  be- 
feech  your  Majefty,  that  you  would  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  lay 
the  foundation  of  a  ftrong  and  ftable  government,  by  the  previous 
removal  of  your  prefent  Minifters." 
To  which  his  Majefty  returned  the  following  Anfvver : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons^ 
*'  I  have  already  exprefled  to  you  how  fenfible  I  am  of  the  advan- 
tage to  be  derived  from  fuch  an  Adminiftration  as  was  pointed  out 
in  your  unanimous  Refolution  ;  and  I  affure  you  that  I  was  deii- 
rous  of  taking  every  ftep  moft  conducive  to  fuch  an  objeft.  I 
retain  the  fame  fentiments — but  I  continue  equally  convinced  that 
**  it  was  an  objed  not  likely  to  be  obtained  by  the  difmiffion  of  tlie 
**  prefent  Miniftry.  I  muft  repeat  that  no  charge  of  complaint,  nor 
**  any  fpecific  obje<^ion  is  yet  made  againft  any  of  them. 
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If  there  was  any  fuch  ground  for  their  removal  at  prefent,   ir 

ought  to  be  equally  a  rcalbn  for  not  admitting  them  as  a  part  of 
*'  that  extended  and  united  Adminiftration  which  you  ftate  to  be  re- 
*'  quiiite. 

"  I  did  not  confider  the  failure  of  my  recent  endeavours  as  a  final 
**  bar  to  the  accomplilhment  of  the  purpofe  which  I  have  in  view,  if  it 
**  could  have  been  attained  on  thofe  principles  of  fairnefs  and  equality, 
"  without  which  it  can  neither  be  honourable  to  thofe  who  arc  qon* 
*'  cerned,  nor  lay  the  foundation  of  fuch  a  flrong  and  flable  Govern- ' 
"  ment,  as  may  be  of  lafling  advantage  to  the  country.  But  I  know 
**  of  no  further  fleps  which  1  can  take  that  are  likely  to  remove  the 
**  difiiculties  which  obflrudt  that  defirable  end. 

"  I  have  never  called  in  queflion  the  right  of  my  faithful  Com- 
**  mons  to  offer  me  their  advice,  on  every  proper  occafion,  touching 
*'  the  exercife  of  any  branch  of  my  prerogative.  1  Ihall  be  ready  at 
*'  all  times  to  receive  it,  and  give  it  the  mofl  attentive  confideration : 
*'  they  will  ever  find  me  dilpofed  to  fhew  my  regard  to  the  true 
*'  principles  of  the  Conflitution,  and  take  fuch  mealiires  as  may  befl 
"  conduce  to  the  fatisfaftion  and  profperity  of  my  people.'* 

March  5.]  Sir  George  Yonge  moved,  "  That  the  order  of  the 
day  for  going  into  a  Committee  on  the  Mutiny  Bill  be  then  read." 

Mr.  Fox  oppofed  it,  upon  the  ground  that  it  would  be  improper  to 
proceed  upon  it  until  the  Royal  Anfwer  had  been  taken  into  confide- 
ration, which  was  fixed  for  Monday.  He  therefore  moved,  **  That 
**  the  Houfe  do  on  Monday  next  form  itfelf  into  a  Committee  on  the 
"  faid  Bill." 

The  Houfe  divided  for  the  motion  of  adjourning  the  order  of  the 
day  to  Monday.

"  pugnant   to    the   fnirit  of  our   free  Conftitution  :    That  fyftems, 

*'  tbunded  on  fuch  a  preference,  are  not,  in   truth,  entirely  new^  to 

*'  this  country  :   That  they  have  been  the  charafteriftic  features  of 

*'  tliole  unfortunate  reigns,  the  maxims  of  which  are  now  juftly  and 

*'  univerfally  exploded ;  while  his  Majefty  and  his  royal  progenitors 

**  have  been  fixed  in  the  hearts  of  their  people,  and  have  commanded 

*'  the  relpe£t  and  admiration  of  all  the   nations  of  the  earth,  by  a

:**  prerogative  of  appointing  to  the  executive  offices  of  State  fuch 

''  perlbns  as  to  his  Majefty's  wifdom  may  I'eeni  meet;  but  at  the 

^^  lame  time  that  we  muft,  with  all  humility,  again  llibmit  to  his 

*'  Majefty's  Royal  wifdem,  that  no  Adminiftration,  however  legally 

^'  appointed,  can  ferve  his  Majefty  and  the  public  with  etteft,  which 

^'  does  not  enjoy  the  confidence  of  this  Houfe  :  That  in  his  Majefty*s 

.*'  prefent  Adminiftration  we  cannot  confide  ;  the  circiimftances  under 

**  which  it  was  conftituted,  and  the  grounds  upon  which  it  conti- 

*'  nues,  have  created  juft   fufpicions  in   the   brcafts  of  his  faithful 

**  Commons,  that  principles  are  adopted  and  views  entertained  un- 

*'  friendly  to  the  privileges  of  this  Houfe,    and  to  the  freedom  of 

*■*  our  excellent  Conftitution  :    That  we  have  made  no  charge  againft 

**  any  of  them,    becaufe  it  is  their  removal,   and  not  their  punifli- 

*'  ment,  which  we  have  defired  ;    and  that  we  humbly  conceive  wd 

•<  are  warranted,   by  the  ancient  ufage  of  this  Houfe,  to  defire  fuch 

**  removal,  without  making  any  charge  whatever :   That  confidence 

**  may  be  very  prudently  with-held,  where  no  criminal  procefs  can 

^*  be  properly  iiiftituted ;   That  although  wc  have  made  no  criminal 
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*^  charge  againft  any  individual  of  his  Majefty's  Mimftcrs,  yrt,  i^th 
all  humility,  we  do  conceive  that  we  have  ftated  to  his  Majcfty 
diftind  objections,  and  very  forcible  reafons  againft  their  conti- 
nuance :  That  with  regard  to  the  propriety  of  admitting  either  the

"  To  acknowled,  with  gratiude,  his  Majefty's  goodnefs,  in  not 
**  confidering  the  failure  of  his  recent  endeavours  as  a  final  bar  to  the 
"  accomphfhment  of  the  gracious  purpofe  which  his  Majefty  has  in 
*'  view;  and  to  exprefs  the  great  concern  and  mortification  with  which 
•'  we  find  ourfelves  obliged  to  declare,  that  the  confolation,  which 
**  we  ftiould  naturally  have  derived  from  his  Majefty's  moft  gracioas^ 
**  difpofition,  is  confiderably  abated,  by  underftanding  that  his  Ma- 
*'  jefty's  advifers  have  not  thought  fit  to  fuggeft  to  his  Majefty  any 
**  farther  fteps  to  remove  the  difficulties  which  obftruft  fo  defirabte 
**  an  end. 

**  To  recall  to  his  Majefty's  recolle<9:ion,  that  his  faithful  CoinmorrS 
*<  have  already  fubmitted  to  his  Majefty,  moft  humbly,  but  moft 
**  diftinftly,  their  opinion  upon  this  fubjedl ;  that  they  can  have  n6 
**  interefts  but  thofe  of  his  Majefty  and  of  their  Conftituents ; 
**  whereas  it  is  neednefs  to  fuggeft  to  his  Majefty 's  wifdom  and 
*•  difcernment,  that  individual  advifers  may  be  adtuated  by  very  dif*^ 
**  ferent  motives. 

*'  To  exprefs  our  moft  unfeigned  gratitude  for  his  Majeily's  royal 
•*  aflfurances,  that  he  does  not  call  in  queftion  the  right  of  this  Houfe 
*'  ta  offer  their  advice  to  his  Majefty  on  every  proper  occafion,  touch* 
"  ing  the  exercife  of  any  branch  of  his  royal  prerogative,  and  of  h\t 
**  Majefty's  readinefs  at  all  times  to  receive  fuch  advice,  and  to  givd 
•<  it  the  moft  attentive  confideration. 

*«  To  declare,  that  we  recognize  in  thefe  gracious  expreflSon^  rfiofe 
*^  excellent  and  conftitutional  fentiments,  which  we  have  ever  been 
"  accuftomed  to  hear  from  the  Throne,  fince  the  glorious  sra  of  the 

**  Revolution, 
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<*  Revolution,  and  which  have  peculiarly  chara6lerifed  his  Majefty 
'^^  and  the  Princes  of  his  illuftrious  Houfe  ;  but  to  lament  that  thele 
**  moft  gracious  cxpreffions,  while  they  infpire  us  with  additional  af- 
•*'  feftlon  and  gratitude  towards  his  Majefty's  Royal  Perfbn,  do  not  a 
**  little  contribute  to  increafe  our  lufpicions  of  thole  men,  who  have 
**  advifed  his  Majefty,  in  diredl  contradidtion  to  thefe  aflurances,  to 
***  neglcdl  the  advice  of  his  Commons,  and  to  retain  in  his  fervice  an 
•'  Adminift ration,  whofe  continuance  in  office  we  have  fo  repeatedly 
^*  and  fo  diftinftly  condemned. 

**  To  reprefent  to  his  Majefty,  that  it  has  anciently  been  the  prac» 
*♦  ticc  of  this  Houfe,  to  with-hold  fupplies  until  grievances  were  re- 
^*  drefTed ;  and  that,  if  we  were  to  follow  this  courfe  in  the  prefent 
**  conjunfture,  we  fhould  be  warranted  in  our  proceeding,  as  well  by 
*'  the  moft  approved  precedents,  as  by  the  fpirit  of  the  Conftitution 
**  itfelf;  but  if,  in  confideration  of  the  very  peculiar  exigencies  of  the 
^'  times,  we  fhould  be  induced  to  wave  for  the  prefent  the  exercife, 
**  in.  this  inftance,  of  our  undoubted,  legal,  and  conftitutional  mode 
<«  of  obtaining  redrefs,  that  we  humbly  implore  his  Majefty  not  to 
**  impute  our  forbearance  to  any  want  of  (incerity  in  our  complaints, 
^*  or  diftruft  in  the  juftice  of  our  caufe. 

•*  That  we  know,  and  are  fure,  that  the  profperity  of  his  Majefty's 
**  dominions  in  former  times  has  been,  under  Divine  Providence, 
*'  owing  to  the  harmony  which  has  for  near  a  century  prevailed  un- 
**  interruptedly  between  the  Crown  and  this  Houfe :  That  we  are 
♦^  convinced  that  there  is  no  way  to  extricate  this  country  from  itis 
"*'  prefent  difficulties,  but  by  purfuing  the  fame  fyftem  to  which  wc 
**  have  been  indebted,  at  various  periods  of  our  hiftory,  for  our  fuc- 
**  cefles  abroad,  and  which  is  at  all  times  fo  necefTary  for  our  tran- 
•*  quility  at  home  :  That  we  feel  the  continuance  of  the  prefent  Ad- 
**  miniflration  to  be  an  innovation  upon  that  happy  fyftem  :  That 
**  we  cannot  but  expeft  from  their  exiftence,  under  the  difpleafure 
**  of  this  Houfe,  every  misfortune  naturally  incident  to  a  weak  and 
**  diftrafted  governrakent :  That  if  we  had  concealed  from  his  Majefty 
**  our  honeft  lentiments  upon  this  important  crilis,  we  fhould  have 
**  been  in  fome  degree  refponfible  for  the  mifchiefs  which  are  but 
**  too  certain  to  enlue. 

*'  That  we  have  done  our  duty  to  his  Majefty  and  our  conftituents, 
^'  in  pointing  out  the  evil,  and  in  humbly  imploring  redrefs :  That 
^*  the  blame  and  refponfibility  muft  now  lie  wholly  upon  thofe  who

This  day  \_March^']  there  was  another  meeting  of  the  Country  Gentle- 
men at  the  St.  Alban's  Tavern,  for  the  purpofe  of  trying,  one  effort  more 
to  bring  the  Dukeof  Portland  and  Mr.  Pitt  together.  The  ground  of 
this  laft  endeavour  was,  that  as  Mr.  Pitt  in  his  anfwer  to  the  requeft

«*  We,  your  Majefty's  moft  dutiful  and  loyal  fubjefts,  the  Dean,  High  Steward, 
<*  Deputy  Steward,  two  Chief  Burgeffes,  Burgefles,  Affiftant  Bufgefles,  and  other  Houfe* 
''  holders  of  the  City  and  Liberty  of  Weftminfter,  b^  leave  to  approach  your  Throne

WESTMINSTER    MEETING- 

Fihrumy  10.]  By  an  anonymous  call  on  the  inhabitants,  to  afiemble  in  the  Court  of 
Requefts,  the  place  was  filled,  at  eleven  o'clock  yclleiday,  by  thoie  who  were  laid  to 
fupport  the  Houle  of  Lords  againft  the  lloufe  of  OoiT.nion's.  Pcniap>  the  ar.iials  of  all 
the  meetings  that  ever  were  held  in  England,  did  p.ot  produce  fo  motley  a  groupe — fo 
noify  an  allembly — or  one  lefs  refpedlablc  for  its  cc'mi^uiiy.  There  were  perfons  of  every 
dcfcripticii,  Lords,  Chandlers,  I^aroncts,  Glaziers,  lviul;ht!^^,  Shoe-hovs,  Picki>ockets, 
'^cc.  6wt.  &c.  mixed  among  a  conliderable  number  of  the  i^^leilors.  Lord  Mahon  opened 
the  bufmefs,  by  a  fpeech  which  was  not  heard  with  patienc?,  fo  that  it  was  impoffibie  to 
difcover  v;hat  the  noble  Lord  faid.  He  i'pruiig  with  amazing  agility  from  the  Hutting?, 
lomewhat  in  imitation,  but  not  with  quite  fo  much  grace  as  the  young'.-r  Veflris.  He 
roared  as  loud  as  his  lungs  would  permit,  and  they  are  none  of  the  weakeft,  yet  not  a 
Sentence  could  diflinvElly  reach  the  cars  of  his  auditors.  Indeed  the  majority  appeared 
to  be  fo  much  prepofleiiod  againft  the  meeting,  that  the  noble  I^ord's  articulation  was 
■4lro\Nntd  in  hiiies,  groans,  and  that  empliatic  fyllable  of  dilapprobation,  ott'!  oft'! 'ofF! 
Thoie  who  were  immediately  next  the  huftings,  infifted,  after  the  meeting  broke  up, 

that  his  Lordftiip  did  make  a  fpcccli — that  it  was  a  fine  one and  that  all  was  tolerable 

concord,  three  deep  from  the  Speaker;  but  every  perfon  elfe  in  the  Court  of  Requefts 
were  of  a  diflerent  opinion,  and  could  plainly  hear  and  fee  that  the  fenfe  of  the  perfons 
prelent,  though  folicitcd  by  the  friends  of  i he  ylrrr/  influence  p'arty,  was  againft  this 
m)n';Jlcrial meeting ;  for  minifterial  it  certainly  was,  and  not  conftitutional,  or  elfe  the 
Lords  of  the  Bedchamber,  and  the  Northumberland  intcreft,  who  fupported  it,  could 
have  prevailed  on  ibme  perfon  to  ftand  forward  with  his  name,  and  take  away  that  ftigraa 
of  ano7jyrnous^  which  marked  the  notice  by  which  tl-e  people  uere  called  together.  The 
noble  Lord,  in  the  warmth  of  his  fraternal  zeal  for  the  aJminiftration  of  his  brother-in- 
law,  had  the  misfortune,  in  one  of  his  oratorial  linings  from  the  Huftings,  to  break  a 
lamp  which  was  above  his  head  ;  and  the  found  which  the  two  globular  balloons  made 
tofjr^th'^rr,  eclioed  through  the  Hall. 

•  Lord  Mountmorres  met  with  as  little  fuccefs  in  his  attempt  to  gain  the  attention  of 
the  auditors,  thmigh  he  laid  the  root  to  the  ^.r,  to  ufe  his  own  exprefticn,  moft  forcibly 
indeed.  But,  all  would  not  do ;  he  was  hooted  and  hifl'ed,  even  more  than  his  prede- 
ceflbr,  and  given  to  underftand,  that  in  cafe  of  a  vacancy,  there  are  not  the  flighteft 
hopes  of  his  fucceeding  to  the  honour  of  fitting  in  Parliament  for  the  city  of  Weft- 
minfter. 

Sir  Cecil  Wray  followed  the  noble  Lord  ;  but  the  tumult,  by  this  time,  had  fo  much 
€ncreafed,  and  the  word  offwvLS  fo  loudly  founded,  that  it  was  not  pofTible  to  hear  what 
cxcufe  the  honourable  gentleman  had  to  offer  for  taking  part  with  the  fecret  infitience^ 
and  dcfcrting  the  patriotic  majority  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons.  Mr.  Keith  Stewart  and

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is  Kterally  as  above,  and  it  is  necceflary  to  tell  the  inhabitants  the  true  ftate  of  the  mat- 
ter, left  they  might  be  deceived  into  fignatures,  of  which  they  would. afterwards  be 
aihamed.

You  are  called  upon  to  afltMnljle  next  Saturday  in  Weftminfter  Hall,  to  confider  of  aa 
Addrefs  to  his  Majefty  upon  the  prefent  ftate  of  public  affairs.  A  fellow  citizen  begs 
leave  to  addrefs  upon  this  occafion  a  few  lines  to  your  good  fenfe,  to  your  cool  difpaf- 
fionate  judgment. 

Of  all  the  teaturer>  which  mark  the  political  charavEter  of  the  Englifti  nation,  the  moft 
ftriking  and  remarkable  is,  a  perpetual  jealoufy  of  prerogative.  In  all  the  variety  of 
civil  ftruggies  in  which  this  country  has  been  engaged,  the  prefent  is  the  firft  moment 
that  even  the  colour  of  a  pretext  has  been  afforded  for  afferting,  that  the  people  of  Eng- 
land are  leagued  with  the  Cro'-jun  and  the  Lords  in  favour  of  prerogative,  in  diredl  oppo- 
tion  to  their  own  R<  hrcfcntativesj  who  are  legally  and  moderately  exerting  themfelves  to 
bring  about  a  reafonable,  a  temperate,  and  a  conftitutional  exercife  of  it. 

The  fears  of  the  nation  upcn  this  fcore  are  even  grown  into  a  proverb. 

Afk  an  Englifliman  what  Ibrt  of  Judge,  of  Crown  Lawyer,  of  Minifter  he  moft 
dreads;  his  uniform  anfwer  is,  :\  prerogative  Judge,  a  prerogative  Lawyer,  a  prerogative 
Minifter.  Ls  then  a  prerogative  King  of  fo  little  danger  to  us,  that  we  are  all  at  once  to 
forget  thofe  jealoufies  which  fecmed  to  have  been  nvifted  with  our  exiftence,  and  to  falL 
into  a  miraculous  fondnefs  for  that  prerogative  which  our  anceftors  have  Ihed  their  deareft 
blood  to  check  and  Xf>  limit  r  Let  the  people  of  England  once  confederate  with  the 
Crown  and  the  Lords  in  fuch  a  conjli^l^  and  who  is  the  man  that  will  anfwer  for  one- 
hour  of  legal  liberty  afterwards  ? 

Can  the  people  confide  in  his  Mn;efty*s  fecret  advifcrs  ?  I  fay  no.  And  I  demand  one 
iiiftance  in  the  twenty-three  years  of  this  wretched  reign^  where  a  regard  to  the  liberty 
of  the  people  can  be  traced  in  any  meafure  of  the  fecret  fvjlem.  On  the  contrary  1  af- 
firm, that  every  adl  of  that  fyftem  has  been  pointedly  hoftile  to  public  freedom,  and* 

*  This  hand-hiU  was  dLflributeU  tbrougho\iC  Wdlmmfler  previuiu  Co  the  Gcaerai  Mectint;. 
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ilcmoartratCB  a  fettled  defign  in  the  Court  cabal  to  overturn  the  liberties  of  the  Ration* 
Can  we  confide  in  the  Houfe  of  Lords  ?  With  the  feme  certainty  I  anfwer  diredtly  no. 
I  appeal  to  fadls,  and  challenge  any  man  to  produce  one  inftance  in  the  dilgraceful  times 
I  have  alluded  to,  of  ^i Jingle  refolution  being  adopted  by  that  Houfe  in  oppoiition  to  the 
Court.  TThe  worft  Minifters  that  ever  curfed  the  country  have  had  decided  majorities 
in  it  up  to  the  hour  of  their  political  diffolution ;  and  it  happens  that  the  moji  cxiiouSy 
unpopular,  and  execrable  meafures  of  the  whole  reign  have  had  by  far  the  greateft  ma- 
jorities in  that  reverend  Aflembly.  Thefe  are  ftrong  terms,  but  there  is  before  my  eyes 
a  mafs  of  fadts  to  bear  me  out. 

What  was  the  condu6l  of  the  Crown  and  the  Lords  about  fourteen  years  ago,  when 
indeed  you  had  caufe  of  difcontent  againft  your  Reprefentatives  ?  In  anlwer  to  your  pc» 
titions  the  King  told  you,  that  the  law  had  been  the  rule  of  his  condudt,  and  he  would 
abide  by  his  faithful  Commons.  And  the  Lords,  upon  the  fame  occafion>  treated  you 
not  only  with  indifference,  but  with  exprefs  contempt.  At  that^  time,  the  Houfe  of 
Commons  was  the  fordid  inftrument  of  the  Court,  and  then  its  charafter  was  fupported 
by  the  Crown  and  the  Lords.  But  now  that  the  Commons  have  manifefted  a  fpirit  of 
probity  and  independence,  of  firmnefs  and  moderation,  not  excelled  in  any  period  of 
our  hiflory,  thev  are  to  be  run  down  by  the  infamous  agents  of  the  fccrct  fjiftem ;  and 
in  thefe  circumftances  it  is,  that  the  King's  Minifters  arrogate  to  theipfelves  a  popularity 
in  the  nation  in  dire6i  oppofition  to  the  national  Reprefentatives. 

This  deception  is  fupported  from  the  circumftance  of  a  few  Addreffes  in  their  favour 
having  been  lately  carried  to  the  Throne.  I  need  not  tell  you  that  procuring  Addrefles 
is  a  ftale  trick,  which  you  all  know  the  wretchedeft  Minifters  that  ever  dilgraced  this 
country  have  never  failed  occafionally  to  promote.  His  Majefty's  prefent  fervants  have 
in  this  point  been  far  lefs  fuccefsful  than  any  of  their  predeceffors.  In  Middlefex  a 
•direft  counter  AddreCs  was  carried  in  the  verv  meeting  called  by  the  Miniftry  to  fmug- 
^le  a  falfe  reprefentation  of  the  opinion  of  tnat  refpeftable  county.  As  to  that  which 
iiir  Cecil  Wray  delivered,  purporting  to  be  your  Addrefs,  your  indignation,  I  am  fure, 
anticipates  me  in  faving,  that  a  grol&r  infult  upon  (perhaps)  the  moft  diftinguiftied  body 
■of  Eledlors  in  England,  and  indeed  a  more  impudent  impofition  upon  the  public,  was 
never  before  attempted.  The  fame  impotent  fraud  was  perpetrated  in  the  city  of  York, 
which  you  all  know  has  tjerminated  in  the  confufion  of  its  authors,  and  the  difgrace  of 
the  Miniftry.  As  however  this  Adminiftration  is  juggling  the  world  with  a  folfe  pidure 
of  the  public  fentiments,  every  man  of  fenfe  and  fpirit  fl\ould  fpeak  his  mind  freely ; 
and  it  is  to  give  you  the  opportunity  of  doing  fo,  that  you  are  called  to  meet  in  Weft- 
minfter  Hall  next  Saturday. 

Preparatory  to  our  determination  upon  that  day,  let  us  take  a  brief  view  of  thofe  fub- 
jefts  which  mould  influence  our  conduft.  That  the  late  Miniftry  were  overturned  by 
a  grofs  violation  of  the  Conftitution,  is  a  fa£t  admitted  by  all  the  world.  In  truth, 
they  were  difplaced  for  the  purpofe  of  appointing  the  prefent  Miniftry ;  for  to  talk  of  the 
India  Bill  as  the  caufe  of  the  change,  is  a  mere  farce.  Upon  the  outfet  of  this  Miniftry' 
the  nation  faw  it  could  not  hope  for  one  hour's  exiftence,  otherwife  than  by  deftroying 
the  integrity  of  the  Commons.  Accordingly  they  entered  upon  the  wideft  plan  of  par- 
liamentary corruption,  upon  a  fyftem  of  the  bafeft  bribery  that  can  be  found  in  the  an- 
nals of  the  world. 

By  private  rewards  and  public  emoluments,  by  offices,  honours,  titles,  promifcs  of 
titles.,  and  every  fpecies  of  undue  influence,  they  gained  over  fome  members,  but  the 
majority  of  the  Houfe,  in  a  fpirit  of  probity  and  honour  almoft  unexampled,  defpifed 
their  dirty  arts,  and  told  them  in  plain  terms,  that  an  Adminftration  lo  conftituted 
jhould  never  have  their  fupport. 

The  Minifters  then  demanded  a  trial  upon  a  fpecific  meafurc,  and  aSually  ftaked 
thfir  fiiuatioas  upoathc  fete  of  Mr.  Pitt's  Itriia  Bill.    Now  mark  what  followed;  Mr. 
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Pitfs  Bill  was  thrown  out.  Yet  the  very  men,  who  committed  their  minifterial  exift- 
ence  upon  the  iffue  of  that  meafure,  ftill  remain  unmoved  and  unafFedted,  although  by  their 
-own  fentence  they  fland  condemned.  Driven  from  all  conftitutional  refources,  they 
now  make  a  defperate  fland  upon  a  pretence  of  popularity  in  the  nation,  and  in  opeti 
terms  avow  that  which  is  the  well  known  aim  of  the  fecret  lyftem;  to  draw,  if  pofEhle, 
the  Reprefentatives  into  difrepute  with  the  nation.  Their  nrft  attempt  was  to  deftroy 
the  charafters  of  public  men.  Their  ultimate  and  grand  objedl  to  ruin  the  reputation  of 
the  Houfe  of  Commons. 

If  I  afk  you  what  is  the  firft  virtue  of  a  Parliament,  you  will  fay,  independence. 
Has  the  prefent  Houfe  given  any  proof  of  this  virtue  ?  Let  us  fee  how  tne  matter  ftands, 
and  judge  fairly  from  public  fofts.  Befide  the  reforms  and  retrenchments  they 
have  accomplifhed,  and  befides  their  matchlefs  ftruggle  in  the  prefent  cafe  againft  Jicret 
infiuence^  this  Houfe  of  Commons  has  overturned  two  Admini  ft  rations,  againft  aU  the 
powerr  of  government,  againft  the  fanguine  fupport  of  the  Crown,  and  a  decided  ma* 
jority  in  the  Lords— yir  the  Lords  never  defert  any  Min^Jiry  but  the  favourites  of  the 
people*  Fxamine  the  majority  of  the  Lower  Houfe.  Look  into  their  charadlers.  Judge 
for  yourfclvuSj  wlicther  iuch  men  are  capable  of  yielding  to  be  the  ladder  of  any  man's 
ambition.  Scrutinize  th^em  clofely,  and  you  will  find,  1  fay,  no  more  than  bare  truth, 
when  I  affirm  that  the  hiftory  of  Parliament  does  not  exhibit  a  more  pure,  independent, 
refpeftable  majority  upon  any  public  meafure  whatever.  I  do  not  fay,  that  every  indi- 
vidual is  of  this  charafter,  any  more  than  I  would  fay,  that  every  man  who  fupports 
the  Miniftry  is  a  knave.  Some  few  honeft  men  certamly  vote  with  them;  but  this  t 
affert,  that  the  moft  bafe,  the  moft  fordid,  the  moft  infamous  clafs  of  men  in  the  Houfe 
are  enilifted  under  the  banners  of  Adminiftration,  or  rather  (and  indeed  it  is  the  trueft 
wav  of  ftating  it)  the  Miniftry  have  ranged  themfelves  under  the  banners  of  the  moft 
ba(e,  die  moft  fordid,  and  the  moft  infamous  clafs  of  men  in  that  Houfe. 

It  is  evident  that  his  Majefty's  fecret  advifers  have  reckoned  too  much  upon  the  badneft 
of  human  nature.  They  had  never  rifked  this  defperate  effort,  had  they  any  idea  that 
the  powers  of  the  Treafury  and  the  talents  of  Robinfon  would  have  failed  them.  Hap« 
pily  however  for  the  national  charafter  and  the  honour  of  humanity  they  have  failed. 
The  preliminaries  in  all  attempts  to  feduce  the  Members  is  an  exadlion  ot  fecrecy.  If 
this  were  not  the  cafe,  and  that  men  might  be  permitted  to  reveal  all  they  know,  the 
real  truth  is,  that  the  affair  of  Lord  Galloway  with  General  Rofs,  of  the  Diikeof  Ncw- 
caftle  with  Mr.  Mellifli,  and  even  of  Lord  Temple  with  the  Peers,  would  be  innocence 
itfelf,  compared  with  the  other  profligate  abominable  arts  pravSlifed  upon  the  Members  of 
the  Houfe  o{  Commons  by  the  agents  of  the  prefent  Admijiiftration. 

Here  let  us  paufe  awhile  and  calmly  view  our  fituation.     Tliat  the  Houfe  of 

Commons  was  the  fervile  tool  of  the  Court  has  been  the  general  cry  of  the  Kr.gliili  na- 
tion. •  Is  it  then  I  alk  you,  fit,  that  for  one  moment,  the  impofition  fliouiJ  W-  i\ilFt:red 
to  pafs,  that  the  prefent  Miniftry  deferve  the  fmalleft  portion  of  the  public  confidence, 
when  they  ftand  condemned  by  an  Houfe  of  Commons^  who,  under  all  the  terrors  of  a 
diffolution  of  Parliament  at  this  feafon  of  the  year,  in  detpight  of  all  the  arts  of  the 
Court,  in  defiance  of  threats,  in  contempt  of^  corruption,  feduf>ion,  wheedling^  and 
every  poffible  mode  of  working  them  into  pliancy,  have  nol)ly  oppolcd  this  unprinciplW 
and  fhameful  fyftem  ? 

As  to  thofe  who  are  called  the  rivals  for  power,  I  fhall  fay  hut  little,  becaufe  the 
fjueftion  turns  very  little  indeed  upon  that  point.  With  regard  to  Mr.  Fox,  in  whofe 
'A&Aovis  you  are  more  immediately  interefted,  the  greateft  glory  of  his  life,  in  my  opinion 
is,  that  he  has  ever  been  the  deftined  objedk  of  the  hatred  and  pcrfecution  of  this  odiou$ 
fiAion  which  furrounds  the  Throne,  which  ftarns  the  charadter  of  our  pubHc  coupJel^ 
-iind  fullies  the  name  of  royalty.     Nor  is  it  the  leaft  of  your  furctics  for  Mr.  Fox's  fitic- 
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lity  to  the  caufe  of  the  people,  that  he  has  no  hopes  of  refuge  in  the  Court*,  nor  tnyr 
profpedl  of  being  of  any  confequence  in  his  country,  except  upon  popular  grounds. 

As  to  his  India  Bill,  the  true  way  to  judge  of  it  is  by  analogy.  Compare  it  witt 
that  monfter  in  polity  Mr,  Pitt's  bill,  and  you  will  find  that  upon  the  fcale  of  compa- 
rifon  it  is  perfeftion  itfelf.  Relative  to  the  ReceiptTax,  which  is  a  fubjedl:  of  diflatisfadlion 
with  fome  of  you,  you  cannot  furdy  be  fuch  gudgeons  as  to  look  to  the  prefent  Miniftry 
with  a  favourable  eye  upon  that  fubjedl.  The  principal  Members  of  the  prefent  Admi- 
niftration,  have  been  its  ftrenuous  fupporters.  Lord  Thurlow  was  the  man,  and  indeed 
the  only  man,  who  treated  the  petition  of  the  Merchants  of  London  againft  that  Tax 
with  marked  contempt ;  and .  the  condudl  of  Mr.  Pitt,  upon  that  occafion,  is  really- 
worthy  of  a  feparate  remark.  That  Gentleman  well  knew  the  flate  of  the  country,  and. 
the  neceflity  of  efficient  taxes.  For  him  to  oppofe  it,  would  have  been  too.grofs.  He 
voted  for,. and,  declared  it  an  admirable  tax.  J3ut  feeing  that  it  might  be  made  a  good 
inftrument  of  public  clamour,  obfcrve  how  he  adts.  He  contrives,  at  the  fame  moment 
that  himfelf  fupports  the  Tax,  to  have  his  trufty  brother-inrlaw.  Lord  Mahon,  that 
drum-major  of  faftion,  to  beat  the  alarm,  and  raife  a  cry  againft  it.  His  condudi:  yef-- 
terday  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons  was  ftill  more  extraordinary.  Several  Members  de- 
manded of  Mr.  Pitt  his  opinion  upon  this  Tax.  With  a  difgraceful  duplicity  he  re*- 
fufed  for  a  long  time  to  give  any  anfwer.  Why  ?  becaufe  he  knew  you  were  to  meet 
next  Saturday,  and  thought  his  mence  upon  the  lubjedl  of  this  tax  might  be  a  good  bug.- 
bear.  The  Houfe  faw  his  paltry  cunning,  and  infifted  upon  an  anfwer; — then  he  de- 
clared himfelf  an  advocate  for  the  tax  *.  Thefe  are  effential  points  to  which  it  becomes, 
you  to  attend. 

If,  however,  there  are  any  of  you  who  ftill  retain  prejudice  upon  this  or  upon  any 
other  point,  judge  whether  tne  moment  to  give  them  operation  is  when  your  Reprer 
Tentative,  in  conjundlion  with  the  pureft  and  beft  men  ia  EngLrad,    is  ftruggling  to 

freferve  the  Conftitution  upon  the  fame  principles  that  fuftained  it  fmce  the  Revolution^ 
s  your  mind  made  up,  becaufe  you  may  diflike  the  Coalition  or  the  Receipt  Tax,  to 
Surrender  your  legal  rights  to  midnight  ruffians  with  dark  ianthorns  P  And  will  you  from 
piQue  or  from  whim,  or  from  fordid  motives,  ever  lend  your  fandlion  to  that  Court 
rac^ion,  that  vile  cabal,  whofe  bafe  ftratagems,  whofe  tyranny  and  treachery,  would, 
annihilate,  if  poffible,  the  very  found  of  civil  liberty  ?. 

There  is  another  point  to  which  I  would  direft  your  attention.     Admitting,  for  ar-t 

Sihent  fake,  that  the  prefent  Adminiftration  ftood  upon  a  conftitutional  bottom — I 
)mit  it  to  your  cool  and  fober  reafon,  do  you  think  tliat  it  is  competent  to  manage  this. 
country  in  its  prefent  difaftrous  ftate  ?  That  Mr.  Pitt  is  poffefled  of  confiderable  talents^ 
is  certain.  Not  one  of  his  friends,  however,  in  the  warmeft  moments  of  their  idolatry, 
have  ventured  to  compare  his  abilities  with  thofe  of  Mr.  Fox.  The  reft  of  the  Miniftry 
provoke  nothing  but  ridicule.  Review  the  different  offices  of  government,  and  then 
fay,  whether  fo  motley  a  group  ever  before  invefted  the  King's  Cabinet..  Allowing  then 
to  this  young  gentleman  every  merit  that  a  rational  man  can  allow,  him,  I  afk  you  if 
you  think  it  poffible  for  any  perfon  at  his  time  of  life,  and  fo  inexperienced,  to  govern 
this  country  f  The  genius  of  the  ereateft  man  at  the  beft  is  limited,  and  no  office  can 
confer  miraculous  endowments.  Mr.  Fox  has  been  accufjsd  of  inordinate  ambition. 
Good  God  !  Are  men  flrupid,  or  blind,  or  mad,  when  they  urge  fuch  a  charge,  to  pafs 
by  Mr.  Pitt,  who  in  the  third  year  of  his  public  hfe  affumes  a  ftation,  which  Mr.  Fox, 

•  Notwithftanding  this  declaration  of  Mr.  Pitt's,  which  was  forced  from  him  by  an  infultcd  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons, his  Emillaries  the  next  day  polled  up  Bills  in  very  large  letter  throughout  the  cities  of  London  and  Weft* 
minder,  declaring  the  aflertion  faife,  which  went  to  charge  Mr«  Pitt  with  giving  his  confent  to  the  Receipt 
Tax^ilL  Tiu<  tbe.young  MuuftercomuTed  at,  fo  loog^as  the  .trick  could  ferve  the  meafures  he  wat  tliien  pur- 
Imng. 
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^itli  a  fuperiority  of  powers,  admitted  by  all  the  world,  has  not,  after  fixteeu  years  ex- 
perience, ever  yet  afpired  to  ? 

What  does  'Mr.  Pitt  want  ?  The  late  Miniftry  have  feverally  difclaimed  the  idea  of 

Srofcribing  him  from  a  fhare  in  Adminiflration.  Many  of  the  moft  refpedlable  of  thofe 
Members,  who  now  oppole  him,  declared  they  were  ready  to  receive  him  with  open 
arms,  if  he  would  defcend  from  his  prefent  dangerous  fituation,  and  come  in  like  his  fii- 
ther  through  the  open  road  of  the  Conftitution,  and  not  by  the  crooked  paths  of  fecrct 
influence*  Why  does  he  not  ?  I  will  tell  you  my  opinion  upon  it,  and  leave  youtofonn 
your  own.  Proud  men  are  unwilling  to  acknowledge  a  fuperior.  Mr.  Pitt,  confcious 
of  himfelf,  perhaps  feels  that  at  the  beft  he  would  make  only  a  fecondary  figure  in  the 
fame  cabinet  with  Mr.  F'ox ;  and,  therefore,  like  the  man,  who  faid  he  had  rather  be 
the  firft  man  in  a  village  than  the  fecond  in  Rome,  he  (acrifices  the  nation  to  his  own 
extravagant  conceit.  His  vanity  wrill  not  permit  him  to  fee  that  he  is  debauched  by  a 
fet  of  lycophants,  who  deprive  him  of  the  ufe  of  his  own  underftanding.  Every  reafon- 
able  objeft  is  within  his  reach  by  legal  honeft  means ;  and  why  (hould  he  wiflx  for 
more  ?  Does  any  man  think  him  a  greater  man  than  his  father  ?  Certainly  not.  Is 
any  man  abfurd  and  bigotted  enough  to  fay,  tliat  an  office,  filled  by  the  Earl  ot  Chatham 
at  the  age  of  fifty,  is  beneath  Mr.  Pitt  at  the  age  of  twenty-five  ?  So  grofs  a  mockery 
of  the  common  lenfe  of  mankind  will  not,  I  am  fatisfieu,  be  attempted  by  any  man. 
What  then  is  the  fa£l  ?  That  Mr.  Pitt,  by  a  pertinacious  wifh  of  being  the  chief  ruler ^ 
wantonly,  if  not  wickedly,  prolongs  the  dillradtions  of  this  unfortunate  country.  To 
fome  men,  perhaps,  this  may  feem  a  towering  ambition ;  in  my  mind  it  is  a  miierable 
ambition.     That  it  is  fata!  and  ruinous  to  the  country,  is  beyond  all  queftion. 

Never  fure  did  men  ftoop  to  fuch  defpicable  Ihifts  to  blacken  an  adverfary,  and  force 
themfelves  into  temporary  eclat,  as  the  prefent  Miniftry.  No  fidlion,  however  grofs  ; 
no  device,  however  mean,  has  efcaped  their  induftry.  Circulating  the  moft  wretched 
fophiftries  all  over  the  kingdom.  Dif[)erfing  the  moft  low  defamatory  hand-bills  through 
all  parts  of  the  town.  Pofting  up  the  mott  fcandalous  libels  upon  the  firft  chara<Slers 
in  the  nation.  And — as  if  it  were  neceflary  to  tell  the  public  that  the  prefent  Govern- 
ment was  a  fyftem  of  political  empyricifm — they  have  fliewn  fomething  new  even  in 
the  Hiftory  of  Folly. — A  Firft  Lord  of  the  Treafury  plaiftering  up  his  pretended  merits, 
and  propagating  his  fame  with  all  the  pomp  and  redundancy  of  a  common  quack  upon 
the  corner  of  every  ftreet.  Upon  all  thefe  illiberal  expedients,  I  doubt  not,  your  own 
good  fenfe  has  formed  a  right  opinion. 

You  are  not  unapprized  that  feveral  of  Mr.  Pitt's  beft  friends  have  lately  deferted  him, 
and  it  is  but  juftice  to  fay,  that  the  perfons  alluded  to  are  of  the  moft  refpedtable  men 
in  England.  Why  have  they  deferted  him  ?  Not  becaufe  they  difliked  him  perfonally, 
but  becaufe  they  think  his  prefent  fituation  dangerous  to  the  Conflitution.  Yet  he  continues 
unmoved,  and  as  a  means  of  prolonging  his  power,  the  Houfe  of  Lords  (flaviflily  de- 
\*oted,  as  you  know  it  is,  to  the  will,  even  to  the  whim  of  the  Court^  have  come  to  a 
Refolution  laft  Wednefday,  which  I  conceive  to  be  a  grofs  libel  upon  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons. It  attributes  to  that  Houfe  what  it  has  not  affumed — an  attempt  to  fufpend  a 
pofitive  law,  when  it  only  interpofed  its  advice  upon  the  ufe  of  a  difcretionary  power  in 
a  branch  of  executive  Government,  relative  to  the  money  of  the  public,  of  which  the 
Commons  are  the  legal  guardians ;  a  pradtice  never  before  doubted,  never  queftioned 
till  the  prefent  moment. 

All  thefe  are  obje<£ts  neceflary  for  your  confideration  before  the  meeting  of  next 
Saturday. 

What  I  humbly  recommend  to  you  is  to  feel  your  real  weight  ^and  value.     Open  your 
eyes,  confult  your  underftanding,  be  guided  by  your  own  ^ood  fenfe,  and  do  not  become* 
ine  viilims  of  the  artifice,  or  the  inftruments  of  the  vile  pohcy  of  the  Court  cabal,     Vin- 
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dicatc  youii.City  from  the  audaciptis  impoiition  of  thofe  who  havcproftitiited  jroiir  nam©' 
upon  the  late  Addrefs.  Speak  to  the  Crown  in  refpeftful  but  manly  terms.  Tell  th&* 
fupjpiorters  oi  fccret  influence,  that  whatever  difcontents  fome  of  you  may  feel  againft 
your  Reprefentative,  you  do  not  require  their  advice  (Ihe  common  qnemies  of  both  Con-  ' 
llituent  and  Reprefentative)  to  dired  you.  Tell  them  by  your  condudl  that  their  fhaI-> 
low  and  fcandalous  eflForts  mall  not  obliterate  the  fenfe  of  a  long  feries  of  public  fcrvices. 
in  your  public  truilee.  Do  vou  think  that  in  the  nation,  perhaps  in  the  world,  you  can 
fmd  a  man  more  capable  or  fcfving  you  than  Mr.  F^ox?  If  not  then,  let  us  be  careful 
how  we  ri&  the  lofs  of  fuch  a  man.  Your  attachment  to  him  has  been  the  greateft 
wound  you  could  give  the  clofet  junto ;  your  defertion  of  him  would  be  the  greateft 
triumph  that  faftion  could  enjoy.  YoVi  have  heretofore  given  memorable  proofs  of  fpi- 
rit  in  oppofition  to  the  Court ;  more,  much  more  depends  upon  your  conduft  now  than 
many  of  you  are  aware  of.  If  the  prefent  Miniftry,  rather  than  refign  a.fituation  which 
they  have  obtained  by  frauds  and  dark  ftratagems,  in  a  palpable  violation  of  the  fpirit  of 
the  Conftitution,  are  defperately  determined  to  force  an  open  breach  between  the  Com- 
mons .and  the  Lords,  you  camiot  hefitate  for  one  moment  what  fide  to  take^ 

Make  not  fo  bafe  a  return  to  the  Houfe  of  Commons  for  a  fpirit  of  independence, 
which  indeed  is  not  very  common ;  as  to  defert  them  at  the  very  moment  they  moft 
challenge  your  applaufe.  In  abandoning  them  you  would  abandon  yourfelves,  and  all 
would  then  lay  at  the  mercy  of  the  common  enemy  of  our  liberties.  The  foon€r  your 
fentiments  are  known  the  better.  The  delufion  which  the  labours  of  the  Court  fa^ion 
have  forced  upon  the  public  is  vanilhing  every  hour,  every  day  leflens  it,  and  a  few  days' 
more  will  entirely  difpel  it.  Let  the  City  of  Weflminfter  fet  a  wife  and  fpirited  example, 
and  that  example  will  I  am  fatisfied  be  followed  by  t\tr^  fenJiUe,  unbiaffedl  body  of  men- 
in  England.

General  Meeting  of  the  Eleftors  of  Weftminften. 

In  confequence  of  advertifements  for  calling  together  all  the  Electors  of  the  above 
city  andhberty  in  Wellminfter  Hall,  on  Saturday  the  14th  or  March,  at  twelve  o'clock, 
to  coUeft  the  fenfe  of  the  Eledors  refpeding  an  humble  Addrefs  to  be  prefented  to  his 
Majefty  on  the  ftate  of  public  affairs,  the  Committee  appointed  for  the  above  purgofe, 
met  at  the  King's  Arms  Tavern,  Palace  Yard,  which  confifted  of  Mr.  Fox,  Mr.  Byron, 
Mr.  Byng,  Mr.'Buike,  Mr.  Sheridan,  General  Burgoyrte,  Lord  Derby,  Lord  Surrey, 
Lord  Foley,  Colonel  Fitzpatrick,  and  feveral  other  noblemen  and  gentlemen,  and. re- 
fpedlable  Ll^dors. 

It  muft  be  remembered,  that  as  this  General  Meeting  of  all  the  Ele6^ors  was  called 
in  oppofition  to  a  meeting  of  a  number  of  Eledlors  hdd  in  the  Court  of  Requefts,  on 
Tuefday  laft.  Sir  Cecil  Wray  in  the  Chair,  when  an  Addrefs  was  agreed  on  to  be  pre- 
fented to  the  Throne,  thanking  his  Majefty  for  exerciiing  his /r^flf^^/ivr,  and  difmiffing 
his  late  Minifters,  (which  meeting  and  Addrefs  was  firft  adopted  by  the  High  Bailiff  of 
'  Weftminfter  and  Court  of  Burgeffes,)  and  alfo  in  oppofition  to  that  Addrefs,  and  to  con- 
Cder  of  another  of  a  direft  contrary  tendency.  The  leading  men  on  each  fide  the 
queftion  met  at  different  places;  and  therefore  Sir  Cecil  Wray,  Mr.  Wilkes,  Lord, 
Mount mor res.  Lord  Mahon,  Mr.  Sell)y,  and  feveral  other  gentlemen,  affembled  at 
Alice's •  Coffee-houfe.  Mr.  Fox  and  his  friends  had  advertileJ  the  meeting  at  twelve* 
o'clock,  and,  in  order  to  get  the  fenfe  of  the  meeting  colledlcd  in  a  fair  and  impartial 
manner,  the  Committee  had  determined  among  thcmlelves  that  it  would  be  improper  to 
call  either  of  their  Reprefentatives  to  the  Clwir.     On  the  other  hand,  advertifements  had 
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ipfesLvei  from  the  other  party,  for  eleven  o'clock,  advifing  them  to  call  Sir  Cecil  Wray; 
to  the  Chair,  manifeftly  witn  an  attention  to  jockey  the  purport  of  this  meeting,  and 
thereby  put  a  rider  upon  it. 

The  Hall  was  moft  prodigioufly  crouded,  and  at  half  paft  eleven,  Sir  Cecil  Wray  and' 
his  party  came  from  Alice's  Coffee-houfe  to  the  huilings,  erefted  in  the  front  of  the, 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  ;  foon  after,  Mr,  Fox  and  his  friends  came  from  the  King's 
Arm's  Tavern>  whereby  the  huftings  were  crouded  in  a  manner  that  made  it  almoft  im- 
poflible  to  ftand  on  them.  The  Chair  was  I'urrounded  by  Sir  Cecil  Wray's  party,  and, 
foon  laid  hold  of;  in  confequence  of  which  Mr.  Fox's  friends  interfered,  and  claimed  the 
Chair,  till  a  Chairman  was  nominated,  and  in  this  ftruggle  the  Chair  was  totally  demo- 
Kfhed,  The  confiifion  and  uproar  this  pccafioned  is  hardly  to  be  conceived.  In  this  ftate 
of  things  the  huftings  broke  in,  and  feveral  noblemen  and  gentlemen  were  thrown  down 
and  trampled  on.  'I'he  prefTure  of  the  populace  foon  overthrew  the  front  of  the  huftings, 
by  which  means  fcarcely  a  place  was  for  a  moment  tenable,  and  every  body  was  in 
imminent  danger,  in  a*  conteft  on  the  huftings  which  Member  fliould  be  brought  for- 
ward ;  but  Mr,  Fox's  friends  being  too  numerous,  he  was  fupported  in  the  front,  amidft. 
the  raoft  violent  noifes,  acclamations,  and  huzzas,  we  ever  remember  to  have  heard* 
The  cry  of  Chair  !  Chair  !  Chair  !  refounded  from  every  quarter  of  the  Hall,  when  the 
huftings  gave  way  a  fecond  time,  and  in  the  confufion  Mr.  Fox  fell.  In  this  fttuatioa 
fome  wretch,  for  man  we  cannot  call  him,  threw  a  leather  bag,  filled  with  afla  fcetida  % 
in  the  face  of  Mr.  Fox.  To  this  public  injury,  we  may  add  one  of  a  more  private  but 
more  horrid  nature,  an  anonymous  letter  threatening  his  life,  to  which  he  paid  the  pro- 
per attention,  by  taking  no  notice  of  it.  At  laft  Mr.  Byron,  the  Committee  Chairman, 
endeavoured  to  appeafe  the  tumult  artd  filence  the  noife*  He  ftiortly  ^ddrefled  the 
Eleftors,  telling  them  the  purport  of  the  meeting,  explaining  the  meafures  of  the^ 
Court  of  Requefts  meeting,  and  moved  an  Addrefs  to  his  Majefty,  defiring  to  colledk 
their  fenfe  of  it  by  a  ftiew  of  hands.  Hats  were  held  up,  accompanied  with  vociferous 
Ihouts  of  approbation,  andthemajonty  infiivour  of  the  Addrefs  was  fo  very  confpi9uous,. 
as  not  to  leave  the  leaft  doubt ;  for  it  may  be  fairly  faid,  that  although  it  was  a  mani- 
feft  meeting  of  all  the  Eleftors,  the  majority  appeared  as  lOO  to  one,  Mr.  Fox  then 
endeavoured  to  addrefs  the  Eleftors,  but  noife  immediately  prevented  him,  and  this  he  at- 
tempted feveral  times  with  the  like  effeft.  At  half  paft  twelve  the  meeting  was  adjourned,, 
and  Mr,  Fox  was  carried  on  the  flioulders  of  feveral  Eleftors  fron>  Weitminfter  Hall  to 
the  King's  Arms  Tavern,  when  he  came  into  the  Committee  Room,  almoft  overpowered 
with  heat  and  fatigue.  The  Ele£kors,  who  had  accompanied  him  from  the  Hall  to  the 
Tavern,  waited  in  Paface-yard,  and  foon  after 

Mr,  Fox  came  forward  to  the  front  bow  window  of  the  Tavern,  in  Palace-yard>  which 
being  taken  out,  in  order  to  gi%'e  him  room  and  conveniency,  after  long  and  continued 
fhouts  of  approbation,  he  addrefled  the  Electors  as  follows  : 

Gentlemen  y  ,    , 

"  Nothing  can  be  more  flattering  to  me,  or  gNe  me  greater  happinefs,  tlian  thisi 
^'  public  opportunity  of  addrclfing  this  aftoniftiingly  numerous  and  refpedlable  body  of  my. 
"  conftitucnts,  the  Eleftors  of  Weftminftcr. 

"  I  ftiouldhave  been  happy  if  I  could  have  fucceeded.in  my  intentions  of  addrefilng^ 
"  you  in  the  Public  Hall.  I  ihould  there  have  explained  the  motives  of  my  conda6l;

"  who  efpoufe  it  are  afraid  of  their  opponents  being  heard. 

*  It  was  nfterwarils  <lifcovered  co  be  Eaphorfadonu- 
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"  Let  me  rep^.U  it,  that  it  giv-es  me  inexpreffible-happinefs  to  explain  my  condud  t 
<«  vou.     You  will  find  I  have  never  deierted  yourcaulc:  I  fliall  find  likewife  thar    yir^ 
"  have  not  deierted  me.     The  former  is  impo'flible — was  you  evea  .o  dcfert  t'judcrlvci;, 
^^  1  never  would  defcrt  you. 

"  Gentlemen,  The  very  noble,  the  very  difuiterefted,  and  the  very  magnanimous 
<*  manner  in  which  you  honoured  me  with  your  choice  of  reprefentiitive,  claimed  .dl 
<'  my  attention,  afliduity,  and  adherence;  and  I  truft  you  have  found  by  my  conduct 
*^  1  have  neitlier  deferted  the  caufe  of  my  coixftituents,  nor  ray  own  principles.  To 
*^  do  either,  I  muft  defert  myfelf  and  them  too.  If  you  del'ert  me,  you  eredl  Court  In- 
*^  fluence,  hecaufe  it  is  Court  Influence  I  oppofe, 

"  Gentlemen,  You  called  me  to  Parliament  to  ftcm  the  torrent  of  corniption,  to 
"  reform  the  abufes  of  your  ConAitution,  and,,  above  all,  to  oppofe  the  deftiuilive 
*^  principle  of  Court  Influence. 

*'  If  purging  the  Houfe  of  Commons  of  a  number  of  venal  contraftors ;  if  reforming 
*^  feveral  abules  in  the  expenditure  of  public  monies;  if  fettinq;  myfelf  up  as  the  oppo- 
<^  fer  of  Court  Influence,  and  being  turned  out  of  ofHce  becaufe  I  did  oppofe  it,  difcovers 
**  a  change  of  fentiment,  I  then  have  changed  my  fentiments.  But  I  flatter  myfelf  you

^*  be  no  longer  faid  to  reprefent  yourfelves.  Will  you  then  have  a  Houfe  of  Lords  or

When  Mr*  Fox  had  finiflied  his  Addrefs,  (which  was  received  with  great  approbation, 
at  the  conclufion  of  every  fentence,)  he  retired  from  the  window  to  his  carriage,  from 
which  the  horles  were  taken,  and  he  was  drawn  by  the  populace  Xip  Parliament-ftreet, 
round  the  ftatute  of  Charles  at  Charing-crofs  through  Cockipur-ftreet,  along  Pall-mall, 
St.  James's,  and  Piccadilly,  to  the  Duke  of  Devonlhire's  houfe,  amidft  the  acclamatioHS 
pfjiear  ten  thoufand  people,  who  expreffed  their  difapprobation  as  they  pnfled  the  I'rea- 
fury.  Lord  Temple's,  &c.  &:c.  At  Carlton  Houfe  were  repeatedly  given  regular  huzzas, 
ana  at  Lord  Temple's,  a  wag  held  up  a  key  tied  to  a  ftick,  hung  round  with  crape, 
which  he  called  the  Secret  Influence  Key  in  mourning.  The  whole,  on  Mr,  Fox's  fide, 
•was  conducted  with  the  utmoft  regularity,  and  najnifchief  was  done,  except  a  window 
broke  at  J^ord  Temple's,  occalloned  by  the  impudence  of  Ibme  of  his  hoTdihip^sjfemale 
fervants,  who  threw  fomething  from  the  upper  ftory  upon  the  people.  At  Devonfhice 
Houfe  Mr.  Fox  addreffed  the  Ele6lors  to  the  following  eftedl : 
Gentlemen^ 

**  I  thank  you  for  the  trouble  you  have  taken  in  conducing  me  here,  and  as  I  am 
**  much  fatigued,  I  hope  you  will  leave  me  here,  as  I  am  as  much  at  home  as  at  my 
^^  own  houie.  I  hope  1  Ihall  always  have  your  fupport  againft  the  attacks  of  fecret 
^'  influence. 

"  1  beg  leave  to  propofe  what  I  mentioned  in  Weftminfter  Hall,  which,  from  the  op- 
f'  pofition  of  a  hired  mob,  I  believe  was  not  heard,  to  propofe  an  Addrefs,  expreffing 
^*  your  fatisfadlion  at  the  manly,  difinterefted  conduft  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons  agamlf 
^*  the  attacks  of  fecret  influence.'* 

The  Addrefs  was  then  proppfed,  and  agreed  to  without  the  difapprobation  of  a  fingle 
voice.     After  which  the  multitude  retired. 

L^rd  Surrey  and  Major  Stanhope  rode  on  the  coach-box  of  Mr*  Fox's  carriage.

I  beg  you  will  be  plcafed  to  communicate  to  their  Lord  (hips,  that  after  the  adlion  of 
the  lOth,  in  the  Bay  of  Rcqucjh  (though  it  was  no  way  decifive),  the  enemy's  fleet 
liaftily  fled  under  tlie  advantage  of  a  very  favourable  wind  mto  the  port  of  Bute^  where 
they  -^mchored  in  fafety  within  the  Rocks  of  Corruption^  and  Jhoals  of  fccret  infiucjiccy 
which  lay  at  the  entrance  of  the  harbour,  and  make  it  totally  inaccefllble  to  an 
enemy. 

Under  thefe  circumftances,  I  had  no  pofiihle  means  of  bringing  the  enemy's  fleet  to  a 
fccond  aftion ;  but  by  fairly  offering  them  battle,  for  which  purpoie  I  cruized  with  the 
fquadron  under  my  command  off  the  mouth  of  the  harbour,  but  without  effufl. 

I  therefore  proceeded  into  Loyalty  Sounds  in  order  to  repair  the  damages  which  the  fleet 
had  fuftained  in  the  late  Ikirmiih,  leaving  the  Liberty^  Captain  S,  Hoiifc^  and  the  BuJJlcr^ 
Captain  G.  Boulton^  to  cruize  oft'  the  entrance  of  the  harbour,  that  1  might  receive  the 
earlicft  intelligence  of  the  motions  of  the  enemy. 

On  the  morning  of  the  13th,  Captain  Houi'e  arrived  in  Loyalty  Sound,  and  brought 
in  i>ofitive  information  of  the  enemy's  fleet  having  put  to  fea,  in  order  to  join  a  detach- 
ment which  had  been  fent  them  under  Captain  Robinlon  of  the  Rcncgado.  The  fignal  was 
inftantly  made  to  cut  and j^iy>,  and  though  the  Liberty  only  came  to  an  anchor  at  feveii 
A.  M.  the  whole  of  the  iquadron  were  under  zvdghy  and  had  a  good  offing  by  ten. 

Having  ftrong  reafons  to  fufpeft  that  the  enemy's  intention  on  their  junction  was  to 
proceed  to  jyejlminjler  harbour ^  for  the  purpoie  of  making  an  attack  on  iovn^  fair  traders 
and  unarmed  tran/ports^  which  1  had  previoully  ordered  to  rendezvous  there,  with  pro- 
vifions,  6cc.  for  Supplying  the  iquadron,  I  crouded  every  rag  of  fail  for  that  port,  and 
on  making  Cape  Ccmmcn  Pleas  at  eleven  A,  M.  the  following  day,  plainly  perceived  the 
enemy's  fleet  to  be  at  anchor  in  the  Bay. 

Having  detached  the  J^iive^  Captain  Byn^^  to  reconnoitre  the  force  and  fituation  o( 
the  enemy,  1  immediately  made  the  lignal  tor  the  line  of  battle  a-breafl:,  and  proceeded 
■down  upon  them  under  an  eai'y  fail.  On  our  approaching  them  they  appeared  to  be  in 
the  nioft  evident  confufion,  but  preluming  on  the  reinforcement  they  had  received  in  the 
Renrgado  fquadron,  and  a  fupply  of  men,  fmugglcrs,  and  mutineers  (with  which  I  am 
-forry  to  fay  Wefl^minfter  harbour  is  too  much  infedted)  they  feemed  determined  to  wait 
-the  event  of  an  attack. 

Having  come  within  piftol-fliot  of  the  enemy,  and  made  the  fignal  for  x\\c  line  of 
hattU-a-head,  the  aftion  began  by  a  vigorous  inccfllint  lire  of  great  guns  and  linall  arm?? 
from  the  Privilege  and  Reform^  who  readily  oj^pofed  themfelves  to  the  lfi:i::d':ar\  diul 
jipojiatc,  and  by  a  moft  fpirited  judicious  behaviour,  aided  by  a  well -directed  tirt-,  in 
which  every  gun  feemed  to  do  execut^ion,  obliged  thefe  fliips  to  quit  the  enemy's  line,  and 
bear  away  to  leeward. 

The  cannonading  now  became  general,  and  it  is  impoffible  to  do  juilice  to  the  zoal  and 
alacrity  which  feemed  to  animate  every  officer  in  the  difchargeof  his  duty. 

Notwithftanding  the  very  great  advantages  the  enemy  dcrivetl  from  having y^r/W.f  upr.jf 
their  cables,  and  being  in  every  other  refpeft  prepared  for  the  attack,  they  were  oblii^cd 
to  give  way  to  the  fupwior  courage  and  good  coiuli.dl  gf  the  ftjuadron  I  h;ul  the  honour 
IQ  command.

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I  am  happy  in  having  it  in  my  power  to  congratulate  their  Lordlhips  upon  the  capture 
of  the  Incendiary,  after  a  warm  a6lion  with  the  Privilege  i  her  crew  feems  to  have  con- 
fiftoif  of  a  fet  of  defperate  and  difaffe^ed  mifcreantSj  that  have  come  into  her  from  dif- 
ferent quarters.  She  fuftained  a  heavy  lofs  in  her  crew,  and  the  damages  fhe  received  in 
the  adion  were  fo  material,  that  I  found  myfelf  compelled  to  order  her  being  burnt^ 
which  has  fmce  been  carried  into  execution.  Her  commander^  Captain  Maborij  was 
killed  in  the  beginning  of  the  adlion  by  vl  fire-pot,  which  he  had  prepared  to  throw  into 
the  Confiitution,  but  which,  fortunately  taking  fire  fooaer  than  he  expe6ted,  ended  in 
his  own  deftru^lion, 

I  was  in  hopes  to  have  been  able  to  give  their  Lotdfliips  a  good  account  of  the  PrerO" 
gative.  She  warmly  attacked  the  Uonjiitution,  which  fhe  much  damaged  in  her 
I'igging  ^nd  upper  works,  and  taking  inftant  advantage  of  a  fiivourable  change  of  wind» 
got  clear  of  the  land,  and  from  the  courfe  ilie  fteered  has  no  doubt  taken /belter  in  Pitfs 
Bay^  in  the  IJle  of  Bute.  Her  lofs  in  killed  and  wounded,  it  is  imagined,  muft  be  very 
confiderable. 

The  enemy's  (hip,  the  Bufyhody,  Captaii)  R A,  was  prevented  fix)m  engaging, 

occafioned,  as  we  are  told,  by  her  decks  being  lumbered  with  a  quantity  of  candles  and 
tallow,  which,  to  the  dilgrace  of  the  fervice,  he  had  taken  on  board,  to  the  great  injury 
of  the  revenue,  not  having  paid  the  duties. 

The  Captain  will,  no  doubt,  be  brought  to  a  Court-martial  for  fuch  an  un-officer-like 
condudl. 

The  reft  of  the  enemy's  fleet  ftood  different  ways  in  the  utmoft  fear  and  confufion^ 
and  as  I  am  now  in  purluit  of  thefe  ftragglers,  I  have  great  hopes  I  fhall  pick  fome  of 
them  up. 

T6  mention  the  merits  of  any  particular  oflScer  under  my  command,  would  appear 
invidious ;  I  will  only  fay,  that  a  moft  unexampled  degree  of  bravery  and  fpirited  emu- 
lation feemed  to  pervade  the  breaft  of  every  oflScer  concerned  in  this  glorious  a£tion,  and 
therefore  recommended  them  all  as  moft  deferving  objeds  of  the  public  favour* 

The  vidbory,  I  beg  you  will  alTure  their  Lordfhips,  has  proved  fo  complete,  that  it  is 
impoflible  the  enemy  can  recover  the  blow  for  fame  time  to  come,  and  no  exertion  fhall 
be  wanting  on  my  part  to  improve  it. 

Captain  Byng  will  have  the  honour  of  delivering  you  thefe  difpatches,  whom  I  beg 
leave  to  mention  to  their  Lordfhips  as  a  meritorious,  Ipirited  o£Bcer. 

I  propofe  to  fend  home,  in  a  few  days,  the  Zealous,  Valiant,  and  Vigilant,  which 
fliips  having  been  much  expofed  to  the  enemy's  fire,  ftand  in  need  of  confidenhle  re- 
pairs. 

I  have  annexed  for  their  Lordfhipr  information  the  line  of  battle  of  the  fq^uadrofi 
under  my  command,  and  a  lift  of  the  enemy's  fhips,  with  their  ftate  and  condition,  at 
accurate  as  I  have  been  abl^  to  attain  amidft  the  eonfufion  mfeparable  from  fo  wmdq  aa 
-engagement.

**  ftantiated  by  the  mofl  indifputable  tcftimony,  that  there  were  feveral  bands  of  ruffians 
"  difperfed  through  the  Hall,  who  your  Committee  have  reafon  to  believe  were  neither 
**  Eledlors  or  Inhabitants  of  Wellminfter,  and  who  aded  evidently  upon  a  concerted 
**  plan,  and  whofe  outniges  were  fuch,  as  to  endanger  even  the  lives  of  pcrfons  whom 
"  your  Committee  have  examined. 

**  Upon  the  fubjedt  which  your  Committee  are  more  particularly  diretfled  to  examine

^'  Having  examined  very  carefully  the  contents  of  the  bag  brought  to  me  by  Mr.  Ro- 
<«  binibn  and  another  gentleman,  I  find  it  to  contain  Capficum  and  Euphorbiuin.  'Hie 
<«  Euphorbium  is  extremely  well  difguifed,.  being  in  powder,  and  therefore  I  am  led  to 
-**  judge  it  to  be  that,  more  from  its  great  aftivity  than  from  its  vifible  appearance :  I 
**  have  examined  it  with  great  caution,  and  indeed  apprehenfion,  becaufe  I  have  been 
**  frequently  afieSed  by  it ;  yet  with  all  my  caution  of  flopping  my  nofe  and  mouth,  I 
*^  felt  its  effcfts.  My  fervnnts  who  were  in  the  place,  or  acci&ntally  pafling,  were  in- 
*^  ftantly  feized  with  heat  in  the  nofe  and  throat,  and  violent  coughing.  A  perfon 
<<  corainc'  into  the  warehoufe  from  the  air  was  afFe£ied  by  it  immediately.  The  quality

*^  and  Co.  Bankers^  Charing-Crofs,  to  be  paid  on  conviiSlion  of  any  of  the  offen- 
«  ders." 

This  bufinefs  being  fettled,  it  was  moved,  that,  **  Whereas  an  advertifement  has  ap- 
^*  peared  in  feveral  of  the  public  papers,  figned  John  Churchill^  purporting  that  the 
*«  tumult  near  the  huftings,  in  Weftminfter  Hall,  on  Saturday  the  14th  inftant,  was 
^<  fuch  as  to  prevent  the  perfons  neareft  the  huftings  from  bearing  what  fell  either  from 
^*  Mr.  Fox,  or  any  of  his  friends,** 

And  rdblved  (with  one  diflentient) 

**  That  it  appears  to  this  Committee,  that  no  perfon,  or  number  of  perfons,  aflfem* 
*«  bled  near  the  huftings,  for  the  purpofe  of  interrupting  the  proceedings  of  the  meet- 
<*  ing,  by  tumult  and  clamour,  have  any  right  to  impeach  the  validity  of  fuch  proceed- 
^*  ings,  under  pretence  that  the  proportions  could  not  be  diftinftly  heard  when  the 
^<  ibveral  queftions  were  regularly  put  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Mieeting,  and  decided

SHAKESPEARE    MONTHLY    MEETING. 

This  evening  [March  12]  there  were  affembled  about  fix  hundred  of  the  principal 
Eleftors  of  Weftminfter. 

Colonel  Stanhope  took  the  Chair,  and  apologized  for  the  abfence  of  General  Bur- 
goyne,  one  of  the  Stewards,  and  Mr,  Fox,  who  were  attending  their  duty  in  the 
Houfe  of  Commons,  on  Mr,  Sawbridge's  motion  for  a  Parliamentary  Reform.  This 
was  received  (as  it  ought  to  be)  witli  fatisfaftion ;  and  then  the  ufual  conflitutional  toafts 
were  given,  and  drank  with  every  mark  of  approbation  which  could  teftify  that  the  feel-* 
ings  of  thofe  prefent  fprung  from  the  truell  fenfe  of  real  patriotifm.  Between  the 
feveral  toafts,  the  company  were  Iiighly  entertained  by  Captain  Morris,  and  Mr.  John- 
ftone,  of  Covent  Garden  llieatre,  who  alternately  fung ;  the  one  in  a  ftile  of  wit  and 
i'atire  on  the  prefcnt  times,  which  made  the  room  refound  with  plaudits  at  the  end  of 
each  flanza ;  and  the  other  with  a  voice,  tafte,  execution,  and  judgment,  that  gained 
him  as  much  applaufe  as  man  could  defire.  Perhaps  in  the  annals  ot  fong-writing  there 
cannot  be  found  a  more  pointed  or  a  more  humourous  compofition  than  that  fung  by  the 
Captain.  It  turned  on  the  conduft  of  Mr.  Pitt,  and  was  fo  humouroufly  and  fo 
poetically  handled,  that  even  the  gravity  of  a  prerogative  Bifhop  would  have  forfokea  his 
Right  Reverence,  and  made  the  head  ot  the  church  laugh. 

.Immediately  on  the  Houfe  breaking  up,  which  was  about  eleven  o*clock,  Mr.  Fox, 
General  BurgOyne,  Lord  Surrey,  Lord  Maitland,  Colonel  Fitzpatrick,  Mr.  Alderman 
Sawbridge,  Mr.  Sheridan,  and  many  more  Members  of  Parliament  arrived. 

Mr.  tox  took  the  Chair,  and  faid  he  was  detained  by  his  duty  in  Parliament  from 
having  the  honour  to  attend  the  meeting  fooner.  He  was  forry  to  inform  them  that 
Mr.  Alderman  Sawbridge's  motion  for  a  Parliamentary  Reform  was  negatived  by  a  ma- 
jority oi forty-eight  J  the  numbers  being  for  the  motion  143,  and  againft  it  191.  This  de- 
feat lie  attributed  to  the  friends  of  the  prefent  Miniftry  being  for  no  Refonn,  and  confe- 
4uently  voting  againft  the  motion.  He  believed  there  might  be  about  eighty  of  thofe 
that  always  are  confidered  to  fupport  Adminiftration,  who  on  this  occajion  took  the  op- 
pofite  fide  to  the  Minifter.  He  begged  to  retire  for  a  ihort  time,  as  he  had  not  dined  ; 
which  having  done,  he  returned,  and  drank  the  health  of  the  lnde]>eodent  Ele(5tors  of 
Weftminfter  ;  and  afterwards  that  of  Mr.  Alderman  Sawbridge. 

Mr.  Alderman  Sawbridge,  upon  this,  got  up,  and  having  politely  returned  thnnks  for 
the  honour  done  him,  begged  that  he  might  have  liberty  to  lay  a  few  words  on  the  fiib- 
je£l  of  debate  that  day  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons.  His  rij^ht  honourable  friend  had 
informed  them  of  the  defeat  of  the  Parliamentary  Reform^  fo  much  wilhed  for  by  every 
true  friend  to  the  Conftitution.  This  defeat,  he  faid,  was  now  to  be  entirely  afcribed 
to  the  prefent  Adminillration.  It  was  their  phalanx,  and  tlu^jcfuitically-inftrudledcon- 
duft  of  the  right  honourable  gentleman  who  apparently  prefides  there,  which  overthrew 
the  motion.     Nothing  would  have  been  more  openly  apj^arent  to  the  purpofe  of  nega- 
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tiving  the  queftioh  than  Mr,  Pitt's  fpeech,  although  that  gentleman  himfelf  Voted  for 
the  qiieftion.  This,  however,  was  not  done  with  a.  view  to  make  the  friends  of  the 
Niiniiter  voteagainft  the.motion,  for  they  had  already  received  their  inftruflions  howtrf- 
a6V,  No  : — It  was  done  for  the  purpofe  of  forcing  the  friends  of  Lord  North  to  keep 
up  czr.jijlencyy  and  give  their  negative  as  thev  had  hitherto  done.  Every  art  of  argument; 
every  nerve  of  elocution  was  exerted  to  colour  the  right  honourable  gentleman^  fpeecli 
fo  as' to  make  it  have  that  effeft,  and  yet  gave  it  that  fembl^ice  and  outward  form  of  a 
contrary  intention.  Indeed  the  fate  of  the  motion,  and  the  condu6l  of  the  immediate 
fervants  of  the  Crown,  proved  this  in  the  ftrongeft  view  of  demonftration.  He  added, 
that  he  had  not  on  his  mind  one  fingle  doubt>of  the  PARLIAMENTARY  REFORM 
taking  place,  if  the  Miniftry  had  not  laid  their  commands  of  interdiftion.  The  device 
of  Mr.  Pitt's  voting  FOR  I T,  vvhen  the  great  bpdv  of  Adminiftration  voted  AGAINST 
IT,  was  too  poor  a  fubterfuge  not  to  be  difcernecf  by  the  meaneft  capacity.  But  fup- 
pofing  Mr.  Pitt  to  have  aiced  from  .principle,  yet  here  was  a  proof  that  he  held  in 
ESTIMATION  and  CONFIDENCE  that  very  Cabinet  who  oppofed  him  in  one  of  the  moil 
eflential  requifites  to  the  benefit  of  the  nation. 

Lord  Surrey  informed  the  company,  that  the  gentleman,  named  Jack  Rob'tttforiy  had,, 
with  a  chofen  band,  muflered  up  flairs,  during  almofl  the  whole  of  the  debate,  from 
whence  he  brought  down  his  troops  jufl  previous  to  the  divifion.  His  Lordfhip  faid 
the  matter  was  clear  as  noon-day,  that  if  the  Minifter  chofe^  the  motion  for  a  PAR- 
LIAMENTARY REFORM  would  have  been  carried.  Every  man  in  the  Houfc  did- 
J)erceive,  and  he  hoped  every  man  out  of  the  Houfe  would  fee  that  Mr.  Pitt,  who  talked 
b  much  of  REFORM,  was  the  very  perfon  who  put  a  flop  to  it.  It  would  be  in . 
vain  for  his  friends  to  urge  that  he  himfelf  voted  for  it,  when  all  mankind  faw  that  his 
influence  was  againfl  it. 

After  this  the  meeting  grew  extremely  convivial,  and  Captain  Morris  was  rcquefleA- 
again  to  fmg  his  Pitt-nurfing  cempofitioriy  whicli,  if  poffible,  was  received  with  louder 
plaudits  than  before. 


WESTMINSTER      MEEETING.. 
WILLISES    ROOMS,    KING-STREET. 

March  ig.]  This  day  there  was  the  mofl  refpedlable  afTemblage  of  the  Ele6lors  of 
Weflminfter  that  ever  yet  were  convened  on  any  public  occafibn.  The  gentlemen  be- 
gan to  aflemble  at  about  half  pafl  three,  and  were  ufhered  up  into  the  great  ball  room, 
which  at  four  o'clock  was  nearly  filled;  and  before  five  the  overflow  filled  the  flair-cafe 
down  to  the  hall  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  it  was  impoffible  to  pafs.  The  number- 
amounted  to  Five  Hundred  and  Forty,  almofl  the  whole  of  whom  were  what  may  be 
called  very  refpe£lable  and  independent  inhabitants  of  Weflminfler. 

At  half  paft  five  the  dinner  room  was  opened,  and  nearly  five  hundred  perfons  fat 
down  at  fix  tables,  covered  in  a  flile  of  public  entertainment  far  beyond  any  thing  of  the 
kind  that  has  ever  before  appeared  for  the  accommodation  of  fuch  a  number  of  peoplie. 
There  was  no  confufion,  no  irregularity,  and  no  want  of  any  thing  that  could  pleafe 
the  palate.  The  company  did  not  come  down  until  dinner  was  announced  to  be  on 
the  table,  which  created  regularity  and  that  polite  etiquette,  which  are  the  diflinguifhed 
charafteriflics  of  a  meeting  of  gentlemen.  When  the  covers  were  taken  off,  there  ap- 
peared a  variety  of  ^very  thing,  fifh  in  abundance  of  all  forts,  falmon,  cods  heads,  &c. 
trout,  foles,  findtSj  craw  fifh,  ScCt  &c.  roaft  beef,  fhoulders  and  legs  of  excellent  houfe- 
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lamb,    plentifully  dHpcrfed  and  fafhionably  fet  out,    chickens,  tongues,  mock  turtle, 
'ibups  ofall  kinds,  jellies,  blanche  mangCy  and  apple  pies,  turkies,  wild  fowl,  fallads,  &c. 

As  foon  as  dinner  was  over  the  following  toafts  were  drank : 

Mr.  Fox  gave  "  the  Independent  Eleftors  of  the  city  of  Weftminfter ;"  "  the  Majefty 
"  of  the  People  of  England;"  **  the  caufe  of  freedom  all  over  the  world ;"  *^  the  glorious 
"  and  immortal  memory  of  King  William  the  Third;"  "  the  Conftitution  as  eftabliflied 
<*  at  the  Revolution;"  "  the  Champion  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  and  may  the  people 
"  emulate  his  example ;"  (the  name  of  Fox  here  refounded  throughout  the  room) ;  all 
thefe  toails  were  drank  with  fliouts  of  applaufe. 

The  Stewards  propofed,  and  Mr.  Fitzherbert  read  the  motion,  "  That  it  is  the  ppi- 
**  nion  of  this  meeting,  tliat  the  Right  Hon.  Charles  James  Fox  fhould  be  fupported  at 
**  the  next  eledlion  for  Weftminfter.  There  .was  not  a  diflenting  voice — all  joined  in 
their  wi  flies,  and  each  feemed  fure  of  fucccfs. 

Mr.  Fox  rofe  to  thank  the  meeting  for  this  diftinguilhed  mark  of  their  favour :  he 
faid  he  had  long  experienced  their  friendftiip,  ajid  he  -hoped  his'condudt  would  continue 
to  him  that  fupport  which  firft  gave  to  him  their  efteem  and  their  jgood  wiflies;  his  en- 
deavours had  been  for  the  public  benefit ;  he  became  their  reprelentative  avowedly  to 
leflen  the  undue  infiucnce  of  the  Crown  ;  the  Elcftors  gave  him  their  fuffrages  for  that 
purpofe,  as  one  great  feature  of  their  countenance.  He  a£ked  if  he  had  departed  from 
that  fyftcm ;  if  he  had  done  any  thing  unconftitutional,  or  that  militated  againft  his  owa 
and  againft  his  Conftituents  principles.  He  had  no  view  but  that  of  fervmg  his  coun- 
try. Idle  reports  had  gone  abroad,  and  every  influence  was  ufed  to  make  him  obnoxious 
to  the  people,  but  there  was  no  reafon,  no  argument  to  fupport  fuch  accufations.  He 
had  ever  dealt  candidly  by  his  conftituents,  and  he  hoped  they  would  do  fo  by  him.  He 
meant  to  ftand  a  candidate  for  their  favour  on  the  next  vacancy,  unlefs  the  feufe  of  his 
prefent  Conftituents  was  againft  him  ;  and  that  he  not  only  hoped,  but  had  every  reafon 
to  imagine  was  not  the  cafe.  The  refpeftable  meeting  prefent,  the  numerous  friends 
he  faw  among  them,  a  confcious  and  open  uprightnels  in  his  condudl,  and  that  zeal 
which  he  had  ever  poflefled,  and  which  he  was  refolved  to  maintain  for  the  well-being 
of  the  empire,  convinced  him  that  he  had  not  loft  the  confidence  of  his  Conftituents. 
He  was  their  friend  now,  and  let  his  fituation  be  what  it  might,  he  fhould  ever  con- 
tinue fo. 

The  Stewards  gave  "  Succefs  to  Mr.  Fox's  Elcdlion ;"  it  was  drank  wuth  una  voce 
applaul'e. 

Mr.  Fox  gave  "  Alderman  Sawbridge,  and  Succefs  to  a  Parliamentary  Reform." 

Mr.  Withey  faid,  he  could  not  pafs  by  this  opportunity  of  publicly  returning  thanks 
to  Mr.  Fox  for  his  condudl  on  that  occafion;  and  for  the  great  though  unfuccjCsful 
fupport  he  gave  to  that  moft  defirable  objeS. 

Mr.  Sawbridge  explained  to  the  meeting  in  what  manner  Mr.  Pitt  adled  on  the  mo- 
tion for  a  Parliamentary  Reform,  and  clearly  pointed  out,  that  although  the  Minificr 
voted  for  the  queftion  nimlelf,  yet  he  ufed  every  influence  in  his  power  with  all  his 
friends  tQ  vote  againll  it. 

Mr.  Fox  thought  it  necefTary  here  to  explain  that  his  fentiments  and  his  condudl  were 
'what  they  ever  had  been  on  the  Reform  Bill.  He  wifhed  it  from  his  heart ;  and  had  fome 
hopes  that  as  Mr.  Pitt  was  Minifter,  and  had  got  over  to  him  ane  hundrtd  arJ  th'iriy  of 
Lord  North's  fciends,  the  meafure  might  have  been  carried.  But  the  matter  was  other- 
wife;  and  all  the  world  now  faw  that  there  was  no  real  intention  to  have  fuch  a  plan 
occompliflied.  Mr.  Sawbridge,  he  faid,  did  not  take  up  the  motion  until  the  queirion 
had  been  afked,  whether  Mr.  Pitt  meant  really  to  puii'ue  his  Pl«ui  of  Reform  ;  and  un- 
til an  anfwer,  amounting  to  a  negative*,  was  given.  Tlicn  indeed  he  did  propofe  it, 
and  it  met  that  fate  of  which  the  public  were  already  advcrtiled.  lie  averred,  that  if  Mr. 
Pitt  really  meant  to  fupport  the  motion,  it  would  ha\c  been  carried.     He  again  reju^iitt'd 
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that  his  conduft  was  open,  that  his  principles  were  known  to  every  man,  that  he  harf 
not  a  thought  of  which  the  kingdom  was  not  fully  poflefled,  and  that  he  hoped  if 
there  was  any  part  of  what  he  had  done  that  was  wrong,  it  might  be  made  an  open 
charge  againft  him,  and  permifSon  given  him  to  explain  his  condudl.  All  his  prefent, 
all  his  former  life  were  public.  As  long  as  his  conftituents  thought  him  deferving  their 
favour,  they  would  fupport  him ;  but  if  ever  they  del'erted  him,  he  hoped  they  would 
explain  their  conduct  tor  fo  doing,  and  point  out  where  he  had  erred. 

The;  next  toafts  were, 

"  Tlje  Rights  of  the  Commons,  Conftitutional  Councils,  and  Refponfible  Advifers." 

**  The  Majority  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  and  the  Virtuous  Minority  in  tha 
Lords.** 

Captain  Morris  fung  his  Conftitutional  Song,  which  got  fo  much  applaiife  at  the 
Sbakefpeare.  It  is  epigrammatic  in  every  line,  and,  without  exception,  one  of  the  beft 
pieces  of  political  fatire  that  ever  was  compofed.  The  meeting  were  fo  pleafed,  that 
they  returned  him  public  thanks  for  it,  and  he  in  return  thanked  them  in  terms  of  po- 
litenefs  and  refpedt. 

Mr.  Bannifter  next  fung.  It  is  unneceflary  to  publifli  panegyric  on  a  man  who  is 
lafually  efteemed,  applauded,  and  in  the  higheft  reputiition  as  a  man  of  convivia- 
lity, as  an  aftor,  and  as  a  finger.  "Mr.  Moody  was  next  called  upon.  Mr.  Moody 
fung  an  Irifh  fong.  Every  body  knew  him — and  in  knowing  it  confeguently  fol- 
lowed they  muft  applaud.  The  next  was  a  duet,  "  How  Sweet  in  the  Woodlands," 
by  Bannifter  and  Johnftone.  This  indeed  was  a  mufical  treat.  It  received  fuch  ap- 
plaufe  as  it  deferved,  the  hearty  thanks  of  the  company. 

The  next  toaft  was,  "  the  l3uke  of  Portland  and  the  Whig  Intereft,**  after  which  fol  • 
lowed  Lord  Derby's  fong  of  "  Liberty  Hall.** 

"  Lord  Derby  and  Liberty  Hall." 

Lord  Derby  rdfe,  tknd  very  politely  drank  the  health  of  the  company  in  return,  affu- 
ring  them,  that  their  applaule  would  a<Sl  as  a  fpur  to  him  to  perfevere  in  their  caufe.

^he  Lofs  of  the  Great  Seal  of  England^  on  the  Eve  of  the  DJJfolufion 
of  Parliament  J    having  caufed  various  Speculations^    we  have  felecied* 
the  following  Particulars  from  the  different  Papers  of  the  Day^  for  the 
Satisfaction  of  our  Readers^ 

March  26.]  In  the  night  between  Tuefday  and  Wednefday,  one  of  the  moft  ex- 
traordinary burglaries  took  place  that  has  been  known  within  this  century.  Some  daring 
villains  broke  into  the  houfe  of  the  Lord  Chancellor,  in  Great  Ormond-flreet,  and  car- 
ried off,  undifcovered,  the  Great  Seal  cf  England^  the  Mace,  and  the  Purfe,  beGdes 
feveral  articles  of  plate,  and  about  forty  guineas.  This  uncommon  robbery  created  the 
greateft  conilernation  in  town ;  for  that  an  event  fo  fmgular  fliould  happen  ut  fo 
critical  a  moment  as  on  tlie  eve  of  a  diflblution  of  Parliament,  when  the  Great  Seal 
was  necefTiiry  to  the  Proclamation,  naturally  gives  rife  to  conjecture,  and  induces  men, 
lefs  prone  to  judge  from  conflruftive  evidence  than  the  Englilh  people  confefTedly  are, 
to  imagine  that  the  robbery  was  a  political  manoeuvre  en  one  part  or  the  other.  The 
Seals,  Furfe,  and  Mace,  were  not,  as  it  has  been  reported,^  in  the  Seal  Office,  or  as 
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rmoftoFourForiBer  Chancellors  wcjcacciiftomed  to  fccure  them,  during  the  night,  in  the 
xhamber  where  he  flept,  but  in  a  hack  room,  the  windows  of  which  look  into  the  fields, 
^nd  where  no  watchman  is  within  light.  The  Great  Seal  and  Mace  are  made  of  filver ;  the 
firft  is  about  the  fize  of  a  fmall  trencher,  one  part  folds  on  the  other,  and  it  makes  the 
.imprefhon  on  both  fides  of  the  wax.  The  Purfe  is  the  bag  in  which  the  Seals  are  kept ; 
it  reiemblcs  the  ancient  fouch  of  the  Britons,  and  is  ftill  an  ap|>t:ndage  of  the  Highland 
Jrefs.  The  whole  intrmfic  value  of  the  Cireat  Seal  and  Mace  is  perhaps  about  40K 
tut  the  coft  of  the  workman  {hip  will  be  more  than  200I. 

Several  curious  queftions  arife  on  this  extraordinare  *circumftance.  Can  a  Proclama- 
tion be  iflued  without  the  Great  Seal  ?  Certainly  not :  But  cannot  the  King,  in  his 
Council,  conftitute  any  feal,  for  the  time  being,  the  Great  Seal  of  England — the  head 
of  Cacfar,  or  a  Maid  of  Honour's  thimble  ?  Several  lawyers  yefteday  delivered  it  as  tj^eir 
opinion  that  he  could ;  while  others  faid,  that  this  could  only  be  done  by  the  power 
of  an  aft  of  Parliament,  When  James  II.  threw  the  Great  Seal  into  the  Thames, 
expedition  was  ufed  in  having  another  made.  Another  queftion  arifes — Have  we  at  this 
inftant  any  Lord  Chancellor  at  all  ?  The  aft  fays,  that  "  taking  away  the  Seals  deter- 
<*  mines  the  office," — Will  the  robbery  be,  in  the  legal  conftruftion,  taking  away 
tJie  Seal  ?  Mull  he  not  be  again  fworn  into  office,  and  the  ceremonies  be  repeated  o;i 
delivering  to  him  his  new  Seal  ?  Tlie  ceremony  that  conftitutes  any  Seal  the  Great 
Seal  of  tngland  is,  that  the  King  delivers  the  Seal  into  his  hand  before  certain  officers, 
and  he  is  required  to  ufe  it  as  the  inftrument  of  the  King*s  pleafure.  The  mere  im- 
preffion  cannot  make  it  fo,  for  that  is  in  any  engraver's  power.  The  ceremony  origi- 
nally uied  in  making  any  other  Seal  the  Great  Seal  may  now  be  ufed  without  requir- 
ing the  particular  figure  of  that  which  is  loft ;  but  perhaps  the  Chancellor  muft  again 
•be  fworn. 

Ycfterday  morning  the  Lord  Chancellor  went  early  to  Buckingham  Houfe,  to  com- 
municate the  ftrange  circumftance,  and  a  Council  was  held  on  the  occafion. 

'I'he  laft  attempt  of  this  nature  was  made  by.  the  famous  Colonel  Blood,  who,  in  the 
-year  167 1,  formed  the  daring  plan  of  carrying  ofF  the  Crown  from  the  Tower.  Blood 
went  with  a  woman,  whom  he  called  his  wife,  to  fee  the  regalia;  he  was  habited  like  a 
clergyman,  and  having  by  various  arts  infiiiuated  himfelf  into  the  good. graces  of  Mi*. 
Edwards,  the  Keeper,  he  made  propofals  of  marrying  his  nephew  to  the  old  man's 
daughter,  and  the  oth  of  March  was  fixed  for  an  interview.  At  that  time  he  went  with 
three  conapanions  all  armed  with  rapier-blades  in  their  canes,  and  each  with  a  dagger  and 
^  pair  of  piftols.  The  old  nrian  was  ready  lo  receive  his  guefts,  and  the  daughter  her  g;il- 
Jant — Two  of  his  companions  went  in  with  him,  and  the  third  ftaid  at  the  door  to  watch. 
As  foon  as  they  had  entered  the  room  where  the  Crown  was  kept,  and  the  door,  as 
ufual,  fhut  behind  them,  they  threw  a  cloak  over  the  old  man's  head,  and  gagged  his 
mouth.  Having  fecured  him  from  crying  out,  they  plainly  told  him  they  were  deter- 
mined to  have  the  Crown,  Cilobe,  and  Sceptre,  and  if  he  would  fubmit  to  it,  they  would 
fpare  his  life,  otherwife  he  might  expeft  no  mercy.  The  old  man  making  what  noife  he 
•could,  they  knocked  him  down  with  a  mallet,  and  as  he  ftill  ftru^led,  they  gave  hira 
jiine  or  ten  ftrokes  more  on  the  head  wkh  the  mallet,  and  ftabbld  him  in  the  bellV. 
Concluding  him  dead,  they  omitted  to  tie  his  Jiands  behind  him ;  but  proceeded  immediately 
to  the  objefts  of  their  robbery.  Parret,  one  of  the  companions,  put  the  Globe  into  his 
pocket.  Blood  took  the  Crown  under  his  cloak,  and  the  third  was  beginning  to  file  the 
Sceptre  in  two,  when  the  fon  of  Mr.  Edwards,  that  inftant  on  his  retuta  from  Flanders, 
•came  to  the  door.  Being  thus  difturbed,  they  went  off  without  the  Sceptre ;  and  tht 
old  man  recovering  his  fenfes,  though  dreadfully  wounded,  got  up  and  called  out  **  trea- 
**  fon !  murder  P  The  daughter  feeing  him  rufhed  put  after  the  plunderers  and  called 
out  "  ireafonJ  flop  thief!  ^e  Crown  is  ftole^T  On  this  the  alarm  was  given ;  but  the 
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<!?;>''-  men,  when  they  came  to  the  drawbridge,  difchargeda  piftol  at  the  head  of 
one  ot  the  vVardcrs,  and  got  over;  they  then  got  through  the  outward  gate  upon  the 
wharf,  and  were  making  haile  to  their  horfes,  calling  out  themfelves,  «  Stop  the'  ro- 
<«  gues  !"  But  a  Captain  Beckman  came  up  with  them.  Blood  difcharged  his  fecond 
piftol  at  the  Captain's  head,  but  miffed  him.  He  was  then  feized,  and  he  had  the  audi.- 
city  even  then  t*  ftruggle  for  the  Crown ;  when  it  was  wrefted  from  him  he  faid,  "  It 
«*  was  a- gallant  attempt,  though  unfuccefsful — it  was  for  a  Crown.**  The  fubfeq^uent 
circumftances  were  no  lefs  curious  thap  the  foregoing.  He  was  examined  by  the  King, 
and  inftead  of  being  condemned  to  die,'-^a  penfion  of  500I.  a  year  was  grantea  to  him  for 
hi^  life. 

On  Tuefday  night  the  moftr  uncommon  enormity,  fmce  the  ftealing  of  the  Crown  by* 
Blood,  was  committed  by  ;bme  abandoned  dcfperadoes.  The  Lord 'High  Chancellors 
houfe  in  Great  Ormond-ftreet  was  broke  open,  and  the  Great  Seal  of  England  ftolea 
from  tlie  office  in  which  it  was  depofited.  The  peculiar  circumftances  of  the  affair 
ftiew  clearly  that  it  could  not  have  been  perpetrated  by  any  common  robber.  On. 
Thurfday  it  is  univerfally  expefted  that  the  Parliament  will  be  diffolved.  This,  it  is 
well  known,  can  be  done  only  by  proclamation ;  and  to  this  proclamation  it  is  neceffary 
that  the  Great  Seal  be  affixed.  When  we  confider,  that  this  robbery  happened  on  tlie 
eve  of  a  diffolution, — that  a  diflblution  muft  be  fatal  to  the  hopes  of  certain  gentlemen, 
who  have  united  themfelves  into  a  party,  as  it  fhould  feem,  for  the  exprefs  purpofe  of 
impeding  public  bufmefs ;  that  the  Seal  itfelf  could  aflbrd  no  temptation  to  robbers  in- 
tent on  booty  alone,  and  above  all,  that  without  fome  particular  objeft,  that  office  could 
not  have  been  peculiarly  deftmed  to  plunder,  we  cannot,  hefitate  to  impute  it  to  agents 
of  the  party  alluded  to.  I'heir  defign,  however,  has  proved  abortive,  a  new  Seal  hiving 
been  ordered  to  be  made,  which,  it  is  expedled,  will  be  ready  by  to-morrow  *. 

A  correfpondent  affures  us,  that  every  account  which  has  been  given  of  the  burglary 
m  the  Lord  Chancellor's  houfe  is  erroneous,  and  that  the  following  ftatcment  is  minute- 
ly cxaft.  The  Great  Seal  of  England  was  depofited  within  a  drawer,  in  a  lone  and  un- 
protected back  room  upon  the  ground  floor,  expofed  to  the  open  fields.  No  perfon  flept 
upon  the  floor,  or  near  fo  great  and  valuable  a  treafure,  although  his  Lordftiip's  private 
proi)erty  was  cautioufly  lodged  with  the  butler  below,  ftairs.  The  villains  entered  the 
window  without  difficulty  or  interruption,  and  conveyed  away  the  Great  Seal,  thirty- 
five  guineas,  official  fees  belonging  it,  and  the  hilts  of  two  fwords,  the  property  of  his 
Lordftiip's  officers :  fortunately  the  NLice,  which  lay  in  a  comer  of  the  room,  was  con- 
cealed bv  a  green  cloth,  and  eicaped  notice. 

The  Great  Seal,  which  vws  ftolen  from  the  Chancellor's  back  parlour  laft  Wednefday 
morning,  weighed  near  I'cven  pounds  weight.  If  it  was  pure  filver,  it  would  prove  a 
tolerable  booty ;  but  it  will  be  moft  realbnable  to  fufpeft  that  it  contained  an  alloy  o£ 
lafe  metal! 

When  the  Chancellor  miffed  the  Great  Seal,  he  exclaifned  to  his  confidential  officer, 
Macklin,  "  By  G— d  I  have  long  ceafed  to  maJce  the  imprcffjon  1  wiftied !" 

The  Great  Seal  confifts  of  two  parts,  about  the  fize  of  a  fmall  plate,  one  folding 
over  the  other,  and  the  impreffion  made  by  it  is  on  both  fides  of  the  wax.  The  matter 
of  which  the  Seal  is  compofed  is  chiefly  filver,  in  value  about  30I.  but  the  workraan- 
ftiip  amounts  to  a  vaft  deal  more.

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The  foHowiiig  extract  from  De  Lolme,  on  the  "  Conftitution  of  England,'*  will  eit* 
.plain  how  far  the  Great  Seal  is  nccelTary  in  convening  a  Parliament. — "  When  the  King 
<*  has  determined  to  aflemhle  a  Parliament,  he  fends  an  order  for  that  purpofc  to  the 
"  Lord  Chancellor,  wlio,  after  receiving  the  fame,  fends  a  writ  under  the  Great  Seal 
<<  of  England  to  the  Sheriff'  of  every  county,  diredling  him  to  take  the  neceffary  mea- 
«<  fures  tor  the  elc£lion  of  members  for  the  county,  and  the  towns  and  boroughs  con- 
**  tained  in  it.  Three  days  after  the  reception  of  the  writ,  the  Sheriff  muft,  in  his 
**  turn,  fend  his  precept  to  the  magillrates  of  the  towns  and  boroughs,  to  order  them 
**  to  mike  their  eleftion  within  eight  days  after  the  reception  of  the  precept,  giving  four 
*'  days  notice  of  the  fame.  And  the  Sheriff  hlmfelf  mijft  proceed  to  the  ele£lion  for 
*^  the. county,  not  fooner  than  ten  days  after  the  receipt  of  the  writ,  nor  later  than 
*^  fixteen  days."'  "^ 

The  following,  fays  a  correfpondent,  may  be  depended  upon  as  an  original  letter :

*^  A  gang  of  fcoundrcls  broke  into  my  houfe  laft  night,  robbed  me  of  fome  money, 
*'  and  feveral  things  of  value,  amongft  which  was  the  Seal,  and  be  d— —d  to  them.

The  laft  public  theft,  prior  to  that  of  the  Great  Seal,  was  the  ftealing  of  the  head  of 
Edward  the  Confeffor  from  his  monument  in  Weftminfter  Abbey.  The  head  of  the 
ilatue  was  of  filver,  and  the  body,  which  they  left  behind,  of  bral's.  This  happened  in 
the  time  of  Oliver  Cromwell,  and  it  was  generally  believed  that  Oliver  was  prliy  to  the 
matter. 

There  are  circumftances  attending  the  outrage  of  ftealing  the  Great  Seal,  which  create 
a  fufpicion  that  it  was  not  committed  by  common  thieves.  The  critical  period  at  which 
it  happened,  is  too  remarkable  to  be  overlooked;  and  there  being  fo  little  other  damage 
done,  though  fo  much  more  was  in  the  power  of  the  robbers,  adds  ftrength  to  the  con- 
jcdhire,  and  almoft  amounts  to  a  proof,  that  there  was  no  other  objeft  originally  in  view. 
Another  corroborating  circumftance  is,  that,  as  the  plunderers  went  fo  directly  to  the 
place  where  the  Seal  was  depofited,  they  muft  have  been  perfons  well  acquainted  with 
the  houfe,  unlefs  their  infernal  plot  was  aflifted  by  a  connivance  within  doors ;  and  even 
admitting  this  to  have  been  the  cafe,  the  fame  fufpicion  remains  in  full  force,  as  a  com- 
bination with  ordinary  felons  can  hardly  be  fuppofed.  But  time  will  probably  unveil 
this  myftery  of  iniquity,  and  fliew  the  world  what  fome  men  are  capable  of,  wlien  a 
defperate  ambition  drives  them  to  the  laft  ftiift  of  revenge.  Public  diftrefs  is  no  objeft 
with  them.  If  they  are  difappointed,  and  cannot  fucceed  in  their  wild  and  lawlefs 
£chemes,  they  are  determined  they  fhall  not  fufier  alone ;  but,  as  far  as  they  are  able, 
that  all  (hall  go  to  ruin  along  with  them  *. 

When  the  theft  o?  the  Great  Seal  was  firft  reported,  the  generality  of  people  gave  no 
credit  to  the  circumftance,  but  treated  it  as  an  idle  ftory ;  even  the  greateft  enemies  to 
Faction,  thofe  who  have  always  dreaded  the  lengths  which  defperate  men  will  go,  could 
not  perfuade  themfelves  that  inch  an  attempt  would  be  made,  much  lefs  would  they  be- 
lieve fuch  an  a6l  had  been  committed.  The  fafl;  now  being  fully  eftablifli|&d,  with  all 
the  aggravating  circumftances  attending  it,  it  behoves  the  people  of  this  country,  as 
they  value  their  freedom,  to  be  on  their  guard,  and  to  be  careful  how  they  truft  legifla- 

*  Another  political  fpeculation  from  the  Minifter*s  Morning  Pefi,  Unfortunately  for  all  thcfc  aflertions,  it 
happsned  tlie  robber*  were  found  out,  and  (hocking  to  relate,  it  was  difcovered  that  neither  the  Duke  of  Port- 
laud  nor  Mr.  Fox  were  the  thieves,  but  two  notorious  houfebreakers,  who  had  melted  the  Seal^  and  fold  ic  to 
Si  ]evf.

Kvery  extrrtir>n  is  now  making;,  and  the  whole  army  of  oppojitionfcrilblcrs  is  in  mo- 
tion, to  turn  tl;c  late  tJ?c/i  of  tlie  Great  Seal  into  ridicule,  and  to  parfuade  the  nation 
that  it  was  a  dijvnitd party  afiair;  but  there  arc  too  inwny  fufpuious  circumftances  attend- 
ing it,  for  thol'e  ingenious  gentlemen  to  get  over,  before  the  leaft  degree  of  credit  can 
be.  given  to  what  they  wiili  to  be  believed..  Tlie  critical  time  at  w^hich  it  hap- 
pened, when  the  Cireat  Seal  was  fo  eflentially  neceflary,  and  its  ufe  lb  mal  a-propos  to  a 
certain  fa^Iiony  is  too  remarkable  to  be  overlooked ;  the  very  little  damage  done,  tho* 
fo  much  was  in  tlie  power  of  the  robbers,  th*^  diredt  attache  upon  that  very  identical 
fpot  where  the  feal  was  depofited,  although  other  rooms  in  the  houfe  contained  articles 
to  a  much  greater  value ;  and  what  is  more  remarkable,  in  the  place,  from  whence  the 
f^ral  was  taken,  was  calh  and  valuables  to  a  great  amount,  nearly  all  which  they  left  be- 
hind— tliefe  circumftances  almoft  amount  to  a  proof  that  no  common  robber^  no  piun^ 
dcrer^  intent  on  the  profits  only^  was  concerned.  '1  ill  thefe  fufpicions  can  be  controverted, 
men  muft  and  will  judge  according  to  appearances,  which  at  prefent  it  muft  be  acknow- 
ledged are  very  unfavourable  to  certain  well  known  charadlers  -f-. 

In  addition  to  the  reports  fo  laudably  circulated  laft  night  among  the  Weftminfter 
Eledors,  about  the  lofs  of  the  Great  Seal  and  Chancellor* s  Mace^  we  beg  leave  to  add,, 
from  the  fame  refpe^able  and  unquejiiotiablt  authority,  that  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Port-- 
land  and  the  Right  Honourable  Charles  James  Fox  were  met  about  two  o'clock  on  Tuef- 
day  morning  in  Cireat  Ormond-ftreet,  with  a  crow  and  dark  lanthorn  in  their  h;inds,  by

my  friend  Thurlow  is  Chancellor,  and  not  Lord  Keeper  of  the  Great  Seal. 

The  perfon  or  perfons  who  ftole  the  Great  Seal,  will  no  doubt  fabricate  many 
royal  patents;  and;unong  the  firft  a£ls  of  their  power,  they  will  undoubtedly  feal  their 
own  pardon. 

It  is  now  faid,  that  the  Great  Seal  of  England  was  taken  away  by  fome  of  the

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The  Great  Seal,  that  was  ftolen,  is  not  gold,  hut  filver,  gilt — is,  from  its  weight, 
worth  from  twelve  to  twenty  pounds. 

One  would  imagine,  from  the  robbing  of  the  Chancellor's  houfe  being  the  fole  topic 
of  converation  amongft  all  ranks  of  people,  that  the  Great  Seal  had  never  been  loft 
before ;  but  a  correfpondent  informs  us  (and  a  very  remarkable  circumftance  it  is)  that 
a  firailar  accident  happened  in  the  unfortunate  reigns  of  John,  Charles  the  Firft,  and 
James  the  Second. 

ANECDOTE. 

Some  years  ago,  a  fifherman  between  Lambeth  and  Vauxhall  was  drawing  a  net 
pretty  clofe  to  the  channel,  when  he  found  a  great  weight  entangled  in  it,  which  with 
difficulty  he  and  his  companion  drew  to  (hore.  Upon  examining  what  it  fhouldbe,  they 
were  utterly  at  a  lofs.  But  having  fliewn  it  about,  fome  wifer  heads  than  their  own 
difcovered  it  to  be  the  Great  Seal  of  England.  This  was  a  thin^  which  occafioned 
much  fpeculation.  But  at  laft  it  appeared,  that  King  James,  the  night  before  he  went 
away,  had  called  for  it  from  Lord  Jefferies,  who  was  then  Chancellor,  under  pretence  of 
making  a  fecret  ufe  of  it  for  pardons  or  grants ;  but  when  he  determined  to  fly,  he 
thought  either  that  the  bulk  or  weight  of  it  made  it  inconvenient  to  carry,  or  that  it  was. 
hereafter  to  be  of  no  ftirther  ufe  to  him ;  and  therefore  that  it  might  a  little  difconcert 
his  enemies,  he  had  thrown  it  into  the  Thames.  The  fiQiermen,  overjoyed  at  their 
good  fortune,  carried  it  to  court,  and  received  a  handfome  reward^  though  no  ufe  was 
ever  made  of  it  afterwards. 

.  The  grand  larceny  committed  on  the  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  is,  at  length,  fully- 
come  to  light.  It  nas,  it  appears,  been  perpetrated  by  fpecial  dire£lion  of  the  Frencn 
Cabinet,  at  whofe  difpofal  every  thing  in  London  is  as  perfedly  as  at  Paris,  our  new- 
metropolis.  The  obieft  of  the  theft  was,  it  feems,  for  the  French  King  to  have  in  his 
pofleffion  the  Great  Deal  of  this  country  at  hand,  to  fet  to  the  grants  ot  the  lands  and 
pofleflions  which  he  may  have  made  to  feveral  of  his  French  Nobility,  who  have  lately 
been  here,  in  notable  numbers,  in  order  to  reconnoitre  and  to  beg  them  of  his  moflr 
Chriftian  Majefty,  who  could  have  no  reafon  to  doubt  of  their  validity,  for  above  the 
ridicule  of  diipoung  of  the  Bear's-ikin.  He  is  but  too  fenfible,  that  our  national  cha- 
rafter  has  been  long  totally  changed,  and  that  a  people  who  have  fo  tamely  fubmitted 
to  the  total  lo(s  of  their  honour,  are  not  to  be  fufpe£ted  of  having  fpirit  enough  left  to 
defend  their  Liberty  and  Property.

About  eleven  o'clock  Mr.  Pitt  and  friends  took  leave  of  the  company,  and  on  getting 
Into  his  carriage  was  again  drawn  by  the  populace  in  like  manner,  as  he  had  been  from 
Charing-crofs  to  the  Hall. 

'1  he  proceihon  to  the  city  on  Saturdav  was  condufled  with  the  greateft  regularity  : 
hut  the  procellion  from  the  city  was  moft  injudicious.  Tlierc  is  a  certain  time  wlTcn 
men's  minds  are  inflamed  beyond  the  controul  of  rvulbn— it  argues  a  great  want  of  know- 
ledge of  mankind,  in  the  condiuSl:  of  public  matters,  not  to  be  prepared  againll  thofe  un- 
happy hours.  Tliis  was  the  cafe  on  Saturday.  Mr.  Pitt  returned  through  W'eftminllcr 
in  a  triumpliant  manner,  where  it  Vf;ks  well  known  there  was  a  divided  party.  Thofe  oj)- 
pofite  to  his  prijiciples,  among  the  multitude,  naturally  took  oiFence;  we  fay  fiatural'x^ 
l>ecaufc  the  mob  are  always  guided  by  the  occurrences  of  the  moment,  and  ever  act 
without  properly  inveftigating  the  confer  or  ferioully  confidering  the  effu^i.  It  wns, 
therefore,  very  improper  lo  run  the  riujue  of  a  popularity,  fupported  by  cliofcn  friends, 
among  an  indifcriminate  multitude  at  night,  where  every  man,  acSled  either  as  his  parti- 
cular interefl,  the  fumes  of  his  wine,  the  fpirits  of  his  punch,  or  the  mad  confequenccs 
of  gin,  diredlcd.  The  want  of  proper  advice  on  this  occafion  fubje£ted  Mr.  Pitt's  ])ar- 
fage  through  St.  James's-ftreet  to  a  moft  indecent  outrage  againft  the  peace.  Tlie  popu- 
lace there  attacked  him  about  half  ]>afl:  twehe  o'clock,  lirll  with  hides  and  groans,  and 
then  with  more  miflile  weapons,  until  the  tumult  of  popular  rage  at  laft  rofe  to  a  com- 
plete riot,  and  the  poor  men,  harntiled  to  the  carrii^ge,  were  obliged  to  quit  their 
traces,  and  act  fc  dcfcndcndo.  'I'he  affailants  Iwjii^g  much  more  numerous  than  tlie  fup- 
porters,  the  carriage  remained  at  the  mercy  of  the  i)eople,  and  was  inftantly  demoli/hcd. 
Mr.  Pitt  cfcaped  into  the  Hotel  without  receiving  any  injury,  except  what  the  i'urprize 
of  fo  unexpected  an  attack  occafioned.  Ha<l  Mr.  Pitt  retired  privately  from  Grocer's 
Hall,  all  this  mifchief  might  have  been  avoided. 

The  illuminations  on  Saturday  were  tolerably  univerfal  as  to  the  houfes  along  the 
Strand  and  Fleet-ftreet,  but  in  refpect  to  the  lights,  they  were  extremely  partial.  A 
mob  went  about  with  threats,  and  confcx|uently  the  people  put  up  candles  to  fave  their 
windows ;  but  the  judgment  of  being  attached  to  the  caufe  was  only  to  be  found  in  the 
number,  and  the  full  illuminations  were  very  few  in  comparifon  to  thofe  of  a  contrary 
defcription.  This  is  a  fair  ftate  of  the  cafe ;  and  fuch  as  comes  home  to  every  unbiaifod 
perfon's  under ftanding.

Every  man  is  by  nature  and  humanity  bound  to  protedl  the  fex;  but,  furely,  no 
fophiftry  can  be  clearer,  no  abfurdity  can  be  greater,  than  to  fuppofe  that  a  tax  of  a  few 
fhillings  per  annum  on  female  fervants  would  border  the  leaft  upon  oppreffidn,  would  be 
the  leaft  calculated  to  increafe  proftitution,  or  to  deftroy  the  means  of  female  fubfift* 
ence.  Men  who  feriowfly  think  this  (if  any  fuch  there  can  be)  muft  eftimate  female  vir- 
tue at  a  very  low  rate,  and  be  very  fuperficial  judges  either  of  the  expences  or  the 
paflions  of  women.

But  no  man,  perhaps,  was  kfs  ignorant  of  the  wile  and  humane  intentions  of  its 
founder  and  fupporters ;  and  no  man  more  defirous  of  feeing  fuch  intentions  fully  an- 
fwered  than  Sir  Cecil  Wray,  whofe  feelings,  both  as  a  foldier  and  as  a  man,  do  him  the 
greateft  honour  in  the  opinion  of  all  who  have  his  friendihip  or  acquaintance.  However 
impolitic,  however  hard  and  opprelfive  this  plan  may  appear  at  firft  light,  yet  the  man 
that  can,  the  man  that  will  reftecb  but  one  moment,  muft  more  than  acquit  the  heart 
and  defign  of  Sir  Cecil  towards  the  gallant  penlioncrs  whom  he  only  willies  to  fee  ftill 
better  rewarded,  and  ftill  more  comfortably  fupported.

ELECTION     RIOT. 

Wood's  Hotel,  May  4,   1784. 

A  moft  fallacious  account  of  the  riot  which  happened  on  Saturday  evening,  having  ap- 
p^red  in  feveral  of  the  papers,  the  public  may  depend  on  the  authenticity  of  the  fub- 
lequent  relation. 

About  a  quarter  paft  ten  o'clock  on  Saturday  evening,  feveral  fellows,  with  marrow 
bones  and  cleavers,  affembled  before  the  door  of  Wood's  Hotel,  apparently  with  a 
defign  of  giving  rife  1 6 'thofe  "  outrages  "which  afterwards  enfued.  Thefe  gentry  were 
very  foon  joined  by  a  confiderable  number  of  ruffians,  aimed  with  bludgeons,  who 
violently  aifaulted  cvci  y  perfon  miittinc  the  Hotel.  Apprehenfive  that  this  hired  mob 
would  force  their  way  up  ftaiis,  Mr.  Wood  and  liis  fervants  endeavoured  to  guard  the 
paffage,  and  prevent  an  entrance.  ■  This  repulfion  was  the  very  thing  which  the 
aflailants  delircd ;  for  no  fooner  was  the  attempt  made  to  defend  the  Hotel,  than  the 
ruflSan*,.  with  tliat  peculiar  favageneft  which  diftinguiflies  the  partizans  of  Mr.  Foic, 
i^e;-cifal  their  bludgeons  on  the  heads  of  every  opponent.  With  extreme  difficulty  the 
iooY/iffpi^  ^|]hil  niut,  which  fo  exal\>crated  the  ruffians,  that  they  attempted,  with 
4:l9aWs/ am  other  weapons^  to  break  it  open;  but  failing  in  their  efforts,  they  demoliihed 
feveral  oY  the  windows,  and  pretended  to  difperfe.  Concei\'ing  their  vengeance  to  have  been 
fatiated,  and  every  thing  appearing  tolerably  quiet,  Mr.  Wood  and  his  fervants  ventured 
into  the  Piazza,  with  an  intention  of  putting  up^he  window-fhutters,  when  on  a  fudden  a 
Vfht/jh  was  given,  and  Repeated  at  feyeraTp^ts  of  Covent  Garden ;  and  before  it  was 
poffible  to  (hut  tha^^Uwi:;  of  the  Hptel^  a  banditti  formed  themfelves  into  a  body,  and 
knocked  dpwn'  9M  perfons  whom  they  met.  Every  effort  to  keep  them  out  being  now 
ibur^  Co^^'c  impc>fi^bie,  Mr.  Wooil,  his  fervants,  and  feveral  of  the  clerks,  endeavoured, 
as  Well  as  tKey  could,  to  defend  their  lives,  which  were  conceived  to  be  in  imminent 
danger,  as  the  ruffian** -frequently  made  tife  of  this  expreffion  >  -<<  Pujb  in  upon  the 
•*  Jcoundrelsj  and  knock  them  on  tie  head^  In  this  dreadful  affray  feveral  perfons  were 
moft  terribly  maimed,  the  principal  ojf.whoin  ^ece  Thomas  Smith,  who  was  rendered 
fenfelefs  by  a  violent  blow  wliiclihis  was  ftnick'by  one  of  the  ruffians,  with  a  piece  of  a 
coricUr^vho^S^rJehn  Taylor^iii  JccfziftableiW^  and  narrowly 

efcaped  a  blow  aimed  at  him  with  a  cleaver ;  Chriftian  Hennings,  who  from  a  contufion 
be  received  loft  a  confiderable  quantity  of  blood ;  Timothy  Murphy,  who  was  knocked 
down  by  one  of  the  ruffiatii,  and' beaten  by  others  while  tie  lay  on  the  ground;  John 
¥^lden  wis  feveral  tinlet  knocked  down,  and  dragged  by  the  ruffians  along  the  Piazza, 
trtiHehe.coiitfatQ^  in  a  f<^lUefs'ftate.'  Still  hot  content  with  Wreaking  their  vengeance  on 
fl^ttfiforttthatilitDan^  whS6frWi^a^%^^^  to  the  Hotel  the  ruffiaai  again  attacked 

:v«  him 
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liini  by  repeated  blows  on  his  head,  wounded  his  right  hand,  and  flruck  him  m  feveral 
parts  of  his  body ;  a  large  ftone  thrown  into  the  houle  and  hitting  him  on  the  ftomach 
occafioned  a  prodigious  vomiting  of  blood,  which  continued  for  a  confidcrable  time.  To 
the  preceding  inftances  the  following  names  of  perfons  who  were  fcvcrely  wounded  in 
different  parts  of  their  bc5dies  may  be  added,  viz.  Edward  fPatkinsy  TJjomas  Rennifctiy  John 
l^orky  Robert  Nichols,  and  John  John/lqn, 

By  this  detail  it  appears,  that  the  fuffering  parties  were  not,  as  falfely  ftated  in  the 
publifl\ed  account,  the  innocent  adherents  of  Mr,  I'^ox ;  nor  is  it  true,  that  "  a  hcdy  of 
**  ruffians  ijfued  from  IVoofTs  Hotelj  armed  with  cutlajjcs  and piJloUr     The  ruffians  were, 
engaged  on   the   other  fide  of  the  queftion;    that  Jewels  of  a  bruifer,  Fcter  Cockran, 
was  their  leader,  and  he  is  confefledly  too  much  of  a  Swifs  to  fight  for  any  thing  but  pay. 

The  ruffians  having  thus  fignahzed  themfelves  in  the  caufe  <m  Mr,  Fox,  and  proceed- 
ing ilill  in  the  commiffion  ot  greater  outrages,  it  was  }\i^cd  necefiary  to  fend  for  a 
party  of  the  guards,  and  they  reached  the  Hotel  with  Sir  Sampfon  Wright.  The  mob 
had  difperfed  previous,  to  their  arrival;  and  it  being  propofed  to  vifit  the  houfes  of  their 
refort,  feveral  of  the  ringleaders  were  taken  into  cuilody,  among  whom  was  Peter 
Cockran.  The  fellows  thus  fecured^  had  all  bludgeons,  and  it  appeared  they  had  been 
ufed  to  fome  purpofe,  as  they  were  in  general  ft;uned  with  blood. 

The  next  day  (Sunday^  a  gentleman  belonging  to  die  Sub-jCpmmittee  of  Lord  Hood 
and  Sir  Cecil  W ray,  received  a  meilage  from  Sir  Sampfoa  Wright  to  actend  an  exami-  ' 
nation  of  the  ruffians  in  cuftody. 

At  the  public  Office  he  found  Mr.  Sheridan,  and  feveral  other  Gentlemen,  who  be- . 
nevolently  offered  to  bail  the  culprits  at  the  bar.  The  Gentleman  was  afked,  **  Whe- 
**  ther  a*  profecution  of  the  offenders  was  ferioufly  intended  ?**  And  having  replied  in 
the  affirmative,  it  was  intimatedf  "  That  the  waiters  of  Mr*.  Wood  muft  expeft  a  fimi- 
iar  treatment."  The  Gentleman  on  this  declared,  *'  That  if  any  of  the  IVaiters  could  fc 
**  proved  gitilty  of  offences  equal  to  thofe  committed  by  the  Men  at  the  bar,  it  would  be  per-- 
**  fe^ly  right  to  projccute  themJ*  Mr.  Wood  heartily  concurred  in  this  opinion ;  and 
^  the  Cientleman  added,  "  That  the  ruffians  now  in  cufiody  ought  to  be  puni/ie'dy  as  from 
*'  the  frequent  liberation  of  fuch  men  they  had  only  become  more  daringly  outrageous^^  The 
Magiftrate  projrofed,  that  the  fellows  fhould  be  fevcrely  reprimanded  and  difcharged, 
as   a  ferious  profecution  might  only  create  ill  blood,  and  widen  differences.     The  gen- 


**  on  that  day,  being  Sunday,  the  witneffes  againft  the  prifoners  Ihpuld  have  attended." 
In  conformity,  therefore,  to  the  plan  recommended  by  Sir  Sampfon  Wright,  tliefe  def- 
peradoes  were  reprimanded,  and  turned,  as  before,  loofe  on  fociety,  to  the!  lingular 
honour  of  jthe  police  of  this  country. 

Thefe  are  the  fadks ;  and  thev  will  be  attefted,  if  neceflary,  by  feveral  Gentlemen  of 
unimpeachable  ver;icity.

The  prefent  contcfl  is  an  awful  appeal  to  the  imderflanding  and  generolity  of  the 
Eledlors  if  Weftminfler :  they  muft  detemune  whether  they  will  fopport  the  paufe 
of  thofe  who  have  umformlj  aflerted  the  public  rights  and  intereft,  or  whether^  they 
will  transfer  the  rewards  which  are  due  to  their  integrity,  to  the  profeffed  enemies  of  the 
country  and  conflitution.  Whatever,  therefore,  may  be  the  perfonal  15»ling$  of  Sir 
Cecil  Wray,  fliould  he  be  ultimately  ifappointed,  they  will  be  little,  in  comparifon 
with  f  he  more  weighty  concern  which  he  will/rW  for  the  degraded  ftate  of  one  of  the 
nobleft,  and  hitherto  themoft  independent  cities  in  the  world. 

Mr.  Fox,  indeed,  ihelters  himfelf  under  general  names  and  general  profeffions;  but 
thefe  profeffions,  however  graceful  they  might  formerly  have  been,  are  now  ridicu- 
lous; fince  they  afford  a  glaring  inflance,  that  no  name  is  fo  revered,  no  caufe  fo  iacred^ 
as  not  to  be  proftituted  to  the  vileft  purpofes  of  intereil  and  party. 

But 
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But  tliefe  pretexts  have  now  no  longer  power  to  impofe,  even  upon  the  meaneft  un- 
<!erftanding.  The  glorious  aeents  in  the  Revolution  fixed  their  oppoiition  upon  the 
firm  hafis  of  private  right  and  puhlic  liberty.  One  King  was  brought  to  public  exe 
cution  for  invading  the  property  of  his  fuhjecSls,  even  in  the  moft  trifling  article; 
another  was  driven  from  hii  throne  for  arbitrary  purpofes,  and  ill-concealed  ambition. 
Our  great  deliverer  is  immortal  m  the  memory  of  this  nation,  for  fixing  public  right 
and  private  property  upon  a  firm  and  lafting  bans ;  and  for  taking  up  arms  to  fecure  both 
from  the  proud  attempts  of  foreign  enemies. 

But  thcfe  modern  Re\*olut  ion  ills  have  turned  the  ifrefiftihle  force  of  Britifh  arms  upon 
Britifli  boConis :  their  triumphs  are  recorded  at  Saratoga,  York  Town,  and  every  difaftrous 
fjK)t  which  is  marked  by  our  misfortunes  and  dilgrace.  Does  Mr.  Fox  deny  the  im- 
putation ?  Let  him  firft  deny  his  infamous  coaHtion  with  the  author  of  all  theie  calami- 
tics,  who  comes  into  power  reeking  with  the  blood  of  millions,  profefledly  unchanged 
in  any  of  his  principles,  and  ready  to  light  up  new  wars,  the  inftant  the  guardian  genius 
of  Britain  ftiall  flumber  over  his  charge. 

In  refpeft  to  private  pro|)erty,  thele  genuine  Revolution! (ts  have  fufficiently  explained 
their  principles.  Their  daring  and  unprecedented  attempts  upon  all  the  property  of  the 
Eaft  India  Company,  may  convince  every  difcerning  mind,  that  nothing  was  fufficiently 
fenced  againft  their  rapacity ;  and  puts  every  man,  that  has  any  thing  to  lofe,  under  the 
neceffity  of  voting  againft  them,  upon  the  fame  fimple  principle  that  he  would  oppofe-  a 
thief  or  a  houfebreaker. 

As  to  the  interference  of  the  Court,  the  friends  of  Sir  Cecil  Wray  will  make  no  re- 
tort. They  give  Mr.  Fox  leave  to  blazon  all  their  difcoveries  in  the  moft  pompous 
ftrains  of  his  energetic  eloquence ;  nor  will  they  even  condefcend  to  retaliate  upon  that 
ariftocracy  which  have  wilhed  to  lead  in  chains  noth  Sovereign  and  (leople,  and  to  divide 
their  fpoils.  There  are  fome  tranfaftions  fo  ojflEenfive  to  public  decency,  that  even  the 
violence  of  an  Elcftion  may  pafs  them  over  in  filence,  anid  rather  wifh,  for  the  public 
honour,  to  have  them  forgotten  than  punifhed. 

But  as  to  the  odious  name  of  "  Secret  Influence,"  the  Electors  are  reminded,  that 
the  foremoft  figure  in  Mr.  Fox's  phalanx,  is  the  open  and  avowed  patron  of  all  its  ex- 
ceiSes ;  nor  can  the  Sovereign  himfelf  give  a  proof  more  unequivocal,  h«w  totally  he 
abjures  it,  than  by  difTolving  a  corrupt  and  venal  Parliament,  to  appeal  to  the  unbiafl[ed 
fuffrages  of  a  free  and  generous  people. 

Shew  your- 
fclves  to  be  equal  in  virtue,  equal  in  difcernment,  to  the  reft  Qf  your  countrymen, 
whofe  atmoft  unanimous  voice  has  drivpn  thefe  public  robbers  from  the  fpoils  which 
they  have  graijped,  and  h*i5  fpnfign^  them  to  fcorn  and  infamy.  Remember,  that 
any  King  may  become  a  tyrant,  who  will  fhare  the  plunder  of  his  people,  with  an  inte- 
relted  ariftocracy ;  but  jhat  a  Sovereign  whp  appeals  to  a  free  people,  for  the  defence 
of  their  common  privilcMges,  cannot  be  deferted,  without  involving  public  liberty  in  the

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Proceedings  in  confequence  of  the  Riot  and  Murder. 

Wood's  Hotel,  May  13,  1784. 
As  the  friends  of  Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil  Wray  mean  not  to  inflame  the  minds^  . 
or  impofe  on  the  underflandings  of  the  people,  they  are  not  fo  forward  as  their  adverfa- 
rhes  in  obtruding  publications  on  the  town,  calculated  only  to  miflead  the  judgment.^ 
The  riot  which  happened  on  Monday  having  been  attended,  however,  by  the  moft 
ierioQS  confe^uences,  it  is  conceived  to  be  a  duty  to  fubmit  the  following  fa«s  to  gene* 
ral  confideration,  leaving  every  man  of  candour  and  honour  to  deduce  fuch  inferences  as 
the  truth  will  juftify. 

In  confequence  of  the  wounds  which  Nicholas  Caflbn,  a  peace-oflficer,  received  during 
the  riot  on  Monday,  he  expired,  as  hath  been  ftated,  ^out  half  an  hour  paft  one 
o'clock  on  Tuefday-fflbfnThg.  --At  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  that  day  the  Coronei^s 
Inqueft  were  fummoned  to  fit  oh  the  body  of  this  unfortunate  man.  The  furgeons 
who  attended  were  Mr.  John  Hunter  and  Mr.  Sheldort ;  and  it  had  been  previoufly  fti- 
ptilatcd  by  the  Committees  of  the  contending  Candidates,  that  thofe  two  fliould  be  the 
only  gentlemen  of  the  faculty  prefent  at  the  opening  of  the  body.  Two  friends  of 
Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil  Wray,  and  the  fame  number  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Fox,  were 
alfo  to  be  admitted*  This  agreement,  reduced  to  writing,  fhould  have  been  confidered 
fo  binding,  as  not  to  admit  for  a  moment  the  idea  of  deviation.  Mr.  Brand,  the  fur- 
geon,  expreffed,  however,  a  more  than  ordinary  curiofity  to  be  prefent  at  the  melan- 
choly fcene.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Jackfon  ftrenuoufly  obje6ted  to  the  admiflion  of  Mr.  Brand, 
as  it  would  be  an  abfolute  violation  of  the  original  agreement.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Bate 
declared,  **  That  he  would  not  confent  to  break  through  the  agreement ;  if  that  were 
*•  done  in  one  inftance,  it  might  in  others,  and  a  departure  from  the  rule  laid  down 
**  being  admitted,  confufion  only  could  enfue."  Mr.  Smith,  another  gentleman  ijn  the 
intereft  of  Mr.  Fox,  perfeiUy  concurred  in  the  fame  opinion,  and  Mr.  Brand  vl^as 
fllenced,  but  not  fatisfied. 

The  furgeons  having;  retired  to  examine  the  body,  and  the  refpeftive  friends  of  the 
Candidates  being  required  to  attend,  the  chirurgical  operation  commenced,  and  the  de- 
ceafed  appeared  to  nave  received  a  moft  violent  contuiion  on  one  fide  of  his  head,  a 
quantity  of  extravalated  blood  was  di (covered  on  the  other,  three  of  his  ribs  were  bro- 
ken, and  there  were  various  marks  of  violence,  which  the  furceons  pronounced  to  be  the 
c^ui'es  of  his  death.  The  Coroner's  Inaueft  being  prepared  to  hear  evidence,  it  was 
contended  by  a  moft  numerous  party  of  Mr.  Fox's  friends,  that  the  Coroner  ought  to 
enter  into  a  difcuftion  refjpefting  tne  commencement  of  the  riot,  which  they  were  pre- 
pared to  prove  originated  from  the  peace-officers.  This  was  deemed  by  feveral  gentle- 
men, perfedWy  competent  to  the  queftion,  irrelative  to  the  bufmefs  before  the  Coroner. 
After  tedious  narangues,  and  a  great  deal  of  fruttlefs  altercation,  it  was  agreed,  that  the 
Coroner  fliould  be  waited  on  to  ei>quire  and  report  his  determinatio;i,  which  turned  out 
to  be,  not  to  admit  any  evidence  as  to  the  commencement  of  the*riot,  but  fimply  to 
enquire  as  to  the  murder  or  manflaughter  of  the  deceafed.  The  teftimohies  of  the  faA 
being  numerous,  and  the  inveft^tioii  rendered  as  complicated  as  the  machinations  of 
party  could  make  it,  the  Coroner's  Inqueft  continued  fitting  from  five  in  the  afternoon 
of  Tuefday,  until  near  one  o'clock  on  Wednefday  morning,  when  they  found  the  faft 
to  he  WiWul  Murder  a^dinji  fome  perfon  or  perfons  unknown. 

It  will  appear  incredible  tliat  fuch  a  verdi(Sl  being  given,  :iTiA  fifteen  of  the  hired  rioters 
being  then  adtually  in  cuftody,  any  magijhatc  fhould  be  fufpedked  as  the  primary  caufe 
of  the  murder ;  yet,  abfurd  as  the  pofition  may  appear,  it  was  maintained  by  a  gentle- 
soan  of  the  name  of  Kelly,  who  is  hunfelf  in  ihe  conuniflion  of  the  peace.     About  two 
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o*clock  yeftcrday  moriimg  Mr.  Kelly,  attended  by  fe%'eral  of  Mn  Fox*s  friends,  entered 
Wood's  Hotel,  and  Mr.  Kelly  publicly  declared,  "  That  he  had  a  charge  of  the  moft 
*<  ferious  nature  to  make,  and  which  he  meant  to  fubftantiate  againft  Mr.  Wilmot.--^  - 
*<  This  charge  was,  he  faid,  of  no  lefs  a  nature  than  that  of  Mr.  Wilmot's  being  an 
"  accejfary  before  the  fail  to  the  murder  commitudJ*  The  fmgularity  of  this  ailertion 
very  naturally  occauoned  a  general  furprize ;  and  Mr.  Kelly  perdfting  in  the  charge, 
Mr.  Wilmot  was  committed  to  the  cuftody  of  a  peace  o£5cer. 

Mr.  Kelly  having  retired  to  an  adjacent  room,  the  following  words  were  repeatedly 
vociferated  by  various  gentlemen:  ^*'  Mr*  Kelly  I  Mr*  Kelly!  come  forward^  and  mate 
<*  good  your  charge  f*^  Mr.  Kelly  declining  to  appear,  Mr.  Hood  inquired  for  him,  and 
*^  being  (hewn  the  room  where  he  was,  Mr.  Hood  entered,  and  found  a  number  of 
*<  Mr.  Fox's  friends,  whom  he  thus  addrefled :—  "  /  beg  that  Mr.  Kclly^  if  he  hath 
•*  any  charge  to  make  againfl  Mr*  JVilmoty  may  come  forward^  and  do  it  immediately^  as  the 
**  accufaticn  is  of  that  heinous  nature  .to  jadmit  of  no  delay.  I  can  pojitively  affure  the 
•*  friends  of  Mr.  Fox^  that  it  is  the  particular  wifh  of  Lord  Hoed  and  ^ir  Cecil  trray^  as 
**  well  as  ofthofe  concernedfor  them^  to  have  the  pcrfons  who  were  accejfary  to  the  murder  of 
•*  the  unfortunate  man  brought  to  tunifhment ;  and  that  a  fair  and  candid  invefligation  may  be 
**  entered  on  immediately^*  mr.  Kellv  replied,  tliat  he  was  ready  to  make  the  charge  and 
fwear  to  it ;  hut  it  was  objefted  to  by  the  friends  of  Mr.  Fox  for  the  following  reafons  : 
The  latenels  of  the  hour ;  that  it  was  impoflible  to  carry  on  a  civil  procefs  whilft  the  mi- 
litary were  railed  in ;  and  that  Wood's  Hotel  could  not  be  ii  proper  place  to  have  the 
depofition  taken,  it  being  zfarty  houfe^  and  the  magiftrate  2l  partial  man! 

Mr.  Hood  perceiving  that  his  Haying  longer  would  not  anfwer  any  good  purpofe,  as 
the  friends  of  Mr.  Fox  appeared  unanimous  in  preventing  Mr.  Kelly  from  giving  his 
depofition^  wiihed  the  gentlemen  a  good  night,  and  retired  to  a  party  of  his  own 
fimids,  in  an  adjacent  room,  to  whom  he  reported  what  had  happened. 

In  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour  Juftice  Kelly^  accompanied  by  Mr.  Sheridan^  falliect 
forth,  for  the  purpofe  of  fubftantiating  the  charge  againft  Mr.  Wilmot ;  and  Juftice 
Hale,  a  very  refpeAable  magiftrate,  happening  to  ie  in  the  houfe,  the  following  depo- 
fition was  fworn  before  him  : 

**  Mr.  Edmund  Kelly  maketh  oath,  and  faith.  That  he  believes  Mr.  Wilmot  was  an 
•<  accefTary  before  the  faff  ^  of  the  murder  of  the  man  in  Covent  Garden  on  the  loth 
**  of  May  inftant,  by  caufing  the  rioty  by  keeping  a  parcel  -of  conftables,  againft  the 
<<  opinion  of  the  Magiftrates  that  met  at  Weftm'mfter,  at  the  Guildhall,  yefterday.

T!^s  depofition  is  fo  fingularly  charaderiftic  as  to  render  it  impoflible  to  perufe  it 
and  retain  a  gravity  of  features.  That  a  Magifhate  ftkould  be  acceflary  to  a  murder 9 
by  retaining  a  parcel  of  conflables  to  keep  the  peace,  is  fucfa  an  Hibernian  lolecifm  as  will 
fcarcely  admit  a  paraUeL  The  light  in  which  it  appeared  to  luflice  Hale  is  moft  evi- 
dent ;  for  perceiving  the  futility  as  well  as  the  malevolence  of  the  accufation,  he  attefted 
hit  opinion  in  the  iubfequent  words  :

The  accufations  of  Mr.  Wilmot  being  thus  difpofed  of,  an  attempt  of  a  very  different, 
but  equally  atrocious  nature,  was  happily  defeated.  About  half  an  hour  paft  three 
o'clock  yellerday  morning,  Mr.  Hood,  Mr.  Nucclla,  and  John  ^V£ildon,  got  into  a 
coach  with  Mr.  \Vilmot,  with  an  intention  of  conveying  him  fafcly  home.  Soon  after 
leaving  Wood's  Hotel,  Mr.  Hood  perceived  a  coach  following  that  in  which  he  was, 
having  two  fellows  behind,  and  two  were  running  on  the  pavt-ment  with  fticks  in  their 
hands.  On  reaching  Chancery-lane,  Mr.  Hood  called  to  the  coachman  to  return  to 
the  Hotel,  imagining  that  this  would  occafion  the  j^erfons  in  the  other  coach  to  defift 
from  any  further  purfuit.  Finding,  however,  his  miftake,  he  gave  orders  to  the  driver 
to  proceed  directly  to  Bethnal-green,  the  refidence  of  Mr.  Wilmot.  Tlie  other  carriage 
ftill  following,  Mr.  Hood  flopped  his  own  coach,  alighted,  and  addreflGng  himfelf  to 
the  fellows  who  had  ran  along  the  pavement,  he  alked,  "  fVhctker  they  were  friends  or 
"  foes  f^  They  anfwered,  that  they  did  not  intend  to  infult  him.  Mr.  Hood  then 
approached  the  carriage  which  had  followed  him,  to  difcover,  if  poflible,  the  perfons 
who  were  in  it.  After  waiting  a  fhort  time,  a  Air.  O^Bricn  let  down  the  window, 
and  Mr.  Hood  faid,  "  He  thought  his  conduft  very  ftrange  and  unbecoming,  and  that 
*^  he  had  not  a  right  to  follow  him."  Mr.  0*Brien  replied,  "  He  had  a  right  to  go 
«*  where  he  pleafed."  Mr.  Hood  then  returned  to  his  carriage,  and  it  was  driven  to 
Mr.  Whitbread's  brewhoufe,  where  all  the  parties  alighted,  and  Mr.  O^Brien  agajn  ap- 
pearing, Mr.  Hood  told  him,  **  That  he  was  aftoni/hed  at  his  condudl,  and  he  aiked  if 
«*  he  meant  to  aJTaJJinatc  him  ?**  Mr.  O^Brien  anfwerejd  in  the  negative,  faying,  *^  That 
*«  he  need  not  oe  under  any  apprehenfions.**  Mr.  Hood  returned  this  anfwer,  **  I. 
*^  never  received  fuch  treatnient,  and  your  afbions  are  fo  fufpicious,  that  the  worft 
**  conftru6lion  maybe  put  on  them."  By  this  time,  the  number  of  perfons  who  had 
follow:ed  Mr.  Hood's  carriage  were  difcovered  to  be^jr ;  Colonel  North,  and  Mr.  Shove, 
Barrifter  at  Law,  being  ot  the  number.  After  walking  for  a  few  minutes  in  Mr. 
Whitbread's  yard,  and  procuring  a  broomflick,  as  the  only  inftrument  of  defence  which 
could  be  procured,  Mr.  Hood  and  Mr.  Wilmot  returned  to  the  carriage,  and  the 
coachman  driving  as  faft  as  poflible,  jhe  puriuers  loft  ground,  but  on  looking  out  of  the 
window.  Colonel  Norths  Mr.  CfBrUn^  and  feveral  other  perfons,  were  obferved  running 
after  the  carriage. 

"  On  reaching  the  houfe  of  Mt.  Wilmot,  Mr.  Hood  received  information  that  the 
coach,  which  contained  Colonel  North  and  his  companions,  had  broke  down,  and  the 
parties  had  eroded  the  fields  towards  Whitechapcl,  apiwrently  for  the  purpofe  of  over- 
taking Mr.  Hood's  carriage.  Colonel  North  and  his  party  meeting  Ibme  labourers, 
told  them,  *^  That  the  perfons  in  the  carriage  which  had  pafled,  were  rafcals  who  had 
**  endeavoured  to  fwear  away  the  lives  of  feveral  innocent  men,  who  were  committed  to 
*<  Newgate,  and  that  Juftice  Wilmot  was  fent  there  himfelf." 

Thus  providentially  efcaping  whatever  might  have  been  intended,  and  having  ouict- 
cd  the  apprehenfions  of  his  family,  Mr.  Wilmot  returned  with  his  protedlor,  to  Wood's* 
Hotel,  which  they  reached  about  fix,  Mr.  Wilmot  continuing  there  during  the 
remainder  of  yeftcrday.  About  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  the  Reverend  Mr. 
BatCf  Sir  Godfrey  fVcbJUr  and  Sir  IVilliam  Afdner,  waited  on  him  to  tender  bail  for  the; 
rioters  in  Newgate.  They  were  informed  that  a  copy  of  the  commitment  would  be 
necefTary,  and  when  that  Inould  be  procured,  the  magillrate  would  finally  decide  the 
bufinefs.  The  gentlemen  accorded  with  his  propofition,  and  they  announced  their  inten- 
tions of  returning  in  the  afternoon.  About  feven  o'clock  they  came,  and  Mr.  Wilmot , 
being  in  the  Siib^ommitee  Room,  it  was  found  impra£licable  to  obtain  that  immediate 
acce&  to  him  of  which  the  parties  were  defirons.     Their  attendance  was  announced, 

and 
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and  tlicy  were  requefted  to  {lay  ten  minutesy  at  the  expiration  of  which  Mr.  Wllmot 
would  wait  on  them.  The  tune  elapfing,  and  the  gentlemen  declaring  that  they  had  a 
inoft  preffing  engagement  to  attend,  the  clerk  of  Air.  Crowder,  an  attorney,  was  in- 
ftrufted  to  contrive  the  delivery  of  a  notice  to  Mr.  Wilmot,  and  the  parties  who  came 
to  tender  bail  left  the  houfe.  On  infpedling  the  notice,  it  was  difcovered  to  contain  in- 
formation that  the  prifoners  were  to  be  brought  before  the  Jurtices  Haines,  Forft'.,T, 
Parker,  Kelly,  and  Wiggins.  This  was  rather  confid^red  as  a  roananivre  than  a  re- 
g^ilar  proceeding  agreeable  to  a  judiciary  form  :  and  th'*rc  being  pofitive  charges  againft 
three  of  the  pri loners,  warrants  of  detainers  were  fent  to  the  oifice  of  Mr.  Haines,  and 
they  were  remanded  to  Ne^^^gate,  the  remaining  twelve  being  bailed  by  the  intcrtoring 
Magiftrates. 


in  anfwer  to  a  paragraph  that  appeared  in  the  Morning  Herald  of  llnirfday  laft,  in 
which  is  the  following  paflage :  "  It  is,  however,  to  be  regrettcil,  that  Mr.  Sheldon, 
«*  the  gentleman  that  was  lent  by  Mr.  Fox's  Committee  to  vifit  the  deccafed  before 
<«  his  death,  on  Monday  night,  was  not  allowed  to  fee  him.**  The  following  fafts  are 
fubmitted  to  the  imparual  public  :  late  in  the  evening  of  the  day  that  the  unfortunate 
Mr.  Caffon  loft  his  life,  Mr.  Adair,  Colonel  Byron,  Mr.  Clarkibn,  and  feverai  other 
friends  of  Mr.  Fox,  together  with  Mr.  Sheldon,  Surgeon,  in  Great  Quecn-ftreet  came 
to  Wood's  Flotel  for  the  purpofe  of  vifiting  the  decealed  :  Mr.  Sheldon  then  underftand- 
ing  that  no  gentleman  of  the  faculty  had  been  fent  for,  but  Mr.  Jackfbn  and  Mr.  At- 
kinfon  meeting  thofe  gentlemen  in  the  Coffee-room,  and  informing  them,  that  Mr.  John 
Hunter  had  feen  the  deceafed,  and  declared  that  he  was  in  imminent  danger,  and  had 
given  particular  orders  that  he  ihould  be  kept  quiet,  and  that  no  perfon  {hould  be  ad-* 
mitted  to  fee  him,  Mr.  Sheldon  declined  vifiting  him,  and  faid  he  was  perfeftly  fattsfied. 
Mr.  Jackfon  infifted,  that  Mr.  Sheldon  flxould  fee  the  deceafed ;  but  he  again  declined, 
faying  he  did  fo  in  delicacy  to  Mr.  Hunter  :  Mr.  Sheldon  was  then  anfwered,  that  Mr. 
Hunter  fliould  not  again  vifit  Caffon  without  Mr.  Sheldon  being  prefent,  and  that  Mr. 
Hunter  Ihould  be  immediately  waited  upon,  to  fix  a  time  for  that  purpofe :  Mr.  Sheldon 
and  other  gentlemen  were  pleafed  to  comphment  Mr.  Jackfon  and  Mr.  Atkinfon,  on 
their  candour,  and  left  Wood's  Hotel  perfedtly  fatisfied.  Mr.  Jackfon  and  Mr.  Atkin- 
fon immediately  went  to  the  houfe  of  Mr.  Hunter,  to  fix  a  time  for  his  meeting  Mr. 
Sheldon  the  next  morning,  and  not  finding  him  at  home,  left  a  note  to  inform  him  of 
ihe  purport  of  their  vifit :  fome  little  time  after  their  return,  word  was  brought  by  Mf* 
Wood,  that  he  feared  tlie  deceafed  lay  at  the  point  of  death,  and  a  mefiene;er  was  im- 
mediately difpatched  to  Mr.  Hunter,  to  requeft  his  attendance,  and  Mr.  Jackfon  and 
Mr.  Mever  went  to  the  Sh^efpeare,  to  delire  Mr.  Sheldon  alfo  to  attend ;  Mr.  Lou- 
ton  was  the  only  gentleman  they  found  there,  who  was  informed  of  their  errand,  and 
requefted  to  fend  tor  Nlr.  Sheldon,  as  Caffon  was  fiippofcd  to  be  near  expiring,  to  whidi 
Mr.  Louton  anfwered,  I  fuppole  you  killed  him,  aud  then  went  away :  furprified  at 
this  extraordinary  behaviour,  one  of  the  waiters  was  fent  in  all  poffible  hafte  to  Mr. 
Sheldon's  houiS,  who  foon  after  came  to  Wood's  Hotel,  but  Caffon  had  expired  a  few 
cunutes  before  his  arrival.

Caption    and    Difcharge   of    a     RIOTER. 

May  17.]  On  Friday  evening  Patrick  Kenny  was  taken  into  cuftodyj  fbr'aflanlting  anJI 
yiolently  ftriking  a  Conftable  in  the  difcharge  of  his  duty,  on  the  fame  day  when  the  Peace 
Officer  was  murdered.  Kenny  was  apprehended  in  Saint  James's  ilreet ;  and  his  captioR 
was  no  fooner  announced,  than  the  conftable  who  took  him  was  furrounded  by  a  nu- 
merous party  of  Mr.  Fox's  friends,  fome  of  whom  dexteroufly  picked  the  conftable's 
pocket  of  the  warrant  which  authorized  him  to  detain  the  prifoner.  When  Kenny  reached 
the  watch-houfe,  the  peace  officer  having  thus  loft  the  warrant,  was  of  courfe  deprived 
of  tlie  rule  which  would  have  been  his  guide  in  making  a  proper  entry  in  the  night- 
book;  and,  not  having  read  the  warrant,  heprefumed  the  charge  againft  the  prifoner  to- 
be  that  of  felony,  and  as  fuch  he  entered  it  in  his  book.  The  fucceeding  mornings 
(Saturday)  Kenny  was  brought  to  Litchfield-ftreet  for  examination  before  the  fitting  ma- 
giftrates.  Colonel  North,  being  fomehow  or  other  interefted  in  the  fate  of  his  friend  at 
the  har^  contended,  that  the  prifoner  Ihould  only  be  queftioned  as  to  the  acculation. 
alledged  i^ainft  him  in  the  watch-houfe  night-book ;  and  not  a -fy liable  of  the  aflault 
on  the  conftable  being  found  in  that  book,  the  Colonel  affirmed  itjwould  be  an  extrane- 
ous matter  to  hear  any  evidence  on  the  fubjedl.  Sir  Robert  Taylor,  as  impartially  as 
juftificially,  coincided  in  fentiment  with  Colonel  North*  McHaie,  however,  was  not 
fo  eafily  converted  to  an  opinion  founded  on  abfurdity.  He  faid,  that  the  warrant  for 
the  apprehenfion  of  the  prifoner  had  been  iflued  by  him :  that  the  charge  was  that  o£ 
beating  and  maiming  a  peace  officer  in  the  execution  of  his  duty.  Mr.  Hale  added, 
that  he  had  with  his  own  hand  delivered  the  warrant  to  the  conftable  who  took  Kenny 
into  cuftody ;  and  was  it  becaufe  fome  of  the  party^  had  conveyed  away  the  inftrumenfc 
df  caption,  that  juftice  ihould  be  as  grofsly  evaded  as  common  honefty  had  been  no- 
tprioufly  violated  ?  The  warrant  had  been  ftolen  ;  perhaps  by  a  confedewte;.  The  trick 
was  ingenious,  and  it  ihewed  to  what  lengths  perfons  of  a  cestaiir  defcription  were 
capable  of  carrying  their  nefarious  proceedings.  Mr.  Hafe  concluded  by  dehring,  that 
the  conftable  might  be  permitted  to  depofe  upon  oath  to  the  lofs  of  the  warrant.  This 
was  granted,  and  the  prifoner  was  committed  to  Tothill-fields  Bridewell,  where  he  re- 
nained  until  yefterday  morning,  when  he  was  brought  a  fecond  time  to  Litchfield-^ 
ftreet,  for  a  fimd  examination* 

At  twelve  o'clock  yefterday,  Kenny  was  put  to  the  bar  of  the  Rotation-office,  LitcK*- 
field-ftreet ;  and  Mr.  Morgan  attended  as  counfel  for  the  Crown,  charging  the  prifoner, 
not  only  with  ihe  aflault  on  the  conftable,  but  as  one  of  the  rioters  on  the  day  when 
Nicholas  Caflbn  was  murdered  i  and  having  been,  therefore  guilty  of  conftruiftive  mur- 
der, prtcifely  on  the  fame  grounds  which  occafxoned  the  convidion  of  Balfe  and 
M«Quirkc,  Mr.  Morgan  feirly  apprized  the  bench  of  his  intentions,  informing  them> 
that  tiie  evidence  he  meant  to  adduce,  would,  in  his  opinion,  go  to  prove,  that  the 
phlbncr  had  attended  firom  day  to  day,  armed,  with  the  other  rioters,  with  a  bludgeon, 
which  he  had  unmercifully  exercifed  ou  the  head  of  a  peace-officer;  and  that,  having 
been  a-psrty  in  the  riot  wnich  occafioned  the  murder  ot  a  fellow-citizcnj  the  prifonef 
was  as  guilty  of  that  murder  as  if  he  had  ftruck  the  fatal  blow.  Sir  Robert  Taykirwas 
quite  of  a  different  opinion.  The  prifoner  was  charged  with  an  aflault.  To  that 
charge  the  evidence'  fliould  be  fpecifically  confined ;  and  as  it  was  fubftantiated,  the  pri* 
ibner  ftiould  be  called  on  lo  give  bail  for  his  appearance. 

Setreral  evidences  were  called  in  proof  of  the  afliwik  on  the  conftable;  anct  indeed  the 
wounded  condition  of  his  head  difplayed  the  barbarous  treatment  which  he  had  expe- 
rienced* 
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ricriccsJ.  No  fooner,  however,  did  Mr.  Morgan  put  any  queilion  relative  to  the  .riot, 
or  to  the  time  and  circnr.iicances  when  and  hy  which  NtchoJas  CafFon  loft  his  lifr?,  than 
lie  was  iiitcrruplcd  ivnh  extreme  rus^mfs  and  indelicacy*  A  iprig  of  the  law,  who  eiL- 
:i(ftly  anlwcrcd  Charles  CliurchiU'ii  dcfcription  of  a 

Pcrty  prim  prater  of  the  Northern  raccj 
liad  the  prefumption  to  itake  his  profejjional  experience  againft  that  of  Mr.  Morgan,  al- 
though he  was  hut  the  other  day  called  to  the  bar !  This  frothy  declaimcr  ventured  to 
^iiTsnn,  tliat  the  queirions  put  to  the  witntfTes  by  the  Counfel  for  tlie  Crown  would  not 
Ic  pirmirtid  at  th^  Old  Ba}ley..  Mr.  l^tbn,  Solicitor  to  the  Admiralty,  and  one  of  th«5 
l::ting  inriiji  ft  rates,  contradifted  this  aUertion.  And  Mr.  Morgan,  prefling  his  hand  to 
his  holoiii,  pledged  his  honour,  his  charadler,  and  his  profeilional  credit,  that  every 
quji^ion  \\r.  hud  i)ropounded  would  have  been  perfedlly  orderly  at  the  Old  Bailey. 

y\fwr  n'inMtfd  cavils,  and  reiterated  attempts  made  by  Mr.  Morgan  to  bring  the  riot 
and  inuriLr  ijito  cunfujeration,  which  were  as  repeatedly  defeated,  the  point  was  given 
up,  to  t>ie  entire  fatisfaftion  of  Lord  Robert  Spencer j  and  i'everal  other  dijlinguijhei 
friend.,  of  Mr.  I*  ox,  who  attended  in  the  cuftomary  ftile,  thus  favouring  the  prefump- 
tion, that  they  felt  themfelves  deeply  interejicd  in  thefitte  of  an  Irish  Chairman. 

Wlien  Sir  Robert  Taylor  propofed  that  the  prifoner  mould  be  difcharged  as  to  the 
murder,  and  give  bail  for  tlie  aflault,  Afr.  Dyfon  defn-ed  "  that  it  might  not  be  coofi- 
<<  dered  as  the  unanimous  determination  of  the  Bench,  hecaufe  he  for  one  objeHcd  to  the 
•*  meafure  in  thejirongeji  and  moft  pojitive  terms  J*  To  this  mark  of  dilapprobation  Mr. 
Morgan  adduced  Iiis  teftimony ;  for,  when  b.ul  was  propofmg  for  the  prifoner,  Mr.  Mor- 
gan faid  in  the  hearing  of  the  Bench,  <^  You  had  better  fave  trouble,  and  determine 
«<  that  the  man  has  not  committed  any  ajfaultj*  Mr.  Morgan  fubjoined  this  opinion  r—- 
-**  The  expence  of  Counfel  in  behau  of  a  prifoner  may  be  faved,  when  a  majority  of 
*^  Jufticcs  prefent  follow  that  excellent  maxim,  that  the  Judge  Ihould  be  Counfel  Ibr 
^<  the  prifoner,  although  it  is  merely  the  duty  of  a  magiilrate  to  hear  and  determine  kj^ 
**  partially  aftkk  he  hath  beard  J* 

This  opinion  is  too  judicious  to  require  fupport ;  and  every  obfervation  on  a  felf- 
evident  propofition  is  impertinent.

Interment  of  the  Murdered  Conftable* 

On  Thurfday  afternoon,  about  five  o'clock,  the  unhappy  widow  of  Nicholas  Caflbn, 
the  conHable,  who  was  murdered  on  Monday  by  a  party  of  hired  ruflSaos,  caiije  to 
Wood's  Hotel,  and  requefted  to  be  informed,  ^*  where  the  parties  refide4  to  whom  (tip 
<<  ihould  make  application  refpe£lin^  the  interment  of  her  hufband,  as  flie  ddignod  to 
<*  have  his  body  buried  the  enfuing  day  in  the  church-yard  of  Covent  Garden."  £eii^ 
iliredted  to  the  fexton,  and  by  him  accompanied  to  fome  of  the  church-wardens,  fhe  was 
afked,  <<  at  what  hour  (he  was  defirous  of  haviiig  the  fiufeeral  rites  perfonned  r "  and  r^ 
plying,  '<  that  as  her  place  of  refidence  was  fituated  at  a  confiderable  diftaoce,  and  fhe 
<<  would  wiAi  to  return  home  as  early  as  poffibk,  ihe  intended  hayirig  the  body  brought 
«<  to  the  church  at  three  iclock!^  The  hour  was  objedied  to,  and  flie  was  requefted  to 
-return  to  Wood's  Hotel,  where,  if  flie  waited  about  a  garter  of  en  bour^  (fie  (hould 
<eceive  a  final  anfwer  as  to  the  propriety  or  impropriety  of  admitting  her  requeft.  Re- 
iyine  on  the  validity  of  this  .aOunaai^  (he  returaeA  to  the  Hote^^  m^W^u4  twp  hours

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without  receiving  the  final  anfwer  which  had  been  promifed ;  until,  exlumfted  of  her 
ftock  of  patience,  which,  'owing  to  her  affliction,  and  to  a  natural  warmth  of  temper^ 
might  not  be  very  confiderable,  (he  obtained  an  interview  with  the  fextotiy  who  very 
gracioufly  informed  her,  "  that  the  church-wardens  conceived  three  o'clock  would  be 
an  improper  hour  to  bury  her  hufband,  as  the  funeral  proceflion  might  colIeA  a  mc^^ 
which  might  end  in  a  breach  of  the  peace,  or  the  demolition  of  fome  of  the  pews  whcr9 
the  quality.fatP  I'he  widow  replied,  <^  that  the  mangled  body  of  her  hufband  was  now 
«<  growp  fo  offenfive  as  to  render 'an  early  interment  abfolutely  neccfTary ;  and  all  fhe 
^  requefled  was,  a  definitive  anfwer,  whether  ftie  could  or  could  not  be  permitted  to 
**  have  the  funeral  fervice  read  over  the  corpfe  in  the  church,  and  have  it  afterwards 
**  buried  in  the  church-yard  of  Covent  Garden.**  The  fexton  could  not  fay.  Three 
o'clock  was  a  dlfagreeable  hour ;  and  it  was  not  becoming  him  to  appoint  another.  He 
muft  confult  the  cliurch-wardens  :  they  were  honeft  gentlemen;  very  honefl  gentlemen 
indeed  ! — "  Where  were  they  to  be  found  ?**  That  he  did  not  know ;  but  he  dared  t^- 
fay  he  could  meet  with  them  in  a  very  ffew  minutes.  For  the  prefent,  however,  he 
would  jufl  take  aftep  home  with  the  widow  in  her  coach j  fee  theftdte  of  the  hody^  and  when 
they  returned  to  Covent  Garden^  the  church-war dnes  would  give  their  anfwer  in  a  moment^ 
This  was  ^reed  to.  He  accompanied  the  woman ;  return^  to  the  Hotel,  where  he 
quitted  her  to  go  in  fearch  of  the  church-watdens.  Some  of  them  were  met  with,  from 
whofe  difcourie  it  was  evident,  that  an  evafion  of  the  bufinefs  was  the  objeA  intended-; 
for,  under  the  fpecious  pretext  of  three  o'clock  being  ^-improper  hour  (which  might  be 
the  cafe)  a  general  refufal  was  implied,  although  not  ^xprefied.  The  widow  now  clearly 
-perceivmg  herfelf  to  be  trifled  with,  became  more  determined  to  carry  her  purpofe  into 
execution.  She  tendered  the  fees  for  opening  the  ground^ahd  ofiered  the  depofit  of  any 
film  which  might  be  required  to  defray  the  cuflomary  douceurs  which  the  clergy  have 
ib  difintereftedly  taken  care  Audi  fsdl  to  their  lot.  Thefe  ofiers  were  rqedted;  but  let 
Mt  the  facred  order  take  fire  at  the  rejeAion !  for  their  fpirits  may  be  pacified  whea 
tney  are  afTured,  that  not  aparfon  was  prefent  when  the  offers  were  made. 

Sleveral  friends  of  Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil  Wray,  hearing  by  this  time  aS  the  ob- 
ftruAions  given  to  the  propoCsd  latermeBt,  endeavoured  to  perfuade  the  widow  to  change 
the  place  A  biuial*  Her  anfwer  was,  <'  That  having  the  body  of  a  near  relation  depo- 
**  llted  in  the  chvfch-yard  of  Covent  Garden,  and  intending  that  her  own  remains- 
**  fhould  refl  there^  thofe  of  her  hufband  fhould  not  be  carried  to  any  other  place.**' 
She  was  then  intreated  to  alter  the  hour  from  three  to  four  o'clock ;  to  which  fhe  finally 
aflented.  The  original  obje£tiofi  being  thus  removed,  the  fexton  was  informed  of  the 
circumfUoce,  and  defired  to  prepare  the  grave.  But  he  flill  could  not  a£l  without  the 
permiffion  of  the  dkurch- wardens;  and  they,  as  before,  were  to  be  found  in  ten  minutes, 
although  whither  they  were  gone  it  was  impoflile  for  him  to  fay..  After  engaging  to  return 
immediately  with  their  anfwer,  the  poor  infulted*  woman  waited  until  near  twelve  o^clock 
yefierday  mornings  without  being  able  to  obtain  any  pofitive  information,  whether  the 
remains  of  hervnfertunate  hufband  would  be  allowed  interment  in  the  church-yard  of 
Covent  Garden*  The  Coroner's  warrant,  and  five  guineas  to  defray  certain  fees,  were 
left  at  the  honfe  ef  the  fexton  with  a  notice,  that  the  body  would  be  brought  to  the 
church  at/9«i  i clock  in^the  afternoon  of  the  next  day;  and  if  the  rites  of  burial. were 
then  denied,  a  legal  proeefs  would  be  inflituted. 

The  poll  being  yefterday  clofed  at  tWQ  o'clock,  by  thedefire  of  the  Candidates,  e^aAiy 
at  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  the  remains  of  the  murdered  peace  officer  were  brought 
to  Covent  Garden  in  a  hearfe,  drawn  by  four  horfes,  and  followed  by  fix  coaches,  con- 
taing  the  relations  and  ftiends  of  the  deceafed.  The  heai'fe  flopped  a  fhort  period  oppo- 
fite  the  SbsAefpeare  Tavern,  and  the  widow  burfl:  into  tears  on  cafling  a<  look  at  the 
houfik    The  heupfe  then  turned  sdbout,  and  pifing  atong  Taviftock-row,  ftoppeda 

fecond 
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iecond  time  oppofite  the  houfe  of  Mr.  Jennings,  from  whofe  fide  of  the  Garden  the  bind 
ruffians  iflued,  who  began  the  attack  on  the  peace  officers^  m  which  Nicholas  Caflbn  war 
fo  barbaroufly  murdered.  l*he  procelfion  afterwards  advanced  to  the  church,  and  the 
prefcribed  forms  being  ended,  the  body  was  interred;  the  wretched  widow  frMuently 
uttering  the  moll  paflionate  exclamations,  and  appealing  to  the  God  of  Jujltce  to  mfli^  a 
punifhment  on  the  murderers!  When  the  proceffion  quitted  the  church,  a  flop  was  made 
at  Wood's  Hotel ;  and  Mrs.  Caflbn,  after  gratefully  acknowledging  the  extreme  huma- 
nity and  tendernefs  with  which  Ihe  had  been  treated  by  Mr.  Wood  and  his  family  y  return- 
ed to  her  houfe,  now  bereft  of  conjugal  comfort  by  the  lofs  of  a  hufoand,  to  whom 
fhe  had  been  married  thirty  years. 

This  melancholy  recital,  and  the  turn  which  hath  been  given  to  the  riot  and  murder 
by  the  friends  of  Mr.  Fox,  will  juftify  the  following  reftriftrons : 

In  the  firft  place,  a  murder  having  been  commlttedy  the  friends  of  each  party  appear 
defirous  of  difcovering  the  perpetrators,  and  bringing  them  to  juftice.  The  friends  of 
Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil  Wray  have  procured  the  detention  of  thofe  rioters  whom  there 
are  ftrong  reafons  to  believe  were  accejfaries  to  the  murder.  The  friends  of  Mr.  Fox,  on 
the  contrary,  have  obtained  the  liberation  of  twelve  of  the  ruffians,  and  they  were  very 
near  obtaining  the  releafe  of  the  remaing  three.  Yet  thefe  very  friends  of  Mr.  Fox  offer 
a  reward  of  One  Hundred  Guineas  for  the  difcovery  of  the  perfons  who  committed  the 
murder,  at  the  very  inftant  when  they  were  moving  Heaven  and  Earth  to  get  the  three 
ruffians  bailed j  who  are  now  in  Newgate  charged  with  the  commiffion  of  the  crime ! 
In  what  light  mufl  fuch  a  condudl  appear  to  candid  minds  ?  Have  the  Committee  of 
Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil  Wray,  or  any  of  their  friends,  offered  bail  for  a  fingle  man 
who  hath  been  taken  into  cuflody  fmce  the  commencement  of  the  eleftion  ?  Have  they 
flood  forth  the  champions  of  Irifh  chairmen,  and  the  protestors  of  defperadoes  with 
marrow-bones  and  cleavers  ?  Is  there  a  Nobleman,  a  Commoner,  or  a  Baronet,  connected 
with  Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil  Wray,  who  hath  extended  any  particular  marks  of  favour 
to  fellows  whom  money  would  prompt  to  the  fouleft  praftices?  On  the  other  fide  of  the 
queflion,  no  fooner  are  fifteen  vagabonds  committed  to  Newgate  for  a  riot  and  a  murder, 
than  the  jail  is  vifited  by  men  of  rank,  and  Peers  and  Baronets  by  dozens  offer  bail  for 
their  friends  the  Alarrow-bones  and  Cleavers  in  diflrefs  ! — This  condu£l  explains  itl'elf. — 
A  commentary  would  only  obfcure  it. — They  mull  be  wonderfully  anxious  to  bring 
murders  to  punifliment,  who  wifh  thofe  fufpedted  of  the  crime  releafcd  from  prifon  ! 
And  it  is  an  exceeding  ftrong  proof  that  the  riot  on  Monday  lafl  was  not  begun  by 
any  ruffians  hired  by  tlie  friends  of  Mr.  Fox,  when  the  whole  party  of  that  gentleman 
avow  their  connections  with  the  rioters,  by  having  bailed  fome,  ana  wifhing  to  fet  the 
others  at  liberty  !  This  is  fo  very  like  charging  a  magiftrate  with  employing  ^^«rf  officers 
to  break  tbe  peace ^  that  Mr.  Sheridan  muft  be  concerned  in  the  bufmels,  ;uid  the  abfur- 
dity  of  the  condudl  is  imputable  to  the  common  blunders  of  his  country.

Saturday  morning  about  twelve  o'clock,  Patrick  Kenney,  who  was  apprehended  the 

Preceding  evening,  on  a  charge  of  riot  in  Covent  Garden,  was  brought  tor  examination 
efore  Sir  Robert  Taylor,  and  other  magiftrates. 

When  a  point  of  a  fingular  nature  was  argued,  touching  the  charge  exhibited  againft 
the  prifoner,  whether  they  could  confider  him  ftanding  on  the  ground  of  his  appre- 
henfion,  or  on  a  charge  made  after  in  the  night  book  of  the  watch  houfe. 

It  was  coptendedy  with  much  clearnefs  and  good  argument,  by  Mr.  Morgan,  on  the 
part  of  the  Crown,  that  the  prifoner  flood  there  on  the  ground  of  his  apprehenfion, 
which  was,  (on  a  warrant  granted  by  John  Hale,  Efq.)  that  the  prifoner  had  moft  vio- 
lently aflaulted  a  peace  oflScer ;  which  charge  he  came  prepared  with  evidence  fully  to 
fubftantiate.  It  was  faid  by  a  Mr.  Claridge,  that  the  prifoner  ftood  on  the  charge  of 
felony,  it  having  been  fo  ftated  on  the  charge  book  of  the  watch-houfe. 

The  conftable  who  apprehended  the  prifoner  was  then  examined,  who  fwore,  that 
he  was  knocked  down,  and  his  pocket  picked  of  the  warrant  as  he  was  condudbing  the 
prifoner  to  the  watch-honfe,  and  that  he  knew  not  any  part  of  the  contents  of  the  war- 
rant ;  but  underftanding  his  prifoner  being  one  of  the  rioters,  charged  him  in  cuftody  as 
a  felon.  Juftice  Hale  ^Tured  Sir  Robert  Taylor,  that  the  charge  contained  in  the  war- 
rant he  h;ld  iffued  againft  the  prifoner  at  their  bar,  and  which  he  himfelf  delivered  to  the 
conftable,  contained  no  other  charge  than  that  of  violently  aflaulting  Benjamin  Nafli, 
a  peace  ofEcer,  in  the  execution  of  his  duty.  However,  Sir  Robert  Taylor  infifted  on 
their  going  on  the  charge  exhibited  in  the  watch  book,  which,  though  they  then  had  not 
brought  aU  their  evidence  to  fupport,  yet,  in  the  examination  of  two  perfons,  fuch  evi- 
dence appeared,  as  obliged  the  Bench  to  commit  the  prifoner  at  the  bar  for  further 
examination,  on  Monday  morning,  to  anfwer  the  charge  of  a  fuipicion  of  wilful  murder 
exhibited  againft  him»

YcAerJay  at  three  o'clock,  on  the  proclamation  hcing  iindly  rcul  lor  doiir.g  the  poll, 
and  there  not  apiJ^iarinc;  any  Kk-vtors  to  give  th.<.ir  \uWs  tor  eirht-r  of  the  Candidates, 
thci  High  ILiiliiT  was  about  to. put  an  end  to  tlie  Elcdlion,  by  Jecluring  the  numbers, 
when  Sir  Cecil  Wray  addrcfled  him  m  the  following  terms: 

SIR, 

''  Jleln^  p{.rftclly  convinced  that  in  thocourfc  of  this  Elcftlon  many  illegal  votes  have 
*•  bi«n  admitted,  I  do  demand  a  fcrut'tvy. 

•''  If,  Sir,  it  fliall  appear  from  a  fair  inveftigation  of  the  votes,  that  a  majority  of 
*^  Ic^fd  Eleftors  have  polled  for  Mr.  Kox,  I  fliall  be  very  happy  that  this  city  will  be 
**  rtprefented  by  the  man  of  their  choice ;  if,  on  the  contrary,  that  a  majority  fliall  be 
*'  in  my  favour,  IJ??alI  detnand  the  right  given  me  hy  the  city  of  IVcfiminJler. 

In  confequence  of  this  requrfition,  the  feveral  Candidates,  accompanied  by  their  re- 
fpcctive  counl'el  and  friends,  adjourned  from  the  Huftings  to  the  Veftry-room,  where 
Mr.  Fox  opened  the  bufmefs,  by  ftating  the  extreme  impropriety  there  would  be  in  the 
High  BailkfF  granting  a  fcrutiny,  as  he  was  a  minifterial,  and  not  a  judicial  officer;  in 
.which  capacity  he  could  only  be  bound  to  make  his  return  conformable  to  tfhe  oftenjibk 
ftate  of  the  poll.  Independent  of  this  fituation,  even  the  prefling  exigency  of  the  occa- 
iion  required,  that  an  immediate  return  fliould  be  made,  tot  the  date  of  the  precept  was 
within  a  day  of  expiring. 

In  addition  to  this  argument,  founded  on  the /^ro^^j^aw^i/ charadter  of  the  High  SailiS^ 
Mr.  Fox  Ihewed  himfqif  learned  in  the  law,  by  adducing  feverjfl  fiatytes.  Which  pointed 
out  the  duty  rf  the  Rcturninjg  Officer  in  controverfi^l  cafes.  Tliefe  ftatuteiy  Wlr,  Fox 
contended,  applied  fo  precife^  to  the  bufinefs  cf  the  day,  as  not  to  be  evaded  by  any 
force  of  reafojiing. 

But  the  Right  Honourable  Candidate  further  contended,  that  there  were  penal Jiatnus 
'which  reftriwd  the  High  Bailiff  from  granting  a  fcrutiny  in  circumftances  like  the  pre- 
fent ;  the  muhft  inrflifted  by  thofe  ftatutes  was  confiderable ;  and  befides  the  fine,  in  tfic 
Coventry  cafe,  where  the  High  Bailiff  being  called  before  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  for 
not  makmg  a  return  within  the  fpecified  time,  he  received  a  very  fevere  reprimand. 

There  were  other  cafes  in  which  the  High  Bailiff  had  been  fent  to  Newgate ;  and  Mu 
Fox  very  decently  obferved,  **  that  he  hoped  a  fimilar  fate  would  attend  the  High  Bailiff, 
**  Ihould  he  not  difchargc  his  duty  in  the  prefent  cafe,  by  returning  him  to  Parliament^ 

Befides  thefe  intimidations,  Mr.  Fox  defcanted  on  the  nature  and  operation  of  aftions 
at  law ;  he  fliewed  in  how  many  cafes  they  had  been  inftitnted  againfi  a  returning  of- 
ficer; and  that  the  damages  recovered  had  amounted  to  ten  t houf and  pounds ;  a  friendly 
hint  was  at  the  famd  time  given,  that  the  High  Bailiff  might  have  every  reafon  to  ap^ 
prehend  the  commencement  and  profecution  ofaftions  of  this  nature. 

Mr.  Fox  having  thus  by  every  terrific  argument  in  the  power  of  his  eloquence,  en- 
deavoured to  perfuade  the  High  Bailiff  not  to  grant  a  fcrutiny^  Mr.  Recorder  Adair,  ex- 
changing the  feat  of  juftice  for  the  bar  of  pleading,  went  over  the  Tame  ground  that  Mr. 
Fox  had  done,  and  (eemed  to  leave  as  faint  an  impreffion  on  the  minds  of  the  auditors. 
Mr.  Fowler  Walker  then  combated  every  argument  of  Mr.  Fox,  which  bore  the  leaft 
relation  to  legal  knowledge;  and  he  more  particularly  demon  ft  rated,  that  the  Htgh  Bai- 
liff was  not  merely  a  minijlerial  officeVy  becaufe  he  was  fworn  to  make  fuch  a  return  to 
Parliament  as  his  judgment  ihould  direft,  the  exercife  therefore  of  his  judgment  confti- 
tuted  him  to  all  intents  and  purpofes  a  judicial  officer;  and  as  fuch,  granting  a  fcrutiny 
agreeable  to  the  requifition,  was  a  matter  to  which  he  was  perfe^Slly  competent. 

S  Mr. 
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Mr.  Fox  made  a  r^ply  to  Mr.  Walker,  adducing  "the  cafes  of  Buckinghamfiilrf  and 
Bcdfordilure,  in  which  counties  the  High  Sheriff  had  refufed  the  demand  of  a  fcrutiny. 
The  cafe  of  Middlefex  he  chofe  to  forget,  for  that  would  not  have  been  in  point. 

Mr.  Fox  by  this  time  loling  that  temper  and  moderation,  which  are  confiituent 
parts  of  oratory,  and  for  which  his  friends  fo  exceedingly  admired  him,  concluded  by 
abufing  the  High  Bailiff,  for  his  improper  behaviour,  alledging,  that  his.  condufl  on 
the  prefent  occafion  had  been  infamoujly  corrupt  and  part iaL 

Mr.  Morgan  entered  on  tlie  bufinefs  with  that  confidence,  which  always  a£tuates  an 
iionefl  man  in  a  good  caufc.  He  faid,  there  could  be  no  more  doubt  of  the  propriety  of 
granting  a  fcrutiny,  than  there  was  of  the  necefSty  of  demanding  it.  Illegal  votes  had 
been  polled  in  great  numbers  at  the  prefent  Eledlion.  Thofe  votes  had  b^n  procured 
by  the  moil  illegal  and  corrupt  means  ;  and.  to  argue,  that  the  High  Bailiff  was  net 
competent  to  give  the  injured  Candidate  an  opportunity  of  redrefs,  was  as  abfurd  as  it 
was  contemptible^  to  threaten  him  ^'wh  pains  and  penalties  for  dijcharging^  his  dutj^ 

The  arguments  being  concluded,  the  High  Bailiff,  with  decided  firmnefs,  declared, 
<^  That  ho  had  made  up  his.  mind;  that  he  was  neither  to  be  intimidated  or  brow* 
**  beaten;  threats  he  defpi£bd ;  for  having  always  a<Sled  confcienjtioufly  and  impartially^ 
*^  he  courted  no  other  favour  than  that  whicn  his  conduft  merited ;  and  he  held«very 
<^  menace  in  contempt  of  which  his  heart  informed  him  he  was  undeferving. 

<<  Having^  fully  confidered  the  matter,  he  faid,  he  would  grant  a  fcrutiny ;  expreffing 
**  a  wilh,  that  preliminaries  might  be  adjufled  by  the  Candidates  for  carrying  it  on.** 

Mr.  Fox  faid,  h^  would  aot  agree  to  any  pr-eliminarics,  nor  would  he.  be  at  any  expenct 
to  cdrry  on  iht  fcrutiny* 

The  High  Bailiff -defired  to  know  if  that  was  his  final  determination  ?  and  being  an* 
fWerod  in  the  affirmative,  the  commencement  of  the  fcrutiny  was  fixed  for  Friday  the 
aSth  inftant>  in  the  Veftry-room  of  St.  Ana's,  Soho.  The  High  Bailiff  concluded^ 
<^  That  Mr.  Fox  was  at  perfed  liberty  to  call  for  his  attendance  before  the  Houie  of 
^<  Commons  when  and  in  what  manner  he  pleafed.** 

Thus  ended  a  bufinefs  of  infinite  importance  to  the  Eleftors  of  Weftminfter;  and' 
it  is  not  the  exaggeration  of  party-fpirit  to  fay,  that  it  ended  as  much  to  the  diiafv* 
jpointmrnt  of  MrlTox,  as  to  the  entire  {atisfa£tion  of  Sir  Cecil  Wray  and  bis  friends.

4.  Furtli'?iinc;pj  tlic  volunteers,  comprehending  not  only  thofe  of  Dubhn,  but  all 
the  flout  heaited  young  men  of  Hibernia,  arofe,   and  turned  out  like  one  man;  they 

'  Hood  to  their  arms,  and  lifted  up  their  voices,  faying,  nay,  nay,  why  feek  ye  to  load 
our  Icttcr-prefs  with  weights,  and  to  bind  our  wile  men,  and  their  works  with  fhackles 
of  iron  ? 

5.  Wot  we  not,  that  tlie  antient  cufloms  and  ftatutes  of  our  forefathers,  made  in  their 
days,  and  in  the  old  time  before  them,  alter  not ;  but  are  flrong  enough  already  to  punifli 
evil  doers,  thofe  who  ihall  indite  bad  matters,  and  publifh  through  the  land  untruths, 
concerning  our  Lord  the  King  and  his  fervants. 

6.  Wherefore  then,  bring  ye  forward  this  roll,  but  to  beguile  and  deftroy  us,  and  in 
like  manner,  afterw^ards,  to  beguile  and  deftroy  our  brethren  in  the  neighbouring  ifland  : 
Wherefore  do  ye  this,  but  to  cover  the  land  with  darknefs,  with  more  than  Egyptian 
darknefs,  infomuch  that  your  evil  deeds  may  not  be  feen  or  talked  of?

9.  And  the  young  men  of  Hibernia  went  forth  with  great  fhouts,  and  the  found  of 
their  trumpets,  the  beating  of  their  drums,  and  the  neighing  of  their  fteeds,  were  heard 
afar  off.    ' 

10.  But  as  to  the  refl  of  the  afts  of  the  Volunteers  of  Hibernia,  their  wars,  their, 
traffic,  and  their  improvements  in  the  fine  arts,  and  in  the  works  of  the  cunning  work- 
men,— Lo  !  are  they  not  to  be  found  in  —a  future  book  ?

5.  How  they  bow  their  necks  unto  tho  yoke,  and  make  thi  m  pafs  through  the  brick 
kiln;  how  they  bind  their  ]^rinc^^s  with  l>onds  of  iron,  and  dclpoil  them  ot  their  uives 
and  concubines,  and  rob  them  of  their  marriage  fcttl'?ments;  and  alfo  deflower  their 
virgins,  and  take  the  jewels  from  their  ears,  and  the  bracelets  from  their  arms,  their  gold,

He  has  alrtrady  betrayed  every  truft  repofed  in  him.  Mr.  Fox  was  deceived  by  his 
undertaking  the  bufmefs  of  the  pavement  in  St.  Ann's  parilh,  Soho.  And  did  not  the 
inhabitants  of  St.  Ann*s  find  him  fliufBing  moft  (hamefully  in  their  parochial  affairs-?

It  has  been  flrongly  reported,  and  not  hitherto  contradided,  that  the  caufe  of  Mr, 
Fox'^s  opponents  has  been  fupported,  not  only  by  the  Guards,  the  Cooks  in  a  Great 
Man's  kitchen,  Stable  Boys  and  Helpers,  a  Great  Lady's  Mufical  Band  of  Foreigners, 
Lodgers  of  all  defcriptions,  from  the  cellar  to  the  garret,  but  alfo  by  convi&ed  Felons^ 
difchorged  from  tile  ballaft  lighters.

WESTMINSTER    RIOTS. 

The  Court  Candidates,  and  their  Committees,  well  knowing  that  Mr.  Fox,  from  his 
open,  manly,  and  confiftent  conduft,  notwithftanding  the  clamour  fo  unjuftly  excited 
againft  him,  hatl  not  loft  the  good  opinion  and  confidence  of  the  truly  independent 
tle6lors  of  WeAminftcr,  and  of  the  common  people,  retained  in  their  fervice  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Elcdtion,  a  numerous  gang  of  men,  habited  like  failors.  Bye-ftanders 
at  firft  were  !vaJ  to  believe  that  they  were  a  body  of  honeft  Jack  Tars,  who  having 
been  difcbarged  from  their  ftilps,  had  come  together  as  volunteers  in  fupport  of  their 
Admiral.  It  was  not  long  however  before  the  public  was  undeceived.  For  having  fixed 
the  enfign  which  ihey  had  brought,  over  the  windows  at  Wood's  Hotel,  where  the  Com- 
mittee were  fitting,  this  gang  were  conduced  by  fome  fea  officers  and  others  down  .to 
Paterforfs  Room,  in  King-ltreet,  which  had  been  engaged  for  the  reception  of  Lord 
Hood  and  Sir  Cecil  Wray's  voters.  Here,  no  doubt,  they  were  inftrufted  as  to  their 
future  behaviour,  for  when  they  came  out,  they  from  time  to  time  formed  two  lines  ex- 
tending from  Paterfon's  Rooms,  to  the  Huftings  in  Covent  Garden,  making  a  paflage 
between  them  for  the  admiffion  of  the  friends  and  voters  of  Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil 
Wray  only  ;  never  futFering  even  otu  in  Mr.  Fox's  iutereft  to  pafs  them..  When  they 
were  not  thus  engaged,  they  paraded  up  and  down  King  ftreet,  and  along  the  top  of  Co- 
vent  Garden,  intuiting  and  joftling  every  body  who  culled  out  "  Fox  for  ever,"  or  wore 
a  cockade  with  Mr.  Fox*s  name  upon  it.

The  unflattering  afpeft  of  Mr.  Fox's  caufe  rcfults  from  the  conduft  of  two  claflcs  of 
men.  Firft,  of  thofe  who,  affuming  tlie  name  of  Moderation^  behold  in  filence  and 
ina<51ion  every  difafter  that  befals  the  Conftitution  and  the  Country  :  And,  Secondly,  of 
men  who  perfuade  themfelves  that  the  majority  againft  him  is  too  great  to  be  furmounted, 
and  under  an  idea  that  their  vote  individually  cannot  out-number  the  majority  againft 
him,  confider  their  aid  as  wholelv  ufelels. 

To  tlie  firft  of  thefe  it  would  dc  idle,  becaufe  it  would  be  inefiedlual,  to  fay  any  things, 
Cliiefly  to  them  is  to  be  attributed  the  lofs  of  liberty  in  every  other  nation  of  Europe — 
Men  who  look  no  fiirther  than  prefent  convenience,  and  who  would  facrifice  the  beft  of 
political  blefUngs  rather  than  rifk  the  flighteft  fatigue."  They  are  a  fort  of  excrefcence  in 
a  free  Conftitution,  which  will  maintain  a  liftlefs  mfipid  exiftence  in  defpight  of  (hame| 
of  Ridicule,  and  reafon. 

But  upon  the  other  defcription  of  perfons^  I  am  not  without  hope  of  producing  fome 

It  is  not  true  that  Mr.  Fox  is  out-numbered  in  real  votes.  He  has,  even  at  this  mo- 
ment, a  majority  of  legal  fuffrages  over  Sir  Cecil  Wray.  You  therefore  who  imagine 
that  your  Jingle  voice  can  be  of  no  fervice  are  betraying  yourfelves,  and  ruining  the  real 
objedt  of  your  choice  by  this  grofs  miftake.  There  are  at  this  moment  300Q  unpolled 
votes.  But  if  the  number  were  three  times  as  many,  whilft  each  man  with-holds  his 
vote  under  a  fall'e  idea  that  he  cannot  turn  the  fate  of  the  Ele6lion,  it  will  be  utterly 
impoflible  to  fucceed.  Every  man's  vote  is  valuable,  for  the  grcaicji  majorities  are  con- 
ftituted  by  the  junSion  of  individuals.  If,  at  the  clofe  of  the  poll,  Mr.  Fox  fliould 
have  a  fuperiority,  his  enemies  (confcious  of  their  own  guilt)  will  not  dare  to  attempt 
a  fcrutiny.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  Court  Candidate,  by  continuing  to  poll  the  kind 
of  beings  that  voted  for  him  during  the  laft  three  days  (not  one  in  five  of  whom  arc 
legally  qualified)  fhould  retain  a  majority,  it  is  of  infinite  importance  that  Mr.  Fox 
fhoula  have  the  largeft  poffible  number  of  votes,  as  a  fcrutiny  will  moft  indifputably 
fecure  his  return,  and  refcue  the  City  of  Weftminfter  from  the  infamy  that  would  fol- 
low his  failure.

Of  Wray  there  is  but  one  opinion  ;  his  unmatched  bafenefs  is  a  topic  of  univerfal  ab  : 
horrence.     But  there  is  in  his  guilt  fomething  complicate  and  uncommon.

This  man,  who  was  chofen  for  Weftminfter  upon  the  ground  of  an  acknowledged  ij 

independence  of  the  Court  and  of  the  Houfes  of  Northumberland  and  Newcaftle,  is  now  -     a 

the  very  inllrument  of  replunging  this  City  into  that  fame  fervitude  to  the  Court  and  j 

to  thoie  haughty  interells,  which  ruled  it  with  an  iron  hand  for  fuch  a  feries  of  years^  ; 

and  from  which  it  was  fo  lately  redeemed  by  the  fpririt  and  abilities  of  Mr.  Fox.  ij 

Open  your  eyes  and  fee  the  gulph  into  which  your  are  linking.      Behold  the  danger  j 

like  men,  and  like  men  refill  it.     It  is  not  tlie  caufe  of  Fox  but  your  own  caufe,  I  call  • 

on  you  to  fupport.      His  unconquerable  mind  will  funiifli  him  with  refources  in  the  * 

woril  difficulties,  but  li  you  are* once  vanquilhcd  in  this  conflidl,  you  will  become  the  \ 

helplefs  objedts  of  the  contempt  of  your  enemies,  and  the  fcorn  of  the  public.     That  ^  ■ 

each  man^s  feparate  iliare  of  difgrace  will  be  light  in  the  mafs  of  common  fhame  is  a  \

You  are  as  ejfeaually  adlmg  at  this  moment,  in  this  great  public  capacity, 
as  you/ Delegates  will  be  after  the  aflembling  of  Parliament.  Think  what  would  be 
your  thoughts  of  them,  if  they  proffered  to  you,  upon  any  great  national  ftruggle,  the 
excufe  fometimes  tendered  upon  tfaisicanvafs,  that  private  intereft  muft  be  preferred  to 
duty.  Be  affured,  you  affront  yd\irfelv^s  grofsly,  when  you  let  it  be  fuppofed,  for  a 
moment,  that  you  put  the  rifk  of  a  few  perfonal  refentments  againft  you,  in  com|>eti- 
tion  with  the  great  national  truft  now  in  your  hands.

•  ^<  There  is.  Sir,  a  very  material  faft,  concerning  the  late  Election  for  Weftminfter,— 
««  a  phenomenon,  which,  I  believe,  never  appeared  in  England  before  that  time ;  that 
«  is,  a  body  of  troops,  armed  and  accoutred,  coming  to  the  Eleftion ;  and,  as  it  is  a 
"  matter  which  may  perhaps  deferve  the  full  confideration  of  this  Houfe,  I  will  beg 
<«  only  to  throw  out  a  proportion  for  youf  confideration :  firft  a  general,  and  next  a 
<«  particular  one.  The  general  is,  that  a  body  of  regular  armed  troops,  under  military 
<<  difcipline,  and  military  command,  ought  to  be  prefent  at  the  place  of  EleAion  on  no 
«*  pretence  whatfoever :  anithe  next  is,  that  in  the  prefent  cafe  the  body  of  troops 
<<  came  with  a  view  to  influence,  and  in  hA  did  influence,  the  Eledlion  and  Return. 
<<  Sir,  I  am  aware  of  .the  latitude  in  which  the  firft  propofition  is  fubmitted  to  you 
<<  that  I  have  faid,  on  no  pretence  whatfoever,  and  I  mean  to  argue  it  (with  deference 
**  to  your  future  opinion)  as  largely  as  it  is  a  conftitutional  propofition ;  one  of  the 
<<  corner-ftones  (if  I  may  fo  fay)  of  our  happy  Conftitution,  is  this  maxim,  that  all 
«  Eleiaions  ought  to  be  tree,  for  much  of  the  rights  and  liberties  of  the  fubje£k  de^d 
"  upon  this  Houfe,  and  the  well-being  of  this  Houfe  depends  on  the  freedom  of  Llec- 
*<  tions.  Sir,  the  Commons,  fo  long  ago  as  the  3d  of  King  Edward  the  Firft,  would 
•<  not  reft  this  valuable  right  on  the  bare  maxim  of  the  comnaon  law,  but  thought  fit 
<*  to  have  a  parliamentary  declaration  of  it;  and  (to  make  ufe  of  my  Lord  Coke's  obfer- 

•  «  vation)  was  very  wifely  penned,  in  fuch  words  as  to  binl  the  king  himfclf.  Can  a 
*<  body  of  troops  armed,  with  their  pieces  loaded,  be  prefent  at  an  Elei^ion,  and  carry 
*<  no  terror  or  menace  along  with  them  ?  Regular  troops  were  unknown  to  the  com- 
«<  mon  law ;  and  by  the  Bill  of  Rights,  after  the  Revolution,  it  is  declared,  they  are 

.<«  all  contrary  to  law,  unUfs  declared  by  A&  of  Parliament;  and  their  pretence  at  dn 
"  Eleftion  have  been  thought  fo  incompatible,  that  conftantly  the  troops  have  with- 
*<  drawn  out  of  any  town  where  the  Eleftion  was  to  be,  and  have  ftaid  rill  tlie  Eleftion 

'^*  was  over;  and  ttiis  was  the  opinion  of  every  body. 

«f  'Sir^  in  the  firft  year  of  the  laft  Parliament,  on  the  queftion  incidentally  arifing, 

•  «<  whether  it  was  in  tne  power  of  the  Crown  to  leave  troops  quartered  in  a  town  wheVc 
*<  the  Ele6kion-wa$  ?  though  the  A&  recites  it  never  had  been  done,  on  the  bare  quef- 
*<  tion  being  ftarted,  the  Parliament  thoueht  fit  that  doubt  fliould  not  laft  any  longer, 
*«  but  they  brought  in  a  Bill  to  remove  the  poffibility  of  a  doubt  on  that  head.     What

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«•  is  the  preamble  to  the  Bill  ?  why,  that  all  Eledtions  ought  to  be  fiiee;  and  the  con- 
<<  cluhon  is,  that  all  troops  fliall  eo  out  of  the  town,  and  not  to  return  tfll  after  the 
<f  day  of  cleftion;  Befides  this,  air,  it  was  the  opinion  of  the  lenHature,  laft  Parlia- 
*•  meat,  that  it  was  a  neccfTary  confequence  that  all  troops  fhould  withdraw  from  the 
<<  place  of  Eleftion.  I  am  aware  of  an  objection  that  will  be  made  by  way  of  excep* 
"  tion ;  it  will  be  faid.  What !  cannot  the  troops  come  to  keep  the  peace  ?  A  fpecjous 
««  pretext  indeed!  I  believe  there  never  was,  nor  ever  will  be,  the  cafe  of  an  army 
<'  being  prefent  at  an  Elefbion,  but  every  foldier  has  a  double  vote.  Wd  need  not  gc> 
<<  into  many  inftances  to  fliew  this  has  been  the  cafe.  The  fame  caufe  witl  produce 
<<  the  fame  effedl.  It  will  be  urged,  I  fuppofe,  the  civil  ms^iilrate  was  not  ftrong 
«*  enough;  (hall  he  not  then  call  in  their  affiftance?  I  beg  leave  to  fay,  the  law  of 
*<  England  will  not  fufler  a  fuppofition  of  that  fort  to  be  made;  for  if  a  Sheriff,  who  is 
<<  armed  (I  am  aware  of  the  ol)je£tion)  I  fav,  if  a  Sheriff,  who  is  armed  with  the  civil 
"  power  of  his  country,  or  if  a  Baihff,  who  is  armed  by  the  law,  if  he  Ihoiild  return 
<<  as  an  anfwer,  for  not  executing  the  King's  writ,  that  he  was  refifteil^  thouglwthe 
<<  fa£l  be  tirue,  the  law  confiders  it  as  a  fad  not  to  be  fuppofed,  and  an  aAbn  lies^ 
<<  againft  him  at  the  fuit  of  the  party;  and  why,  becaufe  it  is  a  libtl  on  the  Govern^ 
<^  ment,  to  fuppofe  the  civil  magifirate  is  not  Itrorig  enough.  Sir,  I  wouM  ob&rve  z 
*<  noted  diftindlion  taken  in  the  law-books ;  if  a  gaol  is  broke  by  a  foreign  enenar,  that 
*<  is  an  excufe ;  but  if  a  gaol  was  broke  open  by  rebels,  the  law  will  not  allow  the  She- 
"  riff  to  give  that  in  excufe,  though  it  be  ever  fo  true,  becaufe  it  is  a  refle£Uon  oa  the 
<^  Government.  He  muft  arm  himfelf  with  the  civil  power,  which  is  ftrong  enou|^h 
<<  to  fupport  itfelf.  Many  have  been  the  inftances,  where  a  corporation  has  oeen  dif- 
<<  franchifed  and  fined,  becaufe  thefe  riots  were  never  quelled,  and  the  law  expe&s  they 
<<  fliould  do  it.  This  is  the  notion  of  the  common  law,  and,  I  beg  leave  to  fay,  the 
««  ftatute  law  too. 

•*  Sir,  thefe  troops  are  kept  up  by  annual  Bills; — not  for  the  ajjiftance  of  the  civil  ma^ 
€1  gijlrate ;  that  would  be  annual  keeping  up  of  troops  for  a  reafon  that  lafts  for  ever :—- > 
«<  they  are  pever  kept  up  but  upon  great  occafions,  fuch  as  carrying  on  the  war  with 
'  <<  Spain ; — there  is  no  intimation  that  the  civil  M:^rate  wants  affiftance.  This  will 
<<  ftill  further  appear  from  this  (which  you  will  give  me  leave  to  fay)  that  no  civil  Ma^ 
«  gijlrate  can  command  ajjijlanci  from  any  body  $/  troops ;  and  if  the  law  confideved  then* 
<«  as  neceflary  to  affift  him,  the  law  would  give  the  civil  Magiftrate  foqie  power  to  com* 
«  mand  them  there;  but  when  troops  do  go,  they  go  by  virtue  of  military  authority ^  and 
«  a£l  there  under  miliiary  commands  Sir,  the  authority  which  the  law  pves  the  civil 
<<  Magiftrate,  1  fpeak  only  of  thofe  Magiftrates  that  are  applicable  to  the  prelent  cafe^ 
<<  and  their  defence  in  the  execution  of  le^al  comoiands,  is  this :  they  may  command

"  any  civil  Magtftrate  fend  any  warrant  to  the  Guards  f  Sir,  the  pxopofition  I  have  laid 
<<  down,  is  not  with  r^ard  to  any  fmgle  foldier  happening  to  ftand  there,  but  a  body 
"  under  military  command. 

<<  Is  there  fuch  a  warrant  known  to  the  law  f  Would  any  nuFiiary  officer  be  obliged  to 
<<  obey  it  ?  No,  certainly ;  for,  if  he  did  not,  there  could  be  no  pvofecution  agginft 
"  him.  Wherever  they  go^  they  go  by  virtue  of  military  authority^  but  not  ^  the 
<<  command  of  the  civil  Aiag\ftratej  becaufe  they  arejiable  to  no  profecution  if  they  do 
«  not  obey.  When  they  are  there,  they  do  not  A^funder  the  civil  command  ;  if  they 
<<  did,  the  only  confequence  of  mift>ehaviour  would  be,  tbac  they  were  liable  to  profe- 
«  cution  on  indiQments  or  informations :  but  will  it  be  contended,,  that  tf  a  body  of 
<<  troops  come  there,  and  any  one  deferts,  he  is  not  liable  to  be  ftiot  to  death,  accord^- 
<<  ing  to  military  difcipline }  If  the  Sheriff  was  to  order  a  foldier  to  do  one  tbingy  and  his 

^  officer 
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c^  officer  another^  I  fubmit  it  to  you,  l/he  Ji/obejfs  the  officer ^  whether  he  mujl  not  he  tried 
<•  by  a  Ccuri-martia/ :  that  (hews  they  go  bjr  military  authority,  and  there  aft  by  mili- 
*^  tary  command.  Sir,  I  beg  leave  to  fajr,  in  facft,  trie  civil  government  of  this  city  is 
<<  fubftantially  ftrong  to  fupport  itfelf :  it  has  fupported  itfelT  at  every  other  EleSion 
«  throughout  the  kingdom,  and  yet  there  may  have  come  complaints  before  you, 
*«  where  numbers  have  been  angry  at  what  the  Returning  Officer  did :  there  is  not  an 
«  imagination  of  the  peace*s  being  bn^e :  what  are  the  guards  of  the  Court?  The 
"  ^«^V«:  what  are  the  guards  of  vou,  but  barely  the  law  and  the  civil  authority  ? 

«  Sir,  I  am  warranted  by  the  refolutions  of  this  Houfe,  in  the  year  1733,  to  fay,  that  * 
*<  riots  and  tumults  have  pafled  too  near  thefe  doors ;  you  fent  your  commands  to  the 
«<  civil  Magiftrate,  and  inflantly  all  was  quiet*  Would  you,  on  pretence  of  keeping 
"  the  peace,  fufFer  a  company  of  guards  to  ftand  in  the  Lobby  ?  No  man,  S/V,  would 
<<  wijh  to  live  to  fee  that  day,  wkcn  the  cluil  government  of  this  country  cannot  fupport 
<<  Itjelf  without  the  affijlance  of  the  Military:  I  will  be  bold  to  lay,  when  it  is  not,  that 
<*  civil  government  is  undone;  yir,  it  is  then  not  the  law,  hut  the  military  power 
"  governs ;  and  I  hope,  in  this  country,  the  bare  word  of  a  TipftaflF  will  go  as  far  as 
<*  the  commands  of  a  Lieutenant  General,  I  know  it  will  be  prefled  ftill  farther;  but 
«*  all  this  argument  will  hold,  in  general,  in  every  cafe ;  but  fuppofc  a  cafe  of  moft  ex- 
<«  traordinary  necefEty,  when  the  civil  Magiflrate  is  really  overpowered,  and  there  is 
<<  fire  fet  to  the  town,  fhall  not  the  troops  then  be  called  in  to  his  affiilance  ?  I  think  I 
<«  put  the  objedlions  as  flrong  as  I  can.  That  fatal  argument  of  contending  for  an  ex- 
(<  ception  to  conftitutional  principles ;  that  fatal  argument  has  brought  us  many  times 
<<  to  the  brink  of  deflruiftion.  Nothing  is  clearer,  than  that  no  freeman  is  to  be  im^ 
«<  prifoned  but  according  to  law  :  what,  not  if  the  King  knows  he  is  coming  to  attack 
<<  him  ?  The  argument  was  fpecious,  and  the  power  o^udging  was  trufted  lomewhere, 
<<  and  it  took  away  the  whole  liberty  of  the  fubjedl.  Every  man  was  imprifoned  for  a 
<<  mandatum  Domini  Regis.  Thqre  was  another  refolution  taken,  that  no  money  fhould 
*s  be  levied  on  the  fubje^S,  but  by  the  coi^lent  of  Parliament :  what,  not  on  a  cafe  of 
"  nccefllty  ?  They  argued,  it  might  in  a  cafe  of  neceffity,  and  that  overturned  the 
"  whole  rule ;  and,  when  money  was  raifeil,  it  was  for:  neceffity.  Suppofe  there 
<«  comes  an  extraordinary  cafe,  never  within  the  intention  of  the  legiflatnre^  that  pro- 
«  duccd  the  difpenfing  power  which  difpenfed  with  all'the  power  of  the  legiflatare.  It 
<«  mufl  ten^  to  lodge  a  dilcretionary  power  with  fomebody  to  judge  of  that  neceffity* 
^<  It  muft  be  lodged  with  the  military  officers ;  for  it  will  not  mend  the  cafe,  if  it  is 
«  lod^  With  tl^  Returning  Officer.  Shall  it  be  laid  down^.  that  troops  may  go- to  an 
*<  EIe<aion?  Thefe  are  fatal  nftguments  indeed!  Hoyr  far  \t  Weceffity  to  jufltfy  ?  Is  it 
«<  fnfficient,  that  the  O&carjujpe^s  or  fmells  a  riot  ?  Is  it  fufficient;^ .  fc;^f»  he  knows  in 
<<  his  own  mind,  be  is  going  to  do  a  thing  which  ought  to  provoke  the  people..  If  fo.  that 
•<  will  conclude  a  too  general  difcretionary  latitude,  wherpver  the  Returning  Officer 
^«  thinks  fit  to  have  it ;  and,  I  believe,  it  will  not  much  be  doubted  but  the  military 
<<  Officer  will  exert  himfelf  according  to  the  Candidates  that  fent  for  hun. 

<<  Sir,  the  legiflature,  in  the  a£l  X  juft  mentioned,  was  fo  fitr  from  fuppofii^  this  ex-^ 
<'  ception  could  be  niade,  that  they  exprefsly  enjoined,  that  no  troops^  fhould  come 
«^  within  two  miles  of  the  place  of  Election  in  a  day  after.  Will  a  cafe  of  neceffity  dif- 
<<  penfe  with  that  a£l?  The  a£k  fays,  they  fhall  not  come  within  two  miles  of  the  town^ 
<«  till  four  and  twenty  hours  after  the  Ele^ion  /** 

*  Nofwithftandinic  the  evident  ill^ality  of  ttif  proceedinfTy  thofa  of  our  readers,  who  fre^oented  Covent 
Garden  during  the  Eiedtioo  ^  which  we  treat,  nnift  have  been  frequent  witnefle^  of  tlio  nDcooftitutioiul  appear- 
a^e  of  an  armed  militfiry,  arrans^  in  battle  arftf,  under  pretence  of  keeping  the  peaces  Lord  Hood  wA  Sir 
Cecil  Wray,  after  expehencini^  the,  .utility  of  the  Guards  as  l^Uirt  for  them  at  the  PoU,  (which,  agreeabw  to 
COMMANb,  chey  did-almoft  to  a  roan).Arctched  ftill  fbrther  their  msnagtdkt^  firirkn  m  a  military  cauacity, 
asMl  b/ought  tbcm  forward  at  laft  with  gum  and  bayonets,  to  fupport  the  FR£UX)M  OF  ELECTION !

Gentlemen, 
The.  difficulty  of  alluding  with  propriety,  to  a  fubjeil  actually  in  difcuflion  before 
the  Houfe  of  Commons,  and  the  impofTibility  of  wholly  omitting  the  mention  of  the 
Ijte  leturn  in  any  Addrefs  to  you,  have  been  the  motivt-s  which  have  hitherto  induced 
me  to  refuft  myfelf  the  fatisfadlion  of  expreffing  my  gratitude  to  vou,  for  the  great  ho- 
nour you  have  done  me,  in  electing  me  a  fourth  time  to  be  your  Keprefentative  in  Par- 
liament. 

I  do  afliire  you,  that  I  do  not  fed  the  obligations  you  have  conferred  upon  me  the 
Jefs,  becaufc  tli^y  have  not  yet  had  their  full  efFe6l.  The  plan  which  appears  to  have  been 
concerted  between  his  Majefty's  Miniftcrs  and  the  High  Bailiff,  to  deprive  you  of  your 
rights,  has  been  indeed  but  too  fuccefsfully  executed.  Tlie  extreme  caution  with  whicli 
the  return  appears  to  have  been  framed,  in  order  ftudioufly  to  avoid  all  legal  examina- 
tion, either  in  the  common  Courts  of  Juftice,  or  before  a  Committee  under  Mr.  Grei>- 
ville's  Aft,  and  the  art  with  which  the  Miniftry  have  contrived  to  revive,  in  this  in- 
itance,-the  judicature  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons  in  matters  of  Eleftlon,  are  circum- 
flances  which  deferve  your  moft  ferious  attention j  and  which  of  themfelves  fufficiently^ 
evince  the  opinion  entertained  of  thefe  late  meafures  by  their  authors.  No  other  re- 
turn could  have  anfwered  their  purpofe  of  avoiding  legal  examination,  and  of  precluding 
you  from  legal  redrefs.  If  the  High  Bailiff  had  returned  Sir  Cecil  Wray,  a  petition 
againft  fuch  return  muft  have  been  lieard  by  a  Committee  upon  oath,  and  a  fpeedy  re- 
medy mull  have  been  obtained.  If  a  double  return  had  been  the  meafure,  your  redrefs 
would  have  been  flill  more  immediate ;  the  wifdom  of  our  anceflors  having  given  a  juft 
priority  to  fuch  cafes,  upon  that  facred  and  fundamental  principle,  never  till  now.  vio  ! 
Jated,  that  the  firft  bufinefs  of  a  Houfe  of  Commons  upon  the  meeting  of  Parliament, 
is  to  fee  that  its  numbers  are  complete.  Even  if  Lord  Hood  had  been  returned  fmgly, 
i'uch  a  return  could  not  have  been  explained  away,  fo  as  not  to  fall  under  the  provifions 
of  Mr.  Grenville's  aft.  To  avoids  therefore,  the  poffibility  of  your,  caufe  being  referred 
to  any  other  tribunal  than  that  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons  at  large,  a  tribunal  whofe  in- 
juftice  and  partiality,  in  matters  of  Eleftion,  have  been  recognized  by  the  Houfe  itfelf, 
a  mode  of  return  was  invented,  for  which  no  precedent  has  been  found  on  the  records 
of  Parliament,  and  the  Houfe  of  Commons  have  determined  that  the  High  Bailiff  may 
go  on  with  thfr  fcrutiny.  Refpeft  to  the  Houfe  of  Commons  forbids  me  to  make  any- 
other  ohfervation  upon  their  decillon,  than  that  it  muft  make  the  neceiSty  of  Mr.

I  therefore  fubmit  to  proceed^ 
upon  it,  with  this  determination,  while  I  am  thanking  you  for  paft  favours,  I  muft  ^ivk 
neftly  folicit  the  continuance  of  your  exertions  in  your  feveral  parishes,  a^  well  to  dete6t^ 
the  bad  votes  of  our  adverfaries,  as.  to  defend,  fuch  of  our  own,  as  may  be.  unjuftly  at- 
tacked.

power  in  this  kingdom,  of  which  I  fliould  have  been  the  fole  Direftor  and  Sovereign* 
protedlor;  knowmg  too  the  turbulence  of  my  temper,  and  the  deranged  flate  of  my 
finances ;  for  thefe,  and  fuch  other  like  futile  confidcrations,  thought  proper  to  difmil's 
me  and  my  noble  friend  in  the  blue  ribband  from  his  fervice.  Determined  to  refent 
this  mark  of  the  K — 's  difpleafure,  and  to  recover  (if  poflible)  an  office  which  pro- 
cured me  the  annual  fum  of  eight  thoufand  pounds,  I  immediately  exerted  all  thofe 
powers  with  which  I  am  fo  happily  gifted,  to  perfuade  the  Houfe  that  the  Conftitution 
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was  at  ftakc,  and  could  not  poffiWy  he  faved,  unlefs  my  noble  friend  in  the  blue  ribband 

and  myfelf  had  the  direftion  of  his  M y's  Councils^    We  declared  the  new  Miniller 

bad  not  our  confidence,  and  therefore  that  his  M y.  ought  to  difmifs  him. 

We  addrefled,  for  this  purpofe;  ftopped  the  bufinefs  of  the  nation;  I  threatened  to 
flop  the  fupplies  ;  in  ihort,  tried  every  means  in  our  power  to  harrafs  the  beft  of  K — s, 
and  to  bring  tlie  nation  into  anarchy  and  confiifion,  and  have  at  laft  moil  happily- 
brought  about  a  diffolution  of  Parliament,  Such,  Gentlemen,  has  been  my  conduft. 
I  intend  firmly,  to  perfevere  in  the  fame  fteps,  and,  if  poffible,  to  dupe  the  whole 
people  of  this  great  nation,  and  make  them  believe  that  I  am  the  only  man  in  England 
who  is  their  friend,  and  that  unlefs  mjrfelf  and  my  noble  friciid  in  the  blue  ribband 
•re  reftored  to  office,  this  country  is  ruined  beyond  all  redemption ;.  that  the  K.  who 
is  emphatically  ftiled  the  Father  ot  his  People,  is  Nobody ;  that  the  L — s  are  cyphers ; 
and  that  a  fmall  majority  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons  is  the  Conftitution  as  by  law 
cftabliftied.  Confcious  tliat  in  every  fituation  (both  in  and  out  of  office)  my  fyftem  has 
been  uniformly  the  fame,  I  hope  and  truft  that  1  fhall  be  fupported  by  all  honeft  mvji 
'at  this  Eledion,  and  by  all  patriots  in  the  Houfe,  till  the  Couftitution  is  completely 
demolLflied;  till  the  K— ,  L — s,  and  People  are  my  vaflals,  and  till  the  glorious  days 
of  the  Protedlor  fhall  again  return. 

Having  thus  fally  and  difpaffionately  flatcd  to  you  my  political  principles,  and  my 
political  condu6l,  I  can  have  no  doubt  in  the  world  of  meeting  with  every  fupport  oa 
the  prefent  occafion.

ments, and  finecure  enjoyments  of  ^vourite  females,  patronizea  footmen^  and  the  de- 
pendent friends  oi  fome  Minifter  in  power.

WESTMINSTER    ELECTION. 

Jitril  2.]  Yefterday  at  eleven  o'clock  the  Election  for  the  city  and  liberty  of 
Wcftminfter  commtnced  at  Covent  Garden.  The  prodigious  concourfe  of  people  af- 
fembled  on  the  occarion  confiderably  obftru6ted  the  regularity  of  the  proceeding,  and 
fo  far  favoured  the  defigns  of  Mr.  Fox  and  his  friends,  whofe  intention  feemed  di- 
refted  to  create  confufion. 

Mr.  Baker  opened  the  bufinefs,  by  ftating  the  nature  and  the  importance  of  the  truft 
about  to  be  delegated ;  and  as  to  the  merits  of  the  feveral  candidates,  he  faid  he  fliould 
confider  them  all  as  equally  honourable.  This  exprefiion  excited  general  refentment.; 
the  auditors  almofl  with  one  voice  exclaiming,  "  Talk  not  of  the  honour  of  Mr.  Fox.'* 
Others  exclaiming,  "  What !  compare  him  with  Sir  Cecil  Wray,  who  is  an  HONEST 
«  MAN  r 

Mr.  Fox  then  advanced  to  the  front  of  the  Hu flings,  and  amidft  the  hiiles,  cat- 
calls, and  execrations  of  thoufands,  proceeded  to  harangue  the  multitude.  He  faid  he 
was  extremely  happy  to  meet  his  friends  on  the  prefent  occafion ;  that  he  loved  the 
people,  and  had  been  uniform  in  fupporting  their,  rights ;  that  the  caufe  he  had  fo  lately

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ftmggled  for,  was  the  caufe  of  the  people;  and  that  he  conceived  too  well  of  their 
pubh'c  fpirit,  to  fuppofe  them  capable  of  dei'erting  a  man,  whofe  ftrenuous  efforts  had 
been  recently  exerted  in  their  behalf. 

He  was  proceeding  in  this  ftrain,  when  the  hootings  from  every  qi2arter  preventing  a 
fylJablc  from  being  heard,  he  declined ;  and  that  it  might  not  appear  he  was  fo  univer- 
sally the  objfetSl  ofdiflike,  the  marrowbones  qnd  clcaversy  ftationed  for  the  purpofe,  ftruck 
ijp,  and  thus  overpowered  by  their  difcordancy,  the  noife  refulting  from  a  general  hifs. 

This  manceuvre  being  happily  adjufted,  Lord  Mahon  came  forward,  and  was  re- 
ceived with  the  loudeft  acclamations.  His  Lordfliip  ftrongly  recommended  Lord  Hood 
and  Sir  Cecil  Wray,  as  two  charafiiers  d.ferving  the  mou  vigorous  fupport  of  the 
Eledtors.  The  one  had  gallantlv  diftinguifhed  himfelf  in  the  lervice  of  his  King  and 
country ;  the  other,  as  a  Memoer  for  Weftminfter,  had  a^ed  with  confiftency,  up- 
rightnefs,  and  honour.  That  his  condudl  had  been  unexceptionable  was  evident ;  be- 
caufe,  after  the  enemies  of  Sir  Cecil  Wray  had  exerted  their  utmoft  ingenuity  to  dif- 
cover  a  caufe  for  reducing  him  to  a  level  with  themfelves,  all  they  had  been  able  to  ad- 
vance againft  him  was,  that  he  had  declared,  "  even  another  tax  on  domejiics  would  be 
iefs  oppreffive  than  the  Receipt  Tax  f  which  had  been  the  odious  meafure  fo  ftrongly  fup- 
ported  by  Mr.  Fox. 

Lord  Mahon  then  retired  to  the  back  of  the  Huftings,  and  Sir  Cecil  Wray  and  Lord 
Hood  advanced,  both  of  whom  experienced  every  mark  of  approbation.  Lord  Hood 
profeffed  his  intention  of  devoting  the  remainder  of  his  life  to  the  fervice  of  his  Confti 
tuents,  and  in  fupport  of  thofe  meafures  only  which  would,  benefit  the  country. 

Sir  Cecil  Wray  declared  himfelf  entirely  at  the  difpofal  of  his  Conftituents.  Their 
inftru6kions  he  would  always  obey ;  their  wifties  he  would  confider  as  obligatory  on  his- 
conduft.  To  every  meafure  of  national  utility,  he  declared  himfelf  a  friend.  The  Re- 
form of  Parliament,  the  repeal  of  the  odious  Receipt-tax,  were  obje<5ts  neareft  his 
heart.  His  late  colleague  Mr.  Fox  had  deferted  hinx  on  feveral  occafions,  particularly 
when  the  Receipt-tax  was  in  agitation.  That  tax,  Co  univerfally  oppreffive  to  trade  and 
commerce,  had  been  approved  by  Mr.  Fox ;  but  Sir  Cecil  faid,  that  it  had  always  met 
his  marked  difapprobation.  He  had  fpoken  and  voted  againft  the  Receipt-tax,  in  every 
ftage  of  the  Bill,  from  its  firft  introdudtion  to  the  final  paffing  of  it  by  the  Houfe  of 
Commons. 

I'his  declaration  called  forth  a  burft  of  applaufe,  and  Sir  Cecil  Wray  retiring  from 
the  Huftings,  the  High  Bailiff  proceeded  to  the  bufmefs  of  nomination. 

Mr.  Baker  nominated  Mr.  Fox  on  the  inlide  of  the  Huftings. 

Dr.  Jebb  in  the  fame  place  nominated  Sir  Cecil  Wray.  H^  Tequefted  the  attention 
of  the  people,  and  addreiTed  himfelf  to  them  in  nearly  the  following  words  : 

**  Before  I  fpeak  to  the  chara£ler  and  parliamentary  merits  of  the  gentleman,  whom 
*^  it  is  my  purpofe  to  recommend  to  your  fuffrages,  permit  me  to  premife  a  few  words 
"  refpediing  a  fubjcd  ihtirely  unconne£bed  with  party,  and  which  more  immediately 
*^  concerns  yourfelves.  You  are  now  met  to  exercife  the  moft  important  franchife  you 
"  poflefs  to  delegate  the  moft  important  truft  which  can  be  conferred  on  manr—the 
*<  power  of  making  laws,  which  may  poffibly  tend  to  your  peace  and  welfare,  but  may 
**  alfo  be  the  occahon,  to  yourfelves  and  pofterity,  of  diftrefs,  of  flavery,  and  final  ruin. 
*^  By  the  prefent  unconftitutional  praftice,  you  are  called  upon  to  delegate  this  truft  for 
*^  feven  years.  It  is  therefore  your  duty,  until  the  ancient  falutary  cuftom  of  annual 
*^  Parliaments  ftiall,  by  the  exertions  of  the  people,  be  reftored,  to  guard,  with  efpecial 
<'  care,  a  delegation  ot  a  nature  fo  important,  and  to  ufe  every  precaution  which  can 
<*  fecure  you  againft  the  confequences  of  its  abufe;  and  it  is  more  particularly  incum- 
^^  bent  upon  you  at  this  important  crifis,   when  the   attention  of  the  people  is  fo 

**  ftrongly 
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«  ftrongly  called  to  that  Parliamentary  Reform,  which  alone  can  prefervc  this  country 
««  from .  deftru6b4on.  The  city  of  London  has  fet  a  noble  example,  worthy  of  imitation 
<«  by  the  whole  kingdom.  Tne  principle  is  liberal,  conftitutional,  and  juft.  It  is  my 
<<  purpofe  therefore  to  call  upon  your  Candidates  to  exprefs  their  adOfent  to  the  following 
<<  declaration  : 

**  I  do  declare  upon  my  honour,  that  upon  a  fair  fignification  of  the  wiihes  of  a  ma- 
<<  jority  of  my  conftituents,  I  will  either  aft  in  conformity  to  their  inftruftions,  or 
«<  embrace  the  firft  opportunity  of  vacating  my  feat.** 

Dr.  Jebb  then  proceeded  to  exprefs  his  abhorrence  of  that  coalition  which  had  effeftcd 
fo  much  evil  to  the  country;  and  pointed  out,  by  variety  of  arguments,  the  neceffity  of 
marking  it  with  peculiar  cenfure.  He  declared,  that  if  after  fuch  defection,  men  found 
they  could  regain  the  fupport  and  good  opinion  of  the  people,  others  would  be  encou* 
raged  to  trifle  with  the  moft  folemn  engagements,  and  at  firft  delude  with  falfe  ihews  of 
patriotifm,  and  afterwards  at  their  pleafure  infult  the  honeft  feelings  of  their  country- 
men. He  then  entered  fully  into  the  charafter  and  condu£l  of  Sir  Cecil  Wray,  whom 
he  warmly  recommended  to  the  citizens  of  Weftminfter  as  a  truly  honeft  man;  that  his 
parliamentary  conduft  had  always  been  fteady  and  confiftent ;  that  he  had  ever  been 
feduloufly  attentive  to  his  duty ;  that  he  was  the  friend  of  parliamentary  reform  from 
principle,  and  that  as  he  afted  from  principles  of  the  pureft  kind,  he  tnifted  he  would 
ever  ferve  them  with  fidelity  and  zeal.  With  full  perfuafion,  therefore,  of  his  virtues, 
he  with  confidence  nominated  Sir  Cecil  Wray  as  a  proper  perfon  to  reprefent  the  City 
and  Liberties  of  Weftminfter  in  Parliament.     He  was  warmly  feconded  by  Mr.  Vardy. 

Sir  Cecil,  in  his  fpeech,  acquiefced  in  the  preceding  declaration. 

The  names  of  the  Candidates  being  then  feverally  put  up,  the  majority  of  hands  was 
declared  to  be  in  favour  of  Sir  Cecil  Wray  and-  Lord  Hood.  A  poll,  however,  being 
demanded  by  the  friends  of  Mr.  Fox,  the  books  were  opened^  and  it  began  at  one  o'clock, 
and  clofed  at  three,  when  the  numbers  ftood.

The  puhRc  are  refpeAfuIly  informed,  that  in  cafe  of  a  vacancy  in  Chelfea- 
HofpitaU  General  Blaciheard  intends  offering  himfelf  as  a  Candidate ;  the  dangerous 
wounds  he  received  in  the  battle  of  Leadenhall-ftreet,  his  lofs  of  popularity,  honour, 
and  confcience,  he  trufts,  will  be  thebeft  recommendations  in  his  favour. 

The  learned  drjine  at  the  Eian^elkal  Cockpit  obferves,  that  cUffhn  mud  imply  that 
tliere  is  a  re-probathtu  It  is  imagmed,  that  the  enfuing  General  £le£libn  will  verify  his^ 
ailertion,  and  that  the  number  of  the  reprobates  will  be  conGderable.

<<  eive  my  confent  to  make  any  further  experiments,  either  of  your  honour  or 
«  honejly:' 

How  fsmguine  foever  Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil  Wray  may  be  of  the  fupport  of  the 
Chairmen  ot  Committees,  their  friends  the  Chairmen  at  Brooks  s  are  determined  to  fup- 
port the  caufe  of  Cataline,  and  to  poll  for  him  in  Covent  Garden  in  the  fame  fpirited 
manner  thej  did  In  St.  Jamis-flreei ;  and  it  is  (aid  they  have  received  their  ordm  ac- 
cordingly. 

One  cannot  hefitat^  on  which  fide  to  declare  from  the  very  emblems  of  the  two  par- 
ties that  now  contend  for  Weftminfter.  On  one  fide  you  fee  a  union  fli^  difpl&yed 
over  the  c<^ourt  taken  from  France  and  Spain,  and  their  true  motto-,  is,  the  Cntfiiiuhm. 
On  the  other  fide  the  pitiful  device  of  No  Tax  on  Maid  Servants,  and  a  wretched 
allufion  to  what  was  never  faid  refpeding  Cheljca  Hojpltaly  and  their  true  motto^ 
CoalitM. 

It  is  remarkable  that  two  celebrated  Duchefles  are  no  lefs  opponents  in  politics  than 
rivals  in  beauty.  Their  relative  condition  feems  to  be  much  the  fame  in  both  ;  the  one 
is  gradually  declining,  while  the  other  is  rifmg  to  her  meridian. 

We  aie  much  pleafed  to  find,  that  no-body  fends  to  our  paper  paragraphs  to  counteraft 
matters  of  faft.  It  is  alfo  a  happy  circumftance  that  no-body  takes  an  aflive  part  in 
fupporting  a  fadlion  againft  the  united  efforts  of  the  King,  the  Lords,  and  the 
people. 

Humphrey  Cotes,  Efq.  fet  up,  a  good  many  years  ago,  as  a  Candidate  for  theRepre- 
fentation  of  Weftminfter  on  a  very  flight  intereft.  At  the  clofe  of  the  Poll,  while  the 
other  Candidates  were  fupported  by  thoufands,  for  Humphrey  Cotes  there  appeared 
only  ^ghty ;  on  which  Mr.  Cotes  (aid,  "  I  am  furprifed  that  1  had  fo  many,  I  did  not 
think  tbcrtth-wl  been  that  number  of  honeft  men  in  Weftminfter.** 
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St.  James's  parifh  have  promifed  at  leaft  fifteen  hundred  phimpers  to  Mr.  Fox.  St. 
Clement's,  St.  iVJartin's,  St.  Anne's,  and  St.  Paul's,  arc  laid  to  i)t'  at  leafl  five  to  one  ngainll 
him  ;  the  others  are  divided  with  tolerable  equality. 

A  Gentleman  palling  through  Covent  Ciarden  yefterday,  obf.rved,  that  he  had  long 
prognoiVicated  what  Mr.  I's  violtnt  and  fadlious  difpoiition  would  bring  him  to  in 
the  end,  yet  he  had  not  expedled,  three  months  ago,  to  lee  him  lb  loon  upon  a 
fcaffold. 

It  is  expefted  that  the  prefent  Election  for  Weftminfter  will  afford  the  warmeft  conteft, 
fincc  the  time  of  Sir  George  Vandeput  and  Lord  I'rentham.  WeilminlU'r  is  laid  to 
contain  not  lei's  than  forty  thoul'and  tleiStors,  one  half  of  whom  are  expedted  to  poll  on 
the  prefent  occaiion. 

We  are  informed  that  a  huge  foreigner  goes  about  to  the  P.  of  Wales's  tradefmen» 
\srith  pretended  orders  for  them  to  vote  for  a  certain  candidate,  on  pam  of  loling  Ui^ 
R.  U.'s  cuflom.  If  he  has  no  fuch  orders,  it  ihould  be  dilavowed;  if  he  has  then), 
his  employers  fhould  be  told  ferioully,  that  a  menace  is  as  unconilitutional  as  a  bribe, 
and  a  violent  infraction  of  the  rights  of  the  ElecStors^  and  of  all  the  people ;  and  i&  a 
mean,  cowardly  adtion. 

Nothing  but  a  Poll  can  ever  afcertain  the  inclinations  of  the  people  of  Weftminfter, 
as  the  place  of  meeting  is  open  to  all  diftindtions  of  fociety ;  and  accordingly  Covent 
Garden  was  on  Thuriday  filled  with  chimney-fweepers,  draymen,  chairmen,  pick- 
pockets, whores,  bullies,  blackguards,  barrow-women,  6cc.  &c.  without  number.  Such, 
we  aver,  compofed  the  majority  of  the  Thurfday's  meeting. 

The  motives  which  adluate  voters  in  difpofmg  of  their  votes,  are  rather  curious.  One 
gives  his  vote  to  a  member,  becaufe  he  has  known  him  many  years :  Another,  be- 
caufe  he  knows  nothing  at  all  about  him,  and  therefore  fuppoles  he  may  be  honeft : 
Another,  becaufe  he  experts  a  favour  from  him:  And  another,  becaufe  a  friend  of  his  was 
once  obliged  to  him.  Thus,  not  once  in  one  hundred  times  do  we  find  a  voter  quali- 
fied by  knowledge,  or  by  integrity,  to  giyeJiis..votfr  ta^be  man  who  deferves  it. 

The  Bub  and  Orub  Committees  have  already  been  very  fuccefsful.  Hardly  a  rotten 
Jheepy  or  a  bottle  of  bad  wine,  to  be  got  in  London,  or  its  environs. 

On  Saturday  a  friend  of  Mr.  Fox's,  who  had  conftantly  obeyed  the  fignal  to  huzza^ 
given  with  a  t  ox's  tail  from  the  Huftings,  was  detedted  with  his  left  hand  in  a  gentle- 
man's pocket,  while  he  was  waving  his  hat  with  the  right.  He  was  immediately  con- 
signed to  the  proper  officers  to  undergo  the  ufual  difcipline,  from  which  neither  his 
numerous  friends,  nor  the  blue  cockcade  with  his  hero's  name  upon  it,  could  protedt 
him.  Several  feals  were  found  about  this  rogue,  and  it  is  imagined^  from  the  money 
in  his  pocket,  that  he  had  been  bribed. 

Among  the  many  artifices  ufed  by  Mr.  Fox's  friends  to  obtain  votes,  has  been  that 
of  promilmg  different  tradefmen  to  procure  them  his  R.  H.'s  cuftom.  Some  have  been 
feduced  by  tnefe  means;  but  they  will  find  themfelves  the  dupes  of  their  own  credulity. 

We  hear  that  Jofeph  SurfiKe,  Efq.  who  has  long  officiated  is  Jack  Pudding  to  Carh 
Kbariy  has  lately  fworn  horribly,  that  if  he  loft  his  Election,  he  would  refign  that  poft, 
and  leave  his  friend  Charles  to  eat  fire,  fpin  ribbands,  and  play  on  his  own  fait  box. 

Mr.  F — \  great  attention  to  the  property  of  the  Eaft  India  Company  proves  that 
he  has  no  indifferent  qualification  for  the  place  of  an  overjeer. 

The  punifliment  for  bribery  is  fine  and  imprifonment,  though  frequently  the  pUhry 
is  fubftituted  in  lieu  of  one  or  both  of  them.  Should  a  certain  orator  be  convicted  in 
Gonfequence  of  the  bill  of  iadidment  found  againft  him,  he  may  poffibly  have  an  op- 
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pominity^  of  haranguing  the  mob  at  Bridgewater,  and  having  his  brows  crowned  with 
a  w§oden  laurel. 

After  having  been  once  mad,  when  the  people  again  return  to  their  fenfes,  it  is 
feldom  they  relapfe  into  their  former  folly.  The  leaders  of  the  Coalition  may  flatter 
themfelves  with  the  hopes  of  a  return  of  their  popularity ;  but  it  is  not  to  be  expelled 
that  the  public  will  be  a  fccond  time  duped  by  thefe  pretenders  to  patriotifm  and 
virtue. 

Mr.  Fox  is  certain  of  at  lead  five  votes  in  the  parifh  of  St.  Jameses.  However  his 
Majejly  may  be  affeflcd  towards  him,  his  interefl  is  flrong  in  King^s  Place.  The  Ladies 
from  that  feminary  appeared  at  the  Opera-houfe  on  Saturday,  decorated  with  Fox's 
tails,  and  feemed  determined  to  fupport,  with  all  their  influence,  whether  open  or  fecrety 
their  favourite  Candidate.  Hence  an  argument  for  the  truth  of  an  old  adage,  which 
the  reader'^s  recolledlion  will  render  it  needlefs  to  repeat. 

Not  long  fince  a  Gentleman,  who  was  thougbt  to  be  a  well-wi/her  to  the  prefent 
Miniflry,  happened,  in  a  mixed  company,  to  aflert,  that  of  all  men  in  this  country, 
Mr.  Fox  was  the  moft  proper  for  a  Prime  Minifler.  How,  faid  one  prefent,  is  that 
jour  opinion  }  Yes,  faid  the  other,  it  is  allowed  on  all  fides,  that  thefe  are  defperate 
times,  and  by  H — ns,  he  is  the  moft  determined  v I  ever  knew. 

Lord  North  loft  his  election  at  Banbury,  by  a  fingle  vote,  which  was  given  by  the 
Mayor  ;^ainft  his  Lordihip.  When  this  defeat  was  firft  reported  yefterda^r  to  Mr.  Fox, 
on  the  Huftings,  he  oflferexi  al)et  oi  five  to  one,  it  was  not  true;  but  a  friend,  more  in 
the  fecret  than  Mr.  Fox,  advifed  him  to  make  no  bet  on  the  fubjefk,  as  it  was  an  un- 
doubted fa£^. 

Nothing  has  more  maimed  a  certain  mifcreant  on  his  canvafs,  than  the  lilly  zeal  of 
fome  of  his  adherents — ignorant  as  unprincipled,  they  miftook  time  and  place,  and  treated 
the  independent  and  fubftantial  tradelmen  of  Covent  Garden  farijhy  like  the  groveling 
vafTals  of  Taeviftock  I 

Chelfea  HoJpitaL"  -Sir  Cecil  Wray  wifhes  to  provide  for  the  old  foldier — Charles  Fox 
wiflies  to  provide  for  a  number  of  foreign  footmen  and  other  drones  in  Chelfea  Hofpital. 
Thus  Mr.  Fox*s  friend,  Rigby*s  man,  one  Petonet,  a  Frenchman,  has  a  fuite  of  rooms^ 
that  ought  to  hold  a  dozen  old  foldiers,  at  lool.  a  vear  falary  and  other  peraui£tesy 
which  according  to  Sir  CeciPs  plan  would  feed  and  clothe  fix  or  eight  of  our  decrepit 
warriors — Mr.  Fox's  friend,  Rigby,  has  alfo  a  brother-in-law,  who  poflefles  the  deputy 
government,  a  ufelefs  fmecure,  with  emoluments  and  apartments,  that,  if  SirCeciFs  plan 
(as  everv  good  man  muft  wifh)  was  carried  into  execution,  it  would  provide  for  half  a  ro* 
«ment !!!!!!!!!  &c.  &c.  &c.  Bakers  who  never  bake,  walherwomcn  who  never  w«fli» 
Ijook  at  the  red  hook. 

Nothing  can  equal  the  joy  of  the  wife  and  good  at  Cambridge  on  the  fuccefs  of  Mr. 
Pitt  and  Lord  Eufton.  It  is  fomething  more  than  a  perfonal  aJEur — it  is  the  triumph  of 
parts  and  virtue,  over  their  deplorable  oppoCtes. 

The  conteft  for  the  city  and  liberty  of  Wefhninfter  is  likely  to  prove  fo  warm,  tha^ 
in  all  probability,  the  £le£lion  will  be  fpnn  out  to  the  laft  poffible  hour  for  retuminc; 
the  members;  and  after  that,  fhould  Mr.  Fox  be  one  of  the  two>  it  is  fh-ongly  reported 
that  a  fcrutiny  is  refolved  on.  It  is  certain,  that  the  majority  of  thofe  who  have  hi- 
therto polled  for  that  Gentleman,  had  a  moft  fufpicious  appearance.  Their  drapery^dni 
other  circumftances  about,  renders  the  validity  of  their  votes  extremely  quefUonable. 

The  mode  that  prevaUs  fo  much  at  prefent,  of  afperfin^  the  chaiaSers,  or  otberwife 
mifreprefenting  the  condudl  of  competitors  in  £le£kions,  is  no  lefs  unmanly,  than  wicked 

•  P«)^  Mr.  Editor  of  the  Morning  Poft  was  6blige4fo<»  after  CO  racnia  Che  nhon  aflcrtMi^  vrbifh  a^9$nd. 
in  bis  paper.    He  owned  it  a  LIE,  and  hcjsgfid  pardon  of  the  public  for  teliiog  ic 
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,inil  (liilionouraM.?.  The  hite  nttacks  on  Sir  Cecil  Wray  and  Mr.  Atkiiifon  can  only  ex- 
cite the  indit^JiJtion  of  in.i\  of  liberal  fentiments,  inllcud  of  anfwering  the  maiignant 
views  of  thc:r  auihors,  or  lerving  the  odious  and  diflioneft  purpofes  for  wliich  they  were 
made.  Calumny  mull  ever  give  a  bad  title  to  recommendation.  It  is  therefore,  in 
good  policy,  as  well  as  in  common  jultice,  the  laft  expedient  that  a  man  of  fcnle  or  h.o- 
nour  ought  to  have  rucoui.'e  to  for  procuring  favour  :  and  none  ought  to  trufl  thoie  whj 
think  a  criminarion'of  others  iiCceiTary  to  give  an  advantage  to  themfelves.  It  is  a  furc 
fign  that  ihey  c;umot  Hand  on  the  bottom  of  their  own  merits.  The  fplrit  that  fliewed 
itfelf  in  Covent  (ianlen  on  Saturday  proves  the  impotence  of  detraction  in  the  one  cafe; 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  (iuildhall  will  exhibit  a  like  laudable  example  in  the  other. 

It  muft  be  a  matter  of  indiilerence  to  Mr.  Fox  whether  he  is  fuccefsful  or  not  in  his 
Elecflion  for  Weihiiinfter  :  for  lliould  the  indidtmtnt  againft  kirn  at  Taunton  Afii7.es  be 
eftabliflied  upon  trial,  the  immediate  confecjuence  mull:  be  an  e^puljion  from  Parlia- 
nieAt. 

It  is  not  true  that  the  late  watchmen  of  the  people  were  difmifled  and  fent  home  to 
their  pari  flies  iox  Jlccp'ing  on  their  ftands  :  the  fadt  is,  that  more  than  half  of  them  were 
<lete£ied  in  the  attempt  of  plundering  that  very  property,  which  it  was  their  duty  to 
guard  and  defend. 

The  tradefmcn  at  the  wefl  end  of  the  town  fliew  altered  countenances  on  the  events 
of  the  EleiStions,  as  they  have  hitherto  turned  out.  fVritSy  very  different  from  thofe 
of  Election,  are  already  preparing.     In  a  word.  Capias  !  I  / 

*^  Let  'em  look  to  their  bond"  is  now  the  exulting  language  of  the  fhopkeepcr  and 
money  lender,  on  the  near  profpedt  of  being  able  to  arreji  fome  of  the  honour ahk 
Jharpersy  who,  under  prophaned  proteftions,  have  fo  long  preyed  upon  the  metropolis. 

It  the  nation  for  their  lins  fhould  ever  be  again  vifited  with  an  Admijiiflration  formed 
out  of  the  club  at  Brookes's,  and  that  incapable  villainy  which  blundered  throrgh  the 
American  war,  Mr.  Weltje,  and  two  or  three  of  the  head  waiters,  arc  certainlyto  be 
brought  into  Parliament ;  and,  perhaps,  made  Bank  or  India  Diredlors. 

Mr.  Fox's  property  is  really  fpoken  of  as  next— to  the  Duke  of  Bedford's  ! !  ! 

Beautiful  ladies,  in  all  future  Eledlions,  it  is  thought,  will  be  provided  by  all  Candi- 
dates to  affifl  them  in  feducing  the  Eledlors.  Girls  will  be  brought  from  Armenia,  and 
the  Grecian  Illands ;  Covent  Garden,  with  its  environs  too,  will  fupply  females  for 
cleftioneering.  In  flioit,  fmce  it  has  become  fafhionable  to  feizc  the  voters  by  this 
handle^  there  is  no  faying  what  may  not  be  done. 

Can  there  be  a  greater  proof  of  the  freedom  of  EleSion  being  attempted  to  be  dejlroycd 
hy  oppoJztloHy  than  the  threats  which  are  daily  making  hy  young  hopeful^  the  lately  proline 
Duchefs,  &c.  denouncing  bankruptcy  on  all  thofe  honefl  tradefmen  who  dure  vote  ac- 
cording to  tYitw  judgment. 

Mr.  Fox,  one  day  lafl  week,  on  attempting  to  fpeak  to  his  little  audience  at  Covent 
Garden,  found  them  rather  vociferous  and  turbulent ;  on  which  he  obferved,  that  he  did 
not  think  "  he  fhould  ever  be  able  to  make  them  hear  him  again."  Why,  I  fear  not, 
faid  a  gentleman  that  flood  by  ;  if  you  want  your  fpaeches  to  be  heard,  you  muft  make 
them  of  a  very  different  kind  from  what  you  have  hitherto  done ;  and  you  mull  now 
and  then  endeavour  to  fubflitute  a^ivns  for  words.  My  Lord  Flood,  added  the  Gentle- 
man, is,  you  fee,  very  well  attended  to ;  but  then,  you  mufl  obferve,  he  has  been  on 
avSlual  duty,  and  his  works  fpeak  for  him*. 

*  Neltiier  Lord  Hood  or  Sir  Cecil  Wray  ever  addrcHed  the  Eledlors  on  the  out  or  infiJi  of  the  Huflings  during; 
tke  whole  Elediun.  The  ceremony  they  performed  each  day  after  the  Poll  finiftied  ^MiS  to  come  in  front  ot  il.c 
llage,  and  join  hands  in  dumb  Ihew — bowing  to  the  populace,  and  exhibiting  the  pantoonime  pajitcd  on  mrmy 
Hffi  pollts,  knowa  by  the  namo  of  ^  71ft  S^lutatUu"    Mr.  FOX  fpokc  every  day  for  fume  ume  to^etlier. 
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The  publication  of  the  poll,  confronted  with  the  names  of  thofe  who  figned  the  Ad- 
drefs,  will  be  a  ftrong  te/i  of  the  confiAency  and  independence  of  the  Weftminfter 
Electors. 

Mr.  Fox,  at  the  clofe  of  the  poll  yefterday,  attempted  to  harangue  his  oU  friends  the 
moh,  but  the  noil'e  of  hijjing  was  fo  great,  it  was  impoffible  for  him  to  be  heard ;  his 
carriage  flood  near  the  Huftin^s,  with  the  harnefs  loofened  and  unbuckled,  and  furrounded 
with  a  chojin  band,  in  readinels  for  the  bufinefs  which  was  to  follow.  On  his  returning 
to  the  carriage,  the  horfes  were  injiantly  taken  out,  and  his  hireling  few  drew  him  to  his 
houfe  in  St.  James's-flreet,  not  amidft  the  acclamations  of  the  populace,  as  was  expefted 
by  his  friends  who  planned  the  fcheme,  for  the  manoeuvre  was  too  paltry  and  too  clearly 
feen  through,  to  excite  any  thing  more  than  a  contemptuous  laugh  at  the  abfurd  attempt 
to  recover  the  poptilarity  of  a  man^  who  feems  to  have  loft  every  fhadow  of  right  to* 
public  favour. 

When  the  Duchefs  of  D  re  was  canvaffing  for  Mr.  Fox's  party  at  St.  Alban's^ 

as  (he  ftepped  ojat  of  her  carriage  tago  into  the  houfe  of  a  butcher,  by  fome  accident  her 
flioe  was  torn,  infomuch  that  it  was  with  difficulty  fhe  couM  koep  it  on  her  foot.  Ih 
this  embarraffment,  the  beautifyil  politician  acquitted  herfelf  with  great  vivacity  and  good 
humour ;  Ihe  kicked  the  flioe  from  her,  and  faid,  "  I  gladly  ferve  my  friends,  even 
bare-footed*"  When  Julius  Caefar  landed  in  Africa,  as  he  jumpal  out  of  the  veflel  he 
Humbled,  and  fell  to  the  ground.  The  fuperftitious  foldiery  would  have  be«i  difcom*- 
fited  at  fo  ominous  an  incident,  had  not  Caefar  with  great  quietnefs  turned  it  into  a  far- 
vourable  prognoftic.  He  grafped  the  earth,  and  exclaimed  I'eneo,  te  Africa.  **  I  hold 
*^  thee  Africa."  As  if  he  would  conquer  in  fpite  of  fortune.  What  an  excellent  couple 
Julius  Caefar  and  the  Duchefs  of  D— —  e  would  ha^y^  formed?     * 

Monday  at  three  o'clock,  as  one  of  the  clerks  appointed  to-  take  the  Poll  for  L.ord> 
Hood  and  Sir  Cecil  Wray  was  retiring  from  the  Huftings,  he  was  faulted  in  a  moft 
outrageous  manner  by  a  chairman,  who  ftruck  him  feveral  times  on  the  fhoulders  with 
a  bludgeon.  The  clerk  endeavoured  to  make  his.  efcape  to  Wood's  Hotel,  but  the 
chairman  purfuing  him,  made  a  flroke  at  his  head,  and  hs  fell  down.  The  mob  per- 
ceiving the  tranfaftion,  protefted  the  clerk  from  further  violence,  and  they  endeavoured, 
to  fecure  the  chairman,  who  had  alfo  ftruck  a  failor  on  the  eye  with  his  bludgeon,  and 
it  is  fuppofed  that  the  poor  fellow  will  lofe  his  fight. 

The  chairman  being  thus  taken,  was  carried  to  Covent  Garden  Round-houfe,  and 
the  clerk's  head  was  examined  by  a  furgeon,  who  adVifed  bleeding,  the  application  of  a 
poultice,  and  he  pronounced  the  wound  to  be  of  a  nature  which  rendered  it  impoffible 
to  anfwer  for  the  confequence. 

In  the  evening-  the  chairman  was  removed  from  the  Round-houfe  to.  Bow-ftreetv 
where  Sir  Sampfon  Wright  attended  as  the  afting  magiftrate^  The  perfon  of  the 
chairman  was  identified  by  feveral  witnefles ;,  the  £a6l  of  his  giving  the  blow,  was 
proved  on  oath,  and  every  cixcumftance  was  inveftigated  with  the  greateft  impartiality. 
The  chairman  of  courfe  denied  the  charge,  and  a  perfon  attended  in  quality  of  Solicitor 
to  offer  bail  for  his  appearance*  The  confequences  which  might  refult  from  the  conr 
tufibn  being  not,  however,  yet  afcertainable,  the  tender  of  bail  was  refufed,  and 
Mr.  Patrick  Joyce  (for  that  is  the  chairman's  name)  was  committed  to  prifon. 

It  is  curious  to  obferve  how  the  Candidates  of  every  defcription,  at  the  prefent  mo- 
ment, aflbmeto  themfelves  the  title  of  Fricndi  of  the  People.,  The.  venal  and  the^  anv 
bitious,  the  tyrant  landlord,  the  profligate  gamefter,  the  encroacher  upon  legal  rights 
and  conftitutional  privileges,  all  boldly  pronounce  upon  the  integrity  of  their  paft 
conduft,  and  talk  of  virtues  which  they  never  knew.  Amongft  the  foremoft  of  thefe 
bold  Hypocrites,  are  the  very  perfons  who,  in  the  conteft  for  power,  trampled  upon 
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flic  great  charter,  infulted  their  conftituents,  and  would  have  facrificed  the  three 
branches  of  the  legillature  Xovl  fourth  unnatural,  hateful,  monftrous  ft^wrr  of  their  own 
creating.  But  let  thefe  truths  be  iinpreffed  upon  the  mind  of  every  Lledlor  throughout 
the  kingdom  :

Mr.  Fox,  in  his  canvas  for  the  city  of  Weftminfter,  met  with  many  rude  and  mor- 
tifying refuiiils,  but  his  great  affability  and  facetious  difpofition  gained  him  over  fome 
friends,  who  declared  they  could  not  refufehim  a  vote,  (though  they  difliked  his  politi- 
cal principles);  but  his  great  fupport  is  from  the  Bedford  and  Devonlhire  interefts,  who 
ftrain  every  nerve  to  ferve  him. 

Yefterday  the  beautiful  coalition  Duchefs  again  exerted  herfelf  in  the  caufe  of  her 
friend.  Her  Grace  was  dreffed  in  a  black  riding  habit ^  probably  lamenting  the  hopelefs 
condition  of  the  party.  The  weather  being  rather  cold,  her  Grace  had  Paddy  L— — , 
the  blanket  merchant,  in  her  carriage.  It  was  remarked,  that  affairs  mult  be  in  a 
ciefperate  way  indeed,  when  the  ladies  were  obliged  to  have  recourfe  to  brandy. 

It  is  faid,  that  fpeedily  will  be  publifhed,  a  new  Lift  of  the  Covent  Garden  Ladles. 

When  the  canvaffing  Duchefs  folicited  a  tradefman  in  York-fir ect  for  his  vote  and  in- 
tereft  in  favour  of  Mr.  Fox,  he  faid  he  could  not  have  refufed  her  requeft,  if  flie  had 
been  in  company  with  a  gentleman. 

It  had  been  reported,  that  PcrdltJs  carriage  was  dift rained  upon  for  a  debt  of  feveral 
hundred  pounds ;  but  xh&falr  one  gave  the  lie  to  the  report,  by  appearing  yefterday  in 
the  Covent  Garden  cavalcade. 

Notwithftanding  the  affiduity  of  our  modern  Venus,  in  her  canvafs  of  yefterday,  to 
her  great  difappointment,  flie  could  not  fecure  a  fingle  plumper. 

The  D— fs  of  Dev re  fays,  at  all  events,  if  her  friend  Charley  fliould  be  difckirged 

at  Weftminfter,  the  only  borough  In  her  gift  is  at  his  fiarvice. 

If  men  find  themfelves  abaflied  on  being  under  the  neceffity  of  applying  for  votes 
.among  ftrangers,  and  people  of  rude  aud  unpoliflied  manners,  what  are  we  to  expedl 
from  women?  What  are  we  to  think  ot  their  female  yg/ir«r/}  and  delicacy^  who  bounce 
from  Ihop  to  ftiop,  infifting  on  men  giving  their  voice  according  to  their  defire  r  In 
truth,  thefe  ladies  may  mean  well;  and  it  fhews  them  to  be  friendly  at  bottom^  but  it 
alfo  (hews,  that  they  nave  parted  with  That  feminine  modcfty,  and  unaffuming  delicacy 
which  form  the  charadteriftic  of  an  amiable  woman.

A  certain  beautiful  lady  of  quality,  who  has  for  fome  days  paft  canvafled  on  foot 
&r  her  favourite  Candidate,  njet  lately  with  fuch  a  reception  as  Ihc  might  reaibnably 
expedk ;  one  man  offered  lOO  vot€8/(?r  one  of  her  favours* 
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A  tradefman  of  the  Prince  of  W.  being  afked  by  his  friends,  whether  he  Iiad  voted 
for  Mr.  Fox,  replied,  **  Yes,  d  — n  him :  but  1  have  procured  nine  of  my  own  depen- 
•*  dants  to  vote  againft  him."  This  anecdote,  which  proves  how  difficult  it  is  to  refifl: 
the  popular  current  in  a  free  country,  may  be  depended  on  as  a  faft,  although,  from  a 
regard  to  the  intereft  of  the  fpiritea  tradefman,  we  avoid  giving  any  hints  of  his  name^ 
profeffion,  or  place  of  abode.

This  being  the  12th  of  April,  the  anniverfary  of  that  glorious  day,  when  the  empire 
of  Great  Britain  was  faved,  perhaps  from  annihilation,  by  the  viftory  over  Admiral  J?r 
Graff}  in  the  Weft  Indies ;  a  vidlory  which  was  acknowledged  to  have  been  obtained 
principally  by  the  intrepidity  and  exertions  of  Lord  Hood  ;  it  is  hoped  that  the  people 
of  this  capital  will  not  forget  an  occurrence  fo  glorious  and  fo  beneficial  to  Britain,  but 
will  attend  in  Covent  Garden  to  congratulate  the  brave  veteran  on  the  recolle<ftion  of  a 
triumph  fo  flattering  to  the  pride  of  every  one,  who  deferves  the  honour  of  being  called 
an  Englishman. 

Let  this  anniverfarv  be  contrafted  with  that  of  the  27th  of  July ;  and  then  let  a  juft 
omparifon  be  drawn  beetween  the  Coalition  Admirals,  and  thofe  who  fupport  the  pre- 
^nt  Adminiftration. 

The  ftory  of  Lord  North's  difcomfiture  at  Banburv  was  an  eleAion  manoeuvre  of 
good  efli'dl  at  Covejit  Garden,  and  well  managed  by  Mr.  Jackfon,  agent  to  the  Duke 
of  Newcaftle.  Printed  bills  were  pafted  on  the  walls,  pofts,  &c.  and  parties  brought  to 
huz7.a  the  event.  A  note  was  handed  up  to  the  Chancellor,  as  he  was  hearing  a  caufe.

It  is 
not  to  be  imagined,  howevej,  that  Mr.  Fox  will  be  in  the  fituation  of  many  among  his 
friends.  His  great  abilities  entitle  him  to  a  feat  in  Parliament,  and  his  ufefulnefs  to  the 
i^irtY  will  cnfure  him  a  feat  for  one  of  the  Coalition  boroughs. 
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Whatever  meafures  the  Minifter  may  attempt  to  carry,  he  will  meet  with  a  formU 
dable  and  conjiant  opponent  in  Mr.  F.  unlefs  it  be  during  the  interval  the  latter  will  be 
on  his  trial,  or  anfwering  for  the  confequences  of  it  in  Somerfetfhire. 

A  certain  Orator  has  lately  won  15,0001.  at  Faro,  and  is  faid  to  have  near  twice  that 
fum  at  his  banker's.  If  fo,  it  is  not  extraordinary  that  he  fhould  be  fo  expenfive  to  hi« 
friends. 

Mr.  Fox  has  met  with  great  fupport,  during  his  canvafs,  from  the  o£5cers  of  the 
Pipe  Office.  This  ufelefs  office  was  founded  by  Oliver  Cromwell^  and  is  now  under 
the  dirediion  of  the  Duke  of  Portland's  eldeji  fon.

The  Ducliefs  her  daughter  with  miUneJs  and  fenCble 
moderation ;  while  the  lovely  captlvator  has  eiifnared  with  a  glance,  and  carried  her  point 
l)y  the  majeftic  fweetnefs  ot  her  graces. 

As  Reynard  was  lately  canvaiTing  hi  Hedge-lane,  and  foliciting  a  no£himal  nymph 
there  for  her  hufband's  vote,  the  £iir  one  threw  the  tx)ntents  of  a  hoklng^glafs  in  his  fece, 
accompanied  with  a  polite  oath  of  denial,  and  a  laugh,  telling  him  not  to  be  angry  at  her 
favour,  as  it  was  only  fome  of  the  true  Devotijhirc  brown  ! 

The  niodeft  women  Ivave  now  almoft  entirely  defer  ted  the  Fox  Corner,  Covent  Gar- 
den ;  fo  that  the  -^^  Man  of  tlie  People"  is  at  prefent  fupported  by  the  fVomen  of  the 
People  only.

the  pillory,  by  poflefling  both  qualifications.

As  to  any  caution  about  their  pockets  being  picked,  they  now  undcrjland 
charaBen  too  well  to  make  any  caution  of  that  kind  neceflary  ! 

It  is  aflerted  on  good  authority,  that  Mr.  Fox  offered  on  Monday  to  let  the  poll  for 
Weftminfter  be  finally  clofed,  on  condition  that  the  oppofite  party  would  agree  to  pay 
one  half  of  his  expences ;  but  they  peremptorily  refufed  to  accede  to  luch  terms, 
it  is  to  be  wifhed  they  may  not  have  reafon  to  repent  their  refufal,  as  the  fillip  in  his 
favour,  both  oh  Tuelday  arid  yefterday,  may  give  a  new  turn  to  the  fcales. 

The  Committee  and  the  large  body  of  perfonal  friends  of  Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil 
Wray,  all  of  whom  are  known  not  yet  to  have  polled,  (hould  now  poll  without  delay ; 
not  only  to  fcout  the  ridiculous  mifcnief  of  a  fcrutiny,  but  to  terminate  a  poll,  which 
however  reputable  in  its  proerefs  to  the  Candidates  they  fupport,  is  extremely  inim-ious 
to  the  trade  and  morals  of  the  metropolis !

A  greater  number  of  perfons  have  ahead v  polled  for  JVcJlminJier  than  was  ever  known 
at  any  former  conteft.  Is  that  city  increafed,  or  are  the  bidders  multiplied?  Is  perjury 
lefs  dreaded,  or  are  the  temptations  Irrefiftable  hyflejh  and  blood  F 

The  falfity  of  Mr.  Fox's  Committee  in  their  aflertion,  that  there  were  200  bad  votes 
on  Lord  Hood's  Poll,  is  too  obvious  to  imjwfe  on  any  but  an  idiot.  If  there  were  20 
bad  votes  known  to  be  fuch,  can  it  be  doubted  but  (or  the  purpofes  of  an  £le£hion  they 
would  have  been  named — time  when,  and  place  where  ?  &c.  &c.

No  lefs  than  on^  hundred  unwajhed^  unjhaven^  andjhirtlejs  rogues^  (alias  journeymen 
Spitalficlds  weavers)  tendered  their  votes  for  Mr.  Fox  on  Friday  and  Saturday  laft,  but, 
owing  to  the  -excellent  precaution  of  having  the  parifti  books  at  the  Huftings,  they 
were  rejedked.  This  accounts  for  the  majority  which  Mr.  Fox  acquired  on  two  days 
pcdl.  The  plan  being  now  defeated,  we  may  expe£t  the  Weftminfter  LletSlion  will  be 
declined  in  a  few  days. 

The  only  reafon  that  can  be  afligned  why  the  women  of  the  town  are  fo  much  on  the 
fide  of  popular  members,  is,  that  they  are  in  the  habit  of  obeying  the  wills  of  their 
cooflituents.  ^ 

The  late  Man  of  the  People  has  coft  fome  of  the  younglings  of  the  party  ioo,oool. 
at  leaft  in  counter  fecurities,  befides  the  Coalition. 
•  A  great  deal  of  nonfenfe  has  been  induftrioufly  circulated,'  concerning  Sir  Cecil 
Wray  s  propofal  relative  to  Cbelfea  Hofpital,  as  if  he  had  made  a  propofal  at  cn^  un- 
juft  and  inhuman.  Sir  Cecil  only  propofed,  for  the  public  good,  a  commutation  of 
cofily  lodgings,  and  ftated  invariable  fare,  for  an  annual  penfion  to  be  enjoyed  by  the 
old  foldier,  how  and  with  whom  he  pleafed ;  an  option  which  would  undoubtedly  be 
agreeable  to  almoft  all  the  inhabitants  of  Chelfea  Hofpital.  Sir  CeciPs  humanity  in 
this  inftance  i$  perhaps  not  lefs  confpicuous  than  in  his  generous  motion  in  the  Houfe 
of  Commons,  refpedling  the  defefh  of  prifons^  and  the  luffericgs  of  prifoners.

There  were  no  lefs  than  Jtx  Duchelles  of  D — n — e  on  the  town  yefterday,  canvaf- 
fing  for  Mr.  Fox.  Her  Gracc^  four  of  her  Grace's  wbmcn^  and  Nicky  Noodlis  wife,  the 
medy  Squire  of  Northamptonfliire  (who,  thougli  he  has  got  glafs  eyes—fcurvy  politician  f. 
cannot  fee  the  end  of  his  wife's  canvafs)  all  equipped  and  titled  as  her  Grace.  A  tallow- 
chandler,  who  had  been  careffed  by  thefe  mock  Ducheflcs,  humoroufly  burft  from  his 
ihop,  and  exclaimed  with  King  Richard — 

*'  Sure  there  be  Jtx  Ducheffes  in  the  ftreets, 
"  Five  have  I  ki£ed  to-day,  inftead  of  her  l** 

A  correfpondent  obferves,  that  Mr.  Fox  muft  unavoidably  get  the  Eleftion,  as  there- 
are  many  hundreds  of  the  inhabitants  of  Spitalfields  in  that  Gentleman's  intereft,  who 
have  not  yet  polled. 

A  certain  Dtike  is  quite  charmed  with  the  public  and  political  condu£l  of  his  amia- 
ble Duchefs,  and  regularly  calls  for  the  Morning  Poft  at  breakfaft,  to  read  the  hiftory 
of  her  Grace's  canvafs.

Limfelf  at  the  Huftings,  the  agreement  to  be  void,' or  elfe  to  remain  in  full  force  and^ 
virtue. 

Brookes's  and  Weltjie's  now  exhibit  a  moft  ufeful,  though  agreeable  fcene,  of  the- 
weeping,  wailing,  and  ghaftilng  of  teeth,  of  thofe  political  devils,  who  were  expelled 
lately  out  of  Paradife  !  each  accurfmg  the  impetuous  temper  of  the  other  !  all  lament* 
ing  !  few  confoling  !  and  none  amending  ! 

It  is  highly  gratifying  to  find  what  good  fenfeand  decent  firmnefs  has  appeared  among  the 
Weftminfter  EledVoVs  on  the  late  extraordinary  exertions  of  undue  influence  by  our  female 
canvafters.  Several  fhopkeepers  plainly  told  them,  that  they  fufferedno  creature  breath- 
ing to  controul  their  opinions  and  affeftions;  and  one  very  fenfible  tradefman  in  Bond^ 
ftreet,  very  flirewdly  fuggefted  to  the  Duchefs,  his  admiration  of  all  the  mild  and  un« 
aftuming  perfeftions  of  the  Queen  ;  and  above  all,  in  reference  to  politics,  the  unmed- 
ling  fpirit  that  had  never  ceafed  to  adorn  her  throne.

Such 
are  the  little  fubterfuges  of  party — fuch  the  mean  arts  of  the  partizans  of  the  late  man 
of  the  people,  and  fuch  their  groundlefs  infrnwations  and  vain  attempts  to  depreciate  a 
worthy  and  valuable  man. 

Horace's  fine  fentinient  of  Integer  Vita^  hiz*  may  be  applied  to  Sir  Cecil  Wray's  con- 
fcious  integrity,  and  his  unexampled  mercy  towards  the  charader  of  his  opponents. 
Though  they  are  naked  and  fore  all  over,  and  of  courfe  muft  have  crouched  before  any 
attack.  Sir  Cecil  has  not  offered  the  fmallcft  annoyance  w^hatever. 

Another  correfpondent,  not  fo  favourable  to  Sir  Cecil,  imputes  this  fJence  of  his 
to  other  motives,  and  cautions  the  Baronet  not  to  infult  Mr.  Fox  with  fuch  maiks  of 
Jcilling  contempt.

A  perfon  who  fells  oranges  within  a  mile  of  Mount-ftreet,  Grofvenor-fquare,  waS 
honoured  a  few  days  ago  with  a  vifit  from  the  lovely  Duchefs.  The  Duchefs  examined 
his  fruit ;  ihe  pronounced  them  fine  ;  they  were  truly  excellent ;  they  were  incompa- 
rable !  then  ordering  the  fervant  to  take  a  certain  quantity  into  the  carriage,  fhe  coolly 
placed  five  pieces  in  the  palm  of  the  orange  merchant's  hand,  fignificantly  obferving  at 
the  fame  time  fhe  did  it,  that  the  oranges  were  fine,  and  fhe  had  paid  for  them.  And 
now,  fays  her  Grace,  I  am  fure  you  will  oblige  me,  in  giving  Mr.  Fox  a  plumper. 
The  man  paufed — flared — examined  the  cafh-  and  then  putting  it  quietly  into  his  pocket, 
protefled  he  was  infinitely  forry  he  could  not  oblige  her  Grace,  as  he  had  polled  for 
Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil  'Wray  about  half  an  hour  btforc. 

Carlds  Kharts  troops  confiA  of  IriJ?}  White  Boys  and  Englijh  Black-guardsj  from  whofe 
adulation  his  friends  colleft  what  is  called  the  fen/e  of  the  people. 

If,  in  the  prefent  contefl,  her  Grace  of  Devonjh'ire  expofes  her  perfon^  fhe  mufl  give 
fleafure  to  every  man,  confequently  the  indecent  anlmadverfions  of  a  correfpondent  are 
below  notice. 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  Mr.  Fox  has  projiituted  his  parts  ;  as  the  women  of  the  town 
ZTfi  deeply  interefled  in  his  favour.

hifluence,  the  arillocracy  PecrefTcs,  if  not  Peers,— nay  the  unblufhing  influence  of , 

the himfelf! — When  this  is  all  taken  into  the  account,  Mr.  Fox  will  not,  as 

the  Duke  of  Devon  fo  well  foretold,  prove  any  thing  by  this  Eleftion  but  the  down- 
fall of  his  acceptance  with  the  people,  and  the  yet  more  violent  reprobation  of  his 
caufe. 

The  extreme  uncertainty  of  young  Lord  Holland's  life;  the  yet  greater  uncertainty 
of  the  event  of  the  Taunton  bufineis  ;  cither  of  which  would  make  neceflary  another 
Eleftion  for  W  eilminfter ;  the  excefiive  diminution  of  Charles  Fox's  Poll  by  the  detec- 
tion of  bad  vote5' ;  all  thefe  caufes  to  a  certainty  producing  a  new  Eledlion,  to  a  cer- 
tainty alfo  operate  againlt  ariy  but  compuljhe  voters  going  to  the  books  for  Mr.  Fox. 

The  Committee  hive  come  to  the  refolution  of  profecuting,  with  the  extremeft  ri- 
eour,  any  attempt  to  impofe  on  them  unqualified  votes;  and  in  the  firft  inftance,  the 
name  of  the  impoftor,  and  his  abode,  if  he  has  any,,  will  be  ported  about  the  town. 

The  Poll  at  Covent  Garden,  by  agreement  between  the  Candidates,  is  to  clofe  to- 
morrow, the- 21ft  of  April,  at  three  o'clock. 

The  cxpences  of  a  fcrutiny  for  Weftminfter  are  computed  at  about  9000I.  each, 
candidate.  Mr.  Fox  and  his  party  have  conceived  that  an  idea  of  the  expence  would, 
deter  Sir  Cecil  Wrav  from  profecuting  a  fcrutiny.  It  is  not  the  firft  time  that  a  great 
genius  has  been  miltaken. 

It  is  a  very  fingular  fa£l,  that  the  French  AmbaflTador,  at  the  commencement  of  the 
Weftminfter  Eledtion,  laid  particular  injundlions  on  his  diiFtrent  tradefmen  to  vote  for 
Mr.  Fox.

To-day  Mr.  Fox  and  his  Company  will  perform  ^*  I'he  Recruiting  Officer^  The  part 
of  Captain  Brazen  by  Mr.  Fox,  that  of  Serjeant  Kite  by  Sam  Houle,  and  the  other 
chara6l6rs  as  ufual. 

Her  Grace  of  Devonflifre  has  now  diredled  the  efforts  of  her  canvafs  to  the  purlieus 
of  Peter-ftrcet,  Petty  France,  and  Tothill-fields  Bridewell.  Sam  Houfe  and  her  Grace 
ioTXti  a  very  agreeable  tete-a-tetey  and  appear  to  canvafs  with  equal  fuccefs. 

Nothing  can  be  more  ridiculous,  nor  more  unlikely,  than  that  Lord  George  Gordon 
lias  given  his  intereft  in  Weftmihfter  to  Mr.  Fox;  it  furely  would  be  the  height  of  in- 
obnhftency  in  that  nobleman  to  fupport  one  who  has  already  polled  300  Catholics>  and 
whofe  warmeft  advocates  are  among  the  friends  to  popery..

Shame  and  con- 
fufion  were  fo  vifible  as  to  induce  her  two  gallants  to  order  her  carriage  to  drive  on, 
^'  fnatching  the  bluftiing  fair**  from  the  enraged  mobility. 

Such  are  the  attra<ftions  of  the  Queen  of  Golconda,  that  it  feems  we  overlooked  the 
eleftioneering-mad  Duchefs  on  Tuefday,  and  that  flie  fpared  near  an  hour  from  her 
more  important  avocations  in  order  to  be  prefent  at  part  of  the  above  Opera.  She  was 
fo  highly  pleafed  with  the  performance,  that  fhe  almoft  forgot  her  appointment  witk 
feveral  of  the  party  to  confult  ways  and  means. 

The  friends  of  Mr.  Fox  endeavour  to  reprefent  Mr.  Churchill's  going  out  of  town  as 
a  fymptom  of  defpair,  but  it  certainly  was  his  health  only  that  obliged  him  to  leave 
London  at  a  moment,  when  his  prefence  was  fo  eflential  to  thc^tereft  of  the  caufc  he 
has  efpoufed.

A  friend  who  Hood 
by  confefled,  that  it  was  indeed  odd;  but  added,  at  the  fame  time,  that  it  was  an  od- 
dity which  would  foon  ceafe  to  exill ;  for  he  was  perfuaded,  tbat  the  moment  he  got  into 
office^  he  W6uld  make  gloves  of  all  the  breeches  pockets  in  his  Majtjlys  dominions^ 

A  correfpondent  thinks,  that  Mr.  Fox,  fupported  as  he  now  is,  by  the  late  Afu*t  cf 
the  People,  Lord  George  Gordon^  and  his  very  old  and  faithful  friends,  Mr.  fV.  Adam 
and  Colonel  North,  cannot,  from  any  concurrence  of  circumftances,  fail  of  carrying 
his  Election.  So  great  is  Lord  George's  zeal  faid  to  have  been,  to  have  his  friends  from 
the  regions  of  Boreas,  to  give  their  pious  voices  for  the  great  fupporter  of  Church  and 
State  on  an  early  day,  that  he  would  not  wait  till  the  breeches  which  the  Duchefs  of 
D— — e  had  ordered  were  got  ready,  but  repaired  to  Monmouth-ftreet,  where  he 
left  not  a  ftitch  fufficient  to  keep  out  either  wind  or  rain. 

"  Liberty  Hair  was  formerly  one  of  Lord  Derby's  favourite  fongs,  which  he  general- 
ly humdrummed  at  the  Shakefpcare  meetings;  but  as  he  lately  wanted  to  pull  down 
tnat  venerable  fabric,  by  uniting  with  the  Man  of  the  People,  in  fupport  of  the  India 
Bill  of  infamous  memory,  he  has  wifely  changed  his  tune,  and  now  joins  Lord  Surry

Mr.  Fox  is  acknowledged  to  be  a  great  orator,  and  a  moft  acute  logician.  The  firft 
is  not  contefted ;  and  to  thofe,  who  might  be  inclined  to  difpute  the  lecond,  we  beg  to 
fubmit  the  following  fyllogifms  of  his  fabrication. 

1.  The  King's  Prerogative  is  that  power  which  he  has  independently  of  Parliament.

2.  The  King  can  govern  only  by  influence  or  prerogative.  He  muft  not  govern  by 
influence,  becaufe  it  is  corrupt ;  nor  by  prerogative,  becaufe  it  is  violent — therefore  he 
muft  not  govern  at  all. 

On  Monday  a  publican,  who  had  interefted  himfelf  greatly  in  the  caufe  of  Mr.  Fox, 
cut  his  throat  through  defpair  of  that  Gentleman's  fuccefs  in  his  Eleflion.  We  heard, 
though  in  fo  delicate  I  a  matter,  we  fliould  not  chufe  pofitively  to  affcrt  it,  unlefs  on 
better  authority,  that  the  mifguidcd  man  was  Mr.  Samuel  Houfe  of  Wardour-ftreet. 

Mr.   Fox  and  his  colleagues  took  care  whilft  in  office,  to  fecure  to  the  Minifter  that 
fhould  fucceed  him  fuch  a  weight  of  unfunded  debt  to  provide  for^  that  he  is  not  with- 
out 
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out  hopes  it  will  turn  the  fcale  of  popularity  in  his  favour.  This  probably  it  what  he 
calls,  fccuring  to  the  people  their  due  weight  in  the  balance  of  the  Conftitution. 

Mr.  Fox  bears  a  ftrong  refembJance  to  Lewis  XlVth,  in  love  and  ambition.  TLe 
one  is  boundlefs,  and  the  other  marked  with  a  predileAion  for  antiquated  beauties.  • 

The  Dutch,  as  well  as  the  French,  have  been  under  great  obligations  to  Mr.  Fox, 
and  have  not  fhewn  themfelves  ungrateful.  The  former  fupported  the  Coalition  in  the 
city,  while  the  latter  are  exerting  every  nerve  for  them  in  Weftminfter. 

However  well  we  may  wifli  to  the  iuccefs  of  Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil  Wray,  it  is  the 
height  of  impolicy  to  argue  from  our  hopes,  and  not  from  our  reafon.  The  Weft- 
minfter Eleftion  demands  the  utmoft  energy,  the  utmoft  exertion  on  their  fide,  or  Mr. 
i'^ox  niuft  prevail ;  no  means  fair  or  unfair  are  left  untried  \  fair  ladies  and  unfair  bri- 
bery— are  the  powerful  engines  of  Oliver  Cromwell. 

The  ridiculous  hand-bills  and  i'quibs  that  have  been  circulated  about  Lord  Mount- 
morres's  vote  are  the  moft  impolitic  matters  that  have  taken  place  in  the  prefent  con- 
teft;  public  principle  may  furely  be  fuppofed  to  guide  that  noble  Lord;  for  candour 
niuft  confefs,  that  no  man  has  been  more  adtive,  more  fuccefsful  in  the  caufe  of  free- 
dom in  another  country ;  but  if  folly  leads  a  certain  party  to  be  duped  by  every 
gambler  and  adventurer,  and  to  fliew  their  ingratitude  to  men  of  principle  and  honour 
w^ho  have  ferved  them,  there  is  no  reafon  that  the  public  Ihould  follow  the  tone  of  folly 
and  abfurdity,  and  fuffer  the  leffening  of  fuch  men  in  their  opinion* 

We  are  told  by  the  puffers  of  Mr.  Fox,  that  he  was  very  adlive  in  bringinj^  about  a. 
peace  between  Ruffia  and  the  Porte.  ^(Ve  believe  it ;  but  do  they  inform  us  of  a  mate- 
rial circumftance,  that  this  Gentleman,  who  never  plans  any  thing  for  nought,  ex- 
pe£ied,  and  has  fince  obtained,  a  handlome  prefent  from  the  fTrnprefs  ?

Ir  has  been  obferved,  that  Mr.  Fox  has  continued  to  gain  ground  ever  fince  the  re- 
turn of  ihcDucdc  Chartresj  and  the  other  French  noblemen  from  Newmarket, 

Tlie  people  of  this  country  have  long  complained  of  the  condu6t  of  their  Reprefen-  % 
tivcs  in  l^arliament ;  and  yet,  when  they  have  it  in  their  power,  as  at  prefent,  to  chufe 
n^cn  of  JilTcrcnt  principles,  how  often  do  they  not  return  the  fame,  or  others,  perhaps, 
nj  more  v/orthy  toiie  trulted  r  1  hough  the  fpirit  of  the  country  was  fo  much  roufed 
of  late,  its  exertions  in  producing  the  neceffary  reformation  in  the  fenate  have  fallen 
far  lliort  of  what  might  reafonably  have  been  expedted.  From  what  we  can  at  prefent 
judge,  as  motley  a  group  as  ever,  is  likely  to  occupy  the  benches  in  St.  Stephen^s  for 
feven  years  to  come.

A  gentleman,  who  waited  on  Mr.  Fox's  Committee  laft  night,  declares  they  were 
all  ifi  confufion,  like  Old  HardcaJUe^  fervants  in  the  play,  no  man  knowing  his  office,, 
bi;it  referring  eternally  to  his  neighbour.

If  a  certain  young  Gentleman  fliould  fuccced  to  a  certain  inheritance,  it  is  expedbed  that 
Mr.  JV—jie  will  be  appointed  Lord  Chancellor,  and  Mr.  M—lls  Ambaffador  to  the 
Court  of  France. 

The  D fs  of  D.  is  {o  jaded  hy  the  fatigues  of  canvaffine,  that  ftie  muft  ftep  down 

from  the  niche  flie  has  hitherto  occupied  among  the  Bevy  of  Beauties*  Perdita  is  nomi- 
nated for  the  fucceflion  by  the  High  Priejl  of  the  Temple. 

According  to  the  books  of  one  parifli  only  in  Weftminfter,  Mr.  Fox  has  240  bad 
votes;  Sir  Cecil  Wray  46;  Lord  Hood  32. 

Even  bets  to  a  large  amount  are  daily  offered  in  Weftminftcr,  that  if  Mr.  Fox  is 
200  a-head  upon  the  poll,  he  will  lofe  his  Eleftion  on  a  fcrutiny,  by  an  hundred  and.

His  party,  and  their  ele^lion  crimps^  have  been  fent  into 
Spitalficlds  to  kidnap  neceflitous  weavers,  at  three  half-crowns  per  man.  Thefe  tag- 
rag  pot-wallopers  *  are  condud^ed  to  Monmouth-ftrect,  aod  a  fuit  of  cIo;\ths  hired  there 
to  make  them  appear  fomewhat  decent.

Committee,  tlie  lifts  of  thofe  houfekeepers  who  have  not  voted  looked  over,  and  from 
thence  a  name  is  adopted  by  each.  They  are  then  introduced  to  one  of  their  rendez- 
vous houfes  as  Mr.  Such-a  one,  of  fuch  a  profeflion,  living  at  fuch  a  number,  in  fuch 
a  ftreet,  court,  or  alley.  After  a  hearty  cold  collation,  they  go  in  a  body  to  the 
rii'.Uiiigs,  and  a!l  their  adopted  names  being  in  the  pariih  books,  their  votes  are  never 
difputijJ.  The  abo^e  mode  of  procevTcling  is  a  well  known  fa(St,  and,  what  is  very 
lai:gl-al)Ic,  fe\eial  of  the  weavers  ]  ave  forgotten  the  way  back  for  the'r  original  tattered 
garments.  ^Vhat  can  tlie  public  think  of  the  integrity  of  a  party  who  thus  adl  in  fuch 
an  unprincipled  manner  ^r 

Among  \\\"'.  various  charaflers  which  ought  to  be  confidered  as  difqualified  for  hav- 
ire;  U^i\^i  in  Parliament,  none  fliould  operate  as  a  ftronger  bar  than  that  of  the  profligate 
an«l  prodigal.  Liverpool  has  wifely  rejecled  cue  candidate  of  this  defciiption;  and  Weft- 
mi  nil  er  is  in  a  fair  way  of  paying  a  like  courtefy  to  another.  As  nothing  can  be  more 
ijipuuent  than  for  fuch  men  to  folicit  trufts  of  fo  much  importance,  fo  nothing  can  be 
more  abfurd,  on  the  other  fide,  than  to  grant  them.  ArA  yet,  how  many  inftaf.ces 
;ir«"  tl.jpj  on  the  prel'cnt  occafion,  of  counties  and  borouglis  Irufting  certain  perfons 
with  ihcir  all,  to  whom  none  of  tliole  very  Electors,  in  their  individual  capacities, 
would  lend  a  1ing!e  fliilhng  !  As  the  motives  of  fuch  a  conduvSi  are  out  of  the  reach 
of  common  fenle,  we  ftiall  not,  fays  a  corrclpondent,  pretend  to  account  for  it.  Some 
niav  ciuleavour  to  reconcile  it  to  thcmlelves,  as  is  but  too  frequently  done,  by  that  fal- 
l.'.c.ous  argument,  that  private  vice  does  not  neceflarily  preclude  public  virtue.  Whe- 
ther this  polition  has  ever  been  clearly  proved  in  any  cafe,  we  fliall  not  determine ;  but 
the  inftances,  we  will  venture  to  fay,  are  fo  few,  that  it  feems  dangerous  ever  to  try 
the  experiment.  In  regard  to  the  prelent  point,  who  could  rationally  expcft  that  a 
man,  who  has  been  an  ill  manager  for  himfelf,  fliould  prove  a  good  Aeward  for  others? 

Had  thofe,  who  have  re-ele6i:ed  the  fupporters  of  the  .India  Bill,  confidered  duly  what 
they  were  about,  they  would  certainly  ntver  have  incurred  the  reproach,  nor  rifked 
the  other  hazards,  of  chufing  fuch  Reprefentatives.  To  expedt  that  the  breakers  of 
f  )rmer  laws  fliould  prove  good  law-makers  for  the  future,  is  juft  as  wife  as  to  imagine, 
that  any  neceflilirv  reforms  in  our  Courts  of  Jufticc  could  be  brought  about,  by  filling 
the  Benches  in  ^t'eftminjler  Hatl  vfilh  convidls  from  Newgate! 

Authors  of  good  repute  have  faid,  that  Charles  the  Fifth  fent  to  this  country,  at  a 
time  like  the  prefent,  a  fum  of  no  lefs  than  i,2CX),ooo  crowns,  to  enable  certain  lead- 
ing men  to  carry  on  Ele6\ions.  By  the  great  quantity  of  Louts  {TOrs  now  faid  to  be 
circulating  among  the  friends  and  fupporters  of  that  champion  for  Britifli  freedom, 
Carlo  Khaitj  it  would  appear  that  Louis  the  Sixteenth  is  purfuing  the  fame  plan  of 
policy. 

We  are  credibly  informed,  that  a  certam  black-legged  fociety,  not  far  from  St.  Janaes's- 
ftreet,  have  rifked  in  bets  above  one  hundred  thoufand  pounds  upon  the  fuccefs  of 
their  Khan,,  in  the  Weftminfter  Eleftion.  This  accounts  for  the  Eleftion  being  fo  pro- 
tradVed,  to  the  great  inconvenience  of  the  .metropolis.  We  are  informed  alfo,  from  the 
fame  quarter,  that  the  means  ufed  by  a  certain  canvaffinjj  D«— s  is,  to  lay  Ten  Gui- 
neas againft  One,  that  they  do  not,  or  dare  not  vote  for  her  dear  Charley ;  and  if  a 
poor  woman  appears  pregnant,  her  Grace  oiFers  to  be  godmother.

Nickey  Nood/e^s  wife,  of  Wimpolc  ftreet,  yclepM  Madam  Lingo,  becaufe,  like  Domine 
Feiix*s  butler,  fhe  is  not  only  ajlboiary  but  was  once  a  teacher  of  fcholars,  has  made 
fcveral  learned. harangues  to  the  populace  in  Covent  Garden,  in  favour  of  Mr.  Fox,  and 
was  very  near  lofing  her  raw-boned  hackniesy  and  being  drawn  in  her  dingey  vehicle  by 
the  better-fed  animals,  the  mob.  It  is  tliought,  if  this  Lady  could  have  carried  her 
canvafs  through  Taviftock- ftreet,  Mr.  Fox  muft  have  been  fuccefsful ;  but,  for  particu- 
lar reafons  there,  fhe  Itood  aloof.  Squire  Nickey  too  attempted  to  (educe  Tnjhopboard 
of  taylors  to  vote  againft  their  confciences ;  but  Afafler  Snip  returning  in  the  interim, 
prefented  a  long  manufcript  copy  oi  Jl ay-tape  and  buckram^  bearing  date  anno  domini 
one  thou  [and  f even  hundred  and  fcvcnty- nine y  which  made  him  Jheer  on  without  the  help 
of  his  Jpe Socles  !

The  Duchefs  of  Cockades  had  fo  far  recovered  from  her  temporary  indifpofition,  as  to 
attend  yefterday  in  Covent  Cjarden.  She  wore,  as  ufual,  the  inlignia  of  the  order  ii\ 
her  hat,  and  by  her  extraordinary  beauty,  attradled  the  eyes  of  the  gaping  multitude. 
A  band  oi greafy  muficians  ftruck  up  with  marrow-bones  and  cleavers  in  honour  of  her 
Gracej  and  ftie  was  followed  down  the  whole  of  Southampton-ftreet,  with  the  acclama- 
tions of  her  fiew  admirers.

If  Mr.  Fox  is  no  longer  the  Afan  of  the  PeopUy  he  muft  be  allowed  from  the  number 
of  females  who  attend  to  give  him  their  fupport,  to  be  at  leaft  the  man  for  the  ladies. 

The  D — fs  of  D e's  attendance  at  Covent-gardc  n,  perhaps,  will  not  fecureMr. 

Fox's  Eleflion  ;  but  it  will  at  Icaft  eftablifli  her  pre-eminence  above  all  the  other  bt-a.-ttin 
of  that  placey  and  make  her  a  ftanding  toaft  in  all  the  alehoufes  and  gin-fliops  of  Weft- 
minfter.

In  the  city,  Bacchus  and  Ceres  aflifted  the  Candidates— In  W^eftminfter,  Jlfcurs  and 
Venus  lend  a  helping  hand— Confidering  that  they  are  Godsy  they  make  a  dtvilifb  noile 
in  that  neighbourhood.

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The  ladies  who  intereft  themfelves  fo  much  in  cafe  of  Eledkions,  are  perhaps  too  ig- 
norant to  know  that  they  meddle  with  what  does  not  concern  them,  but  they  ought  at' 
lead  to  know,  that  it  is  ufual,  even  in  thefe  days  of  degeneracy,  to  expe£l  common  <fe-

'I'he  butchers  and  chairmen  were  a  certain  Candidate's  fupport  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Ele6li(ni.  Som  -  time  fmce  the  playhouje  troops  were  marched  to  his  afliftance ;  after- 
wards Spltal-fields  poured  forth  their  legions ;  and  this  day,  being  the  firft  of  the  tenn, 
the  prijons  will  be  rani'acked  for  adherents  to  the  caufe  o(  fivindling  and  Infolvency. 

The  motto  with  fome  Ladies  may  now  be,—"  All  for  Foxy  or  honour  and  reputation 
<'  ivclllojir 

Confidering  the  firequent  vifits  they  pay  to  Covent  Garden^  it  is  no  wonder  that  the 
Ladies  catch  the  contagion  of  party  fpirit,  and  are  fo  warm  in  fupport  of  their  favourite 
member. 

A  fecret  friend  and  admirer  of  the  Duchefs  of  DevonfhlrCj  wifhes  to  recommend  to  her 
perufal  (if  belles  can  fatigue  their  eyes  with  the  HBUck  %tittt)  an  aft  of  Parliament  of 
the  late  King,  which  fubjefts  thofe  who  give  money  at  Elections  to  a  profecution,  and 
a  penalty  oi  500I.  for  each  voter  that  has  been  bribed. 

There  are  three  different  motives  aflfigned  for  the  alacrity  a  certain  Duchefs  fhares  in 
her  prefent  canvafs  of  the  Eleftors  of  Weftminfter.

the  latter  motive  to  be  the  leaft  probable,

And  we  prefume  the  Jcfuit  of  St.  Omcr^s  proceeded  upon  this  principle,  when  hecon- 
temptuoufly  threw  the  Uible  away  on  the  Huftings  at  Covent  Garden,  the  day  he  took 
the  ele(£\ion  oath.  He  certainly  feared,  that  if  the  people  continued  to  lead  and  refpec^l 
that  facrcd  book,  they  might  Itumble  on  fuch  an  advifer  as  Solomon,  who  thus  cau- 
tions the  bufy  policitian  :  "  My  fon,  fear  thou  the  Lord,  and  the  Kittg;  and  meddle 
**  not  with  thcni  that  are  given  to  change."  Yet,  perhaps,  Mr.  B.  migbt  have  thrown 
the  book  over  his  flioulder  for  good  luck  in  a  bad  caufe,  and  to  court  popularity,  by 
iliewing  he  was  not  fuperior  to  popular  prejudices. 

Lord  Chatham  conquered  America  in  Germany ;  General  Wafhington  conquered  A-  . 
tnerica  in  the  Britiih  Houfe  of  Commons;  and  Mr.  Fox  is  now  attempting  to  conquer 
the  city  of  Weftminfter  in  Sphaljii'lds  ! 

After  the  impudent  contradi£iion  of  a  matter  of  fa61:,  inferted  in  this  paper,  ref|>efl- 
ing  Mr.  AVhitchead,  lately  one  of  the  Yeomen  of  the  (niard,  he  is  bound  in  honour,  if 
we  are  to  expe6^  that  principle  in  a  beef -eater,  to  come  forward  and  declare  the  real  ilate 
of  the  aflTair.

The  Weftminfter  Eleftion  has  been  reduced  to  a  mere  betting  bufmefs.  The  idea  of

The  print-ftiops  exhibit  in  the  moft  ftriking  colours  the  depravity  of  the  prefent  day, 
and  laudably  expofe  the  temporary  familiarity  fo  very  predominant  between  the  great 
and  little  vulgar.  When  titled  perionages  deign  to  become  aflbciates  with  the  loweft 
publicans,  to  copy  their  manners,  and  meanly  folicit  their  favours,  the  farcafms  and 
indecencies  to  which  they  expofe  themfelves  cannot  be  too  plainly  or  too  publicly 
held  out  as  the  juft  rewards  of  their  affefted  humility,  and  fpecious  condefcenfion. 

Except  for  example  fake,  nothing  can  be  lefs  interefting  to  the  community  than  the 
queftion,  whether  Mr.  Fox  will  or  will  not  be  in  for  Weftminfter  ?  As  by  the  virtuous 
wifdom  exercifed  by  the  people  in  moft  of  the  new  Eledlions,  the  Coalition  corruptors 
are  almoft  entirely  cut  off;  and  Mr.  Fox,  unfupported  and  almoft  alone,  will  move  as 
emptily  as  poor  Goody  P.  or  the  Irifti  Lord  B.

While  Sir  Cecil 
Wray  was  fo  much  a-head,  Carlos  advertifements,  though  afluming  an  air  of  confidence, 
betrayed  evident  figns  of  defpondency  ;  but  now,  that  he  has  got  along-fide  of  his  ad- 
verfary,  how  does  he  bluller  and  fwagger  !  Let  him  remember  the  old  adage,  however, 
and  not  hollctv  till  he  is  cut  of  the  wood.  Triumphant  and  fwoln  as  he  is  at  prefent,  the 
ilrong  hand  of  a  fcrutiny  may  come  to  fqueeze  him  to  nothing.  The  Shuttles  of  Spital- 
fields,  lik ;  the  marrow-bones  and  cleavers  of  Cainahy  and  Newport,  may  add  to  the 
bulk  of  his  poll,  but  not  to. its  folidity.  When  weighed  in  the  balance,  both  will  be 
found  wanting. 

The  Man  of  the  Mob  is  fuppofed  to  be  as  legally  qualified  for  a  feat  in  Parliament,  as 
many  of  his  Eleftors  are  to  vote  for  him.  He  would  lately  have  been  arreiled  for  *;ooL 
upon  the  Huftings,  had  not  fome  kind  friend  (fuppoled  to  be  the  Piccadilly  Duke)  fatis- 
ficd  the  demands  of  the  creditor.  Reynard  and  the  D — -fs  may  dance,  but  the  poor 
Duke  pays  the  piper. 

Mr-  Fox's  addrefs  of  the  28th,  to  the  independent  Eleflors,  is,  in  his  true  ftile  of 
compofition,  a  chef  eC wuvre.  It  abounds  with  bold  aflertion  and  falfe  infmuation,  and 
contains  but  one  truth,  namely,  "  that  his  public  life  is  too  well  known  to  them,  to 
make  any  profeflions  ncceffary. ' 

Mr.  Fox's  fuccefs  in  Weftminfter,  on  Tuefday,  threw  down  the  funds  one-half  per 
cent,  in  lefs  than  half  an  hour. 

It  is  as  certain  as  that  the  fun  gives  light,  that  among  Mr.  P'ox's  friends  there  are 
already  twenty-feven  returned  who  muft  go  to  the  Houfe  with  borrowed  qualification-, 
not  being  worth  one  fliilling  in  the  world. 

A  certain  Lady's  conduft  has  been  defended,  and  even  applauded,  on  the  virtuous 
ground  of  friendfliip  and  folicitude  for  her  friends.  But  her  motives  are  nothing  lefs 
than  difinterefted.  Notwithflanding  her  hufband's  princely  income,  he  is,  to  the  great 
regret  of  his  tradefmen,  much  in  debt ;  and  it  will  require  fome  of  Mr.  Fox's  bold  mca-^ 
fuxesy  an  India  Bill  or  twoy  to  pay  them  oflT. 

The  quondam  Man  of  the  People  is  certainly  a  moft  extraordinary  charadler;  in 
whatever  fituation  you  find  him,  he  is  never  out  of  his  way,  anxioufly  engaged  in  his 
honourable  vocation.  It  feems  even  in  the  buftle  and  confufion  of  the  eleftion  he  hui; 
found  leifure  to  bet  upon  his  own  fuccefs,  and  has  won  large  fums  in  confequence  (.f

The  Committee  at  Wood's  Hotel  having  omitted  to  infert  their  ufual  advertifements 
m  the  ticws-papcrs,  for  tlic  two  firft  days  of  the  week,  the  public  were  much  at  a  lofs 
Ijow  to  account  for  fucli  a  feeming  relaxation,  efpecially  at  a  time  when  the  advantages 
daily  gained  over  their  opponents  rendered  the  utmoft  exertions  neceffary..  Some  thought 
that  they  had  abandoned  the  matter  altogether,  as  defpairing  of  being  able,  bv  a  feir 
canvafs,  to  combat  the  flagrancy  of  the  methods  ufed  by  the  other  party ;  while  it  was 
tJio  opinion  of  others,  that  cither  they  were  confident  they  had  already  a  majority 
of  the  pood  votes,  or  that  they  were  in  pofleflion  of  fuch  proofs  of  illegal  proceedings 
on  the  fide  of  their  competitors,  as  would,  when  brought  to  trial,  fet  ande  any  fuperi- 
ority,  whether  of  good  or  bad  fuffrages,  that  might  be  acquired  by  fuch  means ;  and 
confttqucntly,  that,  in  either  cafe,  they  faw  no  reafon  to  give  themfelvesor  their  friends 
much  further  trouble.  It  would  feem,  however,  from  the  re-appearance  of  their  feveral 
advertifements  ycfterday  morning,  and  from  Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Ctcil  bein^  feen  fo 
bufy  canvafling  through  the  day,  that,  whatever  after-blow  they  mean  to  ftnke,  they 
are  detcrminecl,  in  the  mean  time,  to  difpute  the  viftory  by  numbers. 

Mr.  Fox  has  called  Sir  Cecil  Wray  the  Court  Candidate.  But  the  aflert  ion  is  not 
true,  and  is  only  advanced  to  prejudice  Sir  Cecil  in  his  Eledlion.  It  is  true,  however, 
that  there  were  great  rejoicings  in  Paris  when  the  news  arrived  there,  of  the  late  fudden 
turn  on  the  Poll  for  Weflminfter.  Let  any  one  judge  from  that,  and  fome  other  con- 
curring circumftances,  whofc  Candidate  fomebody  elle  is.  We  wifh  not,  in  this  coun- 
tiy,  to  have  C.mdidatcs  impofcd  by  any  Court  whatever;  but  furely,  if  the  two  fhould 
rver  hapiH»n  to  come  in  comp<!tition,  it  might  naturally  be  expedled,  that  the  favourite  of 
St.  |amrs*8  would  meet  with  full  as  good  acceptance  as  the  tool  of  Verfailles.

His  Lordfliip  thanked  the  company  in  a  mofl  animated  fpeech ;  and  an  adjournment 
being  propofed  by  the  Chair,  the  meeting  broke  up  with  a  determination  to  profecute  a 
vigorous  canvafs,  and  be  prepared  for  a  Icrutiny.

■  On  Saturday  evening  about  eleven  o'clock,  a  gang  of  ruflSans,  armed  with  bludgeons 
and  cleavers,  attempted  to  force  into  Wood's  Hotel ;  but,  meeting  with  a  brave  refift- 
ance,  were  oblijged  to  retire.

"were-apprehendcd  at  the  Queen's  Mead,  in  Taviftock-row.  On  the  next  morning,  the 
offenders  were  brought  before  a  Magiftrate,  when  feveral  of  Mr.  Fox's  Committee  at- 
tended to  give  bail  for  the  appearance  of  their  friends.

The  right  of  Election  in  Weflminfler  is  confined  to  thofe  houfeholders  who  pajr*  or 
are  liable  to  pay  poor  rates : 

Of  thofe  who  have  paid,  the  parifh  books  are  a  fufficient  evidence,  if  their  identity* 
has  not  been  perfonated  by  others,  as  is  fuppofed  to  have  happened  in  many  cai'es  ; 

But  under  the  word  llatfle  a  large  field  of  impofition  is  opened : 

Upon  a  doubt  of  any  vote,  the  Returning  Ofiicer  aflts.  Where  do  you  live  ?  St.. 
Geonje's,  Hanover-fquare,  Are  you  a  houfeholder  ?  Yes*  How  long  have  you  beeOi 
fo  ?  Before  the  diflblution  of  Parliament  ?  Yes.     Do  you  pay  poor  rates?  Yes* 

If  any  mian  anfwers  thefe  queftions,  he  is  allowed  to  be  a  good  vote  r 

There  is  no  impeacliment  of  the  iinparthality  of  the  Returning  Officer  in  diis  mode 
of  proceeding ;  for  if  the  vote  is  a  bad  one,  there  is  a  remedy  by  a  fcrutiny  or  a  peti- 
tion :  If  a  good  vote  is  difallowed,  'the  only  remedy  is  an  a£lion  againft  the  Returning 
Officer: 

Thus  circumftanced  there  is  no  wonder  in  Mr.  Fox's  majority :  for  he  has  nothing  to. 
do  but  to  procure  a  fufficient  number  of  rabble  to  anfwer  thefe  few  queftions  diredly 
and  without  hefitation.  The  negative  is  upon  the  moment  impoffiMe  to  be  pix>ved  by 
witnefles,  and  the  Returning  Officer  is  not  empowered  to  adminifter  aa  oath  to  the 
partj: 

Thus  the  wonder  will  ceafe  when  we  refle£l  that  any  man,  without  the  arts  and  ma- 
chinations of  Cataline,  could  catrry  an  Eledlion  in  the  fame  way,  if  he  will  condefcend 
to  the  fame  tricks* 

It  is  fuppofed  that  Cataline  will  procraftinate  and  delay  the  Eledlion  by  one  means  or 
another,  till  the  i8th  of  May;  and  then  prefs  the  High  Bailiff  to  make  a  ratum  with^ 
€ut  a  Scrutiny; 

If  any  body  afks  why  Sir  Cecil  Wray  is  out-generalled,  the  anfwer  is  plain, — be- 
caufe  he  is  an  honeft  man,  and  has   applied  to  thofe  only  who  are  real  £le<Sors. 

Everv  body  remembers  the  celebrated  conjuror  Jonas  giving  his  adverfary  nine,  and; 
the  deal  at  whift,  and  winning  the  game.  Why  ?  Becaufe  his  adverfary  played  fair,  and 
be  played  the  whole  game^ 

Upon  the  whole  ftate  of  the  Weftminfter  Eleftion,  it  is  clear  that  the  inhabitants 
muft  do  juftice  to  themfelves  by  a  Scrutiny.  That  will  fet  the  prefent  Eleflion  in 
its  true  light,  and  for  the  future  it  fhould  be  regulated  by  a^  of  Pdrllameni^. 

There  is  a  report,  but  we  pretend  not  to  vouch  for  the  fail,  that  Carlo  Khan  has  been

Thither  let  h'un  go,  and  with 
thfifire  of  bis  eloq.uence  warm-  ihe  frigid  Minos  ot  his  half  rational  admirers.  There, 
too,  let  him  for  ever  dwell,  the  grim,  idol  of  a  Gothic  race.     Bla  fe  ja^et  in  aula. 

Among  other  inftances  of  exaggerated  eftimate  on  the  importance  of  the  Weftminfter 
Election,  an  Election  no  otherwiie  important  than  for  the  fake  of  example ;  for  as  to 
the  operation, of  Mr.  Fox  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  the  unfiibdued,  unfophifticated 
fenfc  and  fpirit  of  the  reft  ef  the  kingdom  have  efftjftually  antidoted  that,  by  kicking 
out  moft  of  his  adherents ;  amoiig  the  fubftances  of  fuch  exaggerated  eftimate,  are  the 
cxprcfles  daily  into  different  diftant  diftrifts,  on   the  conclufion  of  the  Poll,   to  Lord.

When  the  laft  accounts  were  received  from  Mr.  Fox,  there  was  no  mention  olpuUtG, 

SpltalfieUs.  Weunderftand  in  thofe  parts,  that  perjury  is  an  unexceptionable  qua*' 
lification. 

It  is  reported  in  ^ten  Ann-ftrat^  that  a  Brown  Crow  is  not  fo  uncommon  an  animal 
as  a  B/ack  Swan;  and  that  a  certain  lady  is  henceforward  determined  to  he  optn  to  all- 
far  ties  ^  and  injiutnced  by  none* 

It  is  certain  that  Mr.  Fox,  defpairing  of  fuch  an  Eleflion  for  Weftminfter  as  might 
(land  the  teft,  has  been   trying  for  a  htuatlon  in  various  other  places,  but  uniformly/ 
rejedled  in  them  all.     Such  was  the  fpirit  againft  him  in  a  certain  Corniih  borough, 
that  Sir  Francis  Baffet,  one  of  the  Reprefentatives,  loft  his  own  eledlion,  for  propo-. 
fing  "  The  Man  of  the  People'*  as  his  colleague. 

The  mob  are  rather  too  violent  in  their  reprobation  of  the  eledlioneering  ladies. 
They  rtiould  confider,  that  women  of  fafhion  may  go  to  their  haberdaflier*s,  or  linen- 
draper's,  on  other  buiinefs  befides  canvaillng. 

A  correfpondent,  on  whofe  veracity  we  can  rely,  informs  us,,  that  he  has  fecn  a 
letter  juft  received  from  India,  the  particulars  of  which  will  foon  be  made  piablic  :  All.

The  names  which  are  not  found  upon  the  books,  are  fub- 
je^Eled  to  enquiry,  which  can  only  end  in  the  above  queries. 

It  is  alfo  iiT\  error,  that  the  return  which  the  High  Bailiff  will  be  obliged  to  make, 
will  prevent  a  fcrutiny  ;  for  a  fpecial  report,  ftating  the  particulars  of  the  cafe,  will  be 
his  return. 

The  cafe  of  Trentham  and  Vandeput,  is  in  point,  and  that  niode  took  place  at  that 
time;  it   is  a  diftindlion  without  a  difference,  that  one  was  at  a  particular,  this  at  a 

Seneral  Election;  for  all  writs,  either  paiticular  or  general,  fliould  be  returned  in  forty, 
ays. 

.  Circumftanced  as  the  Election  is  at  prefent,  it  may  go  on  three  weeks  longer,  or  if 
Parliament  did  not  meet  the  i8th  inftant,  the  Eledlors  of  Weftminfter  might  eat  their 
Michaelmas  goofe,  if  their  purfes  were  long  enough,  at  the  expence  of  the  fupporters 
of  the  SCOURGE  OF  THE  PEOPLE. 

We  announced  to  the  public,  in  the  Morning  Poft,  about  the  commencement  of  the 
Eleftion,  that  if  Mr.  Fox's  friends  were  doubtful  of  his  fuccefs  in  Weftminfter,  they 
would  get  him  returned  for  fome  Scotch  borough.  This  has  fmce  been  verified;  he 
being  chofen  for  a  diftrift  in  the  north  of  Scotland.

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Mr.  Whitehead,  lately  one  of  the  Yeomen  of  the  Guard,  is  csMed  \jpon  efice  mare  to 
Meclare  the /tf(^  refpeftmgthe  aflert ions  made  in  the  Morning  Papers  about  ten  days 
"ago,  that  he  had  been  difcharged  from  his  place  for  voting  in  favour  of  Mr.  Fox. 
The  world  has  been  induced  to  believe,  from  the  pofitive  manner  in  which  ^he  frienJs 
.of  Mr.  Whitehead  made  the  firflr  public  appeal,  that  he  really  was  difcharged ;  but  it 
jremains  for  thorn  to  be  informed,  that,  fo  far  from  being  diicharged  from  his  office, 
Mr.  Whitehead  was  indulged  in  a  very  particular  manner,  by  being  allowed  the  privi- 
lege of  felling  his  place,  which  is  verv  unufual,  it  being  the  perquifite  of  the  Captain 
of  the  Yeomen  of  the  Guard  to  fell  the  place  of  the  Yeomen  on  their  deceale,  which, 
of  courfe,  makes  it  his  intereft  to  prevent  old  men  from  felling  for  the  chance  of  the 
reverfion ;  but  the  prefent  Captain  of  the  Yeomen,  with  a  generofity  which  does  him 
honour,  on  Mr.  Whitehead's  application  to  fell  (in  confequence  of  being  tired  of  his 
place),  inftantly  gave  him  leave  to  appoint  his  fucceflbr ;  and  the  gratitude  he  has  ap- 
parently experienced  from  Mr.  Whitehead  in  return  is,  an  infinuation  that  he  had  been 
difcharged  bv  his  Captain  for  voting  for  Mr.  Fox.

Reynard  has  lately  fecured  the  votes  of  his  frlnidsy  the  pawnbrokers  in  Weflminfier, 
hy  promifing  to  bring  in  a  bill  early  the  enfuiii^^  fchlons,  for  Incrcqfing  the  exorbitant 
intereft  of  thefe  Meifrs.  Blueballs,  and  emancii>atiiig  them  from  the  tangs  of  the  juf- 
tices.  If  this  bill  really  pafTes,  it  will  render  Reynard  as  odious  among  the  canalllcy  as 
his  India  bill  is  already  among  the  commercial  and  enlightened  part  of  the  nation. 

The  defperate  aims  of  the  leaders  of  the  Coalition,  are  now  not  barely  open  td  the 
difcerning  part  of  the  public,  but  appear  clearly  in  the  face  of  day,  and  advance  for- 
ward in  all  the  glare  of  avowed  encroachment.  They  have  heretofore  difputed  the 
King's  right  to  appoint  a  Miniitcr,  and  now  they  fhew  an  inclination  to  invade  that  of 
nominating  his  own  domeftics.  Mr.  Fox  would  gladly  be  the  Mayor  of  St.  James's. 
Palace,  and  fet  his  own  minions  to  watch  over  the  King^s  jycrfon,  from  the  Lord 'Cham- 
berlain, down  to  the  loweft  fcullion  in  the  royal  kitchen. 

The  ftory  of  General  St.  John's  difiniffion  muft  be  allowed  equal  credit  with  that  of 
Mr.  Whitehead,  the  falfehood  of  which  has  been  repeatedly  fcouted  and  expofed  in  this 
paper.  But  granting  he  were  di<'miiild  from  an  office  immediately  relating  to  the  King's 
perfon,  for  giving  an  active  fupport  to  the  enemies  of  ^ke  Crown^  will  any  creature  of 
Lord  "North's  be  fo  imprudent  as  to  recall  to  the  recolledion  of  the  public,  the  difmif- 
fion  of  Lord  Pembroke  and  the  Marquis  of  Carmartlien.  from  their  ^«W/V  appointments, 
becaufe  they  would  not  give  up  their  principles  to  the  arbitrary  mandates  of  a  Mi- 
nifter. 

At  a  feledl  meeting  of  Mr.  Fox's  friends  at  the  Shakefpeare  a  few  nights  ago,  it  was 
agreed  unanimoufl^y,  that  no  man  can  be  qualified  for  prime  Minifier  of  this  country, 
who  is  not  a  bankrupt  in  fortune  and  principle — who  has  not  kept  a  Pharoah  table,  .1 
flud  of  w s,  and  a  ftud  of  hori'es. 

The  Duchefs  retires  every  Sunday  to  Chifwick ;  and  we  hope  flie  takes  the  opportu- 
nity of  going  to  church  there,  to  wipe  off  the  tranfgreffions  of  the  week. 

Mr.  Fox's  male  Cbmmlttes  fit  at  the  Shakefpeare,  and  the  female  Committee  at  Jen- 
nings's in  Henrietta-fireet. 

If,  in  the  prefent  Elecflion,  all  the  votes  procured  by  females  were  ftruck  ofTJ  thera 
would  not  remain  a  thoufand  to  the  JUan  of  Brookes^ s»    He  is  therefore  eleded  by  xhrt 
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T.a(1v«s;  and  this,  on  confidcration,  is  hut  fair;  for  the  nioft  moderate  among  the  fex 
think,  themfelves  entitled  at  leafl:  to  one  memha\ 

It  is  allerted  in  feveral  of  the  paj)crs,  that  Mr.  Cornwall,  the  Speaker  of  the  Uov-fe 
of  Commons,  gave  a  llngle  vote  to  NIr.  I' ox. 

Mr.  Fox's  popularity  in  Scotlrnd  cannot  be  afcertained  by  his  having  been  ele<5led  to 
reprefent  tlie  borough  of  Kirkwall,  6:c.  'Iha  region,  in  wliich  thofe  boroughs  are 
fituated,  lies  almoll  beyond  tlie  habitable  earth.  It  is  \vraj)t  in  froft,  and  imiJenetrabIc 
darknefs,  for  near  fix  months  in  the  year;  fo  that  tliere  is  hardly  any  communication 
between  its  inhabitants  and  ilioie  ot  London  during  that  period.  It  is  therefore  proba- 
ble, that  the  benumbed  Eledors  of  tliat  quarter  had  heard  nothing  of  the  diflblution  of 
Parliament,  or  of  the  prcfent  popular  Miniller,  till  a  lummons  arrived,  commanding  an 
early  meeting,  to  give  their  fititrages  for  T'he  Man  of  the  People.  By  thefe  means,  they 
\\t\ti  Jurpr'izcd  into  a  concurrence  with  the  will  of  Sir  1'homas  IJundas,  Xhoxv  laird i 
and  therefore  cannc^t  bj  iaid  to  be  fairly  reprefented.  Mr.  M^Kenzie,  who  has  been 
blind  from  his  thirteenth  yenr,  ruprefcnts  a  neighbouring  diftridl.  Mr.  Fox  had  pro-* 
mifed  to  read  all  the  petitions  tliat  he  might  prefent  \i\  the  Houfe  of  Commons. 

The  interference  of  foreign  AmbaiVadors  in  the  prefent  Eled^ion  is  an  indecent  abufe 
of  the  privileges  th'iiy  mioy.  \l\\X.  this  cenfure  muft  not  be  indifcriminate.  It  is  much 
to  the  honour  of  the  Neapolitan  Ambaffador,  that  he  has  not  employed  his  influence 
with  tradefmen  or  dependents  on  either  iide  of  the  quellion,  but  has  conduced  him fe If 
with  the  dignity  becoming  the  reprefentative  of  a  Sovereign  Prince. 

Among  other  ufeful  reforms  intended  by  the  prefent  Miniftry,  fomething  is  faid  to 
be  in  contemplation  for  regulatuig  the  term  of  P^ledlions ;  it  having  been  found  from  re- 
peated experience,  aiwl  efpecially  on  the  piefent  occalion,  that  they  may  be  continued, 
where  the  law  has  not  prefcrioed  a  dehnltive  time  for  their  final  clofe,  to  a  vexatious, 
iinneceflary,  and  burdenfome  length.  Of  this  the  tedious  and  prolonged  contefts  now 
carrying  on  in  Weftminfter,  at  Briftol,  and  in  Biickinghamfliire,  are  fufBcient  proofs. 
Who,  dien,  that  confiders  the  many  bad  confecjuences  refulting  daily  from  an  unlimited 
Poll,  but  would  earneftly  wifli  to  fee  the  duration  of  that  bufinefs  put  upon  a  better 
footing  ?  Befides  the  tumults,  and  even  perfonal  injuries,  too  frequently  produced  by 
the  heat  of  parties,  the  giddy  are  induced  to  negledl  their  occupations,  and  throw  away 
their  time  in  thofe  fcenes  of  riot  and  uproar.  How  much  time  and  labour,  then,  muft 
be  loft  in  populous  places,  during  a  fpace  of  Jive  ox  fix  weeks  of  idlenefs  and  difEpation  ! 
This  confideration  alone,  independent  of  any  motives  from  a  regard  to  fobriety,  peace, 
and  good  order,  fecms  highly  worthy  of  the  attention  of  Govert^ment,  as  the  induftry 
of  the  lower  clafles  of  people  has  ever  been  allowed  to  make  a  principal  part  of  the 
wealth  of  a  State.  In  London,  the  capital  of  the  kingdom,  the  Poll  is  confined  to  feven 
days.  Why,  therefore,  the  fime  time  might  not  be  fufficient  for  inferior  towns- and 
cities,  few,  we  prefume,  will  be  able  to  conceive.  In  counties,  the  period  might  be 
iVill  further  abridged,  as  thj  number  of  voters  are  fewer,  their  perfons  better  known, 
and  confequently  the  legality  of  their  fufFrages  more  eafily  afcertained.  In  fhort,  to 
leave  this  matter  any  longer  in  its  prcfent  ftate,  would  only  be  giving  a  latitude  for  the 
various  arts  and  modes  of  corruption^  without  a  fingle  benefit  to  an  honeft,  fair,  and 
Well-Tneaning  candidate.

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It  is  a  miracle  that  men,  who  are  thoufands  in  debt,  and  have  no  incomes,  can'  take 
houfcs  of  enormous  rents,  keep  carriages,  drink  Champaign,  and  yet  never  get  pilloried 
for  impoftors.

It  is  a  minicle  if  all  Mr.  Fox's  taylors'  bills  have  got  receipts  at  the  bottom  of  them. 

It  is  a  miracle  that  fo  many  citizens,  who  keep  gigs  and  country  houfes,  in  cafe  of 
failure,  can  fometimes  pay  fixpence  in  the  pound. 

It  is  a  miracle  that  Lady  Ar — r's  complexion  is  as  blooming  and  brilliant  as  it  was 
twenty  years  ago.

It  is  a  miracle  how  half  Mr.  Fox's  friends  get  credit  for  fmall  beer.

It  is  a  miracle  that  a  thoufand  voters  fhall  have  polled  for  a  certain  candidate,  who 
never  lived  within  three  miles  of  the  city  of  Weftminfter. 

It  is  a  miracle  to  hear  the  P argue  againft  cuckoldom  and  fornication. 

It  is  a  miracle  that  L-  d  N— h  has  efcaped  both  the  axe  and  the  halter.

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The  matrons  and  maidens,  widows  and  widows  l)ewitched,  were  feized  with  religious 
fury,. and  ran  wild  through  the  llreets,  crying  Tox  !  Fox!  and  ihey  kiffed  the  Fox's 
tail,  and  put  it  in  their  hats. 

The  idol,  raifcd  upon  the  flioulders  of  the  women,  was  adored  by  the  men ;  and 
fo  liie  woman  of  Piccadilly  carried  him  up  to  the  Temple,  if  he  was  carried  there 
at  alU 

Now  this  idol  worked  in  his  day  mlracks  through  the  wicked  fpirit ;  but  the  good 
genius  of  Albion  turned  againft  him,  and  all  his  machinations  in  the  end;  and 
thereby  hangs  a  tad. 

So  ends  the  fir  11:  chapter. 

The  lirfl:  objecl  of  a  certain  Candidate,  in  his  prefent  canvafs,  is  to  fecure  the  promife 
of  a  vote;  but  when  he  cannot  fucceed  fo  far,  he  endeavours  at  leaft  to  extort  an 
aflurance  of  not  voting  againll  him.

felves  to  effe6l  it,  as  tlivy  will  undoubtedly  be  oppol'cJ  by  a  very  great  majority. 

It  may  be  alledged,  that  as  two  foreigners  of  rank  take  a  diftinguilhed  part  in  fa- 
vour of  a  certain  unpopular  Candidate,  i  !iere  mull  be  fomething  of  a  dangerous  na- 
ture concealed  under  French JhicJJey  as  it  i  tlic  charader  of  tliat  nation,  jirjl  to  k'lfs^  and 
then  i-o  betray. 

In  the  former  part  of  laft  week,  a  Tallow-c''iPnd'er  in  Oxford-fireet  was  applied  to  by 
the  Fox-tailed  Duchefs,  to  give  his  vote  for  the  ['!\.  ::h  MefTiah  :  Rufli  light,  charmed 
with  the  manner  of  her  Ci race's  addrefs,  profefled  liinilflf  r:*:u])  to  vote  for  the  fervant 
of  Ifra^.1,  provided  fhe  would  ftand  perfonally  as  gcHlmother  to  hi:  child  (a  girl)  on 
Tuefdny  evening;  this  her  Grace  readily  aflented  to,  and  the-  diilJ  is  to  bear  the  name 
of  her  patronefs;  the  Knight  of  the  Blue-jacket,  in  performance;  t>f  iiis  proniiCe,  voted 
for  his  Highnefs  the  Protector  on  Friday  lait,  though  he  had  before  determined  to  re- 
main neuter. 

Some  litile  time  fmce,  tlie  travelling  Duchefs  apphed  to  an  Ele6lor,  a  confiderable 
diftance  from  the  Huflings,  to  poll  for  the  Leadenhall  Sampfoh ;  the  Eledlor,  without 
difcovering  his  real  fentiments,  complained  of  the  diftance,  inconvenience,  and  want  of 
a  coach.  Upon  which  her  Grace  proffered  to  take  him  in  hers,  which  was  accepted, 
and  he  was  conveyed  to  the  Huflings :  but  when  he  came  to  vote,  to  her  Grace's  in- 
finite mortification,  he  polled  for  Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil  Wray;  and  afterwards 
turned  round  on  his  heel,  and  ironically  obferved,  in  her  Grace's  hearing,  that  he  fup- 
pofed  he  muft  walk  home,  as  no  coach  then  appeared  to  be  at  his  fervice. 

It  is  a  miftaken  idea,  that  Mr.  Fox  has  now  given  ovtr  gambling.  He  is  faid  to  have 
betted,  with  fo  much  fuccefs,  on  his  own  Eleftiori,  that  his  winnings  will  go  a  great 
way  towards  defraying  the  whole  expences  of  it.  We  do  not,  however,  include 
briaery. 

The  prefent  Eledlion  for  Weftminfter,  is  faid  to  coft  the  Duchefs  of  Devonfliire 
600I.  per  day. 

It  was  currently  reported,  that  Mr.  Fox  would  this  day  decline  the  poll;  but  the  ex- 
pences  attending  his  Eledion  being  defrayed  by  fubfcription,  we  imagine  that  he  will 

iland 
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ftanJ  out  to  the  hft,  notwithftanding  the  extraordinary  expence  which  his  opponents 
will  iiici  r  in  confequcnce  of  it. 

A  leport  was  in  circnlation  ycfterday  evening,  that  Mr.  Fox  was  nominated  as  one  of 
the  Candidates  for  tiie  county  of  Surry. 

The  day  ^  of  the  unfortunate  Cliarles,  and  thofc  of  the  prefent  times,  bear  ailriking 
refcmblance.  The  anticnt  Cromwell  was  remarkably  fond  of  one  Joyce^  of  infamous  me- 
mory, v/ho  wac  acceffary  in  the  murder  of  his  Sovereign;  and  the  modern  Cromwe/l h2S 
a  favourite  of  tlie  fame  name,  whofe  principles  may  be  known  by  the  aftive  part  he 
takes  againfl:  Mr.  Pitt  and  F.ord  Temple,  the  fupportcrs  of  the  King's  prerogative,  and 
the  ri[;;hts  aiul  liberties  of  llie  people, 

Sliould  the  Man  of  the  Mob  liappen  to  be  ele(5^ed,  or  ftiould  he  happen,  after  a  Scru- 
tiny, to  continue  the  fitting  M(jinber,  how  dil'graceful  will  be  his  fuccefs!  'Die  par 
n^JfiUfratyum  of  the  Coalition  will  be  juft  in  the  fame  predicament.  In  Weftminfter 
Mr.  Kox  could  not  of  himfelf,  out  of  10,000  votes,  have  jot  500;  and  at  Banbury, 
though  74  out  of  17  Kleftors  were  his  Lordfliip's  chaplins,  Icrvants,  and  creatures,  yet 
was  iif'  fo  unpoMulir  and  obnoxious  in  the  place,  that  he  thought  proper,  for  fear  of 
ped'onal  infult  and  injury,  to  abient  himfelf  at  the  rimo  ot  his  tleccion;  the  cerc- 
monv  of  chairing,  in  ionie  cafes,   is  a  fervice  of  daniij.rr. 

The  real  fiiendb  uf  tlic  Duke  of  J  Bedford  were  very  much  aftonifhed  at  Mr.  Fox  giving 
lately  as  a  toait  at  Wultjie's,  in  the  midft  of  his  fycophants,  "  Such  2i  glorious  death  to  his 
(iracc,  as  his  anc(;ftor  Lord  Ruflell  met  with,''  who,  we  believe,  w;is  executed  in  Lin- 
coln's-lnn-FiuI(ls>.  'I'he  only  palliation  that  can  be  made  on  this  occafion,  is,  that  as 
probably  Reynard  thinks  he  will  one  day  meet  with  a  ghrious  death  himfelf^  it  was  truly 
patriotic  in  him  to  wilh  as  well  to  his  noble  juvcnikv'i/f^Y^  fupporter! 

A  treaty  of  mariage  is  iaid  to  be  on  foot  between  the  Right  Honourable  Lord  George 
Gordon  and  Mifs  I>.  daughter  of  Edmund  B.  Efq.  Lord  Re il or  of  Glafgoiv  !  This  un- 
expefted  coalition  of  partie^s  will,  it  is  thought,  be  produdiive  ot  mucli  public  benefit; 
for,  by  mode  rat  ingyi7»7w/ ;'.///«  on  the  one  fide,  and  llexifying  bigotry  on  the  other,  who 
knows  but  that  a  mafs  and  a  mectlng-houfe  may,  in  a  fliort  time,  become  nearly  one  and 
the  fame  thing!  Such  an  event  (as  Mr.  Fox  would  fay)  would  not  be  "  the  moft  won- 
<*  derful  of  all  wonders."

Backward  and  (lothful ;  yet  he  can  pleafe  the  ear, 

And  with  perfuafive  SLCcent  fometlmes  fpeaks. 
The  very  collars  worn  now  by  the  different  parties,  arc  highly  charafteiftic ;  that  of 
Mr.  Pitt's  oeing  true  blue^  the  patriotic  colour  of  Old  England ;  while  Mr.  Fox's  difmal 
blacky  is  the  emblem  of  Erebus. 

Yefterday  afternoon  at  five  o'clock  the  Coroner's  Jury  were  appointed  to  fit  on  the 
body  of  Nicholas  Cajfon^  the  conftable,  who  died  of  the  wounds  he  received  on  Monday, 
from  the  hired  villams  who  began  the  riot  *.

\V!iat  claim  has  Mr.  I^*:  to  tl.,- favour  of  the  people,  unlefs  it  be  by  introducing 
giinijlin:^  among  our  ii.l.-.i/.y  in  •:.  ;)re:e:u  extent,  and  thereby  creating  a  rapid  circu- 
lation of  property. 

Depofitions  hav  i  be-in  taken  by  tiie  Committee  at  Wood's  Flotel,  which  lead  to  bring 
home  the  hiring  of  rufEans  to  deUroy  the  peace  of  this  City  to  the  principle  abettors  of 
CuUtline. 

It  is  the  determined  wifti  and  expectation  of  a  large  body  of  Weftminfter  Electors  to 
infill  on  a  large  body  of  the  guards,  to  protect  the  poll  books  during  the  remainder  c 
this  iniquitoufly  protracted  conteft.

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Ycfterday  akout  one  oVlock,  the  Honourable  Charles  Jaines  Fox  addrefled  Lord 
Hood,  and  made  a  propofal  tor  doling  the  poll  at  two  o'clock,  on  a  report  being  gene- 
rally circulated,  that  the  unfortunate  widow  of  the  peace  officer,  murdered  on  Monday 
laft,  was  determined  (contrary  to  the  opinion  of  her  friends,  and  utterly  againft  the  ^ 
opinion  of  every  perfon  in  the  houfe  where  he  died)  to  bury  her  hufband  at  the  ufual  time 
of  clofing  the  poll,  in  the  Church-yard  of  St.  Paul,  Coyent  Garden,  which  propofition 
was  immediately  aflented  to  by  the  other  candidates;  and  as  many  falfe  reports  have 
been  circulated,  that  th^.  friends  of  Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil  Wray  are  at  the  expence.

Hear 
this,  ye  impartial,  if  the  brains  of  the  populace  in  Weflminfter  are  too  much  addled  by 
his  liquor  or  his  iophiAry  :

Lord  Mahon  and  feveral  other  Members  of  Parliament  have  not  figned  it,  becaufe  a 
petition  will  alfo  be  prel'ented  to  Parliament,  we  hear,  if  that  mode  of  proceeding  flioold 
be  deemed  more  eligible,  and  thofe  Gentlemen  who  have  figned  it,  are  prevented  from 
being  upon  the  Committee.

^e  faithful  SekSiion  of  Paragraphs^  &c.  we  have  made  in  favour  of 
Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil  Wray  being  completed ^  we  Jball  now  produce 
thofe  in  favour  of  Mr.  FoXj  and  doubt  not  they  will  be  found  to  contain  j 
not  only  ufeful  Information^  but  confute  (as  in  tbe  Advertifements  afid 
Hand-bills)  the  bold  and  unfounded  Affertions  of  his  jidverfaries\  whofe 
Bujinefsj  it  evidently  muji  appear  j  has  been  to^  deal  Wholef ale  in  Malignity 
and  MifreprefentatioTu 

XjEFORE  people  efpoufe  thecaufe  of  one  man  to  the  prejudice  and  difparagement  of 
another,  they  Ihould  rationally  and  coolly  confider  the  adlions  and  real  principles  of  each 
party. 

Popular  clamour  calls  Mr.  Fox  a  libertine,  a  gambler,  an  invader  of  chartered  rights* 
and  an  unprincipled  poor  man,  therefore  ought  not  to  be  trufted  :  on  the  contrary,  Mr.

In  refpeft  to  their  moral  charadlers,  the  warmth  and  luxuriancy  of  Mr.  Fox's  ima- 
gination poffibly  may  have  occafioned  and  been  produdlive  of  many  youthful  follies  and 
extravagancies,  which  the  phlegmatic  conftitution  of  Mr.  Pitt  has  exempted  him  from. 
It  would  have  been  truly  great  and  meritorious  in  the  former  to  have  ft  opt  or  moderated- 
the  career  of  his  pai&ons — but  no  merit  in  the  latter  in  not  following  the  purfuit  of  the 
former.  Inftances  we  daily  fee  of  people's  condudl  being  much  reprobated  in  their 
irouth,  and  highly  applauded  in  their  manhood.  In  refpe^  to  their  political  condud^, 
Mr.  Fox  has  uniformly  and  regularly  reprobated  every  idea  relative  to  the  Americaa 
war — When  called  to  o£Bce,  finding  he  was  to  a6l  under  an  unconftitutional  Didiato- 
rialfhip,  he  refigned,  though  an  unprincipled  poor  man.

The  order  of  the  day  being  read  for  the  Houfe  to  go  into  a  Committee  of  Suppljr^ 
Mr.  Ord  took  the  Chair. 

Sir  George  Vonge^  after  dating  that  the  cflimate  had  been  made  out  with  all  po/Cble- 
accuracy,  moved,  that  the  fum  of  i7;coil.  15s.  5fd.  be  granted  to  his  Majefty  for  the 
the  pay,'  &c.  of  Chelfea  Hofpital  for  the  year  1784. 

Sir  C^aV //^rt?y  remarked,  that  according  to  the  number  of  men  now  in.  Chelfea  Hof-^ 
pital,  tlic  above  fum  amounted  on  an  average  to  51I.  5s.  per  man,  which,  in  his  opi- 
nion, was  too  enormous;  but  how  to  remedy  the  evil  lie  knew  not,  unlefs  it  was  byr 
pulling  the  Hofpital  down^  ichiLh  hi  bis  heart  be  '..v'-Jlnd to  fee Jpcedily  done. 

Nothing  could  exceed  the  univerfal  deteftation  v/hich  fccmed  to  be  exprefled  in  the- 
countenances  of  all  the  members  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons  when  Sir  Cecil  Wray  pro— 
pofed  the  annihilation  of  Chelfea  Hofpital ;  an  idea  fo  repugnant  to  every  principle  of 

1'uftice  could  never  have  entered  into  the  head  of  any  man  but  one  whofe  heart  muft 
lave  been  callous  to  the  feelings  of  humanity,  and  that  noble  fpirit  of  generofity 
which  beats  fo  aftively  in  the  brcaft  of  every  Britain.  What !  fhall  that  man  who  has 
fought  in  defence  of  his  country,  and  preferved  her  from  becoming  a  flave  to  foreign 
tyrants,  who  has  endured  the  fummer's  heat  in  the  parched  regions  of  the  torrid  zone, 
and  the  numbing  cold  in  the  frozen  wmters  of  Canada— wlio  has  given  up  every  conli- 
deration,  even  his  deareft  conne(Slions--his  wife— his  children,  when  glory  has  called 
him  forth ;  (hall  that  man,  after  having  made  fo  many  facrifices,  when  he  returns  to 
his  native  country,  perl>aps  with  the  lois  of  his  limbs,  be  abandoned  in  his  old  age  to. 
penury  and  diftrefs  ?  Forbid  it  honour!  Forbid  it  juftice !  No!  while  Britain  exifts,, 
ihe  will  ever  find  a  quiet  retreat,  where  the  exhaufted  warrior  may  fafely  reft  after  all 
bis  toils  are  over. 

Sir  Cecil  Wray's  fcheme  of  pulling  down  Chelfea  Hofpital  will  be  received  with  the 
warmeft  fentiments  of  gratitude  by  thofe  mutilated  veterans,  who  have  fought  the 
battles  of  this  country,  and  expofed  their  lives  to  the  mouths  of  the  enemies  cannon, 
whilft  fuch  men  as  Sir  Cecil  were  quarrelling  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons  about  the 
diftribution  of  political  loaves  and  fifhes.  Hard  indeed  is  the  fateof  thefe  poor  fellows; 
they  allow  themfelves  to  be  fliot  at  for  about  fourpence  three  farthings  per  day  for  the 
good  of  their  country,  and  the  profpeft  of  being  amply  provided  for  in  Chelfea  Hofpital 
with  a  pitcher  of  broth  and  a  flannel  night-cap,  when  they  are  rendered  incapable  of 
further  fervice  to  the  nation ;  and  then  gets  up  a  Senator  in  his  place  to  wifli  their 
houfe  pulled  down.  We  hope  there  are  few  Sir  Cecils  in  the  world.  It  may  not  be 
improper  here  to  remark,  that  the  eftimate  at  50I.  a  man  is  not  any  thing  great^ 
confidering  the  whole  of  the  expences.

So  general  a  burft  of  tranfport  pervaded  all  ranks  of  people  on  feeing  Mr.  Fox,  this 
perfevering  champion  for  their  liberties,  as  to  leave  no  doubt  of  his  re-eledtion. 

It  was  a  long  time  before  the  tumultuous  joy,  which  aftuated  the  whole  aflembly, 
appeared  to  fubfide,  and  Mr,  leaker  was  often  interrupted  by  fhouts  of  pleafure  from 
propofing  their  favourite  candidate,  who  was  received  with  every  demonftration  of  ap- 
I^robation  and  regard.  After  that  C/entleman  had,  in  the  ufual  manner,  announced 
Mr,  Fox'f  intentions  of  again  foliciting  the  fufFrages  of  the  people  of  Weftminfter,  he 
came  forward  himieli  for  the  purpofe  of  addreffing  his  conrtitucnts ;  but  the  fame  fyftcm 
which  has  difgraced  the  condu6k  of  his  adverfaries,  in  hired  hiflilng,  ruffian  violence, 
arid  poifonouff  contrivances,  prevailed  this  day;  and  all  his  efForts  were  inefFeftual. 
The  other  candidates.  Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil  Wray,  then  attempted  to  be  heard; 
fcut  the  confufion  at  this  period  became  fo  ger»eral,  that  it  was  all  in  vain.  On  the 
je|;ular  propofal  of  the  rcfpedtive  candidates  by  the  High  BailiiF,  the  fliow  of  hands

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was  at  leaft  twenty  to  one  in  favour  of  Mr.  Fox.  This  oflSccr  was  then  defired  to 
pronounce  his  opinion  upon  whom  the  favour  of  the  Elediors  had  fallen,  but  he  de- 
clared that  from  the  confufion  which  prevailed,  he  was  unable  to  afcertain  ;  and  it  was 
after  fome  time  agreed  upon  by  all  parties,  that  it  would  be  bell  to  proceed  immediately 
to  a  Poll.

Lord  Hood  was  efcorted  to 
the  Huftings  by  a  party  of  failors,  fome  of  whom  bore  a  model  of  the  Villc  de  Piirib, 
which  was  deitroyed  m  the  croud,  and  fome  ruffians,  in  the  habit  of  failors,  were 
armed  with  flicks  of  a  peculiar  kind,  with  wliich  many  of  tliem  attcmi)ted  to  ftiikc  the 
friends  of  Mr,  Fox ;  but  the  fury  of  the  populace  arol'e  upon  this  brutal  attack,  and 
thefe  wretches  were  obliged  to  make  a  precipitate  retreat.  The  (licks  were  of  a  vt*ry 
knotty  kind,  twilled  with  green  cord,  and  headed  by  a  thick  picxre  of  lead,  which  uas 
covend  with  leatlier,  and  about  a  foot  and  a  half  in  length.  Sir  Cecil  Wray  was  ;^c- 
companicd  by  Lord  Vlahon,  whofe  geftures  were  lb  wild,  violent,  and  diibrdcrly,  that 
he  leemed  to  be  one  of  the  poor  unfortunate  men  who  had  juil  broke  from  the  confines 
of  Bedlam,  His  Lordfliip  and  poor  Sir  Cecil  met  with  every  mark  of  popular  diiguii, 
and  the  latter  from  his  conducl  to  Mr,  Fox,  and  his  dilregard  of  the  poor  veterans  of 
Chelfea,  fecmed  univerfally  to  be  conlidered  as  a  monller  of  ingratitude  and  inhum-^nity. 
Upon  the  whole,  the  complexion  of  this  day's  proceedings,  fully  llu)ws  that  the  f;ood 
fenfe  of  the  p^t^ple  is  n  >t  to  be  impofed  upon  againft  a  man  who  has  made  the  moli  fpi- 
rited  exertions  in  defence  of  their  privileges,  and  who  has  always  proved  himfelf  the 
true  friend  of  tlie  coniiitution.

In  the  neiglibourhood  of  Covent  Garden,  bets  are  now  ten  to  three,  that  Sir  Cecil 
Wray  will  give  up  the  contcft  on  the  clofj  of  the  j)oll  to-morrow. 

A  gentleman  who  met  both  Sir  Cecil  Wray  and  Mr.  Fox,  on  Wednefday,  canvafling 
along  the  Strand,  informs  us,  that  the  defpair  which  was  marked  in  the  countenance  of 
the  worthy  Baronet,  could  only  be  equalled  by  the  fuccefs  which  animated  the  features 
of  Mr.  Fox. 

As  a  cart  with  a  dead  calf  was  pafTing  through  Covent  Garden  vefterday,  a  hackney 
coachman  hailed  a  brother  of  the  whip,  with  a  D — mc^  Jacky  oir  Cecil  has  cut  his 
throaty  and  here  he  comes  in  a  cart. 

In  yefterday*s  canvafs.  Sir  Cecil  Iflfcacre  complained  moft  bitterly  that  Mr.  Pitt  had 
involved  him  in  the  whole  of  the  infamy  of  propofing  to  dcmolf/h  Chelfea  Hofpitaly 
whereas  it  was  a  faving  propofed  by  Mr.  Jenkinfon ;  and  it  is  well  known  Mr.  Pitt 
approves  of  the  plan ;  ought  not  Mr.  Pitt  to  own  the  truth,  and  thereby  remove  the 
odium  that  is  now  wholly  flung  on  Sir  Cecil  Wray. 

Sir  Cecil's  Wray*s  propofed  tax  upon  Maid  Servants^  would  moft  undoubtedly  be  a 
very  produftive  one,  as  there  is  fcarcc  a  family  in  the  kingdom,  however  low  their 
Situation  in  life,  bgt  would  contribute  largely  towards  it.

As  Sir  Cecil  Wray  was  canvaffing  in  Princes-ftreet,  on  Friday  laft,  he  was  met  by 
an  old  Chelfea  Penfioner,  who  being  told  the  Baronet's  name,  immediately  raifed  his 
crutch,  for  the  purpofe  of  finally  putting  an  end  to  his  fchemes  for  demolifliing  Chelfea 
Hoipital ;  but  fortunately  a  friend  of  his  perceiving  the  old  man's  intention,  apprized 
Sir  Cecil,  who,  by  an  inftant  flight,  efcapcd  for  that  time  the  vengeance  of  the  enraged 
veteran. 

It  is  not  one  of  the  flrghteft  objeftions  againft  Sir  Cecil  Wray's  being  elefted  for 
Weftminfter,  that  he  is  by  no  means  remarkable  for  either  a  gooa  underftanding  or  a

of  Weftminfter,  Many  from  the  parilh  of  Lambeth,  from  Wapping,  Shadwell, 
RatcliiFe,  the  Minories,  and  other  part?,  have  been  marfliaJled  up  to  the  Hufiings  as  the 
conllitutional  colleftive  body.  Not  lei's  than  feven  hundred  and  fifty  came,  iu  one  day, 
from  Wapping,  Deptford,  Greenwich,  Rotherhitlitj,  and  other  fe.ifaring  places,  to  vote, 
fome  for  one  candidate,  fome  for  another  ;  and  what  is  aftonifliing,  all  were  admitted. 
This  is  fuch  an  open  violation  of  the  rights  and  immunities  of  the  re!il  EleiStors  of  Weft- 
minfler,  as  demands  a  fcrutiny,  let  who  may  be  elecled  on  the  prefent  contcft,  whether 
it  be  Mr.  Fox,  or  Sir  Ce^il,  or  Lord  Hood  ;  and  the  Committees  of  each  party  fliould 
he  publicly  reprimanded  for  Inch  condudl,  as  well  as  the  High  BailiiF.  The  one  for 
bringing  tnem  up,  the  other  for  admitting  them  to  poll. 

A  Gentleman,  who  was  one  of  Sir  George  Vandeput's  Committee,  during  the  great 
conteft  about  thirty-five  years  ago,  between  him  and  the  prefent  Earl  Gower,  for  the 
city  of  Weftminfter,  aflerts,  that  the  bills  for  ribbons,  banners,  and  fuch  frippery,

Since  the  High  Bailiff  of  Weftminfter  declared  that  partners  were  intitled  to  vote, 
there  have  appeared  fuch  partnerfliips  as  were  never  before  publicly  noticed.  Three  fol- 
diers  polled,  becaufe  they  were  partmrs  in  a  three  pair  of  flairs  room  ;  and  two  negroes, 
becaulb  they  were  partners  behind  the  fame  coach ;  but  on  being  qucftioned,  fo  far  from 
being  houfe-keepers,  they  could  not  prove  that  they  had  been  chrijiencd. 

April  2.]  This  day  there  was  a  fcuffle  in  Covent  (jarden  between  a  body  of  failors  from 
Wapping,  and  a  party  of  Mr.  Fox's  friends.  The  poll  was  very  much  interrupted  in  confe- 
cjuence  ot  the  fracas,  and  hundreds  of  the  Eleftors  were  prevented  from  getting  up  to  the 
Huftings.  The  flags  on  both  fides  were  put  down,  and  locked  up ;  and  three  of  the 
failors  wer^  taken  into  cuftody.  Application  was  made  to  Lord  Mahon  by  fome  of  Mr. 
Fox's  friends  ;  his  Lordfliip  faid  that  certainly  the  failors  ftiould  not  be  luffered  to  in- 
terrupt the  poll,  but  he  could  not  take  upon  him  to  difmifs  them,  without  the  confent 
of  the  Committee  at  Wood's  Hotel. 

The  Ladles  of  Wcjimh\fter  incline  to  Mr.  Fox,  and  are  daily  employed  in  affifting  the 
canvafs  for  that  city. 

Putuh  and  humble  porter  is  the  Weftminfter  beverage — and  the  God  of  the  Grape  is  to 
be  excluded  altogether,  except  in  the  fecret  Committee. 

How  can  it  be  faid  that  the is  regardlefs  of  the  Commons  part  of  the  Le- 

giflature,  when  his  —  at  this  moment  takes  fuch  uncommon  pains  to  fee  that  the 
city  of  IVeJlminJlcr  ht  properly  reprefented  ?   . 

In  oppofition  to  a  paragraph  in  a  certain  morning  paper,  we  are  deftred,  by  one  of  the 
Prince  of  Wales's  domeftics,  to  affert,  that  'when  the  Prince's  fervants  mentioned  the 
circumftance  of  her  Majefly,  defiring  them  to  vote  for  Cecil  Wray  and  Lord  Hood, 
they  were  anfwered  by  his  Koyal  Highnefs  in  this  manner : — "  It  is  my  duty  to  obey  her 
Majefty;  it  is  the  duty  of  my  fervants  to  obey  me;  and  it  is  the  duty  of  every 
Eledlor,  without  regard  to  fuperiors  of  any  defcription,  to  fupport,  by  their  interefts 
and  their  poll,  the  rights  of  the  people." 

Mr.  Samuel  Houfe^  the  patriotic  citizen  of  Weftminfter,  has  maintained  for  upwards 
of  forty  years,  in  the  neighbourhood  where  he  at  prefent  refides,  the  charadber  of  an 
Honeft  Rnglifhman.  In  the  year  1763,  at  which  time  he  was  much  more  corpulent 
tb^n  he  is  at  prefent,  he  undertook^  for  a  trifling  wager,  to  jump  off  Weftminfter 

Bridge ; 
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Bridge;  tViS  extraordinary  feat  he  performed,  and  wore  for  fevera!  years  after  a  plufli- 
coat,  with  large  111 v^r  buttons,  the  produce  of  the  bet. — ^It  was  remarkable  that  he 
pledged  himfelf  to  jump  from  the  Bridge  at  a  time  when  he  was  intoxicatid.  His  friends 
afttvvards  endeavour. d  to  difiuade  him  from  the  undertaking,  by  obferving  lie  was 
drunk  when  h?  made  the  propofal ;  "  then,  fays  Saniy  it  the  more  oecomes  me  to  keep 
**  my  vjoi'd  now  1  Tim  Jib  a  /'*    , 

There  never  was,  fays  a  correfpondent,  fo  ridiculous  a  refolution  as  the  laft  one  of 
Sir  Cecil  Wray's  Committee's  inditing.  Sir  Cecil's  own  apology  admits  that  lie  made 
the  proportion  to  dcmolifli  Chclfea  Hofpital,  and  then  comes  the  Commit  toe-man's 
comment,  wliich  amounts  to  this, — "  Sir  Cecil  did  fay  fo,  we  own,  but  we  beg  you'll 
*'  not  tlxink  he  meant  anv  fuch  thing,  and  we  intreat  you  to  transfer  all  the  blame  of 
^'  having  made  fo  fhaineful  a  propolltion  from  Sir  Cecil  who  adlually  made  it,  to  the 
**  friends  of  humanicy  who  pointed  it  out  for  public  indignation."  The  Committee-man 
who  wrote  the  :ipology  is  but  juft  recovered  from  a  nervous  fever. 

Sir  Cecil  Wray  was  brought  forward  to  the  EleSors  of  Weftminfter  by  Mr.  Fox,  and 
by  his  intereft  and  popularity  was  ele6led  Member  for  that  city,  and  Lord  Hood  was  re- 
jefted.  Now  Sir  Cecil  Wray  unites  and  canvafles  jointly  with  Lord  Hood  to  attempt 
(but  it  will  be  in  vain)  the  exclufion  of  Mr.  Fox.  Sir  Cecil  was  brought  forward  and 
fuccecded  as  the  friend  of  Hberty,  Lord  Hood  was  rejedled  as  the  Candidate  of  the  back* 
ftairs.     Pray  Sir  Cecil  how  do  you  juftify  this  coalition,  you  man  of  honour  } 

'Tis  faid,  that  by  the  ancient  laws  of  the  Cretans,  the  horrid  vice  of  ingratitude,  waS 
fcverely  puniflied.  Pray,  fays  a  correfpondent,  how  would  that  generous  people 
have  treated  an  injurious  Rat-catcher  and  a  no  lefs  infamous  Candidate  for  Weil- 
mijifter  ? 

Yefterday  morning  a  moft  daring  attempt  was  made  at  the  Huftings  In  Covent  Gar- 
den, to  controul  the  freedom  of  Eleftion.  The  parti/ ans  of  Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil 
Wray,  finding  the  Poll  going  rapidly  againft  them,  immediately  poured  forth  from  their 
rendezvous  at  Wood's  Hotel,  a  defperate  gang  of/aiiGrsy  difplaying  the  Kin^s  colours,  and 
headed  by  naval  officers,  who  imniediately  aflaulted  the  peaceable  citizens  of  Weftminfter, 
by  knocking  down  all  thofe  who  were  approaching  the  Huftings  in  Mr.  Fox's  favour !

Lord  M — ^h — n  has  long  been  admired  by  his  friends  for  ilkill,  in  the  conduct  of  po» 
pular  affemblies.    Of  this  he  gave  fame  proofs,  at  the  General  Meet'mg  of  Weftminfter 
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EIe6^ors,  to  confidrfr  of  an  Addrefs  to  his  Majefty.  The  fuccefs  of  the  Buckingham* 
fhife  meeting  \yas  alfo  afcribed  wholly  to  fimilar  exertions  of  the  fame  patriotic  Noble* 
man.  But  at  the  Weftminiler  Eleclion,  yefterday,  the  noble  Lord  exceeded  himfelf. 
A  p^rty  of  failors  were  ftationed  to  befiege  the  Shakefpeare,  and  prevent  the  voters  of 
Mr.  Fox  from  coming  to  the  Huftings*  When  requefted  to  difperfe  his  gang,  his 
Lordftiip  replied,  **  I  cannot  difperfe  them^  without  tkc  confent  of  the  Camnutiee!*  The 
fpiritofthe  independent  ElecStors,  how-ever,  overcame  all  oppoi  tion,  zxAHnManof 
the  P'eop'U  ftill  retains  the  majority  on  the  Poll.

carry  his  Eledlion  for  Weftminfler,  has  been  ftraining  every  remnant  of  a  nerve  about 
hini  to  procure  a  few  votes  for  Sir  CeclL  Many  fay  this  conduft  arifes  from  the 
Duke's  atixiety  left  ha  fhould  fhortly  ceafe  to  be  a  courtly  thing ;  while  others  affirm 
h,is  Grace  has  an  inveteracy  againft  Mr.  Fox,  on  account  of  its  being  whifpered  fome 
years  fmce>  that  he  af&fted  in  the  memorable  ftanzas  addrefled  to  the  Duke,  whith.

•*  the  man  who  wotild  pull  down  my  only  houfe?**  Jack  foon  difcovered  that  thisu 
fpeech  came  from  his  old  father-in-law.

Our  natural  en'?;ni».s  })ront  hv  Mr.  I'ox's  abilities;  they  h«ave  ea  o'er  I  y  coi  braced  his 
India  Bill  as  a  fyiLcm  of  the  foirndtli  policy,  and  drawn  from  it  a  code  of  re::ul.'itions 
for  the  government  of  the  Lail  India  Company,  Poor  deluded  Britain  !  Is  it  yo-jr  late 
never  to  fr.e  yoUr  true  iiitr-rell,  until  it  is  too  late  to  proiit  by  the  difcovery ;  and  mull:

The  appearance  of  a  whole  regiment  of  guards,  properly  drawn  up  and  marfhalled  In 
coloured  cloaths,  and  headed  hy  uai-al  otficcrs,  produced  a  very  ludiicrous  efredt  in  Co- 
vent  Garden,  on  Saturday  laft.

The  tumults  and  oppofition  attendant  upon  the  eIe»5tion,  in  Covent  Ciardcn,  fhew  the 
neccffity  of  a  very  powerful  interpofition  of  the  civil  power  to  preferve  the  public  peace, 
and  to  proteft  the  rights  and  perfons  of  the  legal  voters  for  each  party.  It  alft  evinces 
the  impropriety  of  holding  a  poll,  where  the  Eledlors  are  fo  numerous,  in  an  open  market, 
where  it  is  impoflible  to  govern  the  rudencfs  and  outrages  of  a  mifguided  and  wanton  rab- 
ble. 'I'he  confequences  of  permitting  fuch  diforders  to  prevail,  may  prove  as  fatal  as  the 
defpcrate  riots  relative  to  the  popery  bill,  which  flill  challenge,  and  fhock  our  recol- 
ledtion.  When  fuch  dangers  threaten,  too  great  precautions  to  prevent  their  baneful 
cftefts  cannot  be  taken.  Thofe  who  have  authority,  if  they  negledt  to  exert  it  legally 
with  moderation,  are  highly  criminal.  In  any  point  of  view  they  are  unfit  for  Ma- 
giftrates.  If  they  have  wiidom  they  mufl  be  cenfured  as  indolent  or  pufillanimous.  If 
they  are  ignorant  they  want  the  neccfTary  qualifications  to  difcharge  the  duties  of  the 
office  with  which  they  are  invefled.  1  hus  much  as  to  the  conduct  which  fhould  be 
adopted  by  the  Magiilr«ites,  on  this  critical  and  alarming  occafion.  A  word  or  two  may 
not  be  impropcr^^as  to  the  other  part  of  the  grievance — the  fituation  of  the  Huflings.  In 
an  open  flreet  or  market-place  the  common  people  conceive  that  they  have  a  right  to  a6l 
as  they  pleafe,  and  are  not  fubjedl  to  controul.  When  they  are  dilcovercd  in  diforderly 
proceedings,  they  have  various  avenues  and  opportunities  for  efcape.  Thofe  will  be  pre- 
fent on  luch  a  fpot  who  would  not  have  prefumption  enough  to  enter  an  enclofed 
building.  Thefe  are  evils  which  call  aloud  for  redrefs,  and  fhould  be  properly  attended 
toby  perfons  in  power,  if  they  wifh  to  preferve  the  order  of  government,  tne  laws  of 
Election,  or  the  -rights  and  fatety  of  the  people. 

The  Due  de  Chartrcs  and  the  Due  de  Bouillon  are  conllant  attendants  in  Covent 
Garden  fince  the  Poll  began.     They  never  faw  any  thing  like  it  in  !•  ranee. 

Hundreds  of  the  friends  of  Mr.  Fox,  and  the  great  caufe  of  freedom,  were  yeflerday 
hindered  from  polling  by  the  extraordinary  concourfe  of  people  who  attended  the  Poll. 
It  is  aftonifhing  the  conflables,  and  efpecially  the  returning  officer,  do  not  endeavour 
to  eflablifh  at  leafl  fome- degree  of  decency  and  order,  as  the  freedom  of  Election 
depends  fo  much  on  the  convertience  and  accommodation'  of  EleAors  at  the  Hull* 
ings. 

A  correfpondent  is  not  a  little  furprifcd  that  the  filly  trick  about  th-^  bribery^  fo  impu* 
dently  vamped  up  by  a  dcfperate  fadlion  againft  one  of^the  Candidates  for  Wfeiiminfter,  is 
not  generally  feen  tnrough.  Nothing  fhould  be  admitted  for  faft  without  vouchers; 
And  the  fcencof  this  moft  extraordinary  bufinefs  lies  at  fuch  a  diflance,  that  before  any 
enquiries  can  take  place  about  the  truth  of  it,  the  coriteflcd  EIcQion  for  Weftminflcr 
may  be  decided. 

.  A  correfpondent  w6\ild  aik  tfi'e  Eleilots  of  Weftrolnflcr,  fof  whifch  of  the  good  dcedi 
done' by  Mr;  Fot  is  it  thit  fo  many'hdve  voted  againfl  hiih  oft  this  occacten  ?  Is  it  be- 
caufe  he  put  an  end  to  the  American  war,  abridged  the  influence  of  thft  Crown^  or  pcr^ 
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tlic  people  a  confluence  in  the  government  of  their  cotintrj%  which  they  never  poC- 
it'&d  but  in  the  reign  of  a  Chatham  r  Or  are  they  diflatislieJ  that  their  illuflrious niem- 
Wr  is  nfjt  marked  with  the  fame  infidlous  infigniiicance  Vvhich  diftinguifhes  Sir  Cecily 
tliat  he  ftvms  to  hi:e  rufFianf?  to  overawe  the  freedom  of  Election,  that  he  afts  uniformly 
on  tht;  broad  balls  of  th'  ])uhlic  good,  and  that  lie  would  rather  iofc  his  EleAion  than 
carry  it  by  the  famr:  fcrics  of  infamous  Aratagcm  which  his  enemies  have  adopted  in  the 
conduct  of  theirs  ? 

'I'he  fame  fyflom  of  inrimidation,  which  fo  long  menaced  in  vain  the  late  Pariiament, 
feoms  now  extended  to  diilu lb  tha  freedom  of  tle6lion.  The  bloody  fcenes  exhibited 
htforcj  ilie  Iluftings  in  Covent  CJardi-n,  oftener  than  once  fince  the  beginning  of  the 
Foil,  mull  ojica  the  people's  eyes  to  the  dcfpotic  coercion  of  the  Court  in  behalf  of  a 
fuv(  iirite  lycophant.  Thole  on  the  fide  of  Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil  AVray,  are  conftant- 
ly  cfcorted  by  a  banditti  of  armed  men,  in  the  habit  of  failors,  who  alternately  parade 
and  occupy  all  the  pall'ages  and  Areets  contiguous  to  the  Huftings.  Left  this  circum- 
ftance  might  not  operate  fuihciently,  infinite  pains  are  taken  to  report,  that  a  very  nu- 
merous body  of  failors  lurk  in  moli:  of  the  ale-houfes  about  the  Garden,  and  are  ready, 
on  the  firft  lignal,  to  rei>iat  their  former  outrages.  This  fallhood,  as  conne£ted  with 
the  above  fadt,  has  fo  much  credit,  as  to  render  the  friends  of  Mr.  Fox  and  the  confti- 
tution  not  a  little  fhy.  Does  n^ot  all  this  put  Englifhmen  in  mind  of  the  riot  at  Brent- 
ford, and  the  maflacre  in  St.  (leorge's  Fields  ?  Can  Britons  fupport  a  caufe,  thus  daring- 
ly, and  foully  ftained  by  the  hlood  of  their  fellow-citizens  ? 

The  beautiful  Duchefs  of  Devonfhire  and  her  fifter  Lady  Duncannon  were  yefterday 
m  Hcnrietta-ftreet,  Covent  Garden,  for  a  confiderable  time.  The  Fafhionable  Circle 
are  all  on  the  fame  fide  of  the  queftion,  and  their  coaches  made  an  elegant  appearance 
from  about  two  to  three  o'clock. 

This  is  Paflion  week,  and  much  padion  there  is  in  the  city  of  Weftminfter;  praying 
too  goes  forward ;  but  it  is  Elcdlion  fupplications,  and  not  forgivenefs  of  fins.  As  ta 
fqfting^  it  is  out  of  the  queftion.  The  city  has  been  a  fcene  ot  gluttony  and  drunken- 
nefs,  and  though  dramatic  decency  has  {hut  up  the  theatres,  and  fent  the  poor  adors 
literally  to  ftarve  for  feven  days,  yet  private  routs,  cards,  fuppers,  balls,  and  other  a- 
mufements  are  in  pradice  more  than  at  any  other  feafon  of  the  year.  There  are  com- 
pliments gone  abroad  among  the  falliionable  world  for  parties  on  Good  Friday,  to  ce- 
lebrate in  feftivity,  not  to  mourn  in  forrow,  the  fate  of  that  day.  Religion  is  baniih- 
ed  from  almoft  every  rank  of  people,  and  even  the  very  Bifhops  permit  their  Ladies  to 
receive  gambling  afloriiites  at  hazard  and  card  tables  on  Sundays  and  holidays  without 
reprimand,  and  Ibmetimes  with  participation  in  the  paftime.  The  women  go  to  church 
to  be  admired  in  the  morning  and  to  make  affignations  in  the  evening,  and  the  men  give 
regubr  attendance  in  the  fame  place  to  fulfil  that  purpofe.  Thus  the  world  goes  On  in 
PafCon  week,  in  and  about  London,  and  perhaps  it  mieht  not  be  far  from  the  truth  to 
fay,  tliat  it  is  much,  the  fame  at  this  time  in  all  parts  ofEngland. 

One  word  and  no  more  to  the  Ele^ors  of  Wejiminjier  ! — Two  thoufand  five  hundred  votest 
remain  yet  unpolled.: — Independence  mult  ftill  be  your's  if  you  zealoully  contend  for  it  X 
— ^The  Court  has  exhaufted  its  venality. — ^You  can  only  be  enJUvued  therefore  by  your 
ovuifupinene/sn  Come  forth,  then,  like  Britonsj  and  give  your  fuffirages  in  defence  of 
jovLT  ovfn  freedom;  or  henceforth  repine  not  vfhen  Prerogative  (hall  eled  your  Refrg^ 
^/tf/iV^5  without  your  concurrence! 

Xiord  King  appeared  yefterday  at  the  Huftings  in  Covent  Garden,  to  poll  for  Sir  Cecil 
Wray ;  and  it  was  witn  fome  difficulty  the  poll  clerk  covinced  the  noble  peer  with  the 
eourtly  name,  that  he  was  in  the  prefent  infiance  completely  ignorant  of  the  laws  of  his 
country !  •      .        •  m  •  ' 
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■  Our  rcaJers  may  rely  moft  confidently  that  nothing  can  be  more  fallacions  and  tempo- 
rary than  the  fuperiority  which  has  been  obtained  by  Sir  Cecil  Wray  over  Mr.  Kox  tor 
Weftminfter— every  drummer  and  retainer  of  every  defcription,  fculhon,  fag-guards, 
and  black  guards,  have  been  exluuded  to  produce  this  little  tranfient  vidory,  and  what 
is  worfe,  the  contcmptibility  of  thefe  voters  is  not  the  worft  part  of  them,  as  complete 
evidence  can  be  adduced,  that  out  of  the  500  worthy  and  indei>endent  /i/^/Vrj  who  have 
given  a  fufFrage  on  this  occafion,  there  are  at  leaft  200  who  are  only  lodgers,  and  have 
of  courfe  no  legal  pretenfion  to  a  vote  whatever.  Mr.  Fox's  friends,  many  of  them 
of  the  moft  reipe^able  chara£ler  and  fituation,  ha\«e  been  actually  intimidated  from  an 
'attendance  at  the  Huftings,  by  the  infamous  condudl  of  a  hired  aflemblage  of  foIdierS' 
and  fwlors,  but  as  proper  means  have  now  been  adopted  for  putting  an  end  to  fuch 
pra£Uces,  the  world  will  foon  be  convinced,  from  the  iflue  of  the  two  next  day's  poll, 
that  it  is  not  in  rei'pc£tability  only,  but  in  numbers  too^  that  Mr.  Fox  has  the  advan- 
tage of  his  late  treacherous  colleague. 

Mr.  Fox's  remark  to  the  good  citizens  of  Weftminfter,  that  they  cannot  be  bought, 
but  may  be' fold,  has  made  a  deep  impreffion  on  the  EleAors,  and  det.ermined  many  hun- 
dreds of  them,  who  figned  the  Addrefs,  to  vote  for  Mr.  Fox,  as  the  bcft  qualified 
man  in  the  country,  to  watch  the  motions  of  a  Minifter,  and  to  give  a  national  alarm, 
whenever  the  liberty  of  the  fubjedl  ftiall  be  in  danger. 

Mr.  Fox  has  already  polled  more  fingle  votes  than  ever  were  known  at  any  eledion 
for  Weftminfter,  among  which  are  the  names  of  fome  of  the  firft  and  moft  refpeScd 
families  in  the  kingdom,  and  if  he  iliould  lofe  his  election,  which  is  not  probable,  the 
majority  will  confift  of  common  foldiers,  fiddlers,  pages,  cooks,  fcuUions,  &c« 

One  of  the  gentkmen  of  Sir  Cecil  Wray's  Committe  declared  laft  night  at  the  Kinfs 
Head  in  James-ftreet,  that  they  had  fifteen  wounded  men  all  lying  dead  in  Suffolk's 
Au^ion  Room,  who  were  all  nbU  and  wtllhtg  to  Iwear  this  tnornlng  that  they  -were  killed 
jefterday, 

April  6.*]  Laft  night  the  failors,  who  were  beat  from  the  Huftings  in  Oovent  Garden 
yefterday,  -went  to  bt.  James's- ftreet,  intending  to  cut  the  chairs,  but  »on  their  ar- 
rival they  met  with  a  very  rough  welcome  from  the  Paddies,  and  after  a  flight  contdd 
were  moft  corapleatly  routed,  moft  of  them  with  broken  heads» 

Mr.  Fox  has  been  manceuvered  out  of  a  majority  for  the  two  laft  days,  principally 
by  the  partial  conduft  ot  the  High  BailifPs  clerks,  who  have  hitherto  made  it  a  point  of 
fwearing  only  three  of  Mr.  Fox's  vi'\X\\five  of  the  adverfe  party's  voters ;  but  the  friends 
©f  that  gentleman  are  determineded  to  correft  this  ftiameful  praftice  in  future,  by  infift- 
ing  on  equal  numbers  being  fworn  on  both  fides  :  this,  added  to  the  newly  adoptecl  mode 
ofa  large  Committee  of  Gentlemen  attending  the  Independent  EleHors  fate  to  the 
Huftings,  from  Fox's  new  rendezvous,  Lowers  Hotels  as  well  as  the  Shakefpeare  in  Co- 
vent  Garden,  will  no  doubt  give  a  turn  to  this  day's  poll,  highly  in  favour  of  liberty  an4 
inelependen^ef 

It  muft  give  every  indepeniTmt  Briton  the  moft  heart-felt  fatisfaftion  to  be  informed^ 
that  the.former  outrages,  committtd  by  the  gang  of  armed  Jailor  i^  witc.  amply  retaliated 

Jefterday  on  that  band  of  defperatc  h/relin^s; — tor  the  mob,  w'ith  a  fpirit  of'honeft  in- 
ignation,  .ruftied  upon  them  towards  the  clofe  of  the  i>oll,  uift  as  they  were  commen- 
cing fr<^  hoftilities  on  the  peaceable  Ele<ftors,  and  wrefting  from  them  their  owii 
bludgeons,  foundly  thrcftied,  and  afterwards  drove  the  milcreants  from  the  environs  ot 
Covent  Garden ! 

Yefterday  the  houfehold  troops  of  St.  Jameihy  from  the  Pa^e  of  tlie  Back  Stairs  to  the 
Scullion  in  the  Kitchen^  were  muftered,  and  polled  ugaiiiit  Mr.  iV.v.     I'bc  Guards  wore 
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feverally  paraded  in  the  Blrcl  Cage  TValk^  by  one  of  the  candidates,  in  peribn,  and  fix)m 
thence  marched,  unrcglmcntailtdy  \o  vote  in  fupport  of  Sir  Cecil  fVraj  and  Seertt  Infiuincu 
—Who  will  now  fay,  that  -prerogative  has  not  its  full  fwing? 

It  is  a  fadt  upon  which  our  readers  may  moft  confidently  rely,  that  not  lefs  than  four 
hundred  foldiers  belonging  to  the  guards,  voted  for  Sir  Cecil  Wray  and  Lord  Hood^ 
which  was  the  fole  cauft  of  the  temporary  fuperiority  of  the  former  over  Mr.  Fox.  It 
will  fhock  every  man  who  Hill  retains  an  attachment  to  the  conftirution  of  his  country^ 
to  be  informed,  which  is  nevcrthelefs  flridily  true,  that  moff  of  the  poor  fellows  be- 
longing to  the  above  corps  were  compelled  fome  time  ago  to  fubjedk  themfelves  to  tho^ 
ex  pence  of  houfe- rents,  that  they  might  be  convertible  into  ufe  on  an  £le<%on  emei^ 
elicy. 

There  never  was  a  more  ftriking  inftance  of  the  unhiafled  freedom  of  the  Britifh  Elec- 
tors than  has  been  exhibited  in  the  courfe  of  the  prefent  conteft  for  Weftminfler.  Thd 
independence  of  the  conllitucnt,  wliich  is  the  great  fource  of  the  independence  of  the 
reprefentatives,  was  never  perfevered  in  with  fo  tenacious  a  facrednefs.  We  can  aflure- 
our  readers,  that  all  the  foldiers  cf  the  guards^  Jailor Sy  and  the  whole  body  of  Court 
iradcfmcMy  who  have  voted  on  the  above  occafion,  were  under  iio  undue  influence  wliat- 
ever,  but  gave  their  fuftrages  from  the  purcjl  motives  of  genuine  patriotifm and  the  moft 
diJtMtere/icd prefcvencG  to  thofe  two  great  and  iVcc'cicd  friends  of  the  Houfe  of  Conmions 
and  theConflitution,  Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil  Wray. 

The  condudl  of  her  R 1  H s  V {s  A ,  on  this  occafion  does  her  im*» 

mortal  honour.     Her  R H (s  received  a  mcflage  from  St.  James's,  requeftlng 

that  fhe  would  command  her  houfchold  and  tradefmen  to  vote  for  the  Court  candidates  ^ 
to  which  fhe  replied,  that  **  fhe  had  been  taught  by  her  great  and  glorious  father  Geoi^e 
<^  the  Second,  that  it  was  contrary  to  the  principles  of  the  conllitution,  and  beneatti  the 
<*  dignity  of  the  Crown,  to  inteifere  in  popular  ILleclions,  and  that  fhe  was  determin^ 
*^  never  to  depart  from  fo  illuflrious  an  example,  but  to  leave  all  her  dependants  at  free* 
**  dom  to  judge  and  aiSl  like  Englifhmen  !" 

This  is  not  the  firfl  inflance  that  the  R 1  name  has  been  degraded  to  influence 

Eleflions ;  it  was  ufed  fo  imprudently  at  W^indfor  againft  Lord  Keppel,  that  he  had  a 
certainty  of  carrying  his  Eledion  if  he  could  have  been  prevailed  on  to  petition  againft 
the  return ;  but  his  Lordfhip  chofe  rather  to  lofe  his  ElevSlion,  than  to  expofe  the  Royal 
name  to  the  contempt  and  ridicule  of  an  Eleftion  Committee. 

The  prefent  Prerogative  Muiiflry  (lays  a  correfpondent)  who  for  thepurpofes  of  their 
knmoderate  ambition  have  involved  the  King  in  a  conteft  with  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 
are  proceeding  further  to  degrade  the  Royal  name,  by  employing  it  for  the  mofl  uncon- 
ftitutional  purpofe  of  influencing  Eledions.  When  our  Kings  have  been  advifed  to  be- 
come partisans,  and  have  funk  themfelves  to  the  level  of  individuals  to  gratify  the  views^ 
of  party,  difappointment  and  mortification  have  been  the  certain  confequences. 

There  Is  a  fpirit  in  Endiflimen  that  revolts  at  an  unequal  conteft,  and  will  not  {\jBec 
a  great  and  manly  character  to  be  crufhed  even  by  the  arm  of  ■         . 

The  number  of  Jpril  fools  on  Thurfday  laft  was  much  greater  than  ufual,  owing  tO/ 
the  General  Eleflion. 

The  partizans  of  Sir  Cecil  Wray  have  pretty  nearly  exhauftcd  all  their  arts  and  all' 
their  lifts ;  they  can  no  longer  deceive  the  people,  bv  declaring,  during  the  poll,  that 
Lord  North  has  loft  his  Ele£lion  for  Banbury,  and  Lord  John  Cavendifh  for  York. 
The  retort  upon  Mr.  Fox  to  countcracSl  the  indignation  raifed  in  every  honeft  breaft  by- 
Sir  Cecil  Wray's  inhumanity  to  the  Chelfea  Penfioners,  has  already  lofl  all  its  eflefts, 
and  his  fuppofed  bribery  at  Taunton  is  found  to  have  been,  the  lie  of^the  day.  The  fafety 
♦f  the  peaceable  Ekftors  is  fecured  againft  the  violence  of  the  crews  of  feamen,  who,  to 
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tlie  dtlgrace  of  the  firft  Lord  of  tho  Admiralty^  have  been  let  loofo  on  the  city  with 
their  officers  at  their  head ;  all  the  guards  have  been  muftered  and  voted,  and  the  poll  is 
at  prefent  dragged  out  by  lod|;ers,  and  perfons  having  no  votes.  The  numerous  body 
of  EletSlors  who  have  promifed  Mr,  Fox,  and  have  hitherto  been  detained  from  ap- 
proaching the  Huftings,  will  now  therefore  make  their  appearance,  and  afcertain  the 
independency  of  the  city^ 

A  gentleman  on  Tuefday  laft,  met  an  old  acquaintance  walking  to  the  Huftings  ia 
Covent  Garden :  ^^  So !  you  are  going,"  faid  he,  "  to  vote  for  that  fad  dog  Charles 
*«  Fox  !"  The  other  coolly  replied,  "  1  am  determined.  Sir,  to  give  Mr.  Fox  my  vote, 
**  not  becaufe  he  is  OLfad  dog^  but  for  a  better'  reafon ; — he  is  a  good  haufe  dog :  1  me;in 
**  2Lgood  Hoiife  of  Commnns  dog.  And  while  we  have  him  there  to  guard  our  liberties, 
*^  we  fhall  have  little  Veafon  to  apprehend  any  danger  from  court  wolves  or  minifterial 
«  tygers." 

April  8.]  Mrs.  Hohan  made  her  appearance  yefterday,  in  her  carriage,  near  the 
Huftings  at  Covent  Cjarden,  under  the  noxious  banner  of  Sir  Cecil  JVray ;  but  un- 
fortunately for  her,  fhe  was  obliged  to  pafs  the  line  of  Devon/hire  beauties y  that  were- 
rangetl  along  the  windows  at  the  end  of  Henrietta  flreet,  from  whom  flxe  received  a 
platoon  of  h'iJftSj  for  her  groundlefs  apoftacy  ! 

The  mode  that  has  been  adopted  in  the  prefent  conteft,  to  compel  the  guard  foldiers 
to  vote  for  ^ir  Cecil  VVray,  is  this :  the  Colonel  of  each  regiment  has  the  power  of 
giving  or  rcfufing  leave  to  the  privates,  to  work  at  their  refpecSlive  trades.  The  per- 
miffion  to  do  fo,  makes  the  difference  of  30s.  a  week  in  their  favour ;  of  courfe,  the 
withholding  leave  is  a  moft  effedkual  punifhment  for  any  inattention  to  the  Colouefs 
mandate.  In  this  manner,  four  hundred  votes  have  been  jobbed  for  Sir  Cecil  Wrav  ; 
dedudt  that  number  from  Sir  Cecil's  voters,  and  there  remains  a  decided  majority  in  fa- 
vour of  Mr.  I'^ox.  Is  it  poflible,  that  the  real  refpeftable  Eledlors  will  fuffer  their  un- 
influenced opinions  to  be  violated  by  the  worft  force  of  the  military  power  ? — Revenue 
officers  of  every  denomination  are  prohibited  from  voting;  and  yet  though  it  muft  be 
evident  to  every  man  of  the  leaft  refiedlion,  that  the  fokliery  are  infinitely  more  fubieft 
to  influence,  the  Eledtion  of  Weftminfter  may  ultimately  be  decided  h^  four  hundred  of 
the  guards  I 

■  Thofe  who  conceive  Mr.  Fox's  EIe6l:ion  to  be  loft  for  Weftminfter,  merely  on  ac- 
count of  the  prefent  fallacious  afpe\Sl:  of  things,  arci  moft  egregioufly  miftaken  indeed!" 
The  independent  men  who  are  under  no  indiredi  influence,  and  are  not  compelled  to 
convene  at  any  particular  moment,  and  to  proceed  to  vote  under  any  particular  leader, 
are  not  always  fo  forward  with  their  fuffrages,  and  it  is  well  known,  from  a  recent 
canvafs,  that  at  leaft  feven  hundred  votes  of  this  defcription,  remain  at  this  time  un- 
polled, in  the  intereft  of  Mr.  Fox.  Thefe  men  are  not  to  be  marfhalledy  like  a  detach- 
ment of  guards^  and  have  no  commanding  officer  to  adminifter  a  whipping  in  cafe  of 
difobedience*  They  knew  no  flandard .  but  that  of  liberty — ^and  acknowledge  no  orders^ 
but  the  diftates  of  their  confeieiice.  Avery  few  days  will  prove  the  truth  of  thefa 
ailertions. 

Her  Majcfty  has  all  the  morning  prints  at  breakfaft  every  day,  and  the  Princeflfes  are 
permitted  to  read  them.  Her  eye  cauglit  the  indecent  language  of  that  one  which  at- 
tacked the  Duchefs  of  Devonftiire.  She  gave  it  to  an  attendant  and  faid,  let  that  paper 
never  more  enter  the  palace  doors.  The  ftory  got  round,  and  the  fame  orders  were, 
given  every  where  elfe. 

Monf.  le  Due  de  Bouillon^  now  refident  here,  uncle  to  the  EmperOr  of  Germany, 
and  of  courfe  one  of  the ^ft  Peers  of  JF'rance,  has  interefted  hunfelf  very  zealoufly  la 
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Mr.  Fox's  caufo.     A  wh/^  FrenchmaH  is  rather  a  rare  cTiarafter,  but  here  we  find  it 

moil  illullrioudy  exempli ritid. 

Her  Grace  of  Devofijlme^  I.ady  Duncannoriy  and  one  of  the  Lady  fValdcgravcsy  to- 
wards'the  clofe  of  yefterday's  poll/  were  engaged  in  canvaffing  Taviftock-ftreet,  and  its 
environs.  The  fuccefs  of  this  fair  party  is  not  to  be  queftioned,  as  every  milliner's 
Jhop  they  vifited,  immediately  on  their  departure,  hoifted  out  Fox-Jkin  mutts,  in  tefti- 
mony  ot  allegiance  to  the  beautiful  triumviri  ! 

The  loit^ly  Duchefs  is  indefatigable  in  the  caufe  of  liberty ;  in  fpite  of  all  the  minifte- 
rial  exertions  againft  the  ladies,  the  hearts  of  Engliflimen  are  not  yet  infenlible  to  the 
at t radii ve  graces  of  beauty.

N.  B.  All  the 
houfehold  troops  have  now  voted  againft  Mr.  Fok  ! 

Let  it  not  be  forgot  by  the  worthy  and  free  inhabitants  of  Weftminfter,  that  on  the 
firll  great  conteft  for  the  independence  of  the  city  of  Weftminfter,  from  the  ftiackles 
of  ariftocratic  authority,  Mr.  Fox  was  five  hundred  behind  Lord  Lincoln,  a  few  days 
before  the  couclufion  of  the  Eiefbion,  but  notwithftauding  obtained  a  moft  decifive 
triumph  at  the  final  clofe  of  the  poll.

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•'  tainly  betray  you.**    Tlie  honeft  hint  of  approbation  broke  forth — and  the  populace 
exclaimed,  **  Down  with  ingratitude,  down  with  the  viper  that  ftung  his  friend  T' 

The  fpirit  of  the  Ele6^orR  of  Weftininfter  is  at  length  moft  thoroughly  roufed,  by 
tlie  indignities  offered  to  this  great  city,  in  bringing  the  military  mercenaries  to  vote 
againft  Mr.  Fox.  Every  honeft  Englifhman  is  eager  to  diflinguifh  himfelf  in  counter- 
ading  the  dirty  tricks  of  the  Court ;  nor  is  there  the  leaft  doubt,  that  there  is  ftill  a 
fufficient  number  of  voters  to  refcue  Weflminfter  from  the  haughty  grafp  of  the  Nor- 
ihumberland  arijiocracy  !

**  fenger." 

The  infamous  mifreprefentations  of  the  condu6l  of  a  certam  illuftrious  charafter  with- 
in thefe  few  days,  challenge  the  reprobation  6f  every  good  and  thinking  man.  Do  we 
not  all  occafionally  experience  an  inconvenience  from  the  ignorant  and  hafty  zeal  of  fer- 
vants,  who  hardly  ever  interpret  a  mafter's  meaning  right,  or  exercife  any  authority 
with  difcretion  ?

^-^me  is  a  tower  of  ftrength,  a  rock  of  defence  for  the  conflitution ;  and  though  he 
ilood  alone,  his  fuperior  genius  would  keep  an  hoft  of  enemies  in  awe. 

It  were  to  he  wifhed,  that  in  times  like  thefe,  fomctliing  like  a  regard  to  decency  was 
obferved.  How  can  we  reconcile  it  to  the  rules  eflablilhed  among  gentlemen,  that 
terms  which  would  not  be  fufFered  in  converfation,  are  to  be  bandied  about  in  lam- 
poons— Can  fcurrilitv  do  good  to. any  caufe  ?  It  ought  to  be  rcfented  by  people  as  am 
infult  on  their  underflanding,  for  to  them  it  Is  addreiled. 

The  riots  in  Covent  Garden  are  at  an  end — the  chairmen  having  out-polled  the 
failors. 

On  Mr.  Pitt's  return  from  the  Grocers  Feaft,  when  the  rabble  who  attended  him 
came  oppofite  to  Brookes's,  in  St.  Jamcs's-ftreet,  and  xrommenced  their  attack  on  the 
houfe,  the  cry  was,  «  Break  the  rafcals  chairs."  "  Arrah,  Pat,  (fays  one  of  the 
chairmen  to  another)  is  it  the  Conftitution  to  brake  our  chares  ?"  "  No,  bv  Jafus, 
Tady,  it's  Secret  Influence." — <<  Secret  Influence!  what^s  that?" — "  Nothmg  lo  eafy; 
Secret  Influence  is  the  Back  flairs,  man." — "  Oh!  tunder  and  blood,  down  with  tlie 
Back-ftairs,  man  \  For  fighting  and  the  front  door  all  over  the  world  !"  And  in  three 
minutes  the  Irifliraen  reftored  peace  and  good  order  to  the  ftreet. 

As  a  proof  of  our  aflertion,  tliat  a  fyfl:ematical  plan  is  regularly  purfoed  by  the  adhe* 
rents  of  the  prefent  Miniftry,  to  revile  and  calumniate  the  lovelieft  of  the  creation,  we 
muft  requeft  every  man  oi  En^lijh  feelings  to  count  the  number  of  paragraphs  mferted 
in  the  minifterial  prints  of  yefterday  (Good  Friday)  a^alnfl  women.  We  fliould  deteft 
to  iaiipuate  this  idea,  unlefs  the  unwarrantable  repetition  of  the  moft  odious  and  (hock- 
ing afperfions  on  the  fex  demanded  the  interference  of  every  man  of  generofity  and 
native  fenfibility. 

THE    INFLUENCE    OF    BEAUTY.- 

It  is  not  without  reafon  that  certain  individuals  objedl  to  the  influence  of  beauty, — 
What  can  be  fo  unfeemly  as  that  women  fliould  defcend  to  the  vulgar  manners  of  civi- 
lity and  gentlenefs  ?  or  that  they  fliould  be  fo  negligent  of  charafter  and  fafliion,  as  to 
be  eameft  in  the  fcrvice  of  the  man  whom  they  love  ?  An  end  is  put  at  once  to  the 
privileges  of  Engliflimen,  if  the  Ladies  are  to  be  fufiered  to  interfere  in  the  Confl:itution* 
What  nave  they  to  do  with  reprefentation  ?  So  far  from  wifliing  to  preferve  \\iM\r  free- 
dom^  they  generally  defire  to  get  rid  of  it  as  foon  as  they  can.  If  they  have  eftates, 
and  defire  to  prote^  them,  the  proper  reprefentative  is  a  hufl)and;  and  with  a  clear  rent 
roll,  wiey  will  have  no  great  difficulty  in  their  canvafs  for  one. 

A  lobcr,  plain  Englimman  can  really  have  no  opinion  of  his  own,  if  his  imderfland- 
ing  is  to  be  attacked  by  the  arguments  of  eyes.  He  can  have  no  chance  for  his  liberty, 
if  weapons  fo  irrefiftable  as  I'miles  and  glances  are  ufed  againft  him.  The  influence  of 
beauty  therefore  muft  be  more  dangerous  in  a  free  country  than  the  Secret  Influence  of 
the  Crown. 

If  it  fliould  be  admitted  that  Ladies  have  a  right  to  canvafs  for  their  favourite  can- 
didate, and  to  exercife  the  arts  of  never-failing  beauty  aganift  the  uniufpe^ling  hearts 
of  Engliflimen,  their  next  fl;cp*will  be  to  vote  for  them;  and  they  will  maintain  their 
franchifes  by  arguments  which  we  cannot  refute.  Having  gained  this,  they  will  next 
get  into  Parliament  themlelves,  and  then  farewell  to  our  liberties  as  a  free  people  ! — 
The  Ladies  now  have  the  confidence  to  afpire  to  an  equal  elevation  with  the  men  in 
every  thing.  They  aver  that  genius  is  of  no  fex,  and  finding  themfelves  pofleflcd  of 
equal  talents,  they  prefume  to  cultivate  them  to  an  etjual  degree  of  polifli.  Is  it  to  be 
endurej,  that  they  fliould  not  only  triumph  over  us  in  figure  and  face,  but  that  thcv 
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{hould  alfo  be  fuperior  to  us  in  accomplifliments  and  fenfc  ?— -^Far  be  it  from  the 
wifhcs  of  all  fober  men ! 

Let  it  therefore  be  known  from  this  time  forth, 

That  it  fhall  be  downright  impudence  in  any  woman  of  rank  to  have  the  conde.* 
fcendon  of  fpeaking  to  any  perfon  of  a  lower  conaition. 

That  Ladies  of  Quality  have  no  right  to  entertain  friend/hips,  or  if  they  fliould  bet 
fo  indifcreet  and  untaftiionable  as  to  prefer  one  man  to  another,  that  it  is  abfolute  vul- 
garity in  them  to  expofe  it  to  the  world. 

That  Ladies  of  quality  have  no  bufinels  with  the  afFairs  of  tlie  nation. 

That  Ladies  ought  never  to  come  out  of  the  nurfery  except  to  make  a  pudding  for 
(Jinner;  and  that,  if  they  jiave  any  fpare  time,  it  fhould  be  occupied  in  the  ftitching 
of  chair  covers. 

It  was  obferved  of  the  Duchefs  of  Devon/hire  and  Lady  Duncannon^  while  they  were 
foliciting  votes  in  favour  of  Mr.  Fox,  on  Saturday  laft,  that  they  were  themoft  hveljf 
portraits  that  ever  appeared  upon  a  canvafs  / 

On  Saturday  Lift  Lloyd  Kenyon,  Efq.  lately  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Crown, 
and  now  Matter  of  the  Rolls,  one  of  the  higheft  offices  in  the  law,  voted  for  Lord 
Hood  and  Sir  Cecil  Wray.

That  a  man  of  his  rank,  and  who  lately  filled  thef 
firft  law  office  of  the  Crown,  fliould  defcend  to  a  vote  as  the  occupier  of  a  back-room^ 
tjiree  yards  fquare,  in  a  city  were  the  right  of  eJeftion  is  in  houfekeepersy  fhows  to  what 
Ihifts  the  Court  is  driven  in  the  prefent  ftruggle. 

There  is  fomething  unmanly  in  the  fquibs  thrown  againft  certain  Peerefles.  When' 
Ladies  lay  themfelves  open  to  attack,  men  of  gallantry  will  cover,  and  not  expofe  their 
amiable  weaknejfes. 

It  is  expe£ted  that  the  partizans  of  Lord  Hood,  will,  in  the  courfe  of  this  day,  ring 
all  the  changes  upon  the  engagement  which  was  fought  on  the  i^th  of  Aprils  between- 
tke  fleets  under  Lord  Rodney  and  the  Comte  de  Graffe,  becaufe  his  Lordfhip  had  that 
day  the  command  of  one  of  the  Englifh  divifions.  But  let  the  public  be  remembered 
that  his  Lordlhip,  if  the  Gazette  is  to  be  credited,  had  but  little  to  do  in  the  a<flion, 
as  Lord  Rodney  exprefsly  fays,  he  "  fent  Sir  Samuel  Hood's  divifion  in.  queft  of  the 
**  enemy,  becaufe  his  mips  had  not  fuffcred  in  the  engagement !"  It  ia  alfo  arro- 
gantly advanced,  that  the  Vilb  de  Paris  ftruck  to  the  Barfleur,  although  the  Canada^, 
Captain  Corjiwallis,  had  a  preference  to  that  honour  over  every  other  fhip  in  the 
fleet ! 

The  attempts  of  ribaldry  againft  the  Dtichefs  of  DevonJhir<  are  fo  truly  wretched, 
that  one  cannot  help  mixing  a  degree  of  pity  with  the  indignation. we  naturally  feel 
againft  the  writers.  The  following  apofiropbe^  from  fome  lines  addrefled  to. her  Gr^f a 
abour  four  years  fince^  is  at  thia  feafon  very  apphcable : —

^*  The  happy  compofure  tnat  reigns  in  her  breaft  ! 
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It  is  rather  hard  on  the  folJiery  to  be  laughed  at,  as  they  now  are,  fi>r  doii^g  the  only 
fervice  that  the  times  allow  of.  Every  one  knows  that  a  nJ  cout  is  an  odious  light  iii 
time  of  peace;  and  formerly,  the  keeping  up  an  army,  at  a  great  expence,  to  loungi! 
about  the  country,  was  ihouglit  ufelefs  and  ridiculous,  if  not  dangerous,  in  a  free 
country,  ('an  any  one  wonder  then,  that  the  foUhers  are  alert  and  adtive  at  Klcctions  ? 
Marching  and  countermarching  at  the  Huflings  keeps  them  in  exercifc,  and  not  only 
ft-rengthens  their  limbs,  but  adds  to  their  courage ;  for  furely  if  ihey  are  taught  to  heir 
the  in'clignation  of  their  own  countrymen,  exprcITed  in  every  poilible  way,  with  eale 
and  inditterence,  for  only  a  trifling  addition  of  pay,  there  can  be  little  doubt  but  thiit 
in  future  they  will  meet  therr  natural  enemies  with  exavfUy  the  lame  proportion  of 
patriottfm  2X\A  fp'ir'ity  that  they  now  difcover  facing  their  felluw -citizens.

their  ufe  and  fervice,  and  Ihall  always  confider  myfelf  as  \hc  pajjive  vehicle  of  nonfenfe, 
confufion,  and  inconfiftcncy." 

Notwitbftanding  the  apparent  majority  in  favour  of  Sir  Cecil  Wray,  the  friends  of 
Mr.  Fox  arc  confident  that  the  exertions  of  the  independent  Eleftors  of  Weftminfter 
will  be  finally  fuccefsful ;  the  miferable  arts  to  which  their  opponents  are  reduced,  evi- 
dently prove  that  they  have  exhaufted  the  whole  of  their  ftrength.  Mr.  Fox  would 
certainly  have  had  a  majority  on  the  poll  of  yefterday,  had  not  a  very  unfair  and  illi- 
beral manoeuvre  been  praftifed  to  prevent  it  towards  the  latter  end  of  the  day;  the 
friends  of  the  Court  Candidates  obferving  feveral  perfons  in  the  intereft  of  the  popular 
Candidate  to  be  coming  up  to  poll,  for  the  purpofe  of  protrafting  it,  infilled  that  the 
teft  oath  ihould  be  given  to  all  perfons  indifcriminately,  although  there  was  no  reafon 
whatever  to  fuppofe  any  of  them  to  be  Roman  Catholicks ;  among  the  number,  were 
two  gentlemen,  Members  of  Parliament,  one  an  Officer  in  the  Army,  and  one  the 
High  Sheriff  of  a  County,  who  certainly  could  not  be  fuppofed  to  be  within  that  de- 
fcription.  By  this  illiberal  artifice  near  twenty  of  Mr.  Fox's  friends  were  prevented 
from  pollings  which  would  have  given  him  the  majority  of  the  day.  It  is  hoped,, 
however,  that  the  Eledlors  will  not  fubmit  to  fuch  treatment,  nor  allow  themfclves  t» 
be  cheated  qnt  of  the  exercife,  of  their  franchifes  by  tricjcs  which  the  loweft  pettifog- 
ging attorney  would  be  afhamed  to  pra£tife. 

A  certain  General's  appearance  at  tlie  Hnftings  at  Covent  Garden,  with  upwards  of 
three  hundred  votes  from  the  firft  regiment  of  Guards,  in  favour  of  the  Court  Candi- 
dates, was,  perhaps,  as  indecent  and  as  grofs  a  violation  of  the  freedom  of  Election  as 
ever  was  remembered  to  have  been  pra<£liced  :  this  proceeding  may,  perhaps,  prove  the 
Geineral  an  excellent  Courtier ;  but  it  does  not  much  exalt  his  military  reputation* 
The  General,  no  doubt,  conceives  himfelf  more  likely  to  obtain  a  regiment  for  fervicea 
of  this  nature,  than  for  any  which  he  can  boaft  to  have  atchieved  elfewhere  againft  the 
enemies  of  his  King  and  country^ 

Lord  Surrey  yefterday  joined  his  forces  with  Mr.  Fox  on  the  Huftings  at  Covent 
Garden. 

In  the  greateft  of  the  great  contefts  for  Weftminfter,  that  between  Sir  George  Van- 
deput  and  Lord  Trentham  (the  prefent  Lord  Gowet)  the  event  of  the  fcrutmy  was- 
te vitiate  near  ICXDO  votes  on  bbtb  fides ! 

It  is  remarkable  enough,-  that  the  fipft  promotion  of  Lord  Hood,  from  a  Lieutenancy  > 
to  the  rank  of  Poll  Captain,  was  obtaimd  chiefly  by  an  eleiUoneering  intereft,  whicn 
he  got  by  his  marriage  with  a  lady  of  Portfmouth. 

It  muft  excite  the  indignation,   fays  a  correfpondent,  of  every  lover  of  goodnefs, . 
beauty,  and  virtue,  when  he  pcrufes  (ome  of  the  daily  papers  (poor  perifhable  commo- 
dities!) at  finding  the  Duchefs  of  Devonfliire  haadled,  fo  illiberally,  to  ufe  ;i  very  le- 
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oient  plirafe.  There  b  furely  no  immodefty  in  one  of  the  amiable  fex*8  taking  upon 
herfelf  to  ferve  her  friends,  but  fliere  is  much  generofity.  If  her  Grace  has  the  ge- 
nerofity  to  undergo  the  fatigue  of  canvaffing  for  her  acquaintance,  her  condudl  is  lau- 
dable ;  but  if  a  paltry  garretteer  happens  to  prove  of  different  principles,  to  envy  ex- 
cellence in  the  other  lex,  let  him  either  keep  filence,  or  difdain  the  mean  arts  of  abufe, 
provided  he  Would  not  incur  the  juft  chaftifement  and  contempt  of  her  Grace's  well 
wifliers. 

It  is  not  fiirprifmg  that  determined  fpirits  of  oppofition  ftiould  appear  in  Weftminfter 
againft  Sir  Cecil  Wray,  which  even  the  exertions  of  the  Court  cannot  conquer.  There 
is  fomething  in  the  nature  of  an  EngUJhman  which  (huns  and  abhors  ingratitude.  It  is 
on  this  fcore,  independent  of  all  politics,  that  the  modern  Judas  is  fo  univerfally  exe- 
crated !

The  ftory  is  now  out. — The  Seals  it  feems  were  pawned  at  the  three  golden  halh^^ 
Klngy  Lordsy  and  Commons^  where,  according  to  the  old  proverb,  it  was  two  to  one  they 
were  not  redeemed  from  the  arbitrary  fliop  ot  Prerogative  ufury. 

Nine  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  thirty  kven  names  ftood  on  Monday  on  the  poll 
books,  as  having  voted  at  the  prefent  Eleftionfor  Weftminfter.  This  is  a  greater  num- 
ber by  three  hundred  than  appeared  during  the  famous  conteft  between  Lord  Trentham- 
and  Sir  George  Vandeput. 

jfprii  15.]  Mr.  Fox's  majority  on  the  poll  yefterday  was  the  remarkable  number  45— 
Mr.  Wilkes  polled  againft  him  tne  day  before. 

Fox  and  45  will  now  become  a  fofliionable  combination  with  all  the  lovers  of  political' 
freedom  and  the  true  friends  to  the  conftitution  of  Great  Britain.  This  glorious  Numier^ 
which  once  raifcd  an  honeft  enthufiafm  in  the^heart  of  every  Englifhman,  has  lately  funk 
into  a  general  oblivion  or  difrefpedt,  in  confequence  of  tne  univerfal  contempt  which^ 
has  covered  the  individual  who  firft  gave  rife  to  it.  But  it  will  now  recover  itfelf  with 
an  invigorated  reputation,  when  it  is  confidered  as  the  fymptom  of  defeated  Ariftocracy 
and  Court  Influence,  and  the  certain  prefage  of  fuccefs.to  that  man  who  has  devoted  hi$ 
life  to  the  fervice  of  his  country,  and  is  alone  able  to  reftore  her  in  her  humility  and 
exigence.

merit,  in  averring  that  he  had  as  little  to  do  with  the  captor  of  tlic  Villc  de  Paris  as  his 
friend  the  H\^h  Bailiff  of  IVcJlinifiJlcr  \  for  when  that  fiiip  ftruck  to  the  Formidnhlc  and 
Kamur^  the  Rarfiucr  was  more  than  a  mile  otF,  not  even  witliin  randoiji  ihot,  and  the 
Canada^  commanded  by  the  brave  CGrnwallis^  lyhig  immediately  hetw^een  them  ! 

A  real  friend  to  the  glorious  caufe  of  freedom,  who  thinks  a  true  Englifliman  ought 
not  to  be  fhackled  by  any  human  confideration,  much  lefs  by  fo  idle  a  fuperftition  as 
gratitude,  begs  leave  to  intimate  to  the  worthy  Baronet,  Sir  Cecil  "Wray,  that  there  are 
yet  i'everal  expedients  untried  by  which  his  drooping  hopes  may  be  revived,  and  his 
Kleftion  fecured  for  the  city  of  Weflminfter.  The  following  hints  are  therefore  fub- 
mitted  to  his  oonfideration :

They  may  be  furniftied  with  fnug  brown  coats  jn  Mon- 
mouth-ftreet,  and  it  will  be  very  eafy  to  convince  that  modern  Minosy  our  returning 
iofficer,  that  they  are  all  "  honourable  men !" 

4.  Could  not  Mr. ,  the  apothecary,  be  employed  to  vifit  fome  of  Mr.  Fox's 

voters  in  his  profeflional  chara6ler,  and  thereby  incapacitate  them  from  a  probable  atten- 
<lance  at  the  Huftines. — He  need  not  go  far  out  of  the  line  of  his  general  practice,  for 
producing  this  effeflT 

5.  Has  JVapping  been  properly  canvafl"ed  ? — Sailors  may  furely  be  ufed  for  other  and 
better  fer vices  than  €\\}ciex  fighting  or  rioting  ? — Every  body  knows  they  are  not  likely  to 
ftick  at  an  oathy  and  that  good-natured  humour  about  them  will  equally  fatisfy  the  Bailiff 
and  ferve  you,  Sir  Cecil,  moft  elTentially. 

One  of  the  failors,  who  was  in  the  late  plot  of  cutting  the  Iriftimens  chairs,  having 
received  fevcral  violent  blows  on  his  head  from  the  enraged  proprietors ;  being  aiked  by 
the  Surgeon,  while  he  was  dreflfing,  how  he  liked  the  polling  ?  The  tar  humourfly  re- 
plied, "  By  he  that  made  poop-lanternsy  I  never  curtfefd  fo  quick  to  a  French  twenty- 
**  four  pounder,  as  I  did  to  the  Irifli  poles^ 

Another,  a  companion  of  the  above  and  in  a  fimilar  fituation,  fwore,  **  d — n  my  eyes 
**  I  would  fooner  go  in  huff  all  my  life  without  a  fig-leafy  than  wear  blue  again,  and  be 
*^  beat  all  the  other  colours.** 

Although  it  is  almoft  unneceflary  to  take  any  notice  of  the  miferable  Ele6lion 
iJjBvice    01   giving  out  that    Lord   Holland  is  dangeroufly  ill,    we  have  undoubted 
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antiiorit]!:  to  fay,  that  he  is^  in  perfe£t  health,  nor  has  he  had  any  ilhiels  what- 
ever. 

The  numher  of  the  votes  for  Weftminfter  has  in  all  former  contefts  been  found  to  fall 
ihort  of  io,ocx>.  In  refpeft  to  the  occurrences  that  have  come  to  pafs  fince  the  famous 
Poll  of  Vandeput  and  'l>entham,  thefe  are  the  fuppofeable  alterations,  that  the  number 
of  votes  in  St.  George's,  Hanover-fquare,  in  St.  Margaret's,  and  St.  Martin's,  have 
flnce  that  time  increaied, — ^that  fince  that  time  alfo,  there  has  been  nearly  an  equivalent 
decreafe  of  votes  from  the  difqualifications  of  different  Revenue  OflScers,  who  in  the 
various  parts  of  Weftminfler  obvioufly  muft  be  very  numerous.

The  interference  of  the  Duchefs  of  Devonfhire  in  behalf  of  Mr.  Fox.^  is  but  a  coun- 
ter part  of  the  condu6l  of  thofe  Roman  Ladies  who  fued  to  Coriolanus  for  the  welfare  of 
the  city  of  Rome ;  for  fo  much  is  the  honour  of  Weftminfter  concerned  in  choofing  for 
a  Reprefentative  the  firft  fenator  in  Engiand,  that  eternal  difgrace  would  follow  were  he 
thrown  out.

A  chimney-fweeper  in  a  certain  borough  town,  being  one  of  the  laft  voters  at  a  vio- 
lently conteft'^^d  Ele6lion,  was  ftrongly  prefTed  by  each  Candidate  to  honour  him  .with- 
his  vote.  The  fellow,  who  was  for  fome  time  at  a  lofs  to  tell  which  fine  Cxentleman  • 
moft  merited  his  fuffrage,  at  laft  recollcfting  that  he  had  often  heard  of  kiffing  hands 
among  the  great  folks,  declared  that  he  would  not  vote  for  either,  unlefs  they  would  kifs 
hfshand.  One  of  them  accordingly  came  forward  ;  and,  having  vainly  endeavoured  to 
perfuade  the  fweep  to  difpenfe  with  fo  difagreeable  a  ceremony,  adiually  faluted  his- 
footy  fingers.  After  which,  confidently  claiming  the  expe6Ud  reward,  "  No,  no  f* 
fays  the  chimney-fweeper,  "  I  flian't  vote  for  you ;  for  I'm  very  fure  he  that  woulc^ 
"  kifs  my  hand,  would  kifs  any  Minifters  a — . 

That  poor  tool  of  ft  ate,  whom  an  adt  of  courtefy  has  made  a  Percy^  but  whofe  na- 
ture partakes  in  no  degree  of  the  independent  qualities  which  ftiould  diitinguifli  the  race 
of  Hotfpur^  has  tried  every  means  that  opprcfjion  could  dictate,  to  force  his-  tenants  to* 
withdraw  their  fupport  from  Mr.  Fox,  without  being  able  to  fucceed  ? 

Mr.  Priatery  the  Linen-draper,  and  Mr.  Hughes^  the  Mercer,  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Northumberland  Houfe,  have  had  the  fpirit  to  vote  in  fupport  of  Mr.  Fox,  in  de-

Tlie  countenance  of  th# 
former  yefterday  fceraed  lengthened  into  a  fixed  ilate  of  amazement  and  chagrin,  while 
the  ridiculous  contortions  of  the  latter  were  converted  into  a  look  of  rage  and  defpair,  at 
the  defeat  which  the  hopes  of  his  raafter  were  likely  to  receive.

In  Politics,  the  Ins  gravely  alTure  you,  that  the  nation  was  wonderfully  mlfreprefenteJl 
inthelaft  Parliament,  and  therefore  the  diflblution  became  necefTary.  'On  tne  other 
fide  the  outs  fwear,  that  the  people  being  well  reprefentedy  their  Reprejentatlves  were  mif" 
reprefented  to  the  nation  by  the  Miniftry,  who  difl&lved  the  Parliament  for  the  purpofe 
ot  procuring  a  mifreprefentation. 

I'he  Candidates,  though  moft  of  them  tried  men  and  knowHy  with  wonderful  modefty 
aflure  the  Eletftors,  that  if  fo  happy  as  to  be  the  objefl  of  their  choice,  they  will  neither 
accept  oifenjion  or  place* 

They  form  ftock-purfes  to  return  independent  members— Wonderful  generoflty  ! 

They  bribe  in  the  caufe  tA freedom — ^Wonderful  patriotifm  ! 

A  Duchefs,  or  a  Countefs,  flips  into  the  (hop  of  a  hatter  and  hofier,  and  gives  five 
guineas  for  a  puir  of  ftockings — the  tradefman  votes  for  her  Ladyfhip's  friend — and  where 
is  the  wonder  ?  What  is  all  this,  but  what  Sir  Pertinax  M*Sycophant  has  defined : 
^'  Generofity  on  one  fide,  and  gratitude  on  the  other.** 

It  is  given  out  by  the  friends  of  Miniftry,  that  on  account  of  the  largcncfs  of  thcif 
expefted  majority,  they  will  be  totally  left  to  themfelves  in  the  enfuing  feflion,  for 
that  oppofition,  to  conceal  their  weakncfs,  mean  to  feccde.  We  do  not  believe,  that 
there  is  any  fuch  intention.  It  is  not  the  principle  of  the  Rockingham  party  to  defert 
the  interefts  of  their  country  ;  and  they  will  no  doubt  adhere  clofely  to  the  difcharge 
of  their  duty,  although  they  may  not  be  able  to  accompliftx  the  meafures  which  they 
may  think  necefTary  to  our  deliverance.

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Tiad  ilood  the  conteft  ?  Would  Sir  Charles  Bunbury  have  loft  Suffolk  r  Would  Co- 
lonel Hartley,  if  he  had  been  a  Naboby  have  loft  Berkfhire  r  Would  JVir,  Foljambe  and 
Mr.  Weddel  have  loft  Yorkfliire,  or  Mr.  Coke  Norfolk  ?  The  men  who  know  thefe 
places  are  convinced  that  nothing  but  the  want  of  cafli  loft  the  Eleflions,  and  the 
only  faft  which  thofe  Eleftions  have  proved  is,  that  the  ability  of  private  gentlemen  is 
not  equal  to  the  ability  of  the  nation,  and  it  always  muft  be  i'o. 

It  may  be  depended  on  as  a  fail,  that  the  Prince  of  Wales  has  taken  the  oppofite 
condu6l  of  a  certain  Great  Perfonage.  Fond  of  liberty,  educated  as  an  Englilh  freeman, 
lie  ufed  no  influence  on  tliis  general  Eleftion.  He  delired  his  domeftics  and  friends  to 
vote  as  they  thought  beft  for  the  intereft  of  the  kingdom.  Let  this  be  credited,  for  it  is 
founded  on  truth. 

Her  Grace  of  Devonfliire  went  out  of  town  on  Tuefday  morning.  The  annals  of  the 
beauties  of  England,  the  hiftory  of  matrimonal  fidelity,  the  records  of  virtue,  and  the 
chronicle  of  friendfhip  fliall  illuftrate  to  pofterity  this  ex<juifite  pattern  of  all  that  is 
great,  and  all  that  is  good.  The  Queen  has  often  faid  ot  her  Grace  **  She  is  pure  in 
"  honour,  as  unfullied  in  her  £ame.  1  like  her  attachments  ;  they  flow  from  fricndfliip- 
"  to  thofe  fheefteems.     Her  love  like  mine  is  conjugal." 

Dr.  Jebb  and  Mr.  Churchill  have  had  a  csnfultation  on  tlic  cafe  of  Sir  Cecil  Wray ;  and 
have  declared  him  in  extreme  danger ;  his  complaint  is  a  decline ,  and  his  fate  is  lb  near  a 
crljisj  that  the  nurjes  Jackfon  and  Selby^  are  ordered  lojit  up  with  him,  and  not  leave  him 
a  moment  By  himfelf ! 

Too  much  praife  cannot  be  given  to  Mr.  Fox  for  having  fo  nobly  perfevered  in  the 
caufe  of  the  independent  Electors  of  Weftminfter,  which  now  wears  the  moft  promif- 
ing  appearance,  owing  to  the  meritorious  exertions  of  himfelf  and  his  friends.  Many 
perfons,  upon  the  great  majority- obtained  againft  him  by  his  adveriaries,  recommended 
to  him  to  decline  any  further  poll;  but  Mr.  Fox  generoufly  replied,  that  the  obliga- 
tions he  felt  himfelf  under  to  thole  independent  Elef^lors  who  had  efpoufed  his  caufe, 
determined  him,  upon  their  account,  to  perfcvere  while  there  remained  any  poflibility 
of  triumphing  over  the  corrupt  influence  of  tlie  Court,  and*  that,  confidering  tlie  iflTue 
of  the  prefent  conteft  as  decilive  upon  the  future  conl'equcnce  and  independence  of  the 
city  of  Weftminfter,  ho  was  relolved  no  exertions  Ihould  be  wanting  on  his  pait  to 
maintain  thole  rights  which  he  had  fortunately  been  inftrumental  in  eftabUfliing  at  a 
former  Election. 

Nothing  perhaps  contributes  to  the  promotion  of  virtue  in  youthful  minds  more  than 
giving  their  merits  due  praife  ;  nor  docs  any  thing  more  check  its  growth  than  unde- 
.  lerved  cenfare.  The  obfervance  of  thefe  principles  is  eifentially  nece3ary,  ai  applicable 
to  charafters  of  exahed  rank  and  ftation.  If  their  honcft  exertions  meet  with  con- 
tempt, ridicule,  and  oppofition,  inftead  of  approb;ition,  refp'jdl,  and  fupport,  they  arc 
checked  in  their  career  of  rectitude,  and  no  longer  conceive  popular  ajipiaure  worthy  of 
their  ambition.  Thefe  rellevSlions  arife  from  the  confideration  of  the  treatment  of  the 
fecond  charafler  in  the  nation.  His  follies  and  imprudencies  have  h^<\\  blazoned  and 
exaggerated  by  every  art  of  fcandal  and  fting  of  malice;  while  his  Excellencies  have 
been  configned  to  the  fliadcs  of  oblivion.  We  are  toid,  that  lie  is  addivSlcd  to  play; 
that  he  is  attached  to  women;  and  that  he  is  a  friend  to  the  hotth*;  none  however  of 
thefe  can  truly  be  called  faults  of  the  heart :  they  rather  perhap:?,  at  an  early  period  of 
life,  arc  the  chara6l:eriftics  of  latent  generofity  and  an  expanding  mind;  which,  when 
correfted  by  prudence,  will  exhibit  knowledge  without  contraction,  and  iiber.dity, 
guided  by  experiencj  and  moderation.  Such  are  the  fruils  wliich  will  moft  probably 
ipring  from  this  plant,  even  if  as  unpromillng  as  is  wiflied  and  ftated  by  thofe  who 
dread  its  profperous  maturity.  Let  us  now  turn  to  the  fairer  {ide  of  the  pifture,  and 
confider  what  hopes  we  may  form  from  the  unnoticed  virtues  of  the  exalted  perfonage 
to  whbm  thefe  obfervations  evidently  allude.     Let  it  be  obfervcd  that  his  enemies  can- 
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not  deuy  but  that  he  is  aftuated  by  principles  of  honefty,  and  a  regard  for  thofe  who 
are  employed  in  Aipplying  the  necelFary  articles  of  his  houfehold — they  are  regularly  paid 
their  bills  every  month.  It  would  not  probably  be  improper  to  relate  this  truth  at  Court, 
and  to  recomincnd  an  imitation  of  it  to  the  great  and  wealthy  in  general.  But  his  vir- 
tue is  not  confined  to  this  point  alone ;  the  means  by  which  ne  effe<Sls  this  noble  pur- 
pofe  are  equally  praife-worthy  and  extraoadinary.  The  majority  of  extravagant  young 
men  of  rank,  nobility,  and  fortune,  make  it  a  rule  to  difcharge  their  debts  of  honour 
tefore  they  difdiarge  thofe  of  common  honefty.  On  the  contrary!  this  exalted  cha- 
rafter  firft  defrays  his  tradefmens  bills,  and  leaves  his  honourable  creditors  to  truft  a 
time  for  his  honour  to  return  the  obligation.  This  conduft  furely  does  not  evince  all 
that  danger  and  diffipation  of  mind  with  which  we  have  been  fo  much  threatened  by  lew 
bellous  and  penfioned  calumniators  of  his  reputation. 

Mr,  Fox's  fuccefs  for  Weftminfter  is  now  afcertained  beyond  any  pofllbility  of  doubt, 
for  if  he  were  not  to  obtain  a  majority  on  the  poll,  an  apprdieofloi!!  by  no  means  rea- 
fonable,  he  is,  even  as  things  now  {land,  decidedly  a-head  of  his  competitor,  the 
grateful  Sir  Cecil.  The  number  of  bad  votes  that  have  already  polled  for  the  worthy 
baronet  being  already  eftimated,  on  the  mod  indifputable  evidence,  at  n^  diree  him- 
dred,  and  his  majority,  at  the  conclufion  of  yefterday,  being  now  confiderably  reduced 
below  two  hundred.  The  independent  Eleftors  therefore,  who  have  (b  nobly  and 
firmly  refifted  the  menaces  of  the  Court,  and  the  formidable  interference  of  the  arifto- 
cratic  JuntOy  may  now  be  entirely  aflured  of  the  re-eleftion  of  their  bvouiite  Candi* 
nate,  as  he  is  next  to  certain,  even  on  the  return  upon  the  poll,  but  confidently  and 
deciiively  fo,  on  the  contingency  of  a  fcrutiny. 

Whatever  opinion  may  be  thought  appofite  to  the  political  tendencies  of  one  party  of 
men  or  another — thofe  pcrfonal  qualifications  muft  furely  prevail  very  highly  in  tne  efti- 
mat  ion  of  all  parties,  which  can  affeft  in  the  prefent  cafe  of  Mr.  Fox  fuid  his  prefent 
Eleftion,  fuch  fpontaneous  exertions  in  his  favour. 

The  fentiments  of  the  elec-fori  of  Weftminfter  cannot  be  entirely  afcertained  till  the 
clofe  of  the  poll,  and  perhaps  till  after  a  fcrutiny ;  but  as  to  the  eleft-r^i  of  Weft- 
minfter, if  the  return  was  with  them,  the  poll  would  not  be  neceflary  an  hour  loDifftu 

It  is  now  difcovered  by  the  fage  convention  at  Wood's,  folemnly  y'deped  **  the 
Committee,**  that  Mr.  Fox's  votes  are  all  falfe  and  corrupt.  Say,  ye  wife  and  vir- 
tuous ftatefman,  how  it  was  that  you  never  made  the  difcovery  before.  Are  your  optics 
fo  curioufly  conftrufted  that  you  never  perceive  corruption,  till  you  arc  jourfelves  in  a 
ftate  of  exigence  ?  or  are  your  hearts  fo  immaculate,  that  you  care  not  tor  it  till  it  af- 
fefts  your  own  interefts. 

jtpril  17,]  We  can  aflure  our  readers,  from  the  moft  unqueftionable  authority,  that  out  of 
the  eighty-two  Eleftors  who  polled  for  Mr.  Fox  yefterday,  there  were  not  more  than  the 
odd  two  who  had  ftiirts  to  their  backs ;  feventy  of  the  remainder  were  brought  to  the 
Huftings,  under  the  controul  and  difcretion  of  Dr,  Munro,  by  particular  permiffion  of 
the  Governors  of  Bedlam,  who  are  unanimous  in  the  intereft  of  Mr.  Fox ;  and  the  ftiF- 
ther  refidue  were  fo  defeftive  in  thofe  accoutrements  of  delicacy  and  decorum,  as  aftu-

^*  which  1  defire  that  you  will  immediately  difcharge.* 
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A  correfpondent  fays,  that  the  ignorant  and  impudent  refle£tion  daily  aimed  at  the 
Heir  Apparent,  by  fome  of  the  great  as  well  as  little  vulgar  at  the  weft  end  of  this  me- 
tropolis, furnifh  no  flight  fubjed^  for  animadverfion  to  the  candid  and  difceming  part 
of  this  diftra<3ed  nation.  Our  Prince  perceiving  that  the  corruption,  avarice,  and  am-

Glowing  with  the  love  of  his 
country,  and  excited  by  the  hopes  of  becoming  a  blefling  to  his  promifed  people,  and 
to  his  royal  parents,  can  it  give  furprize  to  any  one  man  of  fenfe  and  fpirit,  to  fee  this 
magnanimous  Prince  employing  every  exertion  in  the  preferv<ition  of  whatever  on  earth 
can  be  accounted  dear  and  valuable — that  native  liberty  by  birthright  due  to  Britons? 
That  his  Majefty  is  full  of  goodnefs,  and  every  way  amiable,  no  one  can  diny ;  but 
that  the  reign,  from  the  commencement  of  it  to  the  prefent  epocha,  has  provedf  happy 
and  aufpicious  to  Old  England,  let  thofe  and  thofe  only,  who  have  hypocritically  called 
themfelves  by  the  name  of  the  King's  friends,  aver.

iri.jnt  next  UVrm,  wIkii  the  in  format  ioji  of  her  G of  D re,  who  has  been  called 

hv  every  opprobrious  epithet,  corues  to  b.»  triv-d.  'I'hc  proprietors  then  come  forward; 
imd  who  are  they?  (ioM-rnirr'nt.  'J'hc  libellers  are  tried  and  found  guilty  •  What 
follows?  Wretches,  whofc^  t:irs  woiiM  on  any  libel  a;j;ainft  the  friends  of  Admimftra- 
tlon  be  nailtd  to  the  pillory,  are  pardoned;  the  point  gained,  and  the  liberty  of  the 
j)rtfs  loft  for  ever  ! — Such  are  the  intentions  of  the  j^refent  Adminiftration,  if  there  can 
be  collected  a  mnjoritv  for  the  Miniller  in  the  enfuing  Parliament.  Mav  the  guardian 
genius  of  England  fummons  every  ion  of  i'rccdom  into  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  and 
infpire  the  aggre;pte  bodv  of  the  people  to  oppofe  this  deftruftive  meafure.  May  flie 
t;ive  us  the  Ipirit  of  Irifhnun,  and  not  permit  us  to  furrcndcr  up  to  Mr.  Pitt  and  Mr. 
J'.nkinfon  one  uf  cur  deartTt,  one  of  our  moll  valuable  rights. 

The  idea  of  Mr.  Pitt's  railing  ih^*  price  of  porter  to  four-pence  a  pot  is  ridiculous  to 
the  lafl  degree,  that  article  ha-,  ing  beun  aheady  railed  in  many  places  to  five  guineas 
a  pot,  by  the  Court  Candidates.

^  Nothing  can  better  mark  the  caufe  and  charafter  of  that  miferable  inflrument  of  the 
Court,  the  worthy  ^\r  Cecil  Wray,  than  the  kind  of  voters  brought  up  to  fupport  his  finking 
intereil  in  the  prefent  conteil ;  'after  having  exhaufted  the  Royal  Kitchen,  the  Scuflery, . 
the  Buttery,  the  Mews,  military  renegadoes,  and  civil  raggamuffius,  the  creatures  o£ 
tile  Court  were  forced  to  attempt  the  grofs  fraud  of  p:ifling  garrctecfs  and  inhal)itants  of 
cellars  as  honeft  voters  in  the  poll  of  yefterday.  So  bereft  of  all  legal  means  of  degrad-

'I'he  moft  frontlefs  partisans  of  the  Court  fide  could  not 
ielp  bluihmg  at  this  vile  iiratagem.    Mrs.  Hobart  herfelf,  in  all  her  fatnefs,  fccculence,

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tind  phlfegtn,  liung  hf r  heaJ  in  fhamc  and  forrow,  and  aftually  continued  in  a  ftate  of 
dejection,  until  her  fpirits  were  railed  by  a  certain  animating  exclamation,  which  needs 
not  be  explained  to  thofe  who  have  attended  Co  vent  Garden  for  fome  days  pall.

What  man  or  wbnian  would  read  a  paper  that  is  proftituted  to  abufe  the 
beautiful  Duchefs  of  Devonftiire  and  her  lovely  filler.  Can  they  be  men  that  would  do 
fuch  a  thing  ?  Let  them  fay  as  much  as  they  pleafe  of  public  men  and  public  meafures 
—that  is  fair  game;  but  when  a  newfpaper  defcends  to  the  conduft of  individuals,  it  be- 
comes a  nuifance  in  fociety,  and  ought  to  be  reprobated  by  every  perfon  in  the  kingdom 
who  has  the  fmalleft  regard  for  domeftic  peace  and  family  happinefs.

You  fee  it  now,  and  I  defire  that  I  may  hear  truth  in  future.*'  .'t'his 
juft  rebuke  has  ftruck;  the  Lor4s  pi  tlie  Bedchamber  dumb, — has  thrown  a  gloom  into 
the  face  of  the  ba^k-ftairs  groupe,  who  dread  the  natural  rivalftiip  which  fili^  afii^ion 
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muft  create  in  the  breaft  of  the  bed  of  fsitherSy  and  in  that  of  tbe  moft  amiable^  vir- 
tuous, and  good  woman  in  this  world* 

The  conduft  of  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Prince  of  Wales,  in  the  recent  inftance  of  the 
illnefs  of  his  Royal  Mother,  will  never  be  forgiven  to  him  by  his  enemies;  nothing  could 
h^ve  happened  fo  unfeafonably,  for  it  was  iuff  in  the  moment,  when,  to  anfwer  a  tempo- 
rary purpofe,  they  were  circulating  flanders  againft  the  Prince,  and  endeavouring  to 
perfiiade  the  people  that  the  royal  youth,  becaufe  he  entertained  the  opinions  ot  an 
Englifhnian,  was  dead  to  the  feelings  of  a  fon*  They  never  will  forgive  him  for  dif- 
appointing  their  views*

independent  Eleflors  of  Weftminfter,  aflembled  at  Willises  Rooms,  in  King-ftreet,  St. 
James's,  where  an  elegant  dinner  was  provided*  Mr*  Fox  took  the  chair  about  five 
o'clock,  and  diredUy  after  dinner  ^ave  "  The  independent  Eleflors  of  Weftminfter*** 

Mr*  Britton  next  gave  "  Mr.  Y  ox,  and  fuccefs  to  his  Eleftion.** 

Mr*  Fox  returned  thanks  for  the  honour  done  him,  and  ftrenuoufly  advifed  his  fiiends 
to  exert  themfelves,  as  the  only  way  to  infure  fuccefs* 

Mr.  Withv  reminded  the  company,  that  Mr.'  Fox  had,  for  a  feries  of  years^ 
preyed  himfelf  the  friend  of  the  people,  and  therefore  he  wiflied  to  give  as  a  toaft^ 
**  May  the  Virtue  of  the  independent  Eleftors  of  Weftminfter  prove  fuperior  to  the

The  company  then  broke  up  perfe£Uy  fatisfied  with  the  elegance  of  the  entertain- 
ment,  and  proceeded  in  theii  laudable  undertaking  of  caavaffiog  the  unpolled  Electors 
of  Weftminfter*

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The  expence  of  each  Candidate  for  Weftminfter  to  the  High  BaililF  was  aool.  paid  bv 
each  on  the  commencement  of  the  Election ;  and  one  day  laft  week,  from  the  protradecl 
continuance  of  the  Poll,  the  fame  fum  was  again  afked,  and  had. 

After  all  the  abufe  that  has  been  fo  wantonly  and  indecently  diredled  agalnft  an  11- 
luftrious  young  perfonage,  merely  becaufe  he  is  generous  enough  to  prefer  the  general

vacity to  elapfe,  to  ripen  into  perfe<ft  growth,  and  to  form  a  charafter  fuch  as  the  ge- 
nerous nature  of  Englifhmen  will  delignt  in,  and  fuch.  impotent  fcribblers  will  in  vain  at- 
tempt to  traduce* 

The  diurnal  falfehoods  that  ifTue  every  morning  frejh  and  new.  under  the  form  of  aa 
advertifemcnt,  from  fVood'i  Hotel,  would  doubtlefs  excite  the  univerfal  execration 
of  mankind,  if  it  was  not  recoUefted  that  it  is  the  dying  effort  of  difappointed  ambition, 
and  that  the  poor  gentlemen  feold  now  only  becaufe  they  are  cjuite  certain  of  a  defeat. 
What  man  of  liberality  or  of  any  tendency  to  commiferation  in  his  nature,  will 
deny  this  worthy  Committee  the  enjoyment  of  this  fole  and  final  gratification  after  fa 
complete  a  difappointment  as  they  have  now  been  expofed  to.  Let  them  rail,  the  world 
underftands  it;  they  fqueak  becaufe  they  are  hurt ! 

The  Committee  at  Wood's  Hotel,  John  Churchill,  Chairman,  appointed  to  condti<a: 
the  Eleftion  of  the  worthy  Court  Candidates,  inveigh  vehemently  againft  theJUiberal 
threats  and  urjdue  influence,  exerted  in  fupport  of  Mr.  Fox.

When   fuch  flagrant  inftances  of  the  exertion    of  undue   influence  appear  on  one 
fide,  can   it  be  wondered  at  if  tlie  great,  refpedlable,  independent,  and  opulent  perfons  . 
in  the  intereft  of  Mr.  Fox,  univerrally  rcfolve  to  ufc  their  utmoft  endeavours  to  redrefs 
the  wrongs  of  thofe  tradefmen,  who  fuffer  from   the  illiberality  of  fuch  of  their  em- 
ployers as  may  have  withdrawn  their  cuftpm  from  them,  upon  accQunt.  of  their  votes, 
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hj  entering  into  a  general  agreement  to  employ  fuch  traJefmen  only,  as  have  afferted 
their  independence,  by  polling  for  the  Caiididate  of  their  choice. 

The  friends  of  Mr.  Fox  are  confident  of  hia-fuccefs-r-lhey  have  detefted  the  fhame- 
ftil  praftices  of  their  adverfaries  ;  the  number  of  falfe  votes  polled  for  Sir  Cecil.  Wray, 
is  almoft  incredible,  fo  that  by  perfeverance  in  the  poll,  the  triumph  of  the  real  Ele^ors 
will  be  certain. 

Never  was  a  more  fliameful  proceeding  knovrn  at  any  Eleftion,  than  the  having 
"brought  down  regular  bodies  oi  his  Majefty  s  feamen^Xo  overawe  the  independent  Eledtor* 
of  Weftminfter ;  however,  the  various  found  druobings  which  thefe  gentry  have  re- 
ceivedfrom  the  infiilted  populace,  affiftcd  by  the  honelt  paddies,  have  moft  probably 
fickened  them  of  Ele6lion  expeditions.

It  is  confidently  afferted,  that  Lord  Howe  fent  a  fevere  reprimand  to  the  oflScers  who 
are  fuppofed  to  have  tirfl  introduced  the  failors  into  tlie  prefent  Ele£tion  conteft.

**  Duke  of  Manchefler ;  I  am  a  perfumer  in  South  Moulton-flreet,  and  my  name  is 
^'  George  Young."  After  this  declaration  he  did  ^jotefor  the  fwo  Court  Candidutcs^  and 
was  then  carried  away  fciinting  from  the  Huflings  !  So  much  for  the  freedom  of  Elec- 
tion ! 

Since  Coalitions  are  the  prefent  fubjefls  of  general  admiration,  we  trufl  the  matchlcfs 
Coalition  between  a  certain  perfonage  d^wA'ffohn  Wilkes^  the  writer  of  the  memorable  North 
Briton  J   No.  45,  will  not  be  fulFered  to  pafs  without  its  fhare  of  popular  eclat  !

.redoubled  fury  at  another,  till  the  whole  metropolis,  like  the  Mount  of  Vefuvius,  at  the 
time  of  an  eruption,  appears  to  be  exhaufling  inflammable  matter  from  every  quarter. 
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Committees  and  Sub-committees  are  now  fitting  in  every  comer  of  the  Llhertj  ofWeft*^ 
miniler,  from  the  Subfcription-rooms  in  St.  James's  to  the  Divers  Kens  in  ot.  GilesV 
Scandal  is  propagated  with  all  the  enthufiafm  of  religion,  and  fwallowed  with  moreavi- 
dity  than  the  orthodox  do6lrines  of  a  drowfy  DoSor  of  Divinity.  Lawyers,  who  fel*- 
dom  open  their  mouths  without  a  fee,  now  rack  their  brains  for  flowing  metaphors,  and 
round  fwelling  periods,  which  they  vociferate  with  Stentorian  lungs  to  carry  convi£bioa 
to  the  minds  of  the  greafy  groupe,  who  pay  their  nightly  devoirs  at  the  fhrine  of  brain- 
lefs  Committees,  that  we  muft  be  ruined  unlefs  they  aid  with  their  effedlual  fupport  the 
Goramon  caufe.  The  overgrown  drones,  who  have  fcarcely  opened  their  mouths  for  a 
twelvemonth,  in  difcharge  of  the  tnift  impoled  upon  them  by  their  facred  function,  may 
be  now  heard  in  every  corner,  bellowing  like  over  drove  bullocks  on  a  market-day,  to 
cfFe£l  the^c////Vfi/falvation  of  the  people,  while  they  truft  their  eternal  falvation  to  the 
care  of  a  curate,  condemned  to  ftarve  like  a  Gentleman  on  forty  or  fifty  pounds  a  year.. 
Great  men,  and  the  ftewards  of  great  men,  men  of  property,  and  men  without  proper- 
ty, men  of  honour,  and  men  of  no  honour;  women  of  gaiety,  and  women  of  gallantry  ;

the  building.

a  curtfey  for  the  honour,  and  fealing  the  bargain  with  a  falute,  that  leaves  the  mark  of 
her  avocation  on  the  lips  of  the  heroic  canvallSr,  he  wheels  off  with  an  aflurance  of  her 
favour  and  intpreft  in  behalfof  a  man,  who  fhe  hopes  will  always  be  a.  promoter  of 
the  hrujh.  While,  with  no  lefs  ardour  is  the  fteward  of  fome  great  man  pufhing  home 
his  argument  with  the  cara  fpofa  of.  a  duftman,  who,  like  himfelf,  drives  a  car* 
riage. 

Shouts,  hallowing,  running,  and  riot,  announce  the  entrance  of  a  noble  female  canr- 
vafler  in  the  purlieus  of  Clare-market. 

Ye  plebei.ins,  bend  your  unennobled  heads, . 
Behold  the  Duchefs,  as  Hygea  bloomin^y 
As  Wtnxxs fairy  and  as  Minerva  zuifey 
Unaw'd  by   earthly  grandeur  and  its  flate. 
Or  the  more  winning  graces  of  her  beauty, 
Defceuds,  with  leg  unvcil'd,  from  ducal  coach. 
And   lightly  trips  in  greafy  butcher's  fhop. 

The  whole  market  is  left  in  nmazement  at  the  honour — butchers  fufpend  their  clea- 
vers in  aftoni/hmcnt — poulterers  ceafe  trufliiig — and  the  very  bafket  women  drop  their 
loads  to  extol  her  Grace,  and  gather  the  pence  her  liberal  hand  has  fcattered  among  the 
groupe  of  joyous  followers,  and  open-mouthed  gazers.  The  fkips  mount,  coachy 
whips,  and  away  with  a  whirl  to  tho  Hullings,  to  add  to  the  bevy  of  bcautiesy  who  daily 
pay  their  honours  at  the  flirine  of  patriotiim,  ornamented  with  foxes  tailsy  officers 
coats,  and  all  the  outre  emblems  of  fantailic  folly.

inevitably  feel,  if  in  Parliament,  of  witnefTing  to  thofe  encroachments  and  invafions, 
which  are  meditating  againft  the  Conftitution.  If  the  friends  of  tlie  people  amount  to 
fomething  more  than  two  hundred  upon  the  meeting  of  the  Houie,  there  is  a  dawn  of 
hope  that  the  triumph  of  the  Sarct  Injlucnce  will  not  be  completed  during  the  enfuing 
feffion. 

We  hear  that  feveral  aftions  are  to  be  commenced  againft  the  High  Bailiff  of  W——, 
for  having,  within  thef<»  few  days,  rejefted  voters  without  fufficient  reafon ;  the  com- 
plaints are  laid  againft  him  on  the  popular  fide  of  the  queftion,  but  how  far  tliefe  com- 
plaints may  be  well  or  ill  founded,  a  court  of  law  will  beft  determine. 

The  dinner  at  Wood's  Hotel,  yefterday,  is  faid  to  have  been  neither  numerous  nor 
lively  ;  the  daily  decline  of  Sir  Cecil  W ray's  majority  had  caft  a  gloom  over  the  com- 
pany, which  it  was  not  eafy  to  difpel.  TLhe  purchalers  of  tickets  appeared  fo  tardy  in 
their  application,  and  the  honour  of  dining  with  Mr.  Churcliill,  apothecary,  who  was 
announced  chairman  of  the  meeting,  was  fo  flight  a  temptation  to  the  EJeftors  who 
hiid  polled  for  the  Court  cxmdidates,  that  the  Committee  was  reduced  to  the  neceflity 
of  diftributing  the  tickets  gratis,  leall  the  defperate  fituation  of  their  caufe  fliould  be 
too  apparent  from  the  thinnefs  of  the  company. 

Mr.  Churchill's  precipitate  departure  to  Bath  has  left  the  Committee  at  WooJs  in  the 
utmoft  confufion ;  in  vain  they  praftife  the  expedient  of  continuing  his  name  to  their 
adv  rtifements,  and  giving  out  that  he  is  only  indifpofed  in  Parliament- ftrect.

But.  now,  faid  the  triumphant  advocates  for  the  fyftem  of  prerogative  and  ingratitude, 
things  are  changed;  the  Returning  Officer  has  got  the  regular  authenticated  lift  of  the 
real  voters  in  his  pofleffion,  and  as  therefore  all  ndlitious  lubftitutions  muft  from  hence- 
forth be  quite  impra6licable,  the  fuperiority  of  Sir  Cecil  Wray  will  be  evident  and  de- 
ciilve.  This  whimfical  prefage  was  formed  by  the  minifterial  prints  full  five  days  ago, 
but  fee  how  the  event  has  juitified  this  confident  attempt  at  Eledion  prophecy..  I'he 
High  BailifF  is  no  fooner  in  full  pofleflion  of  the  means  for  preventing  the  entire  poffi- 
bility  of  corrupt  fufl'rages,  than  Mr.  Fox  begins  to  rife  daily  in  his  poll,  and  has  con- 
tinued fo  to  do  ever  fince  the  moment  of  this  curious  prefage.  The  faft  is,  that  the 
only  regulation  that  could  poffibly  have  infured  Mr.  Fox's  Elcdlion  was  exadtly  fuch  a 
one  as  the  Returning  Officer,  in  a  miftaken  zeal  for  his  party,  thouglrt  proper  to 
adopt,  for  if  things  had  been  fufFered  to  go  on  in  the  old  ftile,  fo  that  all  Voters  of  ^all 
dcfcriptions  might  have  been  received,  the  popular  party  could  have  ftood  no  chance 
whatever,  for  it  is  quite  abfurd  to  fuppofe  that  any  private  powers  of  corruption  could 
have  proved  equal  to  the  minifterial  powers  of  influence.  The  truth  is,  while  no  means 
exifted  of  detefting  falfe  votes,  Mr.  Fox  was  behind ;  no  fooner  is  the  poffibility  of 
fuch  artifices  put  an  end  to,  than  he  continues  to  rife  daily  in  the  poll,  and  of  courfe 
to  convince  the  fenfible  and  impartial  part  of  the  community,  that  he  alohe  is  the 
favourite  of  the  tkuk,  uninfluenced,  and  incorrupt  portion  of  the  Wcftminftec 
lileclors.

The  ridicule  that  has  been  fo  perfedlly  levelled  againft  honeft  Jack  ChurcJAll^hvis  evi- 
-(kntly  more  levity  than  juftice  in  it. — However  miilaken  in  politics,  or  niifguided  in 
f»Mne  of  his  more  recent  perfonal  attachments,  he  undoubtedly  has  many  good  qualities, 
amongft  the  moll  fhining  of  which  is  to  be  enumerated,  his  extreme  ingenioufnefs  and 
candour. — lie  exhibited  a  ftrikiifg  teftimony  of  this  latter  virtue  in  a  Ipeech  which  he 
addrefled  to  his  frieiid  Sir  Cecil  a  tew  hours  before  he  fet  out  for  Bath — taking  him  by 
the  liand,  "  Mydear  friend,  fays  he,  you  had  better  quit  the  field  now  when  you  iiiay 
*'  go  eft'  in  credit  toourfelves  and  caufe — I  know  Weftminfter  as  well  as  any  man  in 
*^  it — and  by  G —  I  pronounce  your'cafe  perfeftly  defperate,  with  refpedl  to  your  pre- 
'^  lent  Election — pretend  an  intention  for  a  future  fcrutiny  and  decline. — After  the 
*'  pains  I  have  already  taken,  I  fhall  not  ftay  to  be  a  witnefs  of  your  defeat  and  dif- 
*'  grace — fo  if  you  won't  take  my  counfel,  why  give  me  your  hand  and  God  blefs 

*^*  you.*' A  friend  who  happened  to  be  prefent,  records,  ne  believes  the  very  words 

i;f  this  parting  harangue  with  ftri£l  accuracy,  but  certain  he  is  that  the  general  fenfe  is 
moft  faithfully  reprefented  in  this  account  of  it.  It  is  not  yet  too  late.  Sir  Cecil,  to 
«Ul'cover  a  fmall  fymptom  of  expiring  grace.  Do  it,  for  God's  fake ;;  a  friend  recommends 
it ;  think  what  will  become  of  the  credit  of  Churchill,  your  friend,  and  the  Court  your 
employers,  if  you  fhall  adopt  no  expedient  for  breaking  the  effeft  of  a  fail  fo  injurious  to 
the  feelings  or  the  one,  and  the  interefts  of  the  other  ?  Try  for  once  to  refledl  a  little.

*«  dergone  \\\  canvafling.  If  the  Bath  waters  do  not  recruit  his  fpirits  foon,  I  fear  he 
*'  will  fall  jnto  a  decline.'* 

The  prints  exhibited  on  the  late  change  of  politics,  are  in  general  fcurrilous,  abufive, 
deftitilte  of  merit,  wit,  and  humour,  feemingly  calculated  to  draw  a  gaping  and  idle 
multitude  together;  and  indeed,  were  we  not  charitably  ihclined,  we  could  almoft 
fufpedl  the  prmtfellers  to  be  in  league  with  the  handkerchief  merchants  of  Field-lane  : 
for  the  prints  daily  exhibited  during  the  prefent  conteft  in  Weftminfter,  we  cannot 
help  faying,  are  unmanly,  bafe,  and  infamous.  A  female  charadler  of  illuftrious  rank 
and  beauty,  to  he  exhibited  to  the  vulgar  in  the  moft  indecent  and  obfcene  atti-

muft  have  on  the  prerogative  caufe  I — The  trick  fucceeded  admirably  the  firft  day  ;  but 
on  Saturday  it  was  unfortunately  difcovered  by  a  particular  friend  of  Os^  abruptly 
Hopping  the  chariot,  and  begging  immediately  his  Galenical  aid  for  his  lady  then  ia 
hyllerics*  There  was  no  parrying  this  unpropitious  fliaft,  and  therefore  the  plot  could 
no  longer  be  concealed;  for  the  gentleman,  not  in  a  temper  of  mind  to  favour  the 
impofition,  wrote  by  that  night's  poft  to  Churchill^  informing  him  of  the  particulars  of 
the  deception.

Sir  William  Gordon,  who  enjoys  no  lefs  than  a  thoufand  pounds  per  annum,  obtained 
under  the  immediate  patronage  of  Mr.  Fox,  has  very  gracefully  declined  voting  at  this 
crifis  in  favour  of  his  political  benefadtori 

Mr.  Salter  the  bricklayer  ha§  but  one  admiffible  pretence  for  perfonating  Mr.  Church- 
ill^ which  is,  that  he,  as  well  as  the  medical  gentleman  is  a  dealer  in  plaiflers — for  ftucc# 
work ! 

Such  gentlemen  of  the  royal  bandy  who  are  Eledlors  of  Weftminfter,  have  to  a  man 
been  taught  who  it  is  that  pays  the  piper,  and  ihefirjl  fiddle  has  been  the  leader  of  their 
votes  !  Many  of  them  in  the  beginning  attempted  to  indulge  in  an  ad  libitum,  but  as  this 
was  likely  to  produce  difcord  in  the  overture,  they  were  told  that  all  paufes  gave  offence; 
— they  prudently  availed  themfeWe&of  the  hint,  and  have  fince  voted  altogether  in  allegro 
time  I 

The  difmiffion  of  Mr^.  TVlntehead,  the  Yeoman  of  the  Guards,  from  his  office,  for 
voting  in  fupport  of  Mr.  Fox,  exhibits  a  fad  reverfe  of  t!ie  aufpicious  fate  of  his  Lauvt'.it 
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fiamcfjh  !  he,  in  his /acr:/iccs  to  the  fclar  Gal,  experiences  all  the  blcffings  o^  funjhimt 
Init  th';  ilrlc  mentioned  p^entlcman,  iin-fchooled  in  the  pn^e  of  ^<7/d>/7,  voted  according 
to  tlic  disSlates  of  co/ifci.iiceaiul  mi  independent  mind,  and  erred  in  being -A^;///?, 

Jl:rU  27.1  The  propitious  moment,  whicJi  we  have  long  prefaged,  and  of  the  cer- 
fninty  of  which  wc  never  entertained  a  doubt,  is  at  laft,  this  day,  happily  arrived,  and 
Mr.  Fox  has  obtained  tliat  hiperiority  upon  the  poll  for  Weftminfler  which  he  would 
long  fmce  liave  obtaii^ed,  if  the  molt  dcfperate  and  unconJftitutional  expedients  had  not 
been  exerted  againft  him,  that  v/erc  ever  adopted  ujwDn  any  fimilar  occafion.  The  tri- 
umph upon  this  occafion  is  not  more  compete,  on  account  of  the  vidlory  obtained  over 
every  exercife  of  every  iniiuence,  tliat  is  at  once  corrupt  and  uiKonJlitutional ;  but  as 
it  contains  an  evidence  the  mofl  decifive  and  incontrovertible,  that  the  popular  delufion- 
of  the  moment  is  now  rapidly  on  the  decline,  and  that  the  people  are  proceeding  faft  to 
the  recovery  of  that  good  i'enfe  and  generous  regard  for  the  true  confiitution  of  the 
country,  which  is  their  general  chara£lerillic,  but  of  which  they  had  evidently  under- 
gone a  momentary  deriledlion,  and  of  courle,  that  the  triumph  of  prerogative  is  likely 
to  be  as  brief  in  its  duration,  as  it  was  bafe  and  underhand  in  the  mode  of  obtaining  it. 
If  this  temporary  deception  begins  to  wear  off  in  Weftrainfter,  in  the  immediate  fcene 
of  political  aftion,  where  the  nattre  of  a  ftatefman's  condufl  is  fubjeft  to  the  moft  tho- 
rough inveftigation,  and  the  motives  of  it  bell  underftood,  it  furely  affords  a  fair  and 
Teaionablc  opportunity  for  this  interference,  that  the  more  the  general  body  of  the 
people  underftand  the  public  principles  and  condudl  of  Mr.  Fox,  the  more  they  will 
refpedt  them  ;  and  that  nothing  is  wanting  but  a  little  time  to  reftore  him  once  more  to 
that  univerfal  efteem  which  he  has  fo  long  held  with  his  countrymen,  and  which  the 
undeviating  confiflency  of  his  principles,  the  decifive  fuperiority  of  his  talents,  and  tlu 
length  of  his  political  experience  fo  eminently  entitle  him  to.

April  27].  This  day  upwards  of  eight  hundred  Eledlors  in  the  intereft  of  Mr.  Fox 
dined  together  at  the  Free  Mafon's  Tavern,  Mr.  Fox  in  the  chair :  after  the  glorious 
triumph  of  the  day,  it  were  needlefs  to  add  that  this  meeting  prefented  an  uninterrupted 
fcene  of  convivial  mirth.  Various  patriotic  toafts  were  drank — among  which  were, 
*'  the  Ducheffes  oi  DcvonJJnre  and  Portland^  and  the  other  fair  fupporters  of  the  whig 
*•  caufc."  Captain  Morris  entertained  the  company  with  his  much  admired  political 
fong,  "  The  Baby  and  Nurfc.^^ — Mr.  Bannifter,  with  "  Give  me  Death  or  Liberty^  iccJ^ 
after  which,  the  company  broke  up  about  feven  o'clock,  in  order  to  refume  their  can- 
vafs  with  frefh  vigour. 

It  muft  be  acknowledged  that  Mr.  Churchill's  retreat  to  Bath  was  not  ill  timed ;  he 
did  not  chufe  to  be  an  eye-witncfs  to  the  late  defeat  and  complete  overthrow  of  the  caufe 
he  has  efpoufed,  and  which  his  vanity  had  prompted  him  to  think  would  prove  fuccefs- 
ful  through  his  exertions,  becaufe,  upon  a  former  occafion,  he  had  the  honour  of  be- 
ing Chairman  of  Mr.  Fox's  Committee,  when  the  fpirit  of  the  independent  Eleftors 
firft  triumphed  over  their  opponents  in  Weftminfler.  Like  the  Fly  upon  the  Chariot- 
wheel,  he  fooliflily  conceived  that  he  had  raifed  that  cloud  of  duft  which  firft  over- 
whelmed agd  ftifled  the  influence  of  the  Court  in  this  city,  and  which  he  has  now  iri 
vain  endeavoured  to  revive,  by  deferting  his  former  principles,  and  meanly  enlifting 
under  the  banner  of  minifte^ial  corruption.

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II  is  remarkable,  that  fince  tlie  Court  Candulates  took  tlie' impniJi^nt  meafure  of 
bringing  the  parilh  books  to  the  Hulling^;,  Mr.  Fox  has  had  a  majority  upon  every 
day's  poll,  except  o.ne,  wlien  his  opponents  liad  the  Irniili  advantage  c:f  tbur  votes 
againfl:  him.  I'his  fhows  what  hopes  of  .fuccefs  they  may  rcal'onably  derive  fiom  the 
fcrutiny,  which  they  pretend  to  expedl  fo  much  from. 

The  licentioufnefs  of  the  print-fiiops  in  exhibiting  to  public  view,  caricatures  of  the 
moll  eminent  chara<£lers  of  the  country,  has  long  given  much  fcandal  to  the  laws  of  de- 
cency and  propriety,  but  the  excefs  to  which  they  have  carried  it  in  the  courle  of  the 
prefent  Eledlion,  by  the  exhibition  of  prints  of  the  amiable  and  moft  diftinguiihed  female 
charadter,  has  drawn  upon  them  the  indignation  of  the  public,  in  fo  much,  that  the 
windows  of  feveral  (hops  have  been  broken  within  thefe  few  days,  in  confe(iucnce  of  it. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  admonition  will  make  the  proprietors  of  thefe  fliops,  in  fu- 
ture, more  cautious  how  they  j)refume  to  infult  the  feelings  of  the  public,  and 
teach  them  to  pay  more  regard  to  female  delicacy,  than  has  been  of  late  ufual 
with  them. 

Mr.  Fox  has  already  received  the  fuffrages  of  5827  Electors  of  Weftminfler,  moft  of 
whom  have  honoured  him  with ////^/e  votes  : — will  the  tools  of  the  Court  audacioufly 
tell  us  any  more,  "  that  he  has  loft  the  confiJence  of  the  EUtlors^  and  that  he  is  no  longei* 
the  Man  of  the  People  f' 

As  foon  as  Mr.  Fox  was  declared  a  head  of  Sir  Cecil  Wray  on  the  Poll,  the  patriotic 
beaiitks  at  Mr.  Jennings's,  in  Henrietta  ftrcet,  ratified  the  triumph  of  independence  by 
a  general  difplay  of  laurel  branches  f 

Lord  Hood's  canvaflers  for  the  laft  three  days  have  gone  about  preffing  Eledlors  to 
vote  for  Fox  and  Pf^ray;  "  and  thus  difpleafe  the  friends  of  neither  party  ;"  but  the  de- 
sign was  too  early  difcovered,  and  generally  expofcd,  for  the  Court  to  derive  much  aid 
from  fo  defpicable  a  manceuvre ! 

Yefterday  the  recruiting  party  of  the  Court  brought  up  Mr.  Crofs,  tlie  elca/  and  dumb 
miniature  painter  to  give  his  fufFiage  for  Sir  Cecil  Wray ;  the  unfortunate  Gentleman, 
however,  being  unable  to  anfwer  any  but  private  Jignah  made  by  his  own  brother,  was, 
after  fome  difficulty  adjudged  not  qualified  to  vote  in  fupport  even  of  fecret  in- 
Jiucnce  ! 

The  friends  of  Freedom  and  the  Conftitution  muft  not  relax  in  their  exertions,  be- 
caufe  the  Man  of  their  Choice  has  gained  the  majority  over  his  opponent :  they  are  bound 
in  juftice  to  the  caufe,  rather  to  redouble  their  zeal  in  his  fupport,  and  thus  raife  him 
fo  high,  that  the  powerful  machinations  of  his  combined  enemies  can  no  more 
reach  him ! 

Lord  Mahon  retired  from  the  Huftings  yefterday,  in  woeful  dudgeon !  Unluckily  a 
maid-fervant,  with  a  wet  mop  in  her  hand,  obferved  him  making  his  efcape;  and 
watching  her  opportunity,  ihe  trundled  her  dripping  weapon  fo  very  dexteroufly,  a^  to 
moiften  the  Peer  of  the  rueful  countenance,  moft  profiifely ! — <*  Mis  Lord/hi f  s  face  was 
<^  like  an  Jpril  morn^  clad  in  a  fhower  of  fudsP^ — The  poor  Peerftalked  oft,  with  a 
•*  muttered  curfe,  ^^  quite  chop-fallen! 

The  joy  exprefled  yefterday  by  the  populace  in  Covent  Garden,  upon  the  declaration 
of  the  majority  in  favour  of  Mr.  Fox,  fufficiently  fliows  that  he  is  ftill,  as  the  uni- 
formity of  his  conduft  entitles  him  to  be,  the  darling  of  the  people.  It  is  to  be  la- 
mented that  their  zeal  hurried  them  into  fome  excefles,  fuch  as  breaking  the  windows  of 
feveral  fhops  where  prints  and  caricatures  are  exhibited,  endeavouring  to  ridicule  the 
caufe  in  which  the  Independent  Eledors  of  Weftminfter  feel  themfelves  fo  deeply  in- 
tcrefted.     It  is  however  not  to  be  wondered  at,  that  the  people  ftxouldnot  tamely  fub- 
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accounts  he  has  receiveil  from  V»''c{lmir,ftfr  Anre  lii<  n'tijcncr  .it  Puth,  have  fo  mcrh 
counteravl^cd  the  waters,  tliat  his  health,  ic  ieemiJ,  will  net  jLniiiL  him  to  comply  with 
their  prcfiing  and  reiterated  IbUcitationi?. 

The  D of  D continues  to  pay  a  juft  compliment  to  thofe  per  Ions  whofe 

good  opinion  ought  to  have  any  weight,  for  ihe  is  determined  not  to  ;ihandon  Mr.  1  ox, 
until  lie  is  dcchircd  unworthy  of  lupport  hy  the  virtuous,  or  until  he  gives  nip  tiie 
caufe  of  the  p\ihlic. 

The  queflion  is  not  With  whom  Mr.  Fox  vote.^,  hut  the  qucAion  is,  has  Mr.  Fox 
given  up  his  puhlic  opinions,  or  ahandoned  his  friends  ;  if  he  has  not,  and  if  he  can 
perfuade  men  with  whom  he  once  differed  on  puhlic  ?ncnjurcs  to  concur  with  him  iii 
ailing  for  the  national  good,  we  mull  he  of  opinion  that  he  has  with  effcft  preached 
the  gofpel  of  patriotifm,  and  therefore  that  he  defcrves  to  continue  in  high  favour  with 
the  VV^ertminfter  ElcvStors.

*'  chofen  Recorder  for  the  fame,  in  the  room  of  Vere  Poulett,  brother  to  Ann  Poulett, 
^^  Member  for  tlie  faid  borough,  &c.  &c." 

Notwithftanding  all  the  idle  ribaldry  with  which  the  prints  and  print-fliops  abound, 
at  the  expence  of  one  of  the  moil  accompliflied  and  perfedl  female  chara61ers  of  this  or 
any  other  country  ;  the  time  is  approaciiing  very  fad,  when  the  exertions  of  this 
lovely  woman  in  the  caufe  of  Liberty  and  the  Conflitution  will  meet  their  due  reward ; 
when  cool  and  difpaflionate  refle6lion  fliall  triumph  over  the  prejudices  of  the  day.  All 
men,  who  think  the  influence  of  her  Grace  contributed  to  the  fuccefs  of  Mr.  Fox's 
KIe6lion,  will  incline  to  the  belief  and  confeflion,  that  flie  redeemed  and  reftorcd  the 
declining  honour  of  the  city  of  Weflminfler — that  flie  vindicated  the  independence  of 
the  Eleftors — that  fhe  faved  them  from  the  arbitrary  interference  of  the  Court,  and 
afforded  an  example  of  political  heroifm,  which  added  a  luflrc  to  the  exalted  dignity  of 
her  ftation.

than  has  appeared  during  the  pell;  he  begs  leave  to  recall  to  the  rec^jiletflion  of  the  public, 
that  when  the  ftate  of  the  poll  was  more  favourable  to  the  above  mentioned  patriotic  can^ 
didatesy  there  appeared  an  advertifement  from  the  ihme  Committee,  complaining  of  Mr. 
Fox's  protradling  tlie  poll,  when  the  number  of  unpolled  Eledlors  was  not  fufficient  to 
i^ivehim  a  foJfibUlty  of  fuccefs.  The  fame  advertifement  repeats  the  determination  of  the 
Varochial  Committees,  to  perlevere  in  fupporting  a  fcrutiny  with  the  utmoft  vigour,  but 
the  circumflance  of  Mr.  Fox's  majority  having  uniformly  Incrcnfrd  fince  the  parifh  books 
have  been  brought  upon  the  Hujlings^  does  not  ieem  to  afford  them  the  molt  flattering 
profpecl  of  fuccefs  frpm  their  adopting  fuch  a  meafure.     The  truth  is,  tliat  this  canting 
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and  prevaricating  Committee  find  themfelves  completely  defeated,  and  they  are  catching 
at  every  thing  to  hide  their  (hame,  and  ward  off  the  contempt  and  ridicule  they  have  in* 
curredeven  with  their  own  party  ! 

There  is  no  longer  that  confident  talk  of  a  fcnitiny  for  Weflminfter,  which  prevailed 
fo  violently  a  few  days  ago.  There  is  fomewhat  more  pf  the  piano  in  Mr.  ChurchilFs 
note,  and  he  now  fings  to  the  tune  of  a  petition  to  the  Houfe,  complaining  of  an  undue 
Eledlion.  This,  if  granted,  would  certainly  have  a  delicious  efFed,  as  the  whole  bufi* 
nefs  would  be  to  do  over  again,  with  this  advantage  to  Mr.  Fox,  that  a8  the  world  is 
coining  round  to  their  fenles  again,  his  majority  would  be  ten  times  as  great  as  it  is  at 
prefent. 

Every  Minifier  in  this  country  has  experienced  a  want  of  popularity  before  he  has 
been  long  in  office.  Even  the  immortal  Chatham  himfelf  loft  the  confidence  and  opinion 
of  the  people  foon  after  the  war,  in  which  he  was  fo  truly  fuccefsful,  glorious,  and  tri* 
umphant.  There  is  in  the  firft  place  no  fixt  principle  to  regulate  the  judgment  of  the- 
croud;  the  multitude  does  not  reflect,  it  cannot  argue,  but  is  eternally  carried  away  by 
accidental  prejudices,  and  governed  by  the  turbulence  of  paffion.  Thus  the  croud, 
v.rhich  once  idoli/.ed  Mr.  1*  ox,  has  fince  deferred  him ;  idolized  him  for  the  very  prin- 
ciples that  have  been  fince  condemned  in  praftice;  idolized  him  for  his  zeal,  for 
the  conftitutional  privileges  of  the  fubjedt — ^thofe  very  privileges  which  the  peo- 
people  have  fo  lately  been  folicitous  to  betray.  If,  however,  Mr.  Fox  loft  his  popula- 
rity in  the  hour  of  enthufiafm,  he  is  now  gradually  recovering  it  from  all  quarters. — 
The  thunders  of  execration  are  funk  into  the  fober  debates  of  reafon,  which  bid  fair  to 
be  ftiortly  fucceeded  by  that  ftill  fmall  voice  of  public  efteem,  which  arifes  from  the 
convidlion  of  public  error. 

The  many  ill-natured,  illiberal,  and  fcandalous  infiuationg  that  have  been  thrown  out 
againft  the  Duchefs  of  D— — e,  on  her  friendly  and  fpirited  behaviour  during  the 
Eleflion  for  Weftminfter,  rather  indeed  deferve  contempt  than  ferious  refutation.  Had 
the  authors  refleSed  on  her  conducft,  as  efpoufing  a  different  caufe,  it  might  have  beea 
pardonable ;  but  from  thence  to  infinuate  a  want  of  virtue  and  modefty,  which  are  con- 
fined to  no  party,  betrays  a  littlenefs  of  mind  and  ideas  as  contraSed  as  the  narrow 
fphere  of  life  in  which  they  move.  Her  exertions  to  ferve  Mr.  Fox  have,  it  feems, 
provoked  a  poetafter  in  the  newfpapers  to  lament  the  degeneracy  of  female  virtue  and 
modefty ;  yet  is  he  fo  ignorant  of  the  human  heart,  as  not  to  be  able  to  judge  wherein 
they  confift.  He  fets  out  upon  the^moft  abfurd  principles ;  that  is,  he  imagines  that 
virtue  and  modefty  are  only  to  be  found  among  the  grcaty  or  elfe  he  could  not  condemn, 
her  as  loft  to  thofe  virtues,  only  becaufe  flie  vifits  the  poor^  With  regard  to  her  "per- 
mitting a  kifs  from  a  butcher^  it  is  much  more  likely  to  be  falfe  than  true,  and  con- 
fidering  her,  as  flie  really  is,  a  woman  of  charadler,  there  is  no  doubt  but  that 
ftie  knows  how  to  behave  as  fuch,  and  to  repel  any  improper  liberty  that  may  be 
offered  ;  however,  our  correfpondent  will  for  the  prefent  fuppofc  it  were  true;  to  what 
then  does  the  crime  .-unountr  If  ihe  gained  a  vote  for  her  friend  by  a  kifs,  it  was  not 
more  criminal  than  granting  a  kifs  to  a  man  of  quality  for  no  other  reafon  than  his 
being  introduced ;  perhaps  there  is  lefs  guile  in  the  heart  of  a  butcher  than  in  a  man  of 
quality  ;  yet  fhe  is  accufed  of  trefpaffmg  on  the  rules  of  modefty  in  one  ihftance,  which 
would  not  have  been  thought  fo  in  the  other.  "  She  likewife  dcfcends  below  her  dig- 
"  nityJ^  What  is  the  dignity  of  title  ?  Not  pride,  which  is  fometimes  the  definition  of 
it,  a  thing  that  has  never  been  claffed  in  the  lift  of  virtues,  and  therefore  can  have  no 
real  merit,  but  humility,  which  is  the  true  dignity  of  a  virtuous,  benevolent,  rational 

creature,  and  is   a  much  higher  title  than  Duchefs  of  D .     Humility  in  the 

poor  may  be  neceffary ;  but   in  the  opulent  it  is  the  fweeteft  virtue,  and  ihews  that 
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they  have  a  foul  as  great  as  their  rank  and  fortune.  A  little  mind  and  a  great  fortune^ 
though  they  ib  often  meet,  vet  are  improper  companioas:  the  great,  inilead  of  thinking 
themlelves  a  fuperior  race  oi  beings^  entitled  to  the  homage  and  obedience  of  their  infe- 
riors, ftiould  practice  the  virtues  of  humility,  more  particularly,  as  the  weight  of  their 
obligations  to  providence  is  far  greater  than  others  who  have  not  had  fo  many  favours 
bellowed  on  them.  Ladies  of  quality  are  in  gencial  a  fet  of  ii:fipid,  ufelefs  beings,  and 
the  world  is  furprized  to  fiud  one  rilmg  above  their  indolence  and  pride,  and  exerting 
herfelf  to  the  utmoft  in  what  Ihe  thinks  right :  a  luke-warm  friend  is  worth  nothing*. 
It  matters  not  whether  flie  is  the  friend  of  I'ox,  of  Pitt,  or  the  Man  in  the  Moon  :  the 
principle  from  which  flie  acls,  defeiTes  the  highefl  praifc;  Jlie  no  doubt  thinks  it  the 
caufe  of  liberty  and  public  good,  the  heft  incentives  to  a  virtuous  mind,  and  like  the 
wife  and  mother  of  Coriolanus,  exerts  her  utmoft  endeavours  to  fave  a  finking  ftate. 
What  contamination  is  there  in  the  abode  of  a  poor  tradefoian  merely  becaufe  he  is 
poor }  The  Duchefs  has  too  much  good  fenfe  to  affedl  the  ftudied  charadter  of  a  prude, 
and  from  her  innocence  and  good-humour,  may  not  perhaps  refent  trifling  things,  while 
thofe  of  another  defcription  might  condemn ;  but  our  correfpondent  is  certain  (he  Would 
never  admit  of  any  familiarities  that  unafte6led  modefty  could  difapprove.  Dean  Swift, 
in  ridicule  6f  an  over-nice  perfon  obferves,  "  That  an  over-nice  man  is  a  man  of  nafty 
**  ideas ;"  even  virtue,  when  carried  to  excefs,  becomes  criminal,  folly  and  vice  arc  ia 
extremes;  good  fenfe  and  virtue  is  the  true  medium. 

The  Weftminfter  Eleflion,  fuppofmg  it  to  be  terminattsd  as  it  (lands  at  prefent,  has 
been  much  ferther  carried  than  in  the  conteft  between  Trentham  and  Vandeput — ^That 
the  moft  memorable  of  any  on  record  in  Weftminfter,  obvioufly  was  much  lefs  i^mvk«> 
able  than  that  now  carrying  on,  having  lafted  but  17  days,  and  being  terminated  with 
not  many  more  than  9000  voters  on  the  poll. 

Lord  Hood  is  placed  over  the  door  in  the  great  room  at  the  Academy :  and  Lord  Rod- 
ney, the  real  hero  of  the  1 7,th  of  Aprily  has  a  fecondary  fituation  in  the  anti-room ! 

Yefterday  afternoon  a  party  of  gentlemen  waited  upon  the  proprietors  of  the  feveral 
print  (hops  in  the  Strand,  and  remonftrated  with  them  upon  the  impropriety  of  expofing 
in  their  windows  the  feveral  (hameful  and  indecent  prints  on  the  moft  amiable  of  fe* 
male  charafters  :  the  (hopkeepers  admitted  the  grofsnefs  of  fuch  an  exhibition,  and  very 
handfomely  promifed  to  prevent  it  in  future :  an  example,  no  doubt,  that  will  imme- 
diately be  followed  by  all  the  refpedlable  part  of  their  profeffion ;  and  (hould  any  other 
printleller  after  this  be  daring  enough  to  continue  a  difplay  of  thofe  wretched  carica- 
tures, there  is  little  doubt  but  he  will  be  convinced  of  his  error  by  a  more  fpeedy  and 
txemplary  puni(hment  than  the  law  of  the  land  may  afford. 

It  was  the  current  report  of  yefterday,  that  Lord  Hood  was  about  to  be  appointed  to 
the  immediate  command  of  the  Britifh  fquadron  in  the  Eaft-Indies,  with*  an  Englifh 
peerage  : — the  idea  was  to  fecure  thereby  Sir  Cecil  Wray's  feat  for  Weftminfter ;  but 
the  Attorney  General  has  informed  Mr.  ritt,  that  the  Returning  Officer  muft  return 
Lord  Hood,  notwitbflanding  any  creation  of  nobility,  if  he  continues  at  the  head  of 
the  poll.

good  fenfe  than  ai'ually  appertains  to  him,  faid,  he  was  not  quite  fo  rank  an  Hibernian 
as  to  contribute  towards  a  fcrutiny,  that  might  probably  invalidate  the  fu£Frage  he  him- 
fdf  had  given !  and  here  the  matter  rcfts  !

Sir  Cecil  Wray  was  heard  to  exclaim  on  Saturday  in  a  voice  of  dcfpondence,  that  the 
triumphal  laurel,  which  the  friends  of  Mr.  Fox  wore,  was  poifon  to  him  without  d't/iil^ 
lation  ! 

Ah  Hibernian  Peer^  who  is  ever  fond  of  Aiding  his  fpare  carcafe  into  every  fituation  of 
tumult  and  confulion,  ought  to  be  aware  left  the  indignation  of  an  incenfed  multitude, 
fhould  lead  them  on  fome  occafion  to  forget  his  Lordlhip's  right  of  privilege,  and  treat 
>iim  only  as  if  he  were  any  other  incendiary,  without  the  protedlion  of  any  arlftocratic 
charadler  whatever. 

May  3.]  Many  falfe  reports  relative  to  the  riot  which  happened  before  Wood's  on  Sa- 
turday night,  having  been  induftrioufly  circulated,  we  are  glad  to  have  it  in  our  power,  in 
confequence  of  authentic  information  on  the  fubjeft,  to  give  the  public  a  true  and  impar- 
tial ftate  of  the  whole  of  that  tranfaftion,  as  it  appeared  in  evidence  before  Sir  Sampfon 
Wright  yefterday  morning,  when  the  men  feized  by  the  military  were  examined.  It  was 
afcertained  by  the  concurring  teftimony  of  many  Gentlemen  unconnedled  with  either 
party,  that  the  beginning  ot  the  tumult  was  an  unprovoked  attack  on  a  party  of  mar- 
Tow-bones  and  cleavers,  who,  in  pafling  by  Wood's,  were  aflaulted  by  fome  Tailors  for 
having  Fox's  colours  in  their  hats.  A  Icuffle  enfued,  in  which  the  butchers  were  over- 
powered by  numbers,  and  purfued  a-crofs  the  Garden,  where  they  rallied  upon  being 
joined  by  a  party  of  chairmen,  and  the  aggreflbrs  were  foon  driven  back  to  Wood's.— 
Here  a  ferious  confliiSl  enfued;  a  body  of  ruffians  ifluing  from  the  Hotel,  armed 
with  cutlafles  and  piftols ;  they  were  driven  back,  and  the  doors  of  the  Hotel  were 
clofed,  but  glafs  bottles  being  thrown  at  the  populace  from  the  windows,  and  feveral 
ihot  fired,  by  which  two  men  were  dangeroufly  wounded,  the  party  attacked  grew 
outrageous,  and  aflaulted  the  houfe,  breaking  the  lamps  and  windows.  The  arrival  of 
Sir  Sampfon  Wright,  with  a  large  body  of  foldiers,  prevented  further  extremities;  and 
informations  being  taken  by  him  that  forae  of  the  aflailants  had  retired  to  a  neighbour- 
ing houfe,  a  party  of  the  guards  was  detached  to  feize  them. there,  and  fix  were  accor- 
dingly taken  without  further  charge  or  evidence.  Thofe  were  the  perfons  produced 
yefterday  at  the  office  in  Bow-ftreet,  and  it  feemed  the  objedk  of  thofe  who  attended  on 
the  part  of  Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil  Wray,  to  have  had  thefe  men  committed  to  New- 
gate on  the  capital  charge  of  an  attempt  to  pull  down  IFaod's  Hotel.  Happily,  however, 
this  ridiculous,  though  moft  malicious  intention,  was  defeated  by  the  fpirited  inter- 
ference of  fome  Gentlemen  of  Mr.  Fox's  Committee  who  attended  the  examination, 
and  by  the  very  candid  and  confiderate  conduft  of  Sir  Sampfon  Wright,  who  feeing 
clearly  that  the  party  at  Wood's  were  the  aggreffirs  in  the  bufinefs,  ftrongly  recom- 
mended it  to  both  fides  to  give  up  virididhive  profecutions ;  the  men  in  cuftody  wer^  nc 
cordingly  difcharged,  and  the  bufinefs  ended  with  Mr.  \V'ood's  receiving  a  very  fc-rioiis 
and  fenfible  admonition  from  the  Kench,  to  difcour^ge  in  future  the  ill  cojidm't  of  his 
waiters  and  others  lurrounding  his  doors,  and  to  imitate  the  decency  and  decorum  which 
Sir  Sampfon  declared  he  had  himrelf  obferved  to  be  maintained  at  the  Shakefpeare. 
Lord  Mountmorres  and  fome  othtrr  (le'itlemen  of  the  Court  party  attendrj,  but  linilinnr 
their'caufe  not  to  be  hipporttd'  in  this  alHiir,  they  very  becomingly  ac(jiiiefcetl  in  the 
determination  of  the  Bench,  The  report  of  any  lives  being  loft  is'  witliout  fona- 
dation,  though  many  on  both  fides  Were  badly  wounded. 

We  are  informed,  from  undoubted  authority,  that  the  Noblemen,  Gentlemen,  and

prived of  their  cuftom.  This  Committee  is  to  prepare  a  lift  of  .fuch  perfons  for  the 
Noblemen,  Gentlemen,  and  Ladies  abovementioned,  who  have  entered  into  a  moft 
laudable  aflbciation  to  employ  thofe  only,  in  their  feveral  trades,  in  lieu  of  fucli  as  have 
bafely  betrayed  their  country,  by  facrificing  their  franchifes  to  the  undue  influence  of 
the  Court,  or  of  thofe  who  have  not  dared  manfully  to  ftand  forth  at  the  rifque  of 
their  intcreft,  and  have  endeavoured  to  Icreen  themfelvcs  from  all  danger  by  a  pitifi\l 
neutrality. 

The  Weftminfter  magiftrates  pay  clofe  attention  to  the  examination  and  commitment 
of  fuch  rioters  as  are  brought  before  them.  That  juftice  and  humanity  would  have 
been  more  confpicuous  and  meritorious,  had  they  taken  proper  precautions  to  have  pre- 
vented breaches  of  the  peace,  than  in  the  previous  permiffion,  and  fubfequent 
quarrels.

:md  fenfible  principle;  they  think  that  one  of  their  Reprefentatives,  at  leaft,  fliould 
know  how  to  fpeak  in  the  Houfe,  and  as  they  know  from  experience,  that  poor  Sir  C. 
has  few  ideas,  and  fewer  words,  they  don*t  think  that  L— d  H — d  will  do  for  them,  with 

fo  dumb  a  colleague.     They  don't  expedl  L — d  H d  to  fpeak,  but  they  know  he's  a

— The  little  low  arts  of  preroga- 
tive policy,  the  menacing,  or  the  cajolling  votes  for  a  Court  Candidate,^  may  do  very 
well  for  a  Clerk  of  the  King's  Kitchen,  but  it  is  utterly  unworthy  a  brave  and  generous' 
chara(fler.  When  Lord  Hood  firft  canvaffed  for  himfelf  alone,  he  was  received  with 
every  mark  of  refpecl;  but  from  the  moment  he  became  an  agent  for  royal  relentment, 
bis  popularity  declined.  The  people  of  Weftminfter  defpiled  the  artifices  that  have 
been  ufed  by  the  Court  in  the  prcfent  conteft  ;  and  every  day's  experience  muft  convince 
Lord  H'ood  that  lie  defcends  from  his  profeflional  chara6ler,  when  he  aflifts  the  unworthy 
caprices  of  any  man  breathing.  While  he  adled  up  to  his  charafter,  who  would  have 
dared  to  receive  him  with  the  marks  of  infamy  and  contempt  that  are  now  evident  upon 
every  occafion  ?  A  foolifli,  fwaggering  ignorance  may  rej^  this  hint,  but  calm  reflec- 
tion will  admit  its  force,  and  be  guided  by  it. 

Sunday  evening  the  Gardens  at  Bagnigge  Wells  exhibited  a  ftrangc  fcene  of  riot  and 
confufion.  How  the  affair  began  is  not  eafy  to  be  determined,  but  at  the  fame  mo-  ' 
ment  feveral  hundreds  of  Stentorian  lungs  vociferated  the  cry  of  *'  Hood  and  Wray,'* 
and  thefe  were  anfwered  by  the  exclamation  of  "  Fox  forever!"  Intoxicated  with 
lifjnor  ai)d  politics,  thofe  who  were  for  Hood  and  Wray  boxed  with  their  oppofites  in 
politics,  and  many  on  both  fides  were  knocked  down  with  the  canes  and  fticks  of  their 
adverfaries.  So  ludden  a  clilarcangcinent  of  the  tea  table  apparatus  was  perhaps  never 
before  fcen,  and  iir.numerable  fragments  of  China  ftione  in  every  walk,  and  ferved  to 
give  ifflie  to  the  inflamed  blood  of  the  fallen  and  fprawling  heroes.  Though  peace 
officers  were  fent  for,  the  tumult  was  not  appeafed  for  near  two  hours  and  a  half.  Three 
nien,  who  had  been  adlive  in  foiuentjaig  ibe  difturbance,  were  taken  into  cuftody,  but 
ivere  foon  refcued. 

The  VVeflmiiifter  Addrefs  is  now  witli  the  King's  Taylor,  for  the  purpofe  of 
ijxeafuylng  all  thofe  who  ilgned  it,  ibr  new  fuitsof  mourning  on  the-prefent  melancholy 
occafion. 

It  is  a  trait  in  politics  not  quite  unworthy  of  notice,  that  faithful  Jack  Robinfon 
v/as,  at  the  J.ate  Brentford  Kleiiiun,  the  moft  active  partizan  iovjack  iniices.

*<  knew,  had  received  thefe  donations  from  the  noble  houfe  of  N  d  during  a  long 
<*  feries  of  years.  This  circumftance,  coupled  with  the  influence  which  your  Grace 
*<  immediatelv  excrcifed  upon  it,  we  knew  would  operate  as  a  complete  difqualilication  ; 
<«  yet  all  this  was  managed^  and  we  polled  535  per  Ions  in  this  predicament .  Indaed  till  within 
<«  thefe  laft  ten  days,  we  polled  whom  we  pleafed,  and  what  we  pleafed — but,  fad  reverfe 
<<  of  fortune  !  force  could  then  no  longer  fetter  the  inclinations  of  men;  the  fire  of  frcc- 
*«  dom,  which  we  thought  had  been  extinguiflied,  broke  forth  with  redoubled  fury; 
<«  and  though  both  your  Cirace  and  myfclf  efcaped  roafting,  we  have,  at  leait,  been  ic* 
<<  verely  fcorched  by  the  flame.  We  have  induftrioufly  held  out  to  the  public,  that  th«

*'  bring  forth  any  friends  that  might  remain ;  hut  we  are  now  convinced  that  none  do  re-

It  is  neceflary  to  inform  the  unpolled  Eleftors  of  Weftminfter,  in  the  in- 
terell  of  Mr.  Fox,  that  tli^?  High  l»ailiiF  intends,  if  poifible,  to  clofe  the  poll  this  day, 
at  three  o'clock,  after  whic  h  time  they  will  not  poflibly  have  the  power  ot  giving  their 

fiiiFragcs  in  fupport  of  the  Covjiitutlunal  Guaiifmn  of  the  Peoples  Rights. 

A  corrcfpondent  is  at  a  lofs  to  learn,  and  wiflies  to  know,  how  a  fcrutiny  is  to  be 
fupported  throughout,  that  depends  on  contingencies  and  the  precarious  ifTue  of  fub* 
fcriptions,  and  to  rcconcik;  a  ipirit  becoming  Kngliflimen,  with  tht  humiliating  applica- 
tions of  needy  l)cggars.  Tlie  knight  of  the  jx.*ltle  and  mortar,  or  the  prating  peer  from 
the  b;uiks  of  ih-^  LitFy,  arc  rcciucllcd  to  explain  tlicfe  jarring  produflious. 

A  correfpond».nt  obfcrves,  that  at  the  clofe  of  the  poll,  it  is  ufual  for  the  Court  Can* 
didates  to  come  forward  to  the  front  of  the  Ilullings,  and  to  fliow  their  inviolable  at- 
taclunent  to  the  caufe,  to  take  each  other  by  t!ie  hand.

mentioned  clafs  of  men  ;  and  a  future  Premier,  it  is  hoped,  will  ere  long,  fhow  us  ant 
of  the  latter ! 

A  blunt  political  writer  fays,  it  was  much  more  honourable  to  be  a  Member  of  Parlia- 
ment in  former  than  in  prei'ent  times;  but  it  w:k  not  fo  profitable.  Does  any  man  buy 
without  a  view  of  fellifig  ^  and  how  are  the  buyers  of  feats  in  Parliament  to  reimburle 
thcmfclves,  but  out  of  the  plunder  of  a  wretched  and  almoft  bjnkrupt  nation  ?  "  D — ^n

The  cultivation  of  the  Belles  Lettns  fecm  to  belong  to  the  fVrays  of  England,  juft  as 
the  Polite  Sciences  have  bvcn  fol'toreJ  by  tlie  R.uJftiVis  in  France.  And  although  Str  Cecil 
is  Mlmitted  to  bo  a  fu  fl  vww.fjhouirj  yet  in  the  expreffions  of  Lhigo^  there  is  a  namcfake 
who  takes  the  lead  ol  the  Caroact,  and  is  *'  a  majhr  offiholarsj* — In  proof  of  this  we 
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fubjoin  the  following  fign  infcription,  nailed  on  a  tree  at  the  corner  of  a  lane,  near

A  certain  Great  Perfon  was  very  much  againft  diflblving,  but  the  influence  of  the 
Secret  Committee  carried  the  day,  and  the  effedls  are  what  the  people  have  woefully 
experienced. 

Many  a  tradefman  rues  the  day  the  Parliament  was  diflblved— and  many  a  ftatute  of 
Bankruptcy  will  that  fame  diflblution  occafion. 

Should  Mr.  Pitt  come  over  before  the  meeting  of  Parliament,  and  that  Mr.  Fox  in- 
confequence  had  a  majority,  Parliament  will  no  doubt  be  again  diflblved,  and  the  fenfe 
of  the  people  taken  on  the  change. 

May  II.]  After  the  clofe  of  the  poll  yefterday  for  Weftminfter,  an  affray  happened 
at  Covent  Garden.  It  feems,  there  had  been  fummoned  an  extraordinary  number  of 
Conftables,  from  the  I'ower  Hamlets^  to  keep  the  peace.  At  three  o'clock  all  was  peace- 
able and  quiet ;  but  in  half  an  hour  afterwards,  when  the  bufmefs  of  the  day  was 
finlfhed,  a  violent  conflift  took  place  between  tlie  conftables  and  the  mob ;  the  fonner 
of  which  were  driven  out  of  the  Garden  down  King-ftreet.  At  four  o'clock,  Mr.  Juftice 
Wilmot  brought  up  a  detachment  of  the  guards,  who,  after  twice  or  thrice  parading 
from  Wood's  Hotel  to  the  corner  of  Henrietta- ftretrt  (headed  by  a  few  conftables)  feizeil 
on  the  butchers  who  attend  with  marrow-bones  and  cleavers,  and  condu(5led  them  to 
Hood  and  fVray\  Committee  Room.  Mr.  Elliot,  the  High  Conftable,  feveral  of  tlie 
peace  officers,  and  many  of  the  mob,  were  very  much  bruifed  and  wounded.  The 
Guards  were  attending  late  laft  night. 

Every  friend  to  humanity  muft  undoubtedly  feel  the  deepeft  regret  at  the  fatal  confe- 
quences  of  the  riot  of  yefterday  in  Covent  Garden.  The  lofs  ot  a  fellow  creature  by 
popular  violence,  ought  to  fufpend  every  operation  of  party  attachment,  and  induce  all 
people  to  unite  in  the  moft  zealous  endeavours  to  prevent  fuch  dreadful  excellbs  in  fu- 
ture. But,  however  deeply  we  may  lament  a  circumftance  fo  dreadful,  we  ought  not 
to  fupprefs  the  di£lates  of  indignation,  or  remain  deaf  to  the  demands  of  juftice,  when 
we  find  that  thefe  fliocking  events  are  not  the  natural  effedls  of  public  affcmblies,  but 
the  confequences  of  a  fettled  plan  to  difturb  the  peace,  foment  mifchiefs  of  the  moft 
alarming  kind,  and  familiarize  a  fpecies  of  interference  which  the  people  of  this  coun- 
try have  always  beheld  with  a  jealous  eye.     That  occafions  may  arife,  in  which  mili- 


plexion  of  the  people  who  were  aflcmbled  round  the  Huuings  yefterday,  that  could  juAify 
the  appearance  of  Juftice  Wilmot  with  his  furious  band  of  legal  ruffians,  and  the  confc- 
qucnt  reinforcement  of  the  guards  f  The  builnefs  of  the  day  was  conducfled  in  the  ufual 
manner,  and  no  other  buftle  attended  the  poll  than  might  naturally  be  cxpecflcd,  till  the 
above  Magiftrate  and  his  corps  appeared,  wiu*,  the  moment  of  their  arrival,  evidently 
ihowed,  that  the  Ible  purpoie  for  which  they  came  was  to  pick  a  quarrci,  in  order  to 
call  in  the  military,  for  what  end  it  is  not  difficult  to  conceive*,  iince  the  whole  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Miniftry,  during  the  Election,  have  been  to  eJleiTl  the  moft  arbitrary 
meafures,  and  to  leave  no  effort  unsxerteJ  tliat  miglit  teiul  to  counter.ivfl  the  wiilies  of 
the  people.  Let  us,  however,  hope,  that  now  murder  has  been  the  confequence  of  their 
indecent  interference,  they  will  futier  the  Elcdion  to  terminate  quietly,  and  not  mark 
their  defeat  with  charatfters  of  blood. 

A  correfpondent,  who  was  prefcnt  at  the  riot  yefterday,  afluros  us,  that  there  riever 
was  a  more  audacious  and  unprincipled  plot  to  deft roy  the  freedom  of  Election,  ajij 
Jftrike  at  the  liberties  of  this  country,  as  this  will  come  cut  to  have  been,     'i\\v  poll  was 
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proceeding  peaceably,  though  triumphantly,  for  the  popular  Ouididate,  jno  appearance 

of  riot  has  exiiled  for  days  pad  ;  yet  this  is  the  time  chofen  by  the  courtly  Lord  L 1 

of  the  county,  to  convene  together  the  Magiftrates  of  Weuniiafter,  and  they  are  di- 
refted  to  take  vigorous  meafures  to  keep  the  peace;  in  confequence  of  this,  a  body  of 
dcfperate  men  are  hired,  and  conftable's  ftaves  put  into  their  hands,  notwithftanding 
the  reraonftrances  of  the  real  peace  officers,  who  declare  that  no  fuch  affiftance  is  ne- 
ceflary,  and  that  nothing  hut  riot  can  follow.  Thefc  men  accordingly  attack  and  infult 
Mr.  Fox's  friends ; — an  affray  enliie^,  upon  which  they  fiy  like  cowards.  The  third  regi- 
ment of  guards  kept  in  rcadinefs  v/ith  loaded  muikets,  are  then  brought  forward.  The 
houfes  ot  Mr.  Fox's  friends  are  forcibly  entered,  and  after  an  indifcriminate  feizure,  a 
complete  military  government  is  t'ft.iblimed  on  the  fi)Ot  which  has  ever  been  held  facred 
to  the  exercife  of  our  dearcil  franchifes.   But  let  the  plotters  and  abettors,  of  this  fcheme 

■of  tyranny,  beware.     A  prerogative  'Admi — ft n  may  dare  much,  but  there  are 

things  which  Engliihmen  will  not  endure. 

The  poll,  fay  the  Court  fycophants^  was  expedled  to  be  clofed  yefterday,  and  there- 
fore fome  precautions  were  nc^ceflary  for  the  prefcrvation  of  the  peace.  This,  no  doubt, 
very  pacifically  accounts  for  the  independent  Jiledlors  in  the  intereft  of  Mr.  Fox  being 
knocked  down,  in  the  front  of  the  Huftings,  by  Juftice  Wilmot's  new  levied  banditti, 
which  he  calls  conftables,  taking  up  fixteen  innocent  men  for  a  riot,^  thofe  very  con- 
flai)les  themfelves  fet  on  foot ;  and  all  this,  for  the  fole  purpofe  of  introducing  the 
bayonets  of  the  military  with  a  better  pace  ! 

It  is  not  a  little  remarkable,  that  the  mafiacre  of  young  Allen  hi  5/.  Georges  Fields^  in 
the  year  1768,  happened  on  the  lOth  oi  Ahy  :  the  murder  was  perjHJtrated  by  the  third 
regiment  of  guards ;  the  officer  who  commanded,  was  a  Scots  gentleman,  ot  the  name 
of  Murray.  A  letter,  encouraging  the  troops  to  acl  with  vigour  and  efFeft,  was 
"written  by  Lord  JKcym:)n:hy  then  Secretary  of -State,  now  Groom  of  the  Stole  to  his 
Majelly.  Yefterday,  the  loth  o^  May^  a  letter  was  written  by  the  Duke  of  Northum^ 
berland^  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the  county  of  Middlefex,  to  themagiftracy  of  Weftminfter, 
to  defire  and  beg  they  would  aft  with  vigour  and  efFeft.  Accordingly,  a  party  of  the 
third  regiment  of  guards  were  under  orders  the  whole  day;  and  on  the  pretence  of  any 
exifting  riot,  were  to  be  marched  into  Covent  Garden,  under  the  command  of  a  Scots 
gentlcma!!,  of  the  name  oi  Johnjionc.  Without  the  flighteft  provocation  on  the  part  of 
the  people,  a  mufquet  was  discharged;  but  here,  fortunately,  the  parallel  ceafes,  as 
there  appears  to  have  wanted  a  vidim  to  this  inhuman  and  barbarous  outrage;  Mr. 
Juftice  IVilmot  therefore,  muft  yield  in  point  of  authority  to  Mr.  Juftice  Giliamy  of  no- 
torious memory,  though  every  one  muft  do  him  the  juftice  to  believe  that  his  intentions 
were  equally  laudable^  although  his  exertions  were  not  attended  with  equal  effedl ! 

It  is  known  to  be  a  facred  principle  in  the  Britifli  Conftitution,  if  we  have  yet  a  free 
conftitution  to  boaft,  that  no  trot)ps  ftiould  be  fuftered  to  remain  in  any  city  or  borough 
during  the  time  of  Eledlion  ;  the  city  of  Weftminfter  is  alone  an  exception  to  this  rule, 
from  the  circumftance  of  its  being  tlie  royal  refidence,  and  that  the  King's  Guards  are  a 
neceflarv  appendage  to  the  Royal  Perfon.  But  is  this  circumftance  to  authorize  fo  pal- 
pable, (o  infamous,  fo  outrageous,  and  fo  unconftitutional  an  invafion  of  the  freedom 
of  Eleftion,  as  was  yefterday  perpetrated  by  the  Magiftracy  of  Weftminfter  ?  The  Ma- 
giftracy  of  this  city  nas  long  been  a  reproach  to  the  very  name  of  juftice,  and  unlefs 
iome  gentlemen  ot  characSier  will  ftep  forward,  upon  the  prefent  occafion,  and  under- 
take the  funftion  of  Magiftracy  ;  it  is  poffible  that  we  fliall  fopn  fee  the  inhabitants  of 
this  city  delivered  over  to  the  controul  of  military  power,  by  a  fet  of  the  moft  abjeft 
fnifcreants  under  the  denomination  of  Juftices  of  the  Peace,  who  have  too  long,  under 
the  prefent  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the  county,  difgraced  the  city  of  Weftminfter  ! 
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Lieutenant  Colonel  John/lone  who  headed  the  detachment  of  the  third  regiment  of  foot 
guards  on  yefterday's  enfanguined  anniverfary,  displayed  a  gtnius  proportioned  to  the 
honourable  fervlce  ot  the  day,  and  proved  himfelf  an  able  fucceflbr  of  the  celebrated  Cap- 
tain Murray^  who  commailded  the  fame  corps  at  the  maflacre  in  St.  George's  Fields. 

It  is  not  a  little  extraordinary,  when  a  warrant  is  out  againfl  a  man  for  an  offence^ 
not  bailable  by  law,  that  a  gentleman  of  charadter  fhould  think  himfelf  at  liberty  to 
avow  his  knowledge  of  the  offender's  place  of  concealment,  and  even  ofFer  to  the  per- 
fons  engaged  to  profecute  him,  that  he  fhould,  on  condition  of  being  examined  before  a 
particular  Magiftrate,  furrender  himfelf.  Yet  it  is  pofitively  aflerted  by  a  gentleman, 
who  declares  himfelf  to  have  been  prefent  at  the  time,  that  the  Jon  ^f  one  of  the  Candidates 
for  Wejlmlnjlery  was  not  aftiamed  to  bring  a  formal  meflage  to  Mr.  Fox  s  Committee  at 

the  Shakefpeare  Tavern,  offering  that  L-- —  the  Conftable,  who  has  abfconded, 

fhould  be  forth  coming,  upon  condition  of  being  examined  before  a  certain  Magiilrate. 
If  this  be  true,  the  ftory  does  not  tell  much  to  the  honour  of  the  gentleman  who  brought 
the  meflage,  or  the  Magiftrate,  before  whom  the  culprit,  feems  fo  peculiarly  defirous 
of  being  examined. 

In  order  to  preferve  the/r^rt/i5OT  of  Eknion^  as  inviolate  as  poflible,  the  aid  of  the 
military  is  no  doubt  neceflary.  Our  public  places  of  amufement,  the  opera  and  theatres^ 
were  laft  night  deprived  of  the  ufual  party  of  guards ;  tlie  foldiery  being  found  nccefl:iry 
to  attend  to  other  tragedies  befides  tliofe  exhibited  in  the  dramatic  world  ! 

A  certain  magiftrate  who  has  come  forward  on  a  recent  occafion  is  fo  well  informed 
in  all  legal  point Sy  that  the  inhabitants  of  Weftminfter  may  confider  themfelves  peculiar- 
ly fortunate  in  having  fuch  a  chief  in  their  municipal  jurifdi6iion.  From  his  extreme 
caution  not  to  exceed  the  licence  of  magiftracy,  he  lately  wrote  a  billet  to  Mr.  Evans 
the  bookfeller,  for  guidance  on  that  head,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy :

As  the  intelligent  part  of  the  world  aVe  at  prefent  bufily  employed  in  forming  opinions

The  firft  eflays  of  this  nrtift's  |>encil  were  purchafed  with  an  avidity  that  prcmifedhim 
a  confulerable  mare  of  profit  and  reputation,  hut  unfortunately  he  h.u  contradled  a  man- 
ner of  colouring  that  will  ultimately  dellroy  both;  his  beft  friends  have  advifed  him  to 
recur  to  his  \\{ux\  limplicity  ot"  itili?,  in  which  he  united  truth  and  harmony  ;  but  his 
mind  has  been  of  late  fo  far  debauched  by  fcrvile  flattery,  that  they  perceive  their  rjood 
widies  to  be  ineffJbftual,  as  the prcfumptlon  of  the  young  artift  is  evidently  fapcrior  to

The  grace  and  greatnefs  fo  conrpicuous  in  this  piSure  will  immortalize  theartift^s 
name,  and  be  conlldered  as  a  monument  in  future  times  of  the  amazing  excellence  of  an 
individual  that  ^exifted  and  flourilhed  in  this  age  for  the  advantage  and  glory'  of  his 
country. 

May  12.]  Yefterday  afternoon  at  five  o'clock,  Mr.  Prickard,  the  coroner  for  the  city 
and  liberty  of  Wcftminfter,  with  an  inqueft  of  the  neighbouring  inhabitants,  met  at 
Wood's  liotel,  Covent  Garden,  to  fit  on  the  body  of  the  conftable  who  died  at  one 
©'clock  the  fame  morning,  of  the  blows  he  received  in  an  affray  before  the  Hullings,  at 
the  clofe  of  the  Poll  on  Monday  lalt. 

Meflrs.  J.  Hunter  and  Sheldon,  on  examination  of  the  body,  found  three  of  the  ribs, 
on  the  left  fide,  had  been  broken,  and  that  the  flcull  had  been  fra6lured  near  the  right 
temple,  which  laft  wound,  in  their  opinion,  was  the  caufe  of  his  death. — A  variety  of 
evidence  appeared  on  the  occafion,  moft  of  whom  came  voluntarily  to  depofe,  that  the 
unneceffary  band  of  new  made  conftables,  fcnt  to  the  Huftings  that  day  by  Juftice 
Wilmot,  were  the  firft  promoters  of  the  riot;  and  that  at  the  head  of  thefe,  was  the 
unfortunate  man  deceafed  :  but  as  a  coroner's  inqucft  feldom  enquire  further  than  by 
rx  parte  evidence  for  the  crown,  what  immediately  relates  to  the  death  of  the  fubjedt, 
this  part  of  the  evidence  (moft  material  when  the  affair  is  brought  before  a  criminal 
court  of  judicature)  though  lieard  in  Ibme  nieafure,  was  but  little  attended  to.— The 
evidence  clofed  about  one  o'clock  this  morning  ;  and  the  coroner  having  given  his 
charge,  the  inquell,  after  about  half  an  hour's  deliberation,  brought  in  their  verdi^, 
*'  wilful  murder  by  perfons  unknown:"  in  conl'equence  of  which,  there  is  no  doubt 
but  the  lixteen  innocent  and  inoffcnfive  men,  committed,  as  fuppofed  acceflaries  in  the 
murder,  will  immediately  be  difcharged. 

About  one  o'clock Kelly,  Efq.  one  of  his  Majefly's  juftices  of  the  peace  for  the 

-county  of  Middlefex,  came  into  the  Hot.-l,  and  ordered  the  celebrated  Jujl'ice  JVllmot 
into  immediate  cuftody,  charging  him  with  being  an  accejfary  before  the  fa  fly  in  the  death 
of  the  unfortunate  conftable.  Wilmot  being  fecured,  was  carried  before  Mr.  Hale, 
another  magiftrate  then  in  the  Hotel,  who  was  employed  in  taking  the  information 
againft  him,  when  this  paper  went  to  prefs,  refpedting  a  charge  which  was  likely  to  un- 
dergo a  long  inveftigation  ;  what  may  be  the  ifliie  thereof,  we  cannot  furmife;  out  Mr, 
Kelly's  charge  certainly  goes  to  prove,  that  Wilmot's  ordering  the  riotous  band  of  new 
/nade  M'lddhfcx  conftables  into  the  city  of  fVc/imlnJicry  was  contrary  to  the  coUedlive 
fenfeof  the  magiftracy  affembled  at  Guildhall,  on 'Monday  laft,  in  confequence  of  the 
Duke  of  NorthumbcM-laiid's  letter;  and  that  he,  Mr.  K.  had  predidled  to  the  faid  Wil- 
mot, the  fatal  conlequences  that  muft  inevitably  happen,  fliould  he  perfift  in  his  rafh, 
and  ill  advifed  projerft. 

A  large  detachment  of  tb.e  Horfe  and  Foot  and  Horfe  Grenadier  Guards,  under  the 
command  of  Colonels  Sir  (ieorge  Oftjorne  and  Thomas,  took  poft  round  the  Hotel 
^bout  feven  o'clock  In  the  evening,  and  remained  there  the  whole  night,  without  the 
fmalleft  appearance  of  any  riotous  or  tumultuous  aflembly  during  the  day  or  evening : 
the  orders  for  this  coyiji'itut'ional  fervice  it  feems  were  iflued  immediately  from  Sir  George 
2"c/;/^^-,   the  Secretary  at  hVar  I 

It  has  been  ufual  with  men,  who  by  their  imprudcncUs^  have  reduced  their  finances, 
to  feel  their  friends  by  fecret  aj»i'lications,  before  they  ventured  publicly  to  announce  thdr 
^ijliefles.     Prudence  fliould  liave   directed  the   /fcodcii  Committee  to  have  tried  the 
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wary  Dukes  to  fupply  the  zul/tj  beggars  wirh  the  neeJful,  eVe  they  had  ventured  to 
cxpofe  their  pooriiefs  in  fpirity  as  vvull  as  in  purfe^  to  carry  on  a  fcruliny. 

A  correfpondcnt  is  forry  to  inform  the  public,  that  ths  Chairman  of  the  fp'ijys  ard 
Mcaii^ViX.  Wood's  Hotel,  l>y  tho  increafe  of  the  adverfary's  Poll,  and  the  heat  of  the 
weather,  from  Vipuft  up  flate,  ready  to  bvirft  the  Teams  of  his  coat,  has  difcovered  with- 
in thefe  few  days  I'lich  ftronp;  fymptoms  of  a  confumptive  habit,  as  to  require,  in  ad- 
dition to  his  own,  the  phyiical  aid  and  affiftance  of  Dr.  Jehb,  to  prevent  a  totn.l  decay. 
It  gives  our  correfpondent  concern  to  add,  that  the  Qiairman's  mental  facT dtics  feern 
much  impaired,  and  as  it  is  liippolcd,  that  thefe  alarming  maladies  of  mind  and  body 
have  been  increafrd  by  V  xation,  difappoinrmeur,  anddillrefs,  itisearneftly  hop«-d,  that 
all  well-difpoftd  Cliriftians  will  contribute  by  their  prayers  and  charitable'donationiJ,  to 
reftore  him  to  his  priirme  flare. 

The  Secretary  at  W —  is  to  bring  a  Bill  into  Parliament  to  make  it  legal  for  his  Ma- 
jefty's  army,  or  militia,  to  attend  by  detatchraents  at  the  HuiVmgs  in  London, 
Middlefex,  Coventry,  Wellminllcr,  and  York,  to  prevent  unlawful  tumults  and  keep 
tlie  peace  during  the  Poll.

*'  This  day  came  on  the  Elcftion  of  a  Member  for  the  northern  diftri<£l  of  the  borouglis 
in  Scotland,  when -^  the  delegates  from  the  towns  of  Wick  and  Dornock  voted  for 
John  Sinclair,  lifq.  late  Member  for  Caithnefs,  and  fince  returned  for  Loftwithiel,  in 
Cornwall ;  and  the  delegates  froiti  Tain,  Dingwall,  and  Kirkwall,  for  the  Right  Hon. 
Charles  JaiQes  Fox,  upon  which  Mr,  Fox  was  declared  duly  eledled,  Obje£lions*,  "how- 
ever, were  ftated  to  the  delegates  from  Kirkwall  and  Dingwall ;  and  it  was  farther  con- 
tended, that  Mr,  Fox,  not  being  a  qualified  burgefs  in  any  of  the  towns,  was  conf*- 
quently  ineligible ;  from  which  it  is  (uppofed,  that  the  merits  of  the  Elediion  will  yet 
undergo  the  confideration  of  a  Comrtiittee." 

The  dreadful  facrifices  of  St.  George's  Fields  and  Brentford  £le6liou,  which  can  never 
be  forgotten  by  the  people  of  this  country,  and  the  abhorrence  that  will  eternally  be 
felt  againft  the  adminiftration  that  promoted  them,  might  have  taught  men  who  have 
the  management  of  the  ftate  at  this  period,  what  fhocking  eflFefls  are  frequently  pro- 
duced by  the  interference  of  governmtfrtt  in  popular  aflemblies.  While  the  people  are 
left  to  themfelves,  if  they  quarrel,  a  few  hloody  nofes  are  the  ufual  efFedls  of  their  dif- 
fention;  but  as  foon  as  the  magiilracy  make  a  buftle,  there  is  generally  created  an  oc- 
caGon  for  military  interpofition,  the  tumult  then  al^jmes  a  more  formidable  afpcA,  and 
the  lives  of  the  fubjeft  is  the  confequence  of  ah  attempt  to  keep  the  peace  !

Fafts  are  inconteftible. — It  is  afaft  that  therV  were  two  hund/ea  conflahlcs  extraordi- 
nary in  the  field  on  Monday. — It  is  a  fadl  that  a  number  of  men' were  made  conflablrs 
on  that  day,  and  were  paid  for  their  attendance. — It  is  a  fadl  fliat  this  body  of  con- 
fisibles  commenced  hoililicies,   and  made  the  riot,   riibuglrit  is  tliclr  oilicc  to  kcvp 
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the  peace. — It  is  a  fa£l  that  they  did  not  a£l  againft  the  mob  in  general,  but  affainft 
the  panizans  of  Mr.  l^ox  only. — It  is  a  tadi  that  there  were  three  conltables 
for  one  man  of  any  otlier  dcrcription  in  the  garden. — It  is  a  faft  that  notwithftand- 
ing  this  fupcriority  of  the  civil  power,  the  trading  Jujllce  cMeA  in  a  military  force.— 
1'hc  conclufions  arc  obvious. 

Majcr  y]/ threatened  to  charge  the  gentle  and  tender-hearted  Mljs  Keppel^ 

with  aiding  and  abetting  the  riot^  becaufe  when  a  poor  old  man  was  knocked  down 
under  the  window  where  flie  flood,  fhe,  with  her  ufual  fympathy,  Jhed  a  tear,  and 
b:-c;'^cd  fome  of  the  attendants  to  take  him  away,  that  he  might  not  be  trampled  to 

dc-atll  ! 

Lord  Robert  Spencer  narrowly  efcapcd  being  killed  on  Monday  evening  by  a  foldier, 
who,  not  knowing  his  Lordfliip,  puflied  at  him  with  a  bayonet.  The  weapon  miffed 
his  body,  but  penetrated  his  coat. 

Afay  1 3.]  Covent  Garden  afforded  yefterday  a  perfeft  fcene  of  peace  and  good  order, 
for  three  very  good  reafons ;  becaufe  neither  the  military  Jujiice  fVilmot,  nor  his  corps 
of  banditti  conjlables  made  their  conjiituiional  appearance  tor  the  frote^ion  and  fecurity 
of  his  Majefty's  liege  fubjefts  ! 

Yefterday  twelve  of  the  fifteen  inoffenfive  men,  committed  to  Newgate  by  fFUmoty  were 
brought  before  a  bench  of  Weftminfter  Magiftrates,  and  admitted  to  bail  for  a  common 
affault ;  the  three  otliers  however,  upon  the  newly  Jludied  oath  of  l\it  fuper ceded  Juftice 
Greitony  were  detained  on  fufpicion  of  being  acceffary  to  the  death  of  the  conftable. — 
'I'he  manoeuvres  of  a  wretched  party  are  too  palpable  not  to  be  feen  through  and  exe- 
crated. 

It  is  a  melancholy  truth,  that  party  violence  too  often  takes  fuch  entire  poflefBon  of 
the  minds  of  men,  as  to  fupprefs  every  feeling  of  juftice,  and  even  common  humanity 
in  the  breafts  of  thofe,  who  in  cooler  moments  are  moft  fufceptible  of  them.  We  will 
not  affirm  that  the  unfortunate  conftable  who  loft  his  life  in  Covent  Garden,  has  been 
the  vi£lim  of  the  faftious  temper  of  the  times,  or  impute  his  death  to  any  criminal  neg- 
ligence on  the  part  of  thofe  who  attended  him.  Mr.  John  Hunter's*  private,  as  well  as 
his  profeffional  character,  fecures  him  from  the  remotcft  fufpicion  upon  the  occafion, 
nor  will  the  malice  of  fadtion  itfelf  venture  to  infinuate  that  the  circumftance  of  his 
being  a  partizan  of  Sir  Cecil  IVray,  in  the  prefent  conteft,  could  have  the  flighteft  in- 
fluence upon  his  condu6l.  It  is,  however,  to  be  regretted  that  Mr.  Shelden^y  the  gen- 
tijman  who  was  fent  by  Mr.  Fox's  Committee  to  viiit  the  deceafed  before  his  death  ob 
.Monday  night,  was  not  allowed  to  iee  him.  It  is  poffible,  that  by  fuggefting  the  ope- 
ration of  trepanning,  which  we  underftand,  upon  examining  the  fradture,  he  was  of 
opinion  ought  to  have  been  tried,  the  poor  fellow's  life  might  have  been  faved. 

'I'wo  inolienfive  fpedlators,  PVillium  Ncal  and  Thomas  ShatVy  were  fo  cruelly  mangled 
by  the  banditti  of  Tower  Hamlet  conftables  on  Monday  laft,  that  their  death  is  hourly 
cxpeftcd  ! 

Ir' appeared  yefterday  upon  the  cleareft  evidence  before  two  difpaftionatc  magiftrates, 
fubfervient  to  no  party,  that  the  unfortunate  conftable  who  loft  his  life  in  the  above 
aftray,  was  at  the  head  of  that  daring  band  of  hirelings,  who  commenced  the  riot,  and 
fo  wantonly  and  indifcriminately  knocked  down  all  th«  friends  of  Mr.  Fox. 

That  illuftrious  modern  £//^/c  writer,  Mr.  Soame  Jenyns,  mounted  the  Huftings  a 
few  days  fince,  and  from  a  meer  confcicntious  impulfc,  gave  his  fuffrage  for  Sir  Cecil

An  Hibernian  Lord*s  vifit  on  Thurfday  upon  the  Huftings,  was  rather  mal-a-propos 
on  the  part  of  his  Lordfhip,  as  a  gentleman  prefent  immediately  put  a  queftion  to  him  re- 
fpe^ing  a  3CXDI.  ele^ioneering  billy  of  near  feven  years  ftanding,  due  to  fVilfony  of  the 
Bully  at  Eafl  Rctfordy  which  fo  difconcerted  the  patriotic  Pomteyy  that  he  decamped 
amidft  the  general  hilTes  of  the  advocates  of  liberty,  and  common  oonefiy! 

Mr.  Jennings,  of  Covent  Garden,  to  whom  the  Ladies,  in  the  intereft  of  Mr.  Fox, 
are  indebted  for  the  accommodation  of  his  houie  during  the  poll,  has,  in  the  handfomeft 
manner,  refiifed  the  fmallcft  recompence  on  the  occafion,  profeffing  himfelf  perfeftly 
neutral,  with  regard  to  the  Elediion,  declaring  his  only  wifh  has  thus  been  to  gratify 
the  curiofity  of  the  Ladies. 

A  correfpondent  Informs  us,  that  the  article,  mentioning  Mr.  Addingtori%  interview 
with  the  Secretary  of  State,  is  in  fome  particulars  erroneous;  the  Secretary  did  not  ex- 
prefs  a  wifh  that  the  military  fliould  be  called  forth,  on  the  contrary,  he  tnought  it  im- 
proper; but  from  what  pafled,  it  was  evident  that  Lord  Sydney  had  not  the  beft  intelli- 
gence of  what  happened  at  Covent  Garden,  as  he  underftood  the  guards  were  ordered 
out  on  Tuefday  to  quell  a  riot,  when,  in  fa£t,  none  had  exifted.  Mr.  Addington's 
conduft  as  a  magiftrate,  is,  in  every  point  of  view,  irreproachable ;  his  readineis  to  ftep* 
forward  to  preferve  the  j)ubric  peace  is  well  known,  and  his  reluftance  to  call  out  the 
military,  unlefs  in  cafes  of  abfolute  neceffity,  cannot  be  too  highly  applauded.  It  fhould 
not  be  forgotten,  no,  not  even  by  a  Secretary  of  State,  that  Mr.  Addington  is  a  gentle- 
man ! 

Afay  15.]  The  poll  at  Covent  Garden  clofed  yefterday  at  two  o'clock,  inftead  of 
three,  which  has  been  the  ufual  hour,  owing  to  the  following  circumftance : — ^Mr.  Fox's, 
friends  having  received  information  that  there  was  an  intention  of  bringing  the  body  of 
the  conftable  who  loft  his  life  in  the  affray  of  Monday,  ffom^  Nightingale-lane,  to  be 
buried  in  St.  Paul's,  Covent  Garden,  at  the  time  of  clofmg  thepbll,  were  apprehenfive, 
that  fuch  a  circumftance  might  give  occafion  to  a  renewal  of  thofe  tumults,  which  it  is 
fo  peculiarly  the  intereft  of  the  candidates  at  the  head  of  the  poll  to  avoid; — they  made 
application,  therefore  to  Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil  Wray,  to  agree  to  clofe  the  poll  at  an 
earlier  hour,  in  order  that  the  people  might  quietly  diiperfe  before  the  ceremony  of  the 
burial  began.  This  was  with  fome  difficulty  on  tneir  part  agreed  to,  it  being  ftrongly 
ftated  to  them  that  their  refufal  would  bear  an  appearance  of  their  Wiflxing  to  turn  lo 
folemn  a  ceremony,  as  the  interment  -of  a  deceafed  perfon  to  the  purpofes  of  an  Eleftion 
clamour,  and  this  confider&tioii  induced  the  abovementioned  Candidates  to  confent  to  the 
propofal  of  Mr.  Fox's  friends ;  accordingly  the  poll  was  clofed  at  two  o'clock,  and  the 
body  was  interred  at  four ;  without  more  than  the  ufual  attendance  upon  fuch  occa(ions» 
We  are  forry  to  add,  from  the  manner  in  which  the  pFocef&on  was  condudled,  the 
deportment  of  fome  of  the  few  perfons  who  attended  it,  and  the  inflammatory  hand 
bills  fliowered  down  iirom  the  windows  of  Hood  and  Wray*?  Committee  Room,  there? 
is  too'much  reafon  to  think  a  deiign  was  entertained  of  creating  a  tumult  upon  this  occa- 
fion ; 
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Con;  which  was  Ixappily  prevented  by  the forefight,  prudence,  and  moderation  of  Mr. 
Fox's  party. 

Another  correfpondent  has  given  the  foUovvhig  account  of  the  above  tranfanftion, 
viz. 

The  Committee  at  Wood's  Hotel,  had  planned  an  ^ffe&.'mgfpc^ncle  for  the  clofe  of 
yefterday's  poll,  from  which,  the  moft  glorious  conlequences  to  their  caufe^  were  by  fuch 
men  naturally  expefted,  A  mock  funeral  pro  cejji on  of  tlie  murdered  conftable  was  ably 
planned,  to  be  brought  round  Covent  Ciarden,  to  St.  Paul's  Church,  for  purpofes  of 
the  moft  orderly^  and  pacific  nature.  The  friends  of  Mr.  Fox,  however,  having  notice  of  the 
projecl,  wt?re  determined  to  defeat  its  intended  eft'edl,  and  therefore  propol'ed  yefterday 
morning  to  Lord  Hood,  that  the  poll  fliould  clofe  at  two  o'clock  that  day,  in  order  to 
gratify  the  pious  feelings  of  the  widow  of  the  deceafed,  in  the  lingular  mode  flie  had 
adopted  for  the  interment  of  her  hufband.  His  Lcrdihip  (who  is  too  much  of  a  C$urtier 
already  to  offend  any  Gentleman  by  too  dircB  an  anfwer)  begged  leave  to  confult  his 
colleague,  and  the  High  Baihff,  on  a  matter  of  fo  much  importance  before  he  could  give 
a  replv.  However,  atter  many  ifs  and  buts^  and  vcjlry  clofetingSy  his  Lordfhip  and  the 
High  Bailiff  found  themfelves  at  lall  under  the  neceffity  of  acceding  to  the  propo- 
£tion. 

In  confequence  thereof,  orders  were  iffued  from  Wood's  Hotel,  to  inform  the  honeft 
blades  with  the  oak-boughs  in  their  hats,  who  furrounded  the  Huftings  fo  early, — and 
Colonel  JohnflonH  brigade  of  the  Third  Regiment  of  Guards^  then  under  orders  at  the 

Savoy — that  there  would  be  no  occafion  for  their  further  fervices  that  day. ^The 

mock  interment  was  likewife  by  command  deferred  till  fix  o'clock  in  the  evening,  when  the 
proceffion  was  made  in  the  following  order :

This  ftriking  proceffion  arriving  at  the  end  of  Ruffel-ftreet,  took  to  the  right,  and  per- 
ambulated by  the  Shakefpeare,  Wood's,  and  before  the  Huftings,   to  the  corner  of 

Southampton- 
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Southampton-ftreet ;  after  which  they  entered  tlie  church,  dep^Jtud  the  remains  cf  their 
mockery^  and  tlien  retiring  to  tlie  front  of  fP'ood*s  Hotel,  there  received  the  rewards  of 
their  pious  labours^  in  large  libations  of  i4J\iahagh  and  brandy  ! 

May  15,]  ^Againft  that  part  of  tlie  recital,  figned  An  EleiS^or,  in  yefterday's  Morn- 
ing Poft  and  Public  Advertifer,  which  refpecls  the  Gentlemen  who  followed  the  hack- 
ney coach,  containing  JulVice  Wilmot,  Mr.  Hood,  &c.  from  Wood's  Hotel  on  Wed- 
nefdav  morning,  the  vjentlemen  alhideJ  to  beg  leave  to  protell  /;/  tote.  And  leaft  their 
denial  of  its  truth  may  be  mifunderltood,  they  do,  in  terms  the  moft  pofitive  and 
unequivocal,  declare  the  ftatement  to  be  dircnlyfalfc.  With  regard  to  the  Gentlemen 
following  the  coach,  it  arofe  limply  thus  : 

After  Mr.  Kelly  had  fubftantiated  his  charge  againft  Wilmot,  he  and  Mr.  Sheridan 
left  the  Hotel,  acquainting  the  few  of  Mr.  1-  ox's  friends  who  were  then  in  the  CoiFee- 
room,  that  the  obnoxious  magiftrate  aftually  flood  committed.  The  affertion  of  his 
committal  having  been  denied  by  fome  of  the  Committee  at  Wood's,  the  Gentlemen  re- 
mained a  little  while  in  the  hoiife.  'I'hat  the  fadl  was  fo,  they  had  no  doubt,  not  only 
becaufe  Mr.  Sheridan  faid  /'/  ww.s  but  becaufe  feveral  of  the  other  party  faid  //  was  not. 
A  wifh,  however,  to  fee,  if  under  the  circumllances  of  this  affair,  any  man  would  be 
lafh  enough  to  difchargc  Wilmot,  induced  the  Gentlemen  to  remain.  In  a  fhort  time 
the  acculed  Juftice  came  down  ftairs,  and  went  into  a  hackney  coach,  amid  ft  the  exe- 
crations of  feveral  perfons  who  furrounded  the  Hotel,  and  who  exclaimed,  "  To  New- 
■  **  gate  with  him  /"  he  was  accompanied  by  three  perfons,  whom  the  Gentlemen  took  to 
be  conftables.  The  coach  drove  into  King-ftreet,  and  returning  back  again,  flopped  at 
the  Hotel.  It  then  drove  towards  Ruflel-ftreet,  and  four  Gentlemen  (Colonel  North, 
Mr.  O'Brycn,  Mr.  Shove,  and  Mr.  Reid)  anxious  to  know  whether  he  was  going  to 
jJrifon  or  not,  without  one  moment's  premeditation,  went  into  another  hackney  coach^ 
and  drove  after  them.  Curiofity  alone  incited  ihofe  Gentlemen  to  follow  the  lullice, 
and  the  courfe  which  the  leading  coach  took  increafed  their  curiolitv  in  a  tenfold  de- 
gree. It  went  up  and  down  tlic  fame  flre-^t  three  or  four  times.  It  wcjit  fomctimcs 
MOW,  and  fometimcs  in  full  gallop.  A  confcioufnefs  of  fomething  wrong,  and  an  eager- 
nefs  to  conceal  their  dcftination,  were  evident  in  the  Juflice's  party.  The  Gentlemen, 
innocent  of  the  remoteft  intention  to  injure  or  offend,  held  them fe Ives  at  full  liberty  to 
gratify  a  curiofity  as  harmLfs  as  it  was  naturally  excitrd,  and  made  no  fcrupie  to  fol- 
low the  coach.  That  any  perfon  known  to  the  Gentlemen  purfued  on  foot,  or  behind 
their  coach,  the  Gentlemen  abfolutely  d?ny.  Others  might  probably  have  been  im- 
pelled by  fimilar  curiolity,  but  of  thofe,  if  any  fuch  there  were,  the  Gentlemen  know 
nothing. — I'hus  much  with  regard  to  the  expedition,  and  the  motives  of  it. 

As  CO  the  gallant  detail  of  Mr.  Hood's  feats  in  two  conferences  with  the  gentlemen, 
they  beg  leave  to  aiTure  the  public,  that  tiiey  are  neither  more  nor  Icis  than  a /cries 
of  iits.  To  tTiofe  who  know  the  Gentlemen  alluded  to,  it  is  prcfumcd  there  is  no  ne- 
ceffity  of  faying,  that  they  are  not  of  a  complexion  to  endure  with  temper  the  fpccies- 
of  addrefs  attributed  to  Mr.  Hood  by  his  hillorian.  Had  he  ufed  the  words  imputed 
to  him,  the  reply  due  to  a  !)lockhead  and  a  bravadoe  would  naturally  have  Succeeded, 
It  is  true,  however,  that  Mr.  Hood,  in  a  fpirit  congenial  with  the  caulb  he  abets, 
and  perfectly  charafteriftic  of  his  conn- \r"l ions,  did  exprefs  fome  fears  for  his  perfonal 
Jaf€ty\  but  it  is  as  true  that  he  precluded  the  Gentlemen  the  trouble  of  checking  him, 
by  inftantly  difclaiming  every  term  of  oftence.  The  four  perfons  in  the  coach  that 
followed  had  not  a  fingle  weapon  of  any  kind ;  the  four  in  the  leading  coach  pofitively 
had.     Thofe,  therefore,  who  avowedly  had  "  bludgeons  and  broomllicks,"  feemed  better

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calculated  for  aflaffination,  than  they  who  were  wholly  unarmed ;  and  whether  it  was 
for  the  fake  of  his  underllanding,  or  from  motives  more  influencing  upon  his  nerves, 
that  Mr.  Hood  apologized,  it  is  difficult  to  afcertaiu :  this,  however,  is  true,  that  he 
prudently  retraced  his  inluiuations  in  lefs  than  half  a  minute  after  he  had  the  weak- 
ncfs  to  exprefs  them.  Mr.  Hood  might  poflihly  be  a  very  wife  and  valiant  man, 
The  Gentlemen  in  qucftion,  however,  folemnly  declare,  that  it  is  in  the  newfpapers 
only  they  have  feen  his  wifdom  and  valour  upon  this  occafion.  In  thofe  indeed  there  is 
a  pompous  dliplay  of  various  prowcfs,  and  if  Mr.  Hood  himfelf  can  endure  without  pain 
the  diftortion  which  thefe  imputed  virtues  force  him  into,  the  detail  of  his  couduft 
could  have  no  poflihle  good  effedi  upon  a  charafter,  which  aflumes  and  attaches  to  itfelf 
fo  very  much  of  what  is  fo  very,  very  little  its  right. 

To  fuppofe  that  Mr.  Hood  connived  at  the  publication  of  yefterday,  would  be  a  hard 
fuppofition  indeed.  That  tirrago  could  only  be  the  fabrication  of  fome  perfon,  who, 
in  contradiftion  to  Mr.  Hood's  own  pracftice,  was  prodigal  of  his  fafety,  and  wickedly 
wiflied  to  involve  him  in  an  embarraflment,  which  might  hazard  much  more  than 'the 
imputation  of  idiotifm. 


This  morning  Mr.  Fielding   moved   the  Court   of  King's-bench,  for   an    informa- 

on  to   be   filed  againft  Juftice  Wilmot,  for  affcmbling  a   large   body  of  the  Tower 

Hamlet    Conftables  in  Covent  Garden  on  Monday   lalt,  by   which  the  freedom   of 


ElcvSlion  was  Violated,  and  other  outrages,  too  notorious  to  be  here  defcribed,  com- 
mitted againft  the  peace  of  his  Majcfty's  fubjefts,  &c.  &c. — Earl  Mansfield  paid  the  nt- 
moft  attention  to  the  eloquent  and  pointed  ftatcment  of  the  cafe  by  Mr.  Fielding,  and, 
at  tlie  clofe  of  it,  informed  him,  **  that  his  motion  for  a  rule  to  Jhcw  caufcy  would  come 
^^  Jlrongcr  after  the  final  clofe  of  the  Ektlion  ;**  in  confequene  of  which,  the  further  pro- 
ceedings in  this  extraordinary  tranfaclion  are  of  courfe  fufpended,  till  the  High  Bailiff 
Ihall  have  made  his  return  for  the  city  of  Weftminfter. 

The  attempts  which  have  been  made  by  the  Committee  aflembled  at  Wood's  Hotel, 
to  transfer  the  original  bhime  of  the  riots  in  Covent  Garden,  and  their  unfortunate 
confequences,  from  their  own  party  to  the  friends  of  Mr.  Fox,  are  too  abfurd  and  con- 
temptible to  produce  any  other  cfteft  upon  minds  that  have  the  fmalleft  pretenfions 
to  juftice,  candour,  or  truth,  than  a  full  and  complete  confirmation  of  their  own 
guilt. 

Without  entering  into  a  minute  narrative  of  all  thccircumftances  which  attended  this 
unhappy  difturbance  (the  detail  of  which  will  be  laid  before  the  public,  with  every  ac- 
curacy and  authority,  in  as  fhort  time  as  the  various  depofitions  can  be  adjufted  and 
tranfcribed)  we  ihall  only  mention  two  plain  fafts,  that  are  not  even  attempted  to  he 
denied  by  the  adverfary,  and  which  we  conceive  will  appear  to  our  readers  decifive  Upon 
the  queflion,  where  thefe  difturbances  originated. 

In  the  courfe  of  an  EleSion,  which  has  lafted  longer  than  almoft  any  preceding  one, 
and  commenced  at  a  period  when  men's  minds  were  more  heated  and  irritated,  than  they 
perhaps  ever  were  known  to  be  even  in  this  country,  there  have  been  only  two  riots.— 
The  firli:  was  occafioned  by  a  gang  of  failors  parading  about  the  Huftings  in  an 
armed  body,  menacing  and  infulting  all  the  friends  of  Mr.  Fox. — No  fatal  conlequence, 
however,  hafipily  enfued  from  this  attempt.  The  failors  retired,  and  the  riots  ceafed — 
every  thing  was  quiet  before  they  attended  the  Huftings — when  they  ceafed  to  attend 
them  every  ''hing  became  quiet  again.  Where  then  did  the  caufe  of  this  difturbance  lay  ? 
It  would  be  abfurd  to  attempt  to  dire6k  mens  opinions  on  an  occafion  fo  obvious  and 
irrefiftable  as  this  is.  The  riot  commenced  on  that  day,  when  the  naval  raggamuffins 
ihowed  theinfelves  at  the  Huftings — on  the  preceding  and  fubfequent  days,  when  they 
were  not  prefcnt,  every  thing  wais  orderly  and  peaceable. 

A  full 
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A  fiill  month  ebpfeJ  between  this  firft  effort  to  difturb  the  tranquility  of  Weftmin- 
fter,  and  that  more  efFedtual  one  which  took  place  on  Monday  laft,  and  there  had  not, 
during  the  whole  of  that  interval,  appeared  the  fmalleft  fymptom  of  a  tumultuous  diC- 
poiition,  nor  in  faiSt  tlie  lead  attempt  at  difturbance  whatever. — If  Mr.   Fox's  adhe- 
rents had  been  difpofed  to  tumult,  how  was  it  that  they  did  not  difcover  their  inclina- 
tion, during  this  long  interval,  when  they  might  have  done  it  with  lefs  danger  and  more 
certainty  ot  fuccefs  r — Are  the  Committee  of  Wood's  ready  to  admit  that  the  Afoby  as 
they  called  them  who  adhered  to  Mr.  Fox,  are  men  of  fucn  nice  honour  that  they  are 
only  to  be  ftimulated  into  aftion  by  a  fenfe  of  danger  ?    If  fo,  let  them  anfwer  to  the 
world,  why  they  put  them  in  a  fituation  by  an  influx  of  armed  conilables,  of  difplaying 
this  very  extraordinary  quality  in  a  "  hired  banditti.^ — If  Mr.  Fox's  mob,  as  they  term 
them,  were  like  otlier  mobs,  they  certainly  would  have  been  as  much  difpofed  to  be 
riotous  when  they  were  pretty  nearly  on  a  footing  of  e<|uality  with  the  enemy,  as  when 
they  were  quite  inferior  to  them,  and  if  they  were  men  of  that  high  mettle  to  fight 
only  when  Ipurred  to  it  by  great  danger,  why  were  thefe  official  raggamuffins  brought 
to  produce  that  danger? — Thefe  are  queltions  that  they  will  perhaps  have  fome  difficulty 
in  replying  to. — Full  thirty  days  had  palTcHl,  during  which  Mr.  Fox,    from  being  the 
unfuccefsiul,  became  the  vidlorious  candidate,  and  no  indication  of  tumult  appeared— 
neither  the  exultation  of  vi«3ory,  nor  the  provocations  of  the  enemy,  who^  as  is  gene- 
rally  the  cafe,  became  more  inlolent  in  proportion  as  they  were  lefs  fuccefsful,  could 
induce   Mr.   Fox's   friends  to    violate   that   harmony,    the    obfervance  of  which   he 
was  every  day  fo  ftrongly  enforcing  to  them  from  the  Huftings.      Under  thefe  circum- 
ftances,  a  low,  dirty,  wretched  pettyfogging  mercenary  Juftice  of  the  Peace  for  Mid- 
diefex,  undert;Jces  (contrary  to  the  aeclared  fenfe  of  a  general  meeting  of  magiftrates 
convened   for  the  occafion)  to  bring  one  hundred  fellows,  under   the   denomiiuition  of 
conftables,  to  the  Huftings.  It  is  now  known  that  thefe  men  were  compofed  of  the  worlj 
members  ot  the  loweft  orders  of  the  community— as  they  had  not  been  appointed  conftables 
before  the  commencement  of  the  Efedlion,  and  were  at  laft  appointed  by  an  open  iuid 
violent  friend  to  Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil  Wray,  let  any  man  alk  himfelf,  with  what 
feelings  thefe  people  probably  came  to  the  Huftings,  were  they  likely  to  be  impartial  in 
the  execution  of  their  office,  who  had  received  their  appointment  from  one  of  the  moft 
hot-headed  partizans  belonging  to  one  fide  of  the  queftion  ?  If  it  was  probable  that  they 
would,  on  this  account,  have  a  predilection  one  way,  in  what  manner  were  they  likely 
to  fhow  it ;  that  muft  be  anfwered,  by  alking  what  is  the  ufual  mode  in  which  difliand- 
ed  foldiers,  crimps,  ftioe-blacks,  and  other  fuch  vagabonds,  generally  conduft  therafelves 
in  a  mob  ?  The  confequence  was  fuch  as  is  eafy  to  be  prefaced  from  fuch  proceedings. — 
A  riot  took  place,  the  unhappy  eftefts  of  which  are  generally  known,  and  fmcerely  re- 
gretted by  ofie  fide  of  the  queftion.  Now  let  any  man  of  plain  nnfophifticated  underftand- 
ftanding,  lay  his  hand  upon  his  heart  and  fay,  which  he  believes  to  have  been  the  caufe 
of  this  tumult,  thofe  men  who  had  attended  at  the  Huftings,  for  thirty  days  together, 
with  uninterrupted  good  order  and  tranquility,  or  thofe  who  came  came  but  one  day, 
and  on  that  the  mifchief  took  place.      This  can  be  no  queftion  with  a  fair  or  reafoning 
man.'^   Before  thefe  conftables  came,  all  was  quiet.     When  they  ceafe  to  come,  all  \% 
quiet  again.     Then  who  caufed  the  difturbance? — No  detail  of  circumftances  is  wanting 

in  a  calc  fo  clear. He  that  runs  may  read. 

May  15.]  Yefterday  the  poll  at  Covent  Garden  clofed  at  two  o'clock,  by  particular  de- 
fire  of  Mr.  Fox.  It  feems,  fome  of  Sir  Cecil's  peaceable  friends  hdd  determined  to  bring 
the  corpfe  of  the  unfortunate  conftable,  who  died  of  his  wounds,  from  his  refidence  in 
the  Tower  Hamlet  (to  which  place  he  was  removed)  and  to  burv  him  in  Covent  Garden 
Church-yard,  juft  at  the  clofe  of  the  poll.  This  was  intimated  to  Mr.  Fox,  who  very 
wifely  prevented  the  rffe^s  %vhich  this  humane fcbeme  would  moft  probrf)ly  have  produced, 
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As  foon  as  the  High  Bailiff  declared  the  numbers  on  the  Poll,  Sir  Cecil  Wray,  in  a 
written  declaration  to  the  High  Bailiff,  containing  his  motives  for  fo  doing,  demanded 
A  i'crutiny.  [^For  a  copy  of  the  Requijitlmj  i^c.  and  an  account  of  the  other  particular i  re* 
Jating  to  the  tranfa^ionsy  in  the  Veflry  of  this  day^  fee  p.  209.] 

On  Mr.  Fox's  quitting  the  Veftry,  his  friends  who  were  affembled  to  the  al^ount  of 
many  thoufands,  infifted  on  chairing  him,  and  the  grandeft  fpedbcle  enfued  which  we 
ever  faw  on  any  fimilar  occafion,  'ihc  crowds  t^rere  innumerable ;  the  windows  were 
filled  with  the  moil  beautiful  women  that  ever  youthful  fancy  can  imagine ;  the  ftreets 
were  lined  witli  carriages,  and  choaked  with  multitudes  of  the  people.  The  defcription 
of  Henry  IV.  was  demonftrated,  and  notwithftanding  tlie  imraenfe  concourfe,  and  the 
general  triumph,  the  whole  was  condudled,  not  only  with  the  jgreateft  regularity,  but 
with  tlie  profoundeft  peace.    The  following  was  tne  order  of  the  proceflion  :

The  route  of  the  proceflion  was  round  Covent  Garden,  down  Ruflel  and  Cadiarine* 
Ilreets  into  the  Strand,  Charing  crofs,  down  Parliament  ftreet,  round  the  end  of  Great 
George-ftreet,  and  back  to  Charing-crofs,  Pall-mall,  &c.  St.  James*s-ftreet,  Piccadilly, 
Berkley-ftreet,  round  Berkley-fquare ;  back  through  Berkley-ftreet,  and   into  Devon- 
Ihire-houfe  Court-yard,  where  the  various  banners  formed  in  front,  while  Mr.  Fox,  a- 
lighting  from  his  chair,  afcended  the  fteps,  and  joined  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Prince 
of  Wales,  their  Graces  the  Duke  and  Duchefs  of  Devohfhire,  Lady  Duncannon,  and 
a  train  of  other  illuftrious  beauties,  who  were  affembled  on  the  platform,  in  order  to 
4;rect  the  arrival  of  their  favourite  Reprefentative.     Mr*  Fox  from  thence  addrefled  his 
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friends,  in  an  d^ant  fpeech,  moft  cordially  thanking  x\\tv^  for  the  high  honour  they 
had  conferred  upon  him,  and  requefting,  as  their  triumph  in  the  caufe  of  freedom  and 
independence  had  been  fo  highly  honourable  to  him  and  themfelves,  it  might  not  be 
fullied  by  the  fmalleft  marks  of  tumult  or  intemjierance. 

The  proceffion  then  turned  off  to  Willis's  Ipacious  rooms  in  King-ftrcet,  where  they 
fat  down  to  dinner  about  eight  in  the  evening,  and  the  night  was  fpent  with  unufual  ex- 
hiliration,-  The  conftitutional  toafts  which  have  always  been  drank  at  the  meetings  of 
Mr,  Fox's  friends  were  given;  and  Mr.  Morris  joined  his  convivial  powers  to  the 
fpirits  of  the  company,  which  were  fufficiently  elevated  with  the  triumph  of  the  day. 
He  fung  two  new  fongs  full  of  applicable  pomts.  After  the  toafl  of  the  Independent 
Eleftors  of  Weftminifter 

Mr.  Baker  propofed  as  a  toaft,  "  Mr.  Foxy  and  may  tJpe  H^ufe  of  Commons  fulfil  the 
**  efforts  of  the  Independent  Eletlors  of  IVeJlm'inflcry  and  complete  the  Ele^'ion  of  the  man  of 
•*  ttjc'ir  choicer  This  toaft  was  drank  with  infinite  applaufe,  and  Mr.  Fox,  in  return, 
obferved,  that  he  fhould  be  the  moft  ungrateful  man  on  earth  not  to  feel  the  moft  lively 
fenfations  of  fatisfadVion  and  acknowledgment  to  the  prefent  company  on  the  event  of 
that  day.  It  was  a  coincidence  of  circumftances  which,  he  could  not  help  remarking, 
that  when  feveral  of  the  Gentlemen  prefent,'laft  met  in  the  fame  place,  few  or  none  of  them 
expefledwhat  they  were  all  now  witnefs  of ;  but  he  was  happy  to  fay  in  their  behalf, 
and  it.  did  them  infinite  honour,  that  even  then  their  principle,  their  attachment  to  the 
great  caufe  of  liberty  was  ftill  the  fame.  This,  in  his  opinion,  was  the  moft  honourable 
tcftimony  they  could  have  given  of  the  foundnefs  and  conftitutional  purity  of  their  poli- 
tics. For  it  was  no  unufual  think  with  many  to  boaft  of  fentin)ents  in  profperity  which 
they  were  notorious  for  relinquiftiing  in  the  hour  of  trial  and  ad verfity.  Happily  this 
was  not  the  cafe  with  his  friends,  whole  zeal  and  exertions  were  never  more  ftrong  and 
exemplary  than  when  their  hopes  of  fuccefs  were  moft  doubtful. 

Kor  did  he  think  it  became  him  to  be  filent  in  .oraife  of  their  attachment  to  the 
genius  and  fpirit  of  the  conftitution,  at  a  time  when,  by  the  arts  of  mifreprefentation, 
fo  many  other  parts  of  the  country  had  almoft  loft  fight  of  their  birthright  as  Britons 
and  as  men.  They  had  given  a  glorious  example  of  their  honefty  and  public 
virtue  in  the  worft  of  times,  and  in  oppofition  to  the  moft  deteftable  machinations. 

He  would  fay  it  was  flattering  to  him  in  a  very  eminent  degree,  that  while  he  had 
been  exhibited,  in  various  places,  as  the  moft  inordinately  ambitious,  their  conduft 
who  knew  him  beft,  who  were  the  only  competent  judges  of  his  politics  and  his  morals, 
gave  the  lie  diredl  to  the  fcurrilous  reports  of  thofe  who  only  wifti  to  traduce  him, 
and  every  honeft  independent  man,  to  a  level  with  themfelves.  He  had  lived  among 
thehi  all  his  days,  and  been  ever  under  their  eye ;  and  this  day  was,  in  his  mind,  no 
very  unequivocal  proof  that  the  fyftem  of  public  conduft  whrch  he  avowed  was  agree- 
able to  them.  He  trufted  the  Houfe  of  Commons  would  do  that  juftice  to  their  free 
and  independent  fuffrages,  which  had  been  denied  by  the  High  Bailiff  of  Weftminfter. 

On  the  eve  of  a  new  Parliament  he  hoped  to  be  forgiven  remarking,  that  notwith* 
Handing  the  very  extraordinary  clamour  which  had  been  raifed  againft  him,  thofe  nevr 
Members  who  had  come  to  town  this  night  would  hardly  conceive  him  to  be  fo  very 
unpopul;Xr  as  he  had  been  faid  to  be.  It  was  in  fhort  his  pride  that  fo  many  of  the  moil 
refpedtable  citizen*  in  the  kingdom  had  thus  unanlmoufly  approved  his  exertions  in  the 
public  fervice.  This  demonftration  they  had  given  in  a  way  which  could  not  be  mif- 
underftood,  and  againft  an  influence  which  had  few  parallels  in  any  Election  in  the 
annals  of  a  free  country.  And  he  would  only  add,  that  the  beft  mooe  of  teftifying  his 
gratitude  was  by  continuing  to  a£i  the  part  which  had  called  forth  fo  fpirited  and  (b 
general  a  fuyport.** 
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The  fcftival  concluded,  as  it  was  condudled  throughout,  with  peace  and  harmony. 
There  was  neither  riot  nor  diforder.  The  city  was  generally  illuminated,  and  it  was 
illuminated  without  the  aflifl^nce  of  a  mob.  May  fuch  ever  be  the  triumphs  of  an  in- 
dependent city,  over  thofe  who  would  invade  the  fcxcrcife  of  their  rights  ! 

We  cannot  clofe  this  account  without  exprefCng  our  admiration  of  the  great  order 
and  regularity  with  which  the  whole  was  conduced ;  not  an  aflault  was  ofiered  by  the 
triumphant  party,  even  where  the  laws  of  retaliation  feemed  to  demand  it.  The  fpec- 
taclc  was  brilliant  beyond  imagination,  as  can  be  fully  teftified  by  thofe  myriads  of 
Britifh  beauties,  whofe  prefence  fo  powerfully  graced  the  fcene  ! — The  entre  of  Carleton 
Houfe,  and  Devonfhire  Yard,  which  every  Gentleman  paffed  through  uncovered,  in 
honour  of  the  illuilrious  poffeffors,  and  the  glorious  pafs  in  Berkley -ft  reet,  where  an 
illuftrious  Prince  of  the  Houfe  of  Brunjwich  al'cended  fome  unaccommodating  fteps  to 
the  wall,  with  two  illuftrious  Duchenes,  in  order  to  falute  the  triumphant  fons  of  Free- 
dom on  their  march,  are  circumftances  too  flattering  ever  to  be  forgotten  by  thofe  who 
had  the  honour  of  beholding  them  1 

May  r8.]  The  High  Bailiff  of  Weftminfter  prefented  a  paper  this  day  to  the  Houfe 
of  Commons,  in  which  he  ftated,  that  as  a  fcrutiny  had  been  demanded  by  one  of  the 
candidates  for  that  city,  and  as  it  was  not  in  his  power  to  afcertain  on  which  fide  the 
majority  of  legal  votes  refted,  he  had  confented  to  the  application,  and  that  a  fcrutiny 
was  now  pending.  For  what  purpofe  this  little  inaccuracy  is  committed,  it  is  not  diffi- 
cult to  fay,  as  the  fcrutiny  is  not  to  take  place  till  the  28th  of  this  month. 

This  day  at  noon  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Prince  cf  Wales  gave  a  grand  dejeunc  to  the 
nobility  and  gentry,  at  Carleton  Houfe.  Several  tents  are  pitched  in  Carleton  Gardens, 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  vifitants,  and  the  grounds  laid  out  in  a  novclle  ftile. — 
This  morning  fete  is  given  in  honour  of  Mr.  Fox*s  Re-eledlion  ! 

TTiis  evening  Mrs.  Crewe  gives  a  feleft  ball  and  fupper  to  the  nobility  and  gentry, 
in  honour  of  Mr.  Fox's  Re-eledlion  I 

Yefterday  morning  the  Prince  of  PFiuIes  was  prefent  at  the  review  at  ^fcot  Heath,  in- 
company  with  his  Majcfiy.  His  Highnefs  returned  about  half  paft  three  to  town,  and 
rode  feveral  times  in  his  regimentals  along  Pall-mall  and  St.  James's-ftrcet,  where  he 
was  received  with  fliouts  of  triumph  by  the  populace,  who  had  coUedled  to  fee  Mr. 
Foati  procejjion.  Soon  afterwards  his  Highnefs  dreflfed  for  dinner,  and  appeared  in  his 
carriage,  difplaying  in  his  hat  the  Fox  favour  and  laureU  In  his  way  to  DevGnJbire 
Houfe,  where  he  was  to  dine,  no  defcription  can  equal  the  acclamations  he  received. 

The  number  of  naval  uniforms  which  were  yefterday  lent  from  the  leathern  dauhUt  ia 
Monmouth'fireet,  to  give  an  appearance  of  parade  to  Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil,  is  paft 
conception.  One  fellow  (a  runner  to  Bridewell)  who  difplaycd  a  Poft  Captairfs  lapel  on 
the  occafion>  falling  in  with  a  hackney  coachman  arrayed  like  a  Mafier  and  Commandety 
took  bim  into  cuft(Sy  for  ftcaling  a  horfe;  aud  carrying  him  before  the  fitting  Juftices 
in  Bow-ftreet,  thereby  deprived  the.proceffion  of  two  refpeilable  members  ! 

When  the  queftion  of  a  fcrutiny  was  debated  in  the  Veftry  Room  at  Covent  Garden, 
little  CounfelUr  Frog,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Fox,  made  a  very  happy  diftindlion  between  a 
Ugal  writ  and  a  conflittitional  writ.  We  prefume,  however,  that  this  cunning  cafuifl 
borrowed  the  hint  from  Mr.  Wilkes's  comprehenfive  definition  of  the  Conftitution.  It 
is  faid  of  the  worthy  Aldernun,  that  once  commending  Mr.  Serjeant  Glynn  as  an  ex- 
cellent lawyer,  and  as  well  verfed  in  the  Conftitution  as  in  the  law,  he  was  aiked,  what 
he  meant  by  the  Conftitiuion  ?  To  which  he  replied,  every  thing,  that  is  not  law. 

The  Minifter  is  refolved  to  take  the  early  advantage  of  a  popular  delufion  which  he 
kxK)ws  caimot  be  of  long  endurance.    He  refolves  to  break  down  the  ancient  fences 
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of  the  Conftitution,  and  with  a  hold  precipitance  to  trample  on  the  rights  and  freedom 
of  Eledlion.  With  this  view  the  Weftmiiifter  Bailiff  is  to  be  fupported  through  thick 
and  thin.  Quirks  and  quibbles  are  to  ulurp  the  place  of  plain  hpneft  principles ;  in 
fliort,  all  the  dirty  work  of  prerogative  is  to  commence  at  the  very  onfet  of  our  virgin 
Parliament* 

The  Eleftors  of  Weftminfter  are  in  as  degraded  a  fituation  as  ever  fell  by  way  of 
punifhment  on  a  franchifed  body.  Their  High  Bailiff  daringly  tells  them^  that  altho* 
he  could  not  difpute  the  validity  of  their  fuffrages  at  the  place  of  poll,  yet  the  Repre- 
fentative  they  have  chofen  ihall  not  be  returned.  His  infult  to  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons has  ftill  greater  indignity  in  it;  as  he  tells  the  Houfe,  that  a  Member  eltStsA  to 
fit  among  them  fliall  be  with- held  his  feat  merely  to  anfwer  the  purpofe  of  party,  and 
to  {how  how  little  he  regards  their  importance ! 

The  fcrutiny  promifed  for  Weftminfter,  and  which  will  undoubtedly  take  place,  will 
iay  open,  it  is  -generally  believed,  i'uch  fcenes  of  the  rooft  abandoned  proceedings,  as 
muft  for  ever  difgrace  the  miniftcrial  party.  They  were  open  enough  in  many  tranf- 
^6tions  futfficiently  culpable;  but  others,  ftill  more  heinous  than  thole,  remain  yet  be- 
hind the  curtain. 

In  the  ruder  Parliaments  of  former  times,  the  poor  decrepid  High  Bailiff  of  Weft- 
fliinfter  had  no  noubt  been  immured  witliin  the  dreary  manfions  of  Newgate,  for  an  ?£k. 
wliich  in  thefe  enlightened  days  will  probably  infure  him,  in  this  plentiful  fcafon^  the 
full-blown  honours  of  £n//^  A^o^/V//^/ 

If  iMr.  .C^r^f //  is  really  called  up  to  the  Houfe  of  Peers,  an  event  generally  expe£ted 
to  take  place,  it  will  be  by  the  ftile  and  title  of  Lord  Puzzle  Vote,  Saron  Scrutiny,  of 
the  city  of  Weftminfter ;  with  remainder,  in  default  of  iffue,  to  the  nineteenth  grand^ 
rhild,  male  or  female,  of  tLotfpur,  mojl  high,  mqft  noble,  and  mo/l  puijfant  Duke  of  HuRLO 
Thrumbo  ! 

A  fcrutinv  for  Bedfordftiire  was  refufed  by  the  Returning  Officer,  becaufe  the  whole 
Eledtion  had  been  a  fcrutiny.  The  fame  reafon  was  affigned  for  refufmg  a  fcrutiny  in 
Buckinghamfliire.  Let  ns  fee  what  reafon  the  High  Bailiff  of  Weftminfter  had  for 
granting  a  fcrutiny,  if  we  allow  his  power  of  doing  fo  to  be  unqueftionable.  When 
Mr.  Fox  firft  began  to  recover  his  loft  ground,  the  Teft  Oath  was  adminiftered  becaufe 
Mr.  Foj^s  voters  were  all  Roman  Catholics  f  When  this  proved  no  fufficient  impedi- 
ment to  Mr.  Fox*s  rifing  majorities,  the  parifli  books  were  then  produced,  as  Mr.  Fox's 
voters  were  all  inhabitants  of  Spitalficlds.  This  was  ftill  found  by  no  means  a  fufficient 
check.  The  ruling  powers  then  proceeded  to  fufpend  till  the  next  morning  five  or  fix 
▼otcs  on  a  day,  when  they  had  any  doubts  of  their  validity ;  yet,  after  all  this,  when 
Mr.  Fox  finally  clofes  the  poll  with  a  majority  of  236,  the  High  Bailiff  thinks  himfelf 
in  duty  bound  to  grant  a  fcrutiny,  even  after  the  expiration  of  the  writ,  when  he  has 
no  warrant  to  fliow  for  any  further  authority  whatever  ! 

A  minifterial  paper  contains  an  advertifement  from  Mrs.  Caffon,  relift  of  the  confta- 
ble,  dated  from  Nightingale-lane,  Wapping,  in  which,  with  moft  Ephefian  piety,  ftie 
offers  50I.  reward  for  difcovering  her  huft)and's  affaffm,  and  adds,  that  "  from  her  ideas 
<*  of  conftrudbive  evidence,**  fhe  conceives  that  Mr.  Caffon  was  the  vidim  of  party 

vengeance.     One  would  have  thought  it  fcarcely  credible  that  Mr.  C- would 

have  given  his  fan£tion  to  fo  ridiculous  a  compofition,  purporting  to  iffue  from  the  pen 
of  Mrs.  Caffon,  of  Nightingale-lane,  Wapping. 

Minifters  will  have  a  very  powerful  majority  in  the  new  Parliament.  To  what  is 
jftis  to  be  attributed — to  their  weight  of  charadler,  or  their  weight  of  metal? 
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The  following  is  an  oflScial  copy  of  the  return  made  by  the  High  BailiflFof  Weftminfter 
to  the  Sheriff  of  Middlelex,  and  by  the  Sheriff  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown. 
«*  Thomas  Corbctt,  Bailiff  of  the  Liberty  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  the  Collegiate 
<<  Church  of  St.  Peter,  at  Weftminfter,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  doth  hereby  cer- 
w  tify  unto  the^Sheriff  of  the  faid  county  of  Middlefex,  that  by  virtue  of  a  certain  pre-

Having  lard  before  the  public  authentic  extracts  refpe£ting  the  atrocious  violation  of 
the  freedom  of  Eleftion  in  the  Weftminfter  poll  of  1741,  we  now  fubjoin  the  memorable- 
fpeech  of  the  then  Speaker  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons  (the  illaftrious  Mr.  Onflow)  oiv 
the  day  appointed  by  the  Houfe  for  reprimanding'  the  Weftminfter  Juftices  who  had- 
dared  to  call  out  the  military  upon  that  occafion  15th  Geo.  11.  Tan.  22,   1742. 

"  You  having  at  the  bar  of  this  Houfe  yefterday  confefled,  that  you  did  fend  for  and 
«  caufe  to  come  on  Friday  the  8th  day  ot  May  laft,  a  body  of  armed  foldiers,  headed. 
*<  by  officers,  in  a  military  maniier,  who  did  take  poffeflTion  of  the  church  yard  of  St. 
^  Paul,  Covent  Garden,  near  the  piace  where  the  poll  for  the  Ele<£bion  of  Citizens  to 
«  ferve  in  this  prefent  Parliament  for  the  city  of  Weftminfter  was  taken,  beforj  the  faid^ 
*^  Eledion  was  ended ;  and  you  having  acknowledged  your  offence  therein,  the  Houfe 
"  did  order  you  to  attend  this  mornings  to  be  brought  to  the  bar,  to  be  reprimanded' 
<<  on  your  knees  by  me  for  the  faid  ofience. 

<«  I  cannot  better  defcribe  to  you  the  nature  of  this  offence  you  have  been  guilty  ofj 
<^  than  in  the  words  of  the  refolutions.  this  Houfe  came  to,  upon  their  examination  into 
^  that  matter,  which  arc,. 
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**  ^at  the  prefcncc  of  a  rcptlar  body  of  amicd  foldters  at  an  EleSIion  of  Memhers  tdfcrve 
«^  In  Parliament.^  is  an  hhh  Infringement  of  the  liberties  of  thefubje/fj  a  manifejft  violation 
<^  of  the  freedom  of  ElcHionsy  and  in  open  defiance  of  the  laws  and  conjiitution  of  this  king- 
<*  dom.  And  it  is  impoffible,  if  you  well  conful  r  the  terms  of  thisrefolution,  hut  that 
«  you  muft  have  in  your  breafts  the  deepeft  forrow  and  remorfe  for  this  rafli  adl  of 
<*  yours,  which  if  it  had  not  been  animadverted  upon  might  have  given  the  moft  dange- 
,<<  rous  wound  to  the  conftitution  of  this  free  country  that  perhaps  it  had  ever  felt — 
^^  This  country  free  J  becaufe  the  Houfe  is  foy  which  this  Houfe  can  never  be,  but  from  the 
«*  freedom  of  £leilions  to  it ;  and,  amidft  the  too  many  ways  for  violating  that,  none 
«  can  be  more  pernicious,  becaufe  none  more  quick,  deciuve,  and  permanent,  than 
«*  what  you  might  have  unhappily  fet  a  precedent  for,  and  which  might  have  grown  to 
*'  an  extremity,  under  the  fpecious  and  ready  pretences  of  fears  and  neceflity  that  fii- 
^<  perfede  all  law — a  precedent  would  have  received  an  authority  from  the  place  it  began  in 
-^thejeat  of  governmenty  and  the  legiflaturc  of  this  kingdom. 

"  But  you  have  acknowledged  your  offence,  and  have  afked  pardon  for  it.  This 
<*  has  difpofed  the  Houfe  to  lenity  ;  nfe  it  nbt  to  Icflen  the  fenfe  of  your  crime,  but  to 
*>  raife  in  your  hearts  that  fenfe  of  gratitude  you  have  to  the  Houfe  for  that  gentle 
*^  treatment  you  have  met  with  on  this  occafion.'* 

In  refpedl  to  the  Weftminfter  EleiSlion,  we  muft  obferve,  that  if  Sir  Ceail  Wray  had 
polled  236  more  than  Mr.  Fox,  and  that  Mr.  Fox  had  demanded  a  fcrutiny,  we  do 
moft  firmly  believe,  let  the  circumftances  of  the  cafe  be  what  they  might,  the  High 
Bailiff"  would  not  have  granted  a  fcrutiny,  but  on  the  contrary  have  returned  the  higheft 
number  as  duly  elefled*  In  this  opinion,  we  conceive  every  candid  man  in  London 
will  agree.  The  numbers  being  fo  higii  above  Sir  Cecil,  the  Bailiff*,  who  in  fa6k  gave 
his  fanAion  to,  and  approved  of  thole  votes,  ought  to  have  fupported  his  own  confe- 
quence  by  adhering  to  what  he  had  admitted.  We  are  therefore  juftified  in  joining 
with  the  popular  voice  in  difapproving  the  extraordinary  condudl  of  the  High  Bailiff  on 
this  important  occafton. 

Extras  of  a  letter  from  Derby. 

**  The  moment  Mr.  Fox's  viftory  was  announced,  the  principal  inhabitants  of 
<<  this  town  aflembled  at  Mr.  Symond's,  the  Greyhound,  in  the  Market  Place,  by 
*'  repeated  huzzas ;  the  bells  in  the  five  churches  were  immediately  ordered  to  be  rung, 
*<  and  have  continued  ringing  ever  fince  without  the  leaft  intermiflion.  In  the  even- 
<<  ing,  an  elegant  fupper  was  given  at  the  fame  houfe,  to  a  feledt  party  of  gentlemen, 
<*  and  this  day  a  grand  dinner  was  given  at  the  George  Inn,  at  which  almoft  all  the 
*^  principal  inhabitants  were  prefent.  Mr.  Fox*s  health  was  drank  with  two  hundred 
*'  and  thirty-fix  cheersy  (his  majority  upon  the  poll)  and  the  evening  concluded  with 
^^  every  poffible  demonftration  of  joy,  illuminations,  bonfires,  fireworks,  &c.  &c.  Sec.** 

When  the  news  arrived  at  Chefterfield  of  the  Right  Honourable  Charles  Fox  being 
legally  chofen  Member  of  Parliament  for  Weftminfter,  the  bells  began  to  ring  there, 
and  continued  at  intervals  till  paft  twelve  o'clock  at  night.  A  large  bonfire  was  made 
in  the  market-place,  and  feveral  cannons  were  difcharged.  In  the  evening  Mr.  Gofling 
was  chaired  round  the  town  in  honour  of  the  Member,  having  in  his  hat  a  cockade,  on 
^bich  was  written,  in  letters  of  gold,  FOX  AND  FREEDOM,  attended  by  a  great 
concourfe  of  people,  chiefly  compofed  of  the  principal  inhabitants  of  the  town,  who 
all  wore  laurels  in  their  hats. 

It  is  fomewhat  extraordinary  that  Lord  Mountmorres  fliould  be  at  the  head  of  thofe 
who  have  demanded  a  fcrutiny.  Lord  Mountmorres  was  certainly  a  lodger  only  when 
the  poll  began,  and  lived  in  ready  furniflied  apartments.

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no  TanAion  to  a  name  at  a  Wcftminfter  Eledtion.  Let  juftice  hold  the  fcale,  and  the 
weight  be  impartial.  If  Mr.  Fox  has  polled  improper  perfons,  he  deferves  to  be  turned 
out,  and  to  be  for  ever  reprobated  for  fuch  conduft ;  and  if  Sir  Cecil  Wray  has  de- 
manded, a  fcrutiny  on  weak  and  frivolous  grounds,  he  is  a  charafter  equally  detdilable; 
very  improper  means  were  no  doubt  ufed  on  this  Eledlion  by  both  parties.  The  fer- 
vants  of  the  Crown,  and  the  Newcaftle  and  Northumberland  intereft  began  undue  in- 
fluence for  the  Court  party,  and  the  Devonfliire  and  Portland  family  oppofed  in  fovour 
of  the  other.     This  is  very  unconftitutional,  and  contrary  to  the  right  of  Eledtion.

Nine  marquees  were  pitched  in  the  gardens,  and  covers  fpread  in  each,  coniifting  of  eie- 
vices  equally  expreflive  of  the  political  principles  and  gallantry  of  his  Higbnejs.  The 
Dcjune  difplayed  two  hundred  and  fifty  covers  of  the  moft  choice  viands,  confedls,  and 
ices  :  ftrawberries,  grapes,  and  a  variety  of  the  choiceft  fruits,  made  a  part  of  the  en- 
tertainment. Four  Bands  were  difpolcd  at  proper  diftances  in  the  gardens,  two  of 
which  were  compofed  of  wind  inftruments ;  one  was  a  regular  orcheftra,  and  one  for 
country  dances,  at  the  head  of  which  IVerner  prefided.  The  grotefque  Italian ^  who  is 
fo  much  diftinguifhed  for  his  oddities,  made  his  appearance  in  the  charadler  of  a  French 
Marquis^  his  wife  aflifted  in  this  dramatis  perfonaey  and  occafioned  much  diverfion. 
After  the  elapfe  of  a  fliort  period,  a  party  was  formed  for  country  dances  and  cotillions*

Lord  Berkley  was  particularly  favoured,  as  Lady  Beauchampy  Lady  Derhy^  and  Mift 
lown/hendj  in  the  couVfe  of  the  dance,  honoured  him  with  their  hands.

c.'^awp  in  a  iL'hiic  Polomfc  of  her  own  delign,  ornamented  w\\\\  fpangles  l  Mrs,  Jyidcrjon^ 
v.ho  wore  a  bcaiitifiil  tap.cy  Vctut'um  drefs ;  and  Mrs.  Alcymlly  the  elder,  wlio  was  ele- 
gance itfelf,  I'he  gentlemen  who  viiited  Carlcton-houfe  were  drefled  almoft,  without 
an  exception,  in  blue  and  buff.  'J  he  Pi'incc  was  in  uncommon  fpirits  at  dinner,  and 
befidcs  iinging  leveral yi;/^i  in  a  very  pleafmg  ftile,  alfo  joined  in  fome  catches  and  ^Ari, 
This  entertainment  was  fonned  under  the  regulation  of  Mr,  JVdtje^  and  does  him  the 
higheft  honour  for  its  elegance  and  tafte.

1  he  company  was  iele<ft  though  numerous,  and  af- 
fembled  about  ten  o'clock  in  blue  and  buff  uniforms;  the  dancing  begun  about  eleven, 
and  at  half  after  the  Prince's  auadrille  arrived,  confifting  of  his  Royal  Highnefs,  the 
Duchefs  of  Devonfhire,  Lady  Duncannon,  Lady  Bamfield,  Mifs  Keppel,  Mr.  Stepney, 
Mr.  Greville,  &cc.  who,  all  drefled  in  uniforms,  faflie.^,  and  feathers,  danced  the  molt 
.elegant  figure  dance  that  could  be  formed ;  the  Prince  then  danced  minuets  with  the 
Duchefs  of  Devonfhire,  Lady  Bamfield,  Sec.  and  then  followed  country  dances,  led  by 
the  Prince  and  the  Duchefs,  till  half  after  two,  when  the  company  defccnded  to  a  truly 
elegant  and  comfortable  fupper.

Majefty's  reign,  with  force  and  arms  in  and  upon  one  Nicholas  Caflbn,  in  the  peace  of 
God  and  our  Lord  the-King,  then  and  there  being,  did  make  an  aflfault ;  and  that  he, 
the  faid  Patrick  .\icholibn,  with  a  certain  large  wooden  ftick,  value  one  penny,  which 
the  faid  Patrick  then  and  there  had  and  held  in  his  right  hand,  in  and  upon  the  head, 
neck,  ftomach,  ftioulders,  arms,  back,  belly,  fides,  loins,  legs,  and  thighs,  of  the 
faid  Nicholas,  then  and  there  foloniouflv,  wilfully,  and  of  his  malice  aforethought,  did 
divers  times  ftrike  and  beat,  and  caft  and  throw  down  to  and  agamft  the  ground,  giving 
him  then  and  there^  as  well  by  the  ftriking  and  beating  of  the  wooden  ftick  as   afote- 
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faid,  as  by  the  c;ifting  and  throwing  down  to  and  againft  the  ground  as  aforefaid,  one 
mortal  fraclure  on  the  Ikiill  of  him  the  faid  Nicholas  Callbn,  in  and  ppon  the  left  fide 
of  the  head,  and  divers  mortal  bruifes  in  and  upon  the  head,  neck,  ftomach,  fhoulders, 
arms,  back,  belly,  fides,  loins,  legs,  and  thighs,  of  him  the  faid  Nicholas,  by  which 
faid  mortal  frai^ure  of  the  IkuU,  and  the  faid  mortal  bruifes  as  aforefaid,  the  faid 
Nicholas  Caflbn  did  laneuifli,  and  langliifhing  did  live,  and  on  the  nth  ^y  of  May  of 
the  faid  mortal  frafture  did  die ;  and  that  the  faid  James  Ward,  Jofeph  Sliaw,  and  James 
Murray,  at  the  time  of  committing  the  felony  and  murder  aforefaid,  felonioufly  and 
wilfully,  and  of  their  malice  aforethouglit,  were  prefent,  aiding,  abetting,  affifling,  and 
comforting  him  the  faid  Patrick  Nicholas  him  the  faid  Nicholas  Caffon  to  kill  and  mur- 
der; and  the  Jurors  fay,  that  him  the  faid  Nicholas  Caffon,  they  the  faid  Patrick 
Nicholfon,  James  Ward,  Jofeph  Shaw,  and  James  Murray  did  kill  and  murder, 
ITiey  were  alfo  charged  upon  the  Coroner's  Inquifition  with  the  like  murder.

7%e  witncjjis  examined  apart  at  the  requcji  of  the  prifoners  CounfeL 

Mr.  SyheJIer  opened  the  indiSlment. 

And  Mr.  Morgan  opened  the  cafe  as  follows : 

My  Lord,  and  you,  Gentlemen  of  the  Jury,  you  will  pleafe  to  favour  me  on  the  part 
of  the  prefent  proiecution  ;  this  is  a  very  ferious  and  important  bufniefs,  and  therefore  it 
is. peculiarly  neceffary  that  you  fliould  pay  a  particular  attention  to  the  evidence  that  will 
by  and  by  be  produced  before  you  ;  Gentlemen,  a  very  wile  regulation  was  recommend- 
ed by  one  of  the  judges  yefterday,  to  one  of  the  Counfel  for  the  prifoners  and  me;  that 
this  caufe  fliould  be  tried  by  a  Jury  of  Gentlemen  who  are  not  inhabitants  of  Weftmin- 
fler,  for  the  exprefs  purpole  of  trving  the  prifoners  at  the  bar  with  the  utmoft  impar- 
tiality ;  I  addrefs  you  therefore,  Gentlemen,  looking  upon  you  as  men,  uninfluenced 
by  that  unhappy  fpirit  that  has  raged  for  a  confiderable  time  laft  paft  in  the  city  and  li- 
berty ofWeftminfler ;  and  ab  men  who,  I  truft,  will  on  this  occafion  ufe  their  foundeft 
judgment  and  their  cooleft  deliberations.  If  any  of  you  have  at  any  time  been  engaged 
in  the  party  difputes  that  have  lately  fubfifted,  and  if  you  have  heard  or  read  any  thing 
concerning  thole  difputes,  I  truft  you  will  remove  from  your  minds  every  impreiHon 
that  you  have  hitherto  received,  but  more  elpecially  any  impreflion  you  may  have  re- 
ceived unfavourable  to  the  prifoners  at  the  bar.  Cientlemen  of  the  Jury,  it  is  a  duty 
becoming  me,  ftandiog  here  as  Counfel  for  the  profecution,  to  flate  to  you  the  outlines 
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of  the  tranfaftion,  for  tlie  mere  purpofe  of  guiding  your  attention  to  the  cflential  part 
of  the  evidence,  when  that  evidence  (hall  be  produced  to  you,  and  forno  other  purpofe; 
tlierefore,  I  iliall  not  confider  it  as  incumbent  on  me,  when  I  have  dated  the  hSts  to 
you,  to  ])refs  you  with  obfcrvations  on  that  evidence ;  the  learned  Judge  will  fum  up 
the   whole  with  that  precifion    and  impartiality    which   becomes  high  auhority,    fit- 
ting in  a  feat   of  judgment,  and  I  truft  in  this  matter,  no   party  fpirit  whatever  will 
interfere    in    the  adminiftiation   of  public   juftice.     Gentlemen,    I    need  not   ftate   to 
you,  that  the  Lite  ICleition   lor  VV'cftminfter  was  carried  on,  conteftcd,  and  prolonged, 
in  a  manner  that   fcarce  ever  was  known  in  that  city ;  nor  need  I  inform  you,  that  the 
Candidates  were  the  Right  Honourable  Charles  James  Fox,  Lord  Hood,  and  Sir  Cecil 
Wray;  the  Huftings  were   held  in  the    portico   of  the  church  of  St.  Paul's  Covent 
Garden,  there  wa 5  a  booth   run  up  in  front,  and  extended  to  the  end  of  the  church, 
that     part    next  Henrietta-flrcet    was   in   general   occupied    by    Mr,    Fox   and    his 
friends,  the  other  part   next  King-ilreet,  by  the  other  party ;  during  the  time  of  the 
Eledlion,  which    lalted  many   days,  an   immenfe   croud   of  people  anembled   on   the 
Huftings,  I  -need  not  tell  you   that  there  was  a  great  deal  of  clamour,  and  of  noife,  as 
there  is  at  all  Eledlions  ;  at  one  end  of  the  Huftings,  crying  out  Fox  forever,  no  Wray, 
at  the  other  end  of  the  Huftings,  crj'ing  out  Hood  and  Wray  for  ever,  no  Fox;  fome 
of  the  Cientlcmen,  friends  to  Mr.  Fox,  ufed  the  houfe  known  by  the  fign  of  the  Uni- 
corn, between  Henrictta-ftreet,  and  the  end   of  the  Huftings ;  at  that  Houfe  likevvife 
from   time  to  time  aflembled    a    great   body  of  hjih  chairmen,   Welch   porters  and 
others,    armed  with   fticks   and   bludgeons,    but  Specially  towards  the  clofe  of  the 
Poll,  they    feveral  times  forced  their  way  in  among  the  croud,  and  endeavoured  to 
prefs   through   th.it    part   of  the  croud,  which    faced  the  part  where  Mr.  Fox   ftood, 
up  towards  hCing-ftreet ;  on  one  day  towards  the   clofe   of  the   Poll,   a  body  of  theni 
were  inccnfed,  becaufe  fome  per  Ions  would  not  call  out  Fox  for  ever,  and  all  at  cnce 
as  if  in  confequence  of  a   fignal  given,  they  drew  their  bludgeons,  and  flew  inftantly 
on  the  people;  proceedings  of  this  kind  induced  the  Duke  of  Northumberland  to  write 
to  Mr.  Manwaring,  to  take  into  conlideration  what  fliould  be  done,  for  the  purpofe  of 
preferving  the  peace,  particularly  at  the  clofe  of  the  Poll;  the  magi  ftrates  met,  and  1 
underftand,  one  of  them,  Sir  Sampfon  Wright,  in  confequence  ot  this  wrote  to  Mr. 
Elliot,  the  HighConlhihIc  of  the  Tower  Hamlets,  and  requefted  him  to  attend  with  the 
conftables  of  the  divifion,  on  Monday  morning  the  loth  of  May,  to  go  down  to  Guihi- 
hall,  Wcftminfter,  and  there  receive  his  inftruftions  ;  he  attended  accordingly  with  his 
conftables,  and  among  thefe  conftables  was  the  unfortunate  Nicholas  Caflbn,  who  was 
killed  on  that  day ;  Mr  Elliot  went  to  Guildhall,  he  did  not  receive  any  particular  in- 
ftruftions,  and  repaired  to  his  men ;  the  Poll  did  not  finally  clofe  that  day,  nor  did   it 
within  a  week  afterwards  ;  about  the  clofe  of  the  Poll,  withm  the  compafs  of  a  few  mi- 
nutes, anirifli  chairman,  who  is  fuppofed  to  be  one  of  the  banditti,  for  I  cannot  help  cai- 
line  him  fo,  was  puftiing  about,  and  very  ill  ufmg  a  black  man  ;  one  of  the  peace  officers 
oblerved   him,    he   interfered,  there  was  a  refiltance,  and  they  got  the  black  from  this 
man,  refcued  him  and  put  him  into  fafety  ;  this  1  fuppofe  laid  the  foundation  for  an  at- 
tack  by  feveral  of  the  men,  and  if  I    do    not  miftake,  by  the  prifoners  Murray  and 
Shaw,    upon  the  peace  officers;    the   confequence  of  which    was,    after    fome   little 
ftruggling,  Murray   and   Shaw,  if  I  do  not   miftake,  were   taken  up  and   carried  to 
Patterfons  rooms;  while  this  was  doing  a   larger  body  of  men  aftembled  with  fticks 
and  bludgeons,  and  the  prifoner   Nicholfon    as   1   am   inftruifled  to  fay,    and  will  be 
proved  in  evidence,  with  a   large  ftick  or  bludgeon,  knocked  CaflTon  down ;  this  was 
followed  by  feveral  violent  blows,  1   am  not  clear  whether  Ward  was  there :  Murray 
and  Shaw  had  been  upon  the  fpot  and  adlive,    but  whether   they  were   taken  from 
the  fpot  before  or  after,  you  muft  learn  from  the  evidence ;  there  has  not  been  time 

to 
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to  prepare  a  regular  brief,  aiid  what  I  am  ftating  now,  is  from  the  depofitions  of  fif- 
teen or  fixteen  different  people,  "I'he  two  men  that  were  taken  up  had  been  upon  the 
fpot ;  .upon  this  the  men  forced  their  way  : — after  they  had  knocked  down,  Caflbn,  they 
endeavoured  to  keep  the  conftables  off;  feverul  ot  them  purfued  their  blows,  and 
llruck  the  man  feveral  blows  over  the  head,  and  ether  parts  of  the  body,  and  to  con- 
clude the  burmefs,  1  believe  one,  if  not  more,  got  upon  his  body,  trampled  upon 
hiiu,  and  broke  tiuee  of  his  ribs;  there  he  lay  on  the  ground  fpeechlcfs,  and  whilft  he 
Ic  lay,  he  rcceivetl  feveral  wounds;  from  that  moment  the  man  never  fpoke;  a  very 
violent  attempt  was  made  to  funound  the  body,  and  keep  off  the  conftables  ;  their  ob- 
j'x'c  v»'as  to  remove  the  body,  which  they  did  with  infinite  difficulty  into  Wood's  Ho- 
t«?l;  tlie  man  died  in  the  courfe  of  a  few  hours.  The  coroner's  inqueft  fat  on  the  bo- 
dy the  next  day,  and  broi  gut  in  their  verdivS  wilful  murder  by  fome  perfon  or  perr 
ivns  unknov/o.  In  the  attempt  to  carry  off  the  body,  feveral  of  them  ,were  knocked 
down,  and  treated,  as  I  may  ufe  the  exprtffion,  in  a  very  cruel  manner : — one  of 
them,  a  Mr.  Nafii,  was  purfued  up  King-ftreet,  and  up  the  fteps  of  Lowers  Hotel; 
then  the  men  turned  round  towards  King-ftreet,  where  they  continued  the  riot,-— 
Gentlemen,  thefe  are  the  outlines  of  thu  cafe  that  1  have  to  lay  before  you  in  evi- 
dence. Gentlemen,  I  fcarce  need  tell  you,  under  the  direftion  of  the  learned  Judge^ 
.that  if  a  body  of  men  armed,  drawn  up  in  battle  array,  three  or  four  in  a  rank,  and 
a  great  number  of  them  in  depth ;  if  they  affemble  to  commit  indifcrimmate  infult  on 
his  Majefty's  fubjefts,  though  thev  may  not  maim,  fo  as  to  occafion  the  death  of  any 
man,  yet  if  death  enfues,  and  tncir  dofign  was  illegal,  the  event  will  be  murder,  and 
thry  muft  be  anfwerable  tor  that  offence.  If  I  clearly  prove  that  Patrick  Nicholfoa 
fti  .ck  the  firft  blow,  it  is  of  no  confequcnce  whether  he  ftruck  the  fatal  blow  or  not;  it 
will  appear.  Gentlemen,  that  Shaw  was  upon  the  fpot  when  Caffon  was  knocked  down» 
and  that  he  was  one  of  the  very  aftive  rioters ;  it  will  appear  likewife,  that  Murray  was 
there  at  the  time  under  fimilar  circumftances ;  but  1  am  inclined  to  think  that  Ward 
was  taken  into  cuftody  either  a  few  minutes  before  or  after ;  but  however  that  may 
be,  Patrick  Nicholfon  ftruck  the  firft  blow.#  If  Shaw  and  Murray  were  a6live  upon 
the  fpot,  committing  a<Sts  of  violence,  though  they  did  not  adlually  ftrike  the  man  thcit 
died,  but  jlruck  other  perfons,  I  Ihall  fubmit  they  were  equally  culpable  with  Nichol- 
fon. If  it  fliould  appear  that  Waul  was  prefent  and  adlive  at  the  time,  he  is  equally 
guilty  ;  but  you  will  not  pay  any  other  attention  to  this  ftate  of  the  cafe  than  what 
is  neceffary  to  induce  you  to  attcLid  particularly  to  the  evidence,  and  to  difcriminate 
letween  the  c  fe  of  every  one  of  the  prifoners;  if  you  find  them  clearly  and  decidedly 
aftive,  committing  adls  of  violence,  befides  Nicholfon  who  aftually  ftruck  the  ftroke, 
you  will  fay  fo;  but  "if  the  Judge  and  you  ftiould  be  of  opinion,  that  they  ought  not 
to  be  found  guilty  of  conftructive  murder,  then  you  will  give  that  verdift.  I  only  der 
frre  you  will  carefully  attend  to  the  evidence,  exercife  cool  judgment  on  the  fubjefl:^ 
bii  ifti  every  idea  of  the  circumftances  from  your  memory,  exercife  a  found  difcretioa. 
on  tlie  occafion,  and  let  a  verdi^l  be  found  on  the  cleareft  evidence.

THOMAS     DAVY  fivorn. 
Examined  hv  A'L\  SylvcJIcr. 

I  am  a  porter;  I  live  at  Mr.  Adam's,  in  Grafton-ftreet. 

Was  you  at  Covent  Cjarden  on  Monday  the  lOth  of  May  ? — Yes# 

At  what  hour  did  you  come  there  ? About  nine*  in  the  morning. 

How  long  did  you  ftay  there  r 1  did  not  leave  it  till  three. 

Was  there  any  particular  diftucbance  happened  about  that  time? ^I  faw  a  great 

deal  of  difturbance  in  reg^ird  of  rioting. 

Tell  us  what  you  faw,  and  who  the  perfons  were  that  began  the  riot. — The  party 
were  chairmen,  and  butchers  with  cleavers. 

What 
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What  did  you  fee  the  chairmen  and  butchers  do  ? 1  faw  the  butchers  begin  with 

the  marrow-bones,  and  then  the  cleavers,  and  they  went  marching  on;  and  the  chair- 
men followed  the  butchers,  and  were  marching  trom  ilenrieita-itrcct  to  Kaig-ftw^jt ; 
they  crofled  the  Huftings. 

That  is,  from  Mr.  I'ox's  fide  to  Lord  Hood's  and  Sir  Cecil  Wray's  fidcr — Yes. 

What  did  you  fee  thdc  men  do  particularly  ? The  conflables  came,  part  of  them 

were  in  Henrietta- flrett  and  part  in  King-llreet ;  tlie  butchers  I  thought  were  going 
right  through,  to  go  homewards;  but  in  the  room  of  that,  they  let  the  Irifli  chairmen 
in  till  fuch  time  they  got  right  facing  the  conftables :  Mr.  Loton,  the  high  conftable, 
I  faw  him  go  down  from  ^V'ood's  Hotel,  but  I  did  not  hear  what  he  faid ;  he  walked  as 
if  he  was  going  to  Henrictta-ftrect :  'I  he  Irifli  chairmen  began  to  play  with  their  (laves, 
many  of  them  1  know  well,  and  they  faced  the  conllables.  One  of  the  chairmen  called 
out  to  his  companions,  Co  //,  my  boys,  go  it ;  then  the  chairmen  began  playing  with 
their  bludgeons.  L  did  not  fee  the  butchers  ilrike  any  perfon ;  the  chairmen  began  cut- 
ting and  knocking  down  every  perfon  they  met. 

About  what   hour  of  the  day  was  this  r As  nc.ir  as  poffible  1  can  guefs,  it  was 

juft  about  three,  or  it  might  be  ten  minutes  part,  but  it  was  after  the  poll-books  were 
j(hut,  which  iliut  in  general  at  three ;  to  lay  that  I  obferved  particularly  the  time  I  did 
not ;  it  might  be  half  an  hour,  it  might  be  three  quarters. 

What  elfe  did  you  fee  them  do  ? ^I  faw  feveral  people  that  were  very  much  injured 

by  blows  brought  away. 

Did  you  fee  any  one  in  particular? 1  cannot  fay  I  faw  any  one  in  particular;  I 

faw  the  deceafed  man  lay,  but  I  did  not  fee  him  till  after  he  was  brought  into  Mr. 
Wood's  Hotel ;  i  never  faw  any  perfon  ftrike  him. 

Look  at  thefe  men. 1  do  not  know  any  of  them. 

Crofs-examincd  by  My\  Erjkine. 

You  was  a  pretty  regular  attendant  upon  the  poll  1  believe,  Mr.  Davy ;  you  are  otrt 

of  place  I  believe  now  the  Eledlion  is  over  ? 1  have  been  out  of  place  ever  fince 

Chriftmas. 

You  was  not  employed  there  then  ? No,  Sir,  I  was  not. 

You  gave  a  great  deal  of  your  time  there?— I  did.  Sir,  it  was  mv  pleafure;  I  was 
not  there  every  day,  I  mifled  one  day,  and  I  would  have  been  there  if  I  could. 

You  are  the  man  that  ftood  before  St.  Clement's  pariflx  ? Always, 

And  was  always  very  abufive  there  ? — Sir,  I  do  not  know  I  abufed  any  perfon. 

Did  you  never  call  to  a  Gentleman  by  name  to  come  out  of  the  Hultings  ? ^No, 

Sir,  I  called  to  a  great  many  Gentlemen. 

Do  you  know  Counfellor  Baldwin  ? Yes,  I  never  infulted  him. 

Have  not  you  called  to  Mr.  Loton,  Ton  Lotcn^  come  out  ? No,  never. 

Do  you  mean  to  fwear  that  you  never  called  out  to  this  Gentleman  that  fits  by  me 

in  a  moft  infulting  manner  r ^No,  Sir,  never  in  my  life ;  there  is  the  Gentlemen 

now. 

Now,  Sir,  attend;  do  you  mean  to  fwear.  Sir,  before  the  Court  and  the  Jury,  that 

you  never  in  the  courfe  of  the  poll  called  out  to  this  Gentleman  ? No,  Sir,  1  can. 

fafely  fwear  that;  I  do  fwear  it. 

Are  not  you  the  man  without  the  tooth  ? ^You  need  not  mind  my  tooth,   you 

have  loll  one  as  well  as  L 

Did  you  not  call  out  to  Mr.  Crowder  and  Mr.  Loton,  time  after  time,  to  come 

out  to  you  ? 1  never  called  to  thefe  C/entlemcn  to  come  out  to  me  particularly,  r.o 

otherwife  than  when  they  were  examining  a  vote,  I  have  many  times  faid,  it  you  can- 
not examine  them,  let  them  come  down  to  me,  and  1  will  examine  them. 

Have 
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Have  you  not  in  the  whole  courfe  of  the  day  r 1  have  called  out  Hood  and  Wray 

for  ever,  many  times. 

'    Vou  never  received  any  money  for  this  ? ^No,  Sir,  never. 

You  are  a  very  generous  man  indeed ;  vou  was  out  of  place  then  ? ^Yes,  Sir. 

Is  that  the  fuit  of  cloaths  you  had  at  firll  r 1  have  got  another  fuit  of  cloaths,  I 

got  them  by  hard  labour,  I  have  cloaths  to  put  on  at  any  time;  I  have  lived  in  the- 
parifli  of  St.  Ann's  eight  or  nine  years. 

When  Mr.  Fox  came  on  the  IlulUngs,  did  not  you  throw  dirt  ?  I  never  threw 
dirt ;  1  never  threw  any  one  thing  in  my  life,  nor  was  ever  feen  doing  fo;  if  any  maa 
can  fay  fo,  let  him. 

You  have  fworn  that   you  never  did  ahufe  and  infult  cither  this  Gentleman,  Mr,. 

Loton,  or  this  Gentleman,  Mr.  Crowder. No  otherwilb  than  in  talking  juft  as  I 

may  to  you. 

Did  you  never  call  to  them  to  come  out  to  you  ? — No,  Sir,  I  never  did ;  wben  I 
have  feen  people  fhaking  and  trembling  as  they  came  up,  1  have  faid,  it  is  a  falfe  vote^ 
fend  them  down  to  me,  and  I  will  examine  them. 

You  never  faid,  come  out  to  me  Loton  ? — ^No,  never  in  my  life. 

You  do  not  know  at  what  timg  this  man  was  killed  ? — I  do  not ;  I  faw  him  fay  be^ 
fore  he  came  to  Wood's  Hotel,  he  was  brought  by  people,  I  do  not  know  the  time  he 
was  killed,  I  faw  him  lay. 

Was  you  in  Covent  Garden,  near  the  Huftings,  about  the  time  he  was  killed?— I  do 
not  know,  J  did  not  fee  the  man  killed,  nor  did  I  fee  any  man  killed. 

When  did  you  firft  know  that  there  was  any  man  killed  ? — That  might  be  about 
four  o'clock  or  after;  it  was  near  four. 

Do  you  know  whether  he  was  killed  before  or  after  what  you  have  been  defcribing  ? 
—I  do  not  know. 

Then  all  this,  for  any  thing  you  know,  might  have  happened  long  after  this  man; 
loft  his  life  ? — I  cannot  lay  any  thing  of  that. 

Whiat  was  you  doing  at  Wood's  Hotel  ? ^No  harm,  I  could  go  there  when  I 

pleafed. 

Was  you  not  employed  by  that  party  ? — ^No  Sir,  I  did  not  eat  nor  drink,  only  what 
I  paid  for. 

Had  you  never  money  given  you  during  the  time  of  the  Ele£lion,  orvi6luaIsby  fome 
of  the  Committee,  or  by  fome  }>erfon  concerned  for  Lord  Hood  or  Sir  Cecil  Wray  ? — 
I  have  eat  and  drank,  but  never  at  any  perfon's  coft  of  the  Committee;  I  never  eat  or 
drank  at  any  one's  coft  but  my  own,  at  Wood's  Hotel. 

Did  you  ever  pay  any  money  at  Wood's  Hotel  ? — F^or  whatever  I  pleafed  to  call  for, 
I  have  many  a  time  gone  into  the  room  as  other  people  did,  and  never  have  either  eat 
or  drank ;  I  have  had  a  glafs  of  rum  at  Wood's  Hotel,  and  paid  for  it  to  Mr.  Wood 
himfelf. 

What  meat  had  you  there? — I  cannot  fay. 

Have  you  not  eat  repeatedly  every  day  of  your  life  ? — ^No  Sir. 

How  often  will  you  fwear  to,  three  times  ? — It  is  impoffible  for  me  to  tell  where  I 
have  eat  and  drank. 

Will  you  fwear,  you  did  not  eat  ten  times  ? — Yes,  I  can. 

Will  you  fwear,  that  you  did  not  eat  five  times  ? — Yes,  I  can. 

You  paid  for  all  this  meat? — 1  did  not,  if  I  went  in  to  get  a  glafs  of  any  thing,  there 
was  viftuals  always  ready,  and  1  have  taken  a  relifh. 

Now  what  can  the  Jury  think  of  you  :  attend  Sir,  we  are  not  all  deaf? — ^I  do  not 
know  whofe  coA  it  was,  if  a  man  goes  to  get  a  glafs  of  any  thing,  and  gets  a  mouthful, 
1  do  not  call  that  a  thing  to  be  paid  for. 

You 
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You  faid  you  paid  tho  monev  to  Wood  himfelf  ?— Yes,  I  cat  and  drank  what  1  pleafed, 
I  go  and  eat  frequently  when  I  like,  if  I  call  for  a  glafs  of  wine,  I  can  have  a  mouth- 
ful of  any  thing. 

Let  us  look  at  your  left  hand.     (A finger  wanting.) 

Air.  Erjkine.  That  is  not  the  worft  part  about  vou,  by  a  great  deal ;  then  you  do  not 
know  but  Caffon  had  been  killed  before  thefe  people  had  come  up  ? — ^No,  it  was  before 
Caflbn  loft  his  life. 

Then  you  fwear,  that  the  butchers  followed  the  chairmen,  before  Caflbn  loft  his 
life  1 — Yes,  Sir,  but  they  went  back  again. 

You  told  me  three  or  tour  minutes  ago,  that  you  knew  nothing  about  Caflbn*s  having 
loft  his  life,  till  you  went  to  Wood's  Hotel  at  four  o'clock? — 1  tell  you  now  the  fame. 

Then  how  do  you  know  that  he  was  not  killed  till  after  thefe  men  went  acrofs  ? — ^I  faw 
Hit  poor  man  brought  in,  I  cannot  tell  exaftly  the  time. 

One  queftion  more,  you  told  me  a  moment  ago,  when  I  alked  you  whether  all  that 
you  had  been  defcribing,  happened  before  or  after  the  death  of  Canon,  you  faid  you  did 
not  know,  now  you  take  uponyourfelf  pofitively  to  fwear,  that  all  tnis  happened  be- 
fore ? — ^I  mean  to  ftick  to  the  beft  of  my  knowleclq;e. 

Which  will  you  ftick  to  ? — I  caimot  fay,  whether  the  man  when  he  was  brought  into- 
Wood's  Hotel  was  de;id  or  not. 

Where  do  yon  live? — In  Church-ftreet,  at  Mr.  Gregory's,  at  the  Coach  and* 
Horfes-. 

JOHN       WILD     /worn.. 
Examined  by  Mr.  Morgan. 

I  am  High  Conftabic  forHolborn  divifion,  I  live  at  No.  21,  Chancery-lane. 

Was  you  prefent  on  the  lOth  of  May,  before  tlie  Huftings  r — I  was. 

Give  the  Court  an  account  of  the  earlieft  part  of  the  bufinefs  that  you  faw  ? — I  will. 
Sir,  to  the  beft  of  my  knowledgt*,  T  think  it  was  about  twenty  minutes  or  half  an  hour 
paft  three,  there  was  a  difpute  between  a  black  fcrvant  and  another  man,  the  one  hal- 
looing out  Fox  !  and  the  other  faid,   \o  Fox  ! 

Which  calluJ  out  Fox  ? — It  was  tlic  white  man. 

What    fort    of   a    man   was    the   white  man? He   appeared   to   be  a  working 

man,  he  had  a  frock  on,  and  1  remember  very  well  he  had  a  large  handkerchief 
about  his  neck,  upon  which  I  fpoke  to  him,  1  was  withinfide  of  the  rail,  and  de- 
fired  them  to  be  peaceable  and  quiet,  and  to  feparate  and  not  to  have  words,  upon 
which  the  black  man  came  up  towards  King-ftreet,  the  other  rather  followed  him,  and 
two  or  three  more  huftled  him  againft  the  black  man,  I  fpoke  to  the  white  man,  and  the 
man  did  not  feem  to  return  back ;  and  1  fpoke  to  a  peace  officer,  to  go  between  them, 
and  feparate  thqm,  for  the  black  man  to  go  away,  if  he  was  going,  and  to  turn  tl>e 
other  man  the  other  way  to  prevent  any  aifturbance;  the  man  witli  the  handkerchief: 
was  rather  obftinale  (the  white  man)  and  I  went  to  him  myfelf,  and  put  my  hand  againft 
the  white  man's  fliouUlers,  and  dehred  him  to  go  the  other  way,  1  walked  with  him 
down  to  the  bottom  of  the  Huftings,  and  when  1  came  there  he  got  up  on  the  flat  ftones 
adjoining  to  the  pump,  and  there  he  v/as  peaceable  and  quiet ;  upon  which  I  turned 
my  head,  and  tliere  I  £iw  a  man  laying  qn  his  back  by  the  pump,  my  face  was  facing 
Henrietta-ftrcet  end  ;  I  afterwards  found  that  man  to  be  Cafl()n. 

In  what  condition  was  the  man  when  you  faw  him  ? — He  was  laying  on  his  back,  and 
appeared  to  have  had  a.  blow  from  fome  perfon,  who  I  cannot  tell,  under  the  left  ear, 

3  I)  I  ftooped 
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1  ftoo|H;J  dov/n  and  faid  "  Good  God  here  is  a  man  knocked  down.*'  Mr.  Loton,  the 
High  Conftable  was  near  me,  and  h.^.  laid  we  will  give  him  feme  affiftance,  and  imme- 
diately there  was  a  diiluihance  between  many  people  with  Hicks  in  their  hands,  oppofite 
to  the  Huftin^s,  near  Henrictta-ftreet,  upon  which  I  went  between  them  1  mean  that 
end  next  to  Henrietta- ft reet,  1  fpokc  to  them,  and  they  were  peaceable  and  quiet  for  fome 
little  time ;  at  that  time  I  think  I  was  fpoke  to  by  Mr.  Sheridan,  and  deilred  to 
withdraw  the  Conilables ;  1  believe  it  was  him,  my  ani'wer  was,  to  the  heft  of  my 
knowledge,  "  thefe  conftablcs  do  not  belong  to  me,  I  have  no  power  over  them.** 

What  was  doing  about  Caflbn  at  that  time  ? — 1  was  not  near  him  at  that  time,  Mr. 
Loton  was  near  him  I  believe,  Mr.  Loton  or  fomebody  elfe  laid,  we  could  not  go  away 
and  leave  the  man  in  that  lltuation. 

How    far   was   the   pump    from    the   Unicorn  r It  may  be  twerity  yards ;   then 

fome  gentlemen  laid,  we  will  take  care  of  the  man ;  upon  which  being  fatisfied 
jLipon  htraring  that  reply  made  to  Mr.  Loton,  T  withdrew  towards  King-ftreet,  I  believe 
Mr.  Loton  went  with  me;  upon  which  the  marrow-bones  and  cleavers  came,  I  followed 
them,  1  fpoke  to  them,  and  defired  them  to  go  on  peaceably  and  quiet,  I  iirft  faid,  I 
wiflied  them  to  turn  back  again,  they  made  me  fome  reply,  but  wliat  I  was  not  able  to 
underftand,  from  the  noife  of  the  marrow-bones  and  cleavers,  but  I  do  not  believe  it 
was  any  impertinent  anfwer;  and  Jthey  pafled  by  that  end  of  the  Garden  that  leads  to 
King-ftrect ;  prefently  many  men  came  on  after  ihcm  with  fticks,  aiid  I  walked  on  very 
unconcerned,  1  took  no  notice  at  all,  they  did  not  appear  to  me  for  breaking  the  peace, 
as  I  thought ;  when  I  had  gone  a  few  yards  further,  1  received  a  moft  violent  blow  from 
iome  perion,  I  cannot  tell  who,  on  the  back  part  of  my  head. 

Mr.  Baron  Perryn.  When  Caffon  was  upon  his  back,  did  he  appear  infenfible  the  firft 
time  that  you  law  him  ? — He  did  to  me,  my  Lord. 

Crofs  examined  by  Mr.  PigotU 

I  fhall  give  you  very  little  trouble,  becaufe  I  believe  the  teftimony  you  have  given, 
is  perfedUy  confiftent  with  what  pafled  at  the  time. 

Court.     He  has  given  a  fair  evidence. 

Mr.  Pigott.  You  fay  every  thing  was  perfeftly  quiet,  till  there  was  a  little  difpute 
l>etweeii  a  black  man  and  a  white  man  ? — Yes. 

I  would  alk  you,  whether  the  interference  of  the  Gentlemen,  on  the  fide  that  was 
called  Mr.  Fox's  fide,  appeared  to  you  to  contribute  to  keeping  the  peace  at  that  time, 

or  otherwife  r 1  fliould  imagine  fo  at  that   time : — what  happened  after  I  cannot 

teU. 

After  the  little  difference  between  the  black   and  the  other  man  was  perfedledly 

Juieted,  and  you  faw  the  fubfequent  tranfadlion,  were  any  of  the  conftables  at  the 
lenrietta  fide  of  the  Huftings  } — Yes. 
What  conftables  were  they  ? — I  believe  they  belonged  to  the  Tower  Hamlets. 
They  were  not  of  your  divifion  ? — Mine  were  moft  of  them  gone  home,  1  had  only 
three  or  four. 

They  were  not  the  Weftminfter  conftables  ? — I  believe  there  was  fome  Weftminftcr 
conftables  amongft  them,  but  1  believe  the  major  part  was  from  that  end  of  the 
town. 

They  were  not  the  conftables  that  were  originally  attending  the  Huftiugs  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  preferving  the  peace  and  order  r — No. 

Do  you  happen  to  know  whether  they  were  conftables  at  all  or  no  ? — No  further 
than  I  was  mformcd  by  Mr.  Elliot.

If  there  had  been  any  appearance  of  a  riot,  or  difturbance,  would  your  conftables 
have  gone  away  ?— I  do  not  believe  they  would,  if  they  had  feen  it. 

How  long  had  thefe  men  been  conftables  ? — I  underftood  four  or  five  days. 

I  afk  you  from  your  obfervation  of  the  general  conduft  of  thofe  conftables  that  came 
from  the  Tower  Hamlets,  whether  they  contributed  to  preferve  the  peace  that  day  ?— • 
I  ihould  imagine  fo. 

For  the  purpofe  I  have  no  doubt ;  but,  I  only  want  to  afk  you,  whether  the  bringing 
them  did  in  your  opinion  contribute  to  the  prelervation  of  the  peace  that  day? — I  can- 
not take  upon  myfelf  to  fay  that,  I  was  not  at  that  end  of  the  Huftings  at  that 
time. 

Under  what  magiftrates  did  they  a£l? — ^The  High  Conftable  will  inform  you 
that. 

But  I  fhould  like  to  have  it  from  you,  if  you  know,  becaufe  every  thing  you  fay 
will  be  attended  to  ? — I  was  informed  it  was  from  Sir  Sampfon  Wright, 

Jift\  Morgan*     That  will  not  do. 

Mr.  P'igott.     Did  you  fee  Mr.  Juftice  Wilmot  that  day  ? — ^Yes,  Sir. 

Upon  the  Huftines  ?— 1  will  not  take  upon  me  to  fay  that. 

Where  were  thcle  people  lodged,  thefe  Tower  conftables  as  they  are  called  ? — I  do- 
not  know.. 

Do  you  know  the  number  of  them  ? — I  do  not. 

Haa  Mr.  Juftice  Wilmot  uCually  attended  the  Poll  every  day? — I  do  not  recolle(5V 
he  had. 

JAMES     L  O  T  O  N    /worn. 

Examined  by  Afr.  Sylvefter* 

I  am  High  Conftable  of  Weftminfter. — On  the  loth  of  May,  foon  after  the  clofe  of 
the  Poll,  1  was  ftanding  within  a  part  of  the  rail,  at  the  front  of  the  Huftings,  and 
the  voters  were  coming  up  with  Mr.  Wild  and  feme  other  peace  officers,  and  there  was 
fome  little  affray.  I  defired  Mr.  Wild  to  tell  the  officers  to  ftick  clofe  to  one  another. 
Mr.  Wild,  firft  of  all,  was  the  man  that  fpoke  to  the  perfons  that  were  making  a 
fcuffle,  and  he  immediately  defired  the  men  to  go  down  to  the  fouth  part  of  the  Huft- 
ings. I  followed  him  very  clofe,  and  when  we  had  got  to  the  fouth  end.  near  the 
pump,  I  heard  Mr.  Wild  fay,  good  God,  here  is  a  man  knocked  down!  1  ftooped 
forward,  and  I  faw  the  decealed  Caflbn  laying  upon  his  back  very  near  the  pump, 
with  his  head  towards  the  pump,  and  his  feet  towards  the  coach-way,  and  on  the 
foot  pavement  there  was  a  great  number  of  people  ftanding  aimed  with  large  fticks, 
and   there   was  fome  perfon   from    among  them   faid,    here   is    a-  conftable   that    is 

knocked  down,  and  none  of  your  conftables  dare  come  to  his  affiftance. Charles^ 

Carey,  a  peace  officer,  went  immediately  to  endeavour  to  lift  him  up,  affifteii 
by  fome  others,  immediately  the  people  who  were  with  fticks  began  to  make  a* 
hallowing,  and  the  fticks  were  all  thrown  upright : — Mr.  Wild  and  myfelf  immediate- 
ly went  forward,  and  defired  them  to  be  peaceable  and  keep  good  order; — almcft 
immediately,  Mr.  Sheridan  and  Mr.  O'Brien  came  forward,  and  ^oke  to  Mr.  Wild; 
and  another  Gentleman  came  and  fpoke  to  me,  and  defired  I  would  withdraw  with  the 
officers ;  I  told  the  Gentleman  I  could  not  take  away  the  peace  officers,  or  go  away 
myfelf,  till  the  perlon  that  was  knockjed  down  was  taken  proper  care  of,  and  I  faid 
the  iame  to  Mr.  Wild :  the- fame  Gentleman  who  had  fpoke  to  me  before  came  again  to 
me,  :  nd  told  me  the  perfon  fhould  be  taken  care  of;  that  no  further  hurt  fliould  bo 
done  to. him; — I  told  him- he  behaved  fo  much  like  a  Gentleman  that  I  could  not  refufe 
him;  I  did  not  know  who  he  was^  but  I  have  fince  been  informed  that  his  name  wa» 

3^2  O'Kelly, 
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O'KcIly^   and  be  told  me  upon  bis  word  and  bonour  be  would  take  care  of  the 
<nan. 

Did  you  iee  the  prifoner  or  any  of  them  do  any  thing  at  that  time  ^-*— -No 
I  did   not. 

It  was  after  this  the  riot  began  ?— -There  was  a  ^reat  fcuffling,  but  there  was  no 
blows  ft  ruck ;  we  formed  a  line  for  the  marrow-bones  and  cleavers  to  go  along,  and  a 
«v'hillle  was  tlu*n  given;  I  faw  the  right-hand  prifoner  Ward  with  a  marrow-bone  and 
cleaver  in  his  liand. 

Mr.  Eijkinc.     I'his  was  afterwards. 

C r of s 'examined  by  M>\  Fielding. 
.  How  many  conftables  had  you  tliat  day  I  ■       About  fixty, 

Thefe  men  were  under  your  eye  as  well  as  your  direftion ;  you  told  them  to  keep- 
clofe  together  ? Yes. 

The  men  from  the  Tower  Hamlets  were  among  the  other  conftables  ?■  I  knew 
they  were  ordered  there ;  I  did  not  know  where  they  came  from  j  I  do  not  know  their 
xefidence. 

Do  not  you  know,  that  they  were  lo<lged  in  Wood's  Hotel,  and  that  that  was  the 

common  rendezvous  ? -No,  Sir,  they  were  not  to  my  knowledge,  my  conflabies 

in  general  were  ordered  to  Patterfon's  Room  for  the  purpofe  of  having  their  names  called- 
over. 

Patterfon's  Room  was  a  houfc  of  Sir  Cecil  Wray's  ?  Yes,  I  did  not  fee  what 
paffed  between  the  black  and  white  man ;  I  only  knew  that  there  was  fome  Icuifle. 

On  wliat  part  of  the  Hullings  did  the  fcuiBe  tirft  begin  ? About  the  third  part  of 

the  north  end  of  the  Hullings,  rather  more  to  Hood  and  Wray's,  than  to  Mr.  Fox's,  that 
is  cjuite  at  the  lower  part  of  the  Huftings,  where  he  Liy  was  nearer  to  the  Unicorn  than 
to  vVood's  Hotel. 

It  did  no  occur  to  you  that  it   would  be  more  convenient  to  take  the  man  :n'o  the 

Unicorn,  than  into  Wood's  Hotv "  ■ 1  fliould  not  have  chofe  to  have  taken  him 

into  the  Unicom  for  this  realbn;  I  u.v  a  number  of  people  there  \viti>  large  fticks,  I 
had  feveral  blows  before  by  thefe  people,  and  \  (hoald  not  have  cliole  lo  have 
carried  him  through  them;  I  never  faw  any  thing  of  unu  after  the  '.ienvJunan  that  pro- 
mifed  me  he  fhould  be  taken  care  of,  quitted  me;  1  never  Taw  him  after  I  quitted  him, 
till  the  whole  affray  was  over,    I  then  faw  him  laying  in  the  yard. 

HENRY      HARVEY     fu;orn. 

Examined  by  Mt\  Morgan. 

What  are  you? 1  am  one  of  the  conftables  belonging  to  the  parifti  of  Saint  Ann's, 

Limehoule;  it  was  on  the  lOth  of  May  ;  I  only  know  th.:t  man  in  the  brown  coat,  that 
is  James  Ward ;  I  never  faw  him  before,  nor  J  have  ever  feen  him  fmce;  I  never  faw 
any  one  of  the  others  to  the  heft  of  my  knowledge. 

Mr.  Morgan.     Cio  to  the  prilbners — look  at  them. 

Mr.  Erlkine.     GoodCiod,  Mr.  Morgan! 
.  yix.  Aiorgan.     Sir,  becaule  I  know  what  he  has  fworn  before. 

Mr.  G arrow.  My  Lord,  it  is  now  my  turn  to  crofs-examine  this  witnefs,  and  I 
alk  your  Lord  ihip,  whether  it  is  ever  perm  it  red  in  a  criminal  court  of  j  aft  ice,  to  tell 
a  man,  or  to  hint  to  a  man,  what  he  has  fworn  elfewhere;  and,  I  truft,  m/  Lord,  I 
Ihall  not  be  told  now,  as  1  was  a  fliort  time  fince,  that  I  am  too  young  to  do  my  duty 
to  my  client. 

Mr.  Merman.  Do  you  recoiled  the  perfoi)s  ol  cither  of  the  others?— To  the  bej-  of 
my  knowledge  1  do  not. 
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Did  you  fee  any  thing  done  to  Caflbn  ?— I  was  there  attending  my  duty,  with  many 
other  peace  officers,  I  was  near  to  the  deceafed  when  the  riot  firfl;  began,  I  was  clofe  to  the 
end  of  the  Huftings,  where  Lord  Hood's  divifion  was  ;  there  was  ibme  iquabble,  and  a  man 
came  out  with  a  white  wand,  who,  Pfqppofe,  was  under  the  diredtion  of  the  High 
Bailiff,  and  ordered  us  to  go  into  the  Hultings  on  that  fide;  after  the  books  were  Ihut 
up,  1  went  into  the  cliurcli,  and  the  riot  began  at  the  end  of  the  Huftings  where  Mr. 
Fox's  party  were ;  1  went  down  to  aflift  Mr.  George  Elliot,  the  High  Conftable  on  the 
Henrietta  fide. 

For  what  purpofe  was  you  ordered  to  go  ?— I  imagined  to  keep  the  peace,  in  cafe  any 
thing  happened. 

Did  you  fee  any  thing  done  r — ^\Vhen  I  came  there,  there  was  a  number  of  chairmen 
and  Irimmen,  with  flicks  and  bludgeons  lifted  up,  amounting  to  fifty  or  fixty. 

Was  Caflbn  then  knocked  down  ? — No,  that  riot  was  quelled,  and  I  put  my  ftaff  in 
my  pocket,  and  I  went  through  the  Irifh  mob,  and  came  round  the  back  of  the  church ; 
I  returned  into  tlie  front  of  tlie  Huftings,  and  1  acquainted  Mr.  Elliot  the  High  Con- 
ftable, and  Jufticc^  Wilinot,  that  there  were  a  number  of  people  withfticks  and  bludgeons 
at  a  houfe  opened  Tor  the  purpofe  of  Mr.  1  ox;  Mr.  Elliot  and  Juftice  Wilmot  were 
then  at  Lord  Hood's  corner  of  the  Huftings;  Mr.  Wilmot  made  anfwer.  You  fooUJh 
blockheads,  we  are  able  to  heat  off  five  thoufund  hf  them  ;  with  that  1  ilood  clofe  to  the  High 
Conftable  and  the  Juftice,  and  many  more  of  my  brother  officers,  expecting  thefe 
butchers  with  their  marrow-bones  and  cleavers  to  go  along. 

Did  you  fee  Caifon  ftruck  ? — 1  faw  the  blows  given  by  many  of  the  men,  but  who 
gave  the  blows  I  cannot  fay ;  thefe  blows  were  given  to  many  of  the  people,  and  my- 
felf. 

Did  you  fee  any  body  ft r ike  Caflbn  ? — I  did  not. 

Was  Ward  upon  the  fpot  ? — That  man  was  there. 

When  did  you  firft  fee  him  there  ? — 1  never  faw  him  till  the  fecond  riot  began» 

Do  you  know  whether  Caflbn'  had  or  had  not  been  knocked  down  ? 

Court*  Long  before  the  marching  of  the  marrow-bones  and  cleavers  Caflbn  was 
killed. 

Jury.  Was  Caflbn  ahve  when  you  faw  Ward  there? — I  faw  the  tall  man,  there 
miglit  be  about  a  dozen  or  fourteen  with  fticks  upright,  and  the  dead  man  was  as  far  off 
as  chat  gentleman. 

J«ry.  I  wanted  to  know  if  Caflbn  was  alive  at  the  time  of  that  fecond  riot  ? — I  faw 
him  alive  at  the  firft  beginning  of  the  fecond  riot. 

Was  Caflbn  before  that  fecond  riot  knocked  down  or  not  ? — Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Mr.  Morgan.     I  beg  to  have  that  queftion  repeated  ? — J  faw  Ward  before. 

Had  Ward  a  ftick  in  his  hand  ?— 1  cannot  fay,  there  were  a  great  many  of  them» 
and  they  had  fticks. 

Crofs'Cxamlncd  by  Afr.  Garrow. 

What  are  you  bcfides  conftable? — 1  am  conftable  and  beadle  of  the  parifh  of  ot« 
Ann's,  and  a  gardener  by  trade. 

Have  you  been  a  gardener  lately  r — Yes,  1  follow  it  every  day. 

You  was  attending  your  duty  in  Covent  Garden  the  day  you  have  defcribed  ? — Yof. 

How  did  it  happen  to  become  your  duty,  who  were  a  conftable  at  Limehoufe,  to 
attend  to  preferve  the  peace  at  the  Weftminfter  Eledlion  ?— Here  are  my  inftru6Uoos.

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Did  you  attend  fo  ?         Yes, 

Does  your  long  ftaiF  go  into  your  pocket  ? — It  is  a  two  foot  ftaff,  I  put  it  into  my 
coat  pocket  for  my  conveniency. 

You  talk  of  fomething  happening  near  Mr.  Fox's  houfe,  that  was  the  Unicom,  was 
it  ? — I  never  faw  the  fign. 

What  countryman  do  you  happen  to  be  r — I  am  what  you  may  call  an  Old  Englifli** 
man. 

How  did  you  know  that  was  an  Irilh  mob  ? — ^The  Irifh  are  a  fet  of  people  that  are 
very  frequently  in  thofe  cafes. 

So  you  take  every  man  that  is  in  a  riot  to  be  a^  Irishman  ? — Sir,  I  do  not  fey  every 
mob  is  compofed  of  Iriflimen,  I  believe  there  were  more  Irifhmen  than  Englifhmen. 

So  you  came  round  the  back  of  the  church  you  fay  ? — I  walked  all  round  the  church, 
I  went  through  a  paffage  that  comes  into  King-ftreet,  and  I  told  my  brother  officers 
and  the  Juftice,  that  there  was  a  number  of  people  with  flicks  at  Mr.  Fox's  houfe ; 
I  had  been  infiide  the  Huftings,  and  was  ordered  out  when  the  High  Bailiff  went  ofi^ 
and  Mr.  Fox  went  out. 

How  long  was  you  in  marching  round  through  Henrietta-ftreet,  King-ftreet,  and  the 
Huttings,  before  you  told  your  brother  officers  what  was  likely  to  happen  J — About 
feven  or  eight  minutes. 

Your  companion,  Mr.  Wilmot,  however  told  you,  you  foolifh  blockhead,  wc  are 
able  to  beat  five  thoufand  ? — Mr.  Wilmot  was  not  my  companion,  I  looked  upon  thefe 
gentlemen  as  appointed  by  the  laws  of  this  country  to  keep  the  peace  there. 

Was  thefe  five  thoufana  to  be  beat  by  your  gang  armed  with  tattoos  and  bludgeons?^ 
— ^It  was  not  my  gang. 

I  beg  your  pardon  if  I  have  offended  you  or  Mr.  Wilmot ;  but  by  whom  were  the 
five  thoufand  to  be  beat,  was  it  not  by  the  men  from  the  Tower  Hamlets,  that  Mr. 
Wilmot  was  fuppofed  to  beat  the  five  thoufand  ? — I  do  not  know  what  you  mean  by 
tattoos. 

Was  it  not  by  thefe  Tower  Hamlet  fellows  ? — I  look  upon  the  officers  belonging  ta 
the  Tower  Hamlet  as  capabl    as  any  others. 

Was  it  not  bv  the  men  that  came  from  the  Tower  Hamlets  ? — I  cannot  fay  any  fucK 
thin^;,  how  do  1  know  any  thing  of  the  principles  of  other  people? 

Had  not  the  regular  Weft  minder  peace  officers  quitted  thfe  garden  ? — I  do  rK)tknow 
them,  there  were  a  hundred  with  long  ftaves. 

Were  they  Weftminiter  coiiftables  ? — I  cannot  fay. 

How  many  came  with  you  from  the  Fower  Hamlets  ? — Only  four  exit  of  my  parifh, 
I  do  not  know  how  many. 

'    Where  was  you  nwftered  when  you  went  to  Cbvent  Garden  ? — At  a  place  they  call, 
an  Auflion  Room. 

It  is  not  called  Patterfon's  Room  ?  I  cannot  tell,  it  was  in  King-ftreet. 

How  many  of  you  were  affembled  at  this  mufterroom  on  the  morning  of  the  lOth  ? 
-—I  cannot  tell. 

VV Pie  there  fo  few  as  fixty  ? — I  cannot  tell. 

'^vere  there  fo  feW  as  one  hundred,  of  you  muttered  there?— I  fuppofe  the  room 
woTil'd  not  !.old  one  hundred. 

Were  tlir-e-  affcmMied  in  that  morning  fo  few  as  two  hundred  } — ^I  cannot  tell. 

Were  "here  fo  few  as  three  himduid  upon  your  oath.r — 1  have  been  a  peace  officer 
feven  years  ^ifi  Eafter  Tuelclay ;  1  am  conduchor  of  all  the  offices  in  the  parifti. 

What  office  do  tou  hold  immediately  under  Mr.  Wilmot  ? None  at  all,  I  never 

leceived  i  f^rihing  of  his  money  in  my  life;  I  was  fent  for  by  a  Gentleman^  who  is 

the  H^gh  Conftable's  fon,  Mr.  Elliot. 

-    ^  How 
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How  long  a^o  is  it  fince  he  found  you  out  ? He  Atw  me  there. 

You  know  that  is  not  my  quellion. 1  believe  it  might  be  in  the  couife  of  a  Jay 

or  two  afterwards. 

Was  not  you  fent  for  before  the  Coroner's  inquifition  fat  on  the  body  of  Cafion  ?— 
1  do  not  know  when  that  fat ;  I  faw  Ward  with  his  ftick  up  like  the  other  chairmen. 

Had  he  his  blue  great  coat  on  ? 1  cannot  (ay,  I  was  not  clofe  to  him  above  a  mi- 
nute before  I  was  knocked  down. 

You  had  never  feen  Ward  before  in  your  life? — No;  I  remember  the  features  of  the 
man,  I  do  not  remember  any  thing  particular  he  had  in  his  dr.  fs. 

Mr.  Baron  Pcrryn*     Did  you  fee  any  body  ftrike  the  dcceafed  at  any  time  ? — ^No. 

JOSEPH    GILMORE  ftvorn. 
Examined  by  Mr.  Syhefter. 

What  are  you  ? — A  carpenter ;  I  live  at  the  Three  Tuns  m  Flect-ftreet ;  I  was  at 
Covent  Garden  on  the  loth  of  May. 

Did  you  fee  the  deceafed  CafTon  ftruck  r — I  did. 

Who  ftruck  him  ? This  man  in  the  blue  coat  with  a  red  cape,    Patrick  Tsi- 

cholfon. 

What  did  you  fee  him  ftrike  the  deceafed  with  ? — A  large  ftick  with  a  nob  to  it. 

Where  did  he  ftrike  him  ? — On  the  fide  of  the  head. 

Where  did  the  deceafed  ftand  at  the  time  he  was  ftruck  ? — ^Near  to  the  pump. 

Which  fide  of  the  head  did  he  ftrike  him  ? — I'hat  I  cannot  fay  particularly,  whether 
it  was  the  right  or  left. 
.    Did  he  fall  with  the  blow  he  received  ? — Yes, 

Did  any  thing  happen  after  that  ? — I  did  not  fee  any  thing  more;  I  faw  him  taken 
into  Wood's  Hfotel  two  minutes  after. 

Are  you  fure  that  man  was  the  man  that  ftruck  the  deceafed  ?— I  am  fure  of  it, 
upon  my  word,  upon  my  honour,  and  upon  my  oath. 

Have  you  feen  him  fince  the  affair  ? — Never. 

Crofs-examined  by  Mr.  Erjkint* 

Pray,  Sir,  was  you  examined  before  the  Coroner  ? — ^No,  I  was  not. 

When  was  it  tnat  you  made  this  difcovery  to  any  body  that  you  are  telling  us 
now  ?— Yefterday  in  the  afternoon,  the  reafons  I  will  tell  you  prefently. 

You  faw  this  man  ftruck  by  the  prifoner  at  the  bar  ? — I  did, 
-  Then  you  knew  at  the  time,  for  you  fay  you  faw  him  carried  into  Wood's  Hotel, 
that  that  was  the  man  that  was  killed  ? — I  imagined  him  to  be  the  man  by  his  drefs. 

Perhaps  then  you  can  favour  us  with  the  reafon  why  you  did  not  make  the  difcovery 
fooner  ? — ^My  reafon  was  this,  I  had  made  application  befor'i  concerning  the  ftriking 
of  Mr,  Nafli ;  one  Kenny  had  ftruck  Nafti,  I  gave  my  addrefs  as  living  over  the  water, 
at  the  General  Elliot,  in  Black man-ftreet ;  I  liud  never  heard  any  thing  of  the  matter, 
.  and  I  came  up  to  the  Old  Bailey  yefterday  about  a  little  bufinefs  I  had  of  my  own  in 
hand,  and  I  lighted  of  Mr,  Nafti ;  1  fpoke  to  him,  and  afked  him  if  that  affair  was 
roming  on ;  he  faid  it  was  to  come  on  this  Jay,  and  tht'refore  defired  I  would  attend 
the  Old  Bailey ;  I  then  gave  a  fecond  addrefs  where  I  did  live,  and  as  fuch  I  received 
notice  to  attend  this  morning. 

As 
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As  foon  as  this  man  was  ftruck,  you  faw  him  carried  into  Wood's  Hotel  ? — ^I  went 
away  from  there  and  went  round,  and  I  came  round  to  Wood's  Hotel,  and  the  man 
was  brought  in 

You  faw  Nafh  afliulted  ?— Yes. 

How  long  after  ? — —I  fuppofe  it  might  be  very  near  an  hour  after  that  affair  hap- 
pened* 

Have  you  ever  feen  the  prifoner  at  tlie  bar  before  ? 1  had  feen  him  in  the  Garden 

before,  and  I  had  feen  him  at  feme  houfes  ;  I  never  faw  liim  do  any  outrageous  ad. 

Was  not  you  examined  before  the  Juftice  about  Kenny  ?*— Yes,  and  that  is  the  very 
reafon  I  aflert  what  I  do. 

You  told  nobody  of  this  there  ? — No,  I  was  never  afked. 

You  knew  CaiTon  had  been  killed  at  this  time  ? — He  had. 

You  knew  that? — I  did. 

You  never  mentioned  it  ? — I  was  alked  whether  that  was  the  man  that  hit  Caffon, 
I  told  them,  no ;  I  was  not  ailked  whetlier  or  no  I  faw  Caflbn  hit  or  no,  that  queilion. 
was  never  afked  me. 

Will  you  fwear  that  ? — I  will.  Sir ;  the  queftion  was  never  afked  me  to  my  know« 
ledge ;  the  qucflion  afked  me  was,  whether  I  had  feen  tliat  man  ftrike  Caffon ;  I 
la^  no. 

Uid  you  fay  you  had  feen  him  ftruck  ?-i— I  did. 

Did  you  fay  by  whom  ? — I  did  not,  becaufe  I  did  not  know  his  name. 

Did  you  endeavour  to  defcribe  his  perfon,  that  he  might  be  apprehended  N— No,  I 
never  was  afked. 

You  knew  that  the  Juftice  was  fitting  to  enquire  into  the  death  of  Caffon  ?— -Yes* 

For  that  purpofe,  and  for  that  purpofe  only  ? — Yes. 

You  came  to  give  evidence  about  Nafh  ? — Yes. 

Was  .not  you  then  afked  ? — Never  to  my  knowledge,  there  was  not  fuch  a  queftiom 
put  to  me. 

Do  you  know  that  Gentleman  ? — ^Yes. 

Did  he  not  put  any  fuclr  oueftion  ? — ^No. 

Did  you  not  know  that  the  very  purpofe  for  which  the  magiftrate  was  fitting,  wa$- 
to  fee  whether  it  could  be  found  out  who  it  was  that  ftruck  the  mortal  blow?— The 
purpofe  that  I  went  for  was,  to  be  a  witnefs  whether  that  man  was  the  manor  not ;  I 
was  afked  whether  Kenny  was  the  man;  I  did  not  fay  to  the  Juftice  that  fknew 
who  the  man  was ;  I  faid  that  I  knew  feveral  that  was  in  the  crowd. 

Now  you  know  that  Kenny  was  only  charged  with  affifting  fomebody  that  kiUedhim? 
—Yes. 

Not  charged  with  having  ftruck  the  blow  at  CafTon  himfelf,  but  with  affifting  fome* 
body  that  had ;  you  knew  that  fadt  ? — 1  did. 

1  hen  you  knowing  who  the  perfon  was,  that  was  unknown  to  th©  Juftice,  that'had 
ftruck  him,  whom  Kenny  was  fuppofed  to  have  affifted,  did  not  tell  the  Juftice?-— The 
queftion  never  was  put. 

Who  /hewed  you  Nicholfon  yefterday  ? — Nobody  at  all,  I  did  not  fee  him  yefterday  ; 
I  knew  the  man  when  he  came  to  the  bar,  and  I  had  not  £ben  him  but  five  or  lix 
times. 

What  was  your  other  bufinefs  at  the  Old  Bailey  ? — ^I  had  a  little  job,  a  lock,  and  I 
was  going  to  get  a  key  to  it. 

W^s  it  about  no  trial? — No,  Sir. 

Nor  yon  never  was  examined  about  any  trial  ?— -I  have  had  no  notice.. 

Did 
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Did  not  you  come  with  Nafli  'vith  a  brief  to  that  gentleman  ?— No,  netcr  in  my  Hfe, 
nor  never  knew  him. 

Nor  you  know  nothing  of  the  matter  ? — ^No,  Sir. 

You  lay  nobody  a£ked  you  if  you  faw  who  was  the  perfon  ? — ^I  fay  fo. ' 

Court.  How  did  you  know  that  this  was  the  man  that  was  taken  into  cuflody 
when  you  did  not  know  his  name  ? — I  heard  that  the  man  was  in  cuftody,  and  as  I 
was  coming,  I  faw  Nafh,  and  afked  him  when  his  affair  came  on  concerning 
Kenny;  he  faid  he  did  not  know;  fays  I,  1  have  had  no  notice  of  it,  it  has  amazed 
me  much ;  fays  he,  I  believe  it  will  come  on  to-morrow,  as  the  men  are  in  cuitody ; 
you  muft  attend  to-morrow  morning  at  nine  o'clock ;  accordingly  this  morning  a  perfon 
came  to  me  to  defire  me  to  come  down  to  the  Old  Bailey,  and  I  was  then  informeid  that 
the  men  were  in  cuftody. 

Did  you  know  his  name  before? 1  did  not,  nor  do  I  know  that   that   is  his 

name  now. 

You  came  quite  accidentally  to  the  Old  Bailey  yefterday  ? Yes,  I  did  not  know 

till  yefterday  that  I  came  up,  tnat  thefe  men  were  to  he  tried,  1  did  not  know  a  word 
of  it,  I  was  going  to  fearch  the  brokers  for  a  key,  I  went  to  feveral,  their  names  I  do 
not  know. 

In  what  ftreet  did  you  go  to  any  ftiop  ? Jn  Turnmill-ftreet,  and  Peter-ftreet,  and 

Gow-crofs,  and  now  the  lock  lays  at  Mr.  Ive's,  ironmonger,  in  Fleet-ftreet ;  I  could 
not  get  a  key  to  it. 

Do  you  remember  the  marrow-bones  and  cleavers  ? — I  do. 

Was  it  tefore  or  after  this  mUn  received  his  death  wound  that  they  marched  ? — The 
marrow-bones  and  cleavers  came  firft. 

Did  not  you  fay  it  was  in  King-ftreet  you  faw  the  affray  ? — ^I  faw  Nafli  knocked 
down  in  King-ftreet. 

Mr.  Sylvejier.  When  you  was  before  the  magiftrate,  were  either  of  the  prifoners  in 
cuftody  then  ?— — Not  that  I  faw. 

EDWARD    ARNOLD  /worn. 
Examined  by  Afr.  Morgan. 

What  are  you  ?         A  carpenter  and  joiner. 

Court.     He  is  not  upon  the  indiflment  neither. 

Mr.  Fielding.     No,  thefe  are  all  new  difcoveries. 

Mr.  Morgan.    Where  do  you  live  r At  No.  2,  in  Mount  PIcafant ;    I  was  at 

Co  vent  Garden  on  the  loth  of  May  ;  I  faw  Caflbn  ftruck. 

How  was  he  drefled  ? In  a  fnuff-coloured  coat  and  a  green  waiftcoat. 

What  fort  of  ftuff was  his  waiftcoat  made  of? — Shag. 

Do  you  know  either  of  the  prifoners  at  the  bar  ?  look  at  them. 

Mr.  Fielding.     And  loook  round  the  Court,  look  here. Tliat  is  the  man  in  the 

blue  coat  and  a  red  cape,  Nicholfon,  that  is  the  man  I  faw  ftrike  Caflbn  twice. 

Did  you  fee  him  do  any  thing  elfe  ? — I  think  he  jumped  upon  him. 

Did  you  fee  any  of  the  other  men  ? — I  did. 

(Mr.  Erjkine  fent  word  to  have  the  prifoncr  Nicholfon  removed  from  the  corner  of  the  bar 

to  the  middle.) 
Crofs-^xamined  by  Mr.  Pigot. 

How  happened  you  to  he  at  Covent  Garden  ? — I  happened  to  be  ill,  and  curiofity 
led  me  there ;  I  had  no  hand  in  the  riot ;  1  wus  there  between  one  and  two,  and  ftaid 
there  till  the  Eleftion  was  over. 

3  E  *  You 
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You  only  took,  a  folitary  walk  r — ^Yes, 

Do  you  Know  Gilmore  ? — Yes. 

Where  does  he  live,  in  your  neighbourhood  r — He  is  an  old  acquaintance  of  mine;: 
we  were  not  together, 

He  was  there  by  accident,  as  you  was  r — Very  likely. 

You  fay  Nicholfon  is  the  man? — I  think  he  was  the  fame  man,  the  perfoa  in  the 
blue  coat  and  red  cape,  that  gave  the  blow. 

Did  you  ever  fee  hiin  before  r — Never  in  my  life. 

Did  you  ever  fee  him  fince  ? — Never. 

What  did  he  ftrike  him  with  r — A  ftick. 

W^hat  fort  of  a  ftick  ? — I  believe  it  was  an  afli  ftick,  with  a  club  at  the  end  of  it. 

How  was  he  drdTed  ? 1  remember  only  his  features,   he  had  loft  his  nofe  and 

one  eye. 

So  the  features  of  a  man  whom  you  have  never  feen  before,  and  never  faw  fince^  you. 
know  perfectly  well  t — I  th'uik  he  is  the  very  man. 

Now,  Mr.  Arnold,  you  do  not  know  how  he  was  drefled  ? — ^No,  it  is  the  features 
of  the  man ;  1  faw  the  man  carried  to  Wood's  Hotel,  I  nevec  moved  from,  the  place 
where  I  flood. 

How  near  was  it  from  the  place  where  Caffon  received  the  blow  ?— I  ftood  a  little- 
diftance  from  the  back  of  the  Gentlemen,  by  the  fteps  goine  up  to  the  Huftings ;  when 
the  man  was  carried  away  I  went  up  to  the  other  end  of  the  Huftii^s,  I  went  with, 
him,  1  never  quitted  the  place  where  I  ftood  till  he  was  carried  to  Wood  s  Hotel. 

Was  he  carried  immediately  from  the  place  where  he  fell  to  Wood's  Hotel? — ^In.thc- 
courfe  of  two  minutes. 

And  you  followed  him  ? — Yes. 

There  was  fome  examination  into  the  matter  by  the  Coroner's  Inqueft  ?— I  did  not 
ftop  any  longer. 

Do  you  know,  or  do  you  not  know,  that  whenever  a  man  is  killed  there  is  always 
an  examination  before  a  Coroner  r — Yes. 

Did  you  go  before  that  Coroner's  Inqueft,  and  tell  that  you  knew  the  man  that  had 
given  Caflbn  a  mortal  blow  ? — ^No. 

Did  you  ever  offer  to  talk  with  Gilmore  ? — I  told  him,  we  were  fpeaking  together,, 
and  I  faid  it  was  a  cruel  thing  to  fee  a  man  murdered  in  that  way. 

When  might  you  happen  to  have  this  converfation  with  Gilmore,  laft  Friday  fe'n-^ 
night  ? — ^No,  Sir,  it  was  laft  Wednefday. 

What  did  Gilmore  fay  upon  that  ? — He  faid  he  could  give  his  oath  that  he  faw  the 
man,  and  I  told  him  the  fame  when  we  were  in  difcourfe  together  laft  Wednefday. 

Court.     Gilmore  iaid  he  never  fpoke  to  aiiy  perfon  about  it,  let  him  be  afked. 

Mr.  Fielding.     My  Lord,  he  has  been  in  Court  all  the  time. 

You  never  converfed  with  Gilmore  about  it  till  laft  Wednefday  ? — No.. 

You  met  him  accidentally  ? — I  did,  and  he  faid  he  thought  he  could  fweai*  to  the 
man ;  I  faid  I  thought  I  fliould  know  the  man  too. 

Did  you  tell  any  body  elfe  of  it  ? — The  perfon  I  work  for,  Mr.  Stokes,  he  advifed 
me  to  come  and  tell  what  1  did  know ;  I  have  not  mentioned  a  word  about  it  till 
this  day. 

Then  from  Saturday  till  to-day  you  never  fpoke  to  any  body  ? — No. 

Not  to  any  of  the  people  that  condudl  this  profecution  r — No. 

You  come  here  perfedlly  voluntary,  ne\'er  been  fubpoened,  never  deflred  ? — ^No.. 

Court.     1  cannot  fee  how  he  was  upon  the  Gentlemen's  briefs. 

Mr.  Pigot.     No,  my  Lord,  it  is  not  to  be  accounted  for. 

Mr. 
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M.r.  Aforgan.  In  a  crofs  examination  of  futh  witnefles  in  fuch  a  caufejj  it  is  per- 
fe6Hy  extraordinary,  but  perfedly  confiftent  with  the  whole  condu<ft  of  the  parties,  to 
intrude  obfervations. 

Mr.  Pigot.  And  with  fuch  a  witnefs,  in  fuch  a  caufe,  it  deferves  a,  reprehenfion,  and 
I  wifli  it  was  in  my  power  to  give  it  fuch  a  reprehenfion  as  it  deferves. 

Mr.  Pigot.  You  came  here  to-day  without  aJiy  fubpoena  ? — Yes,  in  company  with 
a  Gentleman  I  work  for.        . 

Is  he  a  witnefs  too? — ^No,  I  believe  not. 

Have  you  fecn  Gilmorc  to-day  at  all  t — Yes,  I  have,  but  had  no  converfation  con- 
cerning this. 

No,  that  I  dare  fay. He  was  in  the  room,  there  was  no  converfation  about  this 

bufmefs. 

You  never  heard  by  any  accident  that  any  reward  was  to  be  given  ?— I  do  not  wifii 
for  a:iy  resvard. 

I  know  you  do  not  wifh  for  it,  bccaufc  I  know  you  are  quite  above  it ;  but  I  want 
to  kiiow  whether  you  ever  heard  of  it  by  any  accident  ? — No,  never. 

You  never  read  the  newl'papers  ? — I  never  faw  it  in  the  newfpapers. 

I  know  you  never  did. — I  jbmetimcs  read  the  newfpapers. 

You  never  walk  abroad  r — My  bulinefs  lays  abroad. 

You  never  read  any  hand  bills  that  aj-e  ftuck  up  at  the  corners  of  flreets  ? — I  never, 
faw  it. 

Did  you.  never  caft  your  eyes  to  the  corners  or  ends  of  ftreets,  or  thofe  places  where 
they  flick  up  haiid  bills  ?— I  have  feen  difFercnt  thhigs,  but  I  never  faw  that. 

You  read  fuch  things  fometim.s,  they  interefl  you  a  little  ? — ^Unlefs  I  am  going  by', 
I  do  not  take  any  notice;  they  are  things  that  do  not  concern  me,  but  this  I  never 
faw  nor  never  heard  of. 

There  were  fome  marrow-bones  and  cleavers  at  the  front  of  the  Huttings  ? — Yes. 

That  was  before  Caflbn  was  killed,  was  it  not  ? — Yes,  and  I  don*t  know  how  long 
after;  they  were  there  before  and  after  the  time  I  flaid. 

The  marrow-bones  and  cleavers  were  there  before  ? — ^They  were  there  before  at  the 
bottom  part. 

Court.     Was  net  this  bill  of  indiftment  found  on  Friday  ? — Yes. 

JOHN      JOSEPH     fworn. 
Examined  by  Mr.  Sylvefter. 

Was  you  at  Covent  Garden  on  the  loth  of  May  ? — ^Yes,  I  am  a  coal-porter  in  Duck- 
lane,'  Weftminfter. 

Did  you  fee  the  poor  man  that  was  killed  ftruck  ? — ^I  do  not  know  Gentlemen  whe- 
ther that  was  the  man  or  not. 

Where  did  the  man  ftand  that  you  faw  ftruck? — He  flood  within  fix  or  eight  yards 
of  the  pump. 

How  was  he  drefled  ? — In  a  fnuff  coloured  brown  coat,  and  green  fhag  waifl- 
coat ;  to  the  beft  of  my  knowledge,  he  had  a  round  hat  on,  and  his  own  hair. 

Where  was  he  ftruck  ? — On  the  left  fide  of  his  head. 

What  was  he  ftruck  with  ? — With  a  flat  bludgeon,  the  nob  of  the  bludgeon  was 
flat. 

Defcribe  the  end  of  it  ? — The  head  of  the  bludgeon  was  flat. 

Who  ftruck  him  that  blow  on  the  head  ? — Gentlemen,  I  cannot  fwear  that ;  I  cannot 
fwear.that  th&man  that  Patrick  Nicholfon  ftruck  was  tlie  man  that  was  murdered; 
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I  faw  the  beginning  of  it;  hut  the  end  of  it  I  did  not  Hop  to  fee?  I  favr  the  prifo- 
ner  >ficliolfon  ftrike  a  man,  drefled  in  a  brown  fnufF  coloured  coat  and  grejen  ihag 
waiflcoat,  and  a  rpund  hat. 

What  became  of  that  man  who  received  the  blow  from  Nicholfon  ?  I  do  not  know, 
—I  did  not  ftop— I  went  away  immcJif^tely  ;  at  the  blow  that  came  from  the.prifoner 
Nicholfon,  the  man  fell  down  like  a  bbck. 

Did  you  fee  theprifoner  Nicholfon  after  ? — Yes,  I  faw  him  and  took  him;  I  lived  by 
him  for  years. 

Are  you  fure  he  was  the  man  ? — I  am  fure  he  was  the  man  that  ftruck  the  blow; 
but  wliether  that  was  the  man  that  had  his  death  from  the  blow,  I  cannot  fay. 

Did  any  thing  pafs  the  next  day  ? — The  next  morning  I  came  to  my  own  door,  it 
rained  very  hard,  and  Nicholfon,  and  a  girl  that  he  kept,  ftood  together;  he  faidy  I  be- 
lieve I  flxall  not  be  at  the  Huflings  to  day,  for  I  expert  a  warrant  againft  me* 

Look  at  thofe  other  men  ? — I  do  not  know  one  of  them, 

Court.  How  long  have  you  known  Patrick  Nicholfon? — Abput  four  or  five 
years. 

Crofs-examined  by  Mr.  Erjkine. 

How  long  was  this  after  the  marrow- bones  and  cleaners  went  acrofs? — The  mar*^ 
row-bones  and  cleavers  went  twice,  and  at  the  fecond  time  of  their  coming  this  happen- 
ed ;  they  fidl  ,went  from  Henrietta-ftreet,  tovvards  King-ftreet. 

You  fay  at  the  fecond  time? — I  have  given  my  evidence  as  plain  as  I  can:  have  I. 
given  my  evidence,  or  have  I  not  ? 

But  you  muft  anfwer  a  little  more  ? — I  fay,  as  they  came  back  again  tHe  fecpnd  time 
with  the  marrow-hones  and  cleavers. 

Coutt.  Was  this  before  fuch  time  as  the  blows  were  given  ? — ^Yes,  it  was  at  the  time 
the  blows  were  given. 

Mr.  Erjkine.     You  call  yourfelf  a  coal-porter  ? — ^Yes, 

You  was  a  foldicr  once  ? — ^Yes. 

You  are  not  a  foldier  now  ? — I  am  a  foldier  now. 

That  diiciplijie  was  a  little  too  fevere  ? — What  do  you  mean  by  difcipline  ? 

Many  a  better  man  than  I  or  you  either  have  had  difcipline;  out  never  a  worfe  man. 
than  you  I  believer — 1  always  did  ray  duty  as  a  foldier*. 

You  have  been  in  America,  have  you  not  ? — ^Yes. 

You  have  had  a  pretty  fevere  flogging  there  ? — So  has  many  more. 

Can  you  remhember  what  it  was  for  t — It  was  for  robbing. 

Did  not  you  charge  a  man  with  an  attempt  to  commit  an  unnatund  crime  upon  you?: 
—No,  Sir,  I  did  not. 

You  will  fwear  tha*^  ^ — I  will  fwear  it  and  prove  it ;  I  dane  any  m^  to  fay  that. 

I  lay  it.  Sir,  iv-xiS  will  prove  it. — I  infift  upon  it  that  you  would. 

You  did  not } — Never,  I  will  front  the  man  that  fays  fo. 

Perhaps  you  do  not  know  Mr.  Hubbard  r — I  know  him,  fend  for  him  if  y«u  pkafe;. 
I  infift  upon  his  being  fent  for. 

He  went  over  to  /  inerica  with  you  ? — Yes,  I  know  him  well. 

You  vvcr^"  in  tlve  lame  reqiirient  with  hi.n  ? Yes,  and  in  the  fame  company* 

And  was  fiot  you  tUigged  ? — I  am  not  come  here  to  be  flogged. 

But  I  will  flog  an  aiilwer  out  '  T  vou  : Was  you,  or  was  you  not  with  Hubbard  in 

America;    and   did  not    you  receive   five   hundred   lafhes  ? — That   does   not   concern 
tH'i'^  hufinefs,  1  am  not  come  on  that  hufmefs  now;  this  is  not  what  I  came  about. 

Court.  You  ha'  e  no  right  to  afk  him  for  what  crime  he  was  flogged^  I  io  not  think 
a  laan  is  obliged  to  anfwer  any  t^ucftion  to  his  own  turpitude. 
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Mr.  Erjkine.  My  Lord,  with  great  fubmiffion,  I  have  always  underftood,  that  no 
man  is  in  a  Court  of  Juftice  to  be  afked  as  to  any  thine  that  may  bring  a  profecution 
upon  hitn ;  but  in  order  to  get  at  the  veracity  of  a  witneis,  and  to  fee  whether  this  man 
is  really  fpeaking  truth  or  not,  I  have  a  right  to  afls.  him  to  an  ofience  which  is  paft  and 
gone,  and  for  which  he  cannot  receive  punifhment  again. 

Court.  I  have  always  underftood  that  no  man  or  woman  is  to  be  afkpd  a  queftion 
that  tends  to  difeface  themfelves,  I  have  known  a  woman  aiked  whether  ihe  ever  had  a 
baftard  child,  and  it  has  always  been  flopped. 

Mr.  Erjkine.  It  is  quite  I'ufficient  for  me  upon  this  occafion  that  the  man  has  po- 
fitively  fworn  that  he  never  was  flogged. — I  defy  you  or  any  man  in  this  kingdom  tp 
lay  that  I  have  ever  robbed  any  man. 

Then  you  have  been  very  unfortunate  in  having  been  taken  for  other  people. 

Do  you  know  Mr.  Rothen  ? — Yes,  as  honeft  a  man  as  ever  touched  the  gallows. 

How  often  have  you  been  in  the  watch-houfe  ? — I  have  been  in  the  watch-hoofe  a- 
dozen  or  fourteen  times,  always  for  fighting. 

And  nothing  elfe  ? — ^No,  Str,  nothmg  elfe,  I  defy  you. 

Perhaps  you  do  not  know  Mr.  Groves  ? — Who  is  he  ? 

He  knows  you.  He  knows  me,  what  can  he  fay ; — that  I  have  been  whipped 
again  ? 

Do  you  recolleft  refifting  him  with  knives  along  with  Champnefs  ? — ^No,  Sir,  I 
never  aid. 

When  he  had  a  warrant  againft  you  ? ^You  mean  I  aflifted  him. 

I  mean  you  would  not  fuflfer  yourfelf  to  be  taken,  but  refitted  hin^  with  knives^— •- 
Tf  you  will  £hew  me  the  Gentleman  I  will  tell  you,  but  I  cannot  without 
you  do. 

GEORGE     ELLIOTT    fwom 

I  am  a  broker  by  trade — ^I  am  High  Conftable  of  the  Tower  Hamlets. 

Did  you  attend  the  Huttings  on  the  loth  of  May  ?— Yes^  with  my.  conttibles,  ia 
coniequence  of  an  order  from  Sir  Sampfon  Wright. 

Was  Caflbn  one  of  your  conttablcs  ? Yes. 

Did  you  fee.  the  deceafed  whiltt  he  was  on  the  ground  ? ^Yes.. 

What  was  his  drefsat  the  time  ? — I  am  not  clear  as  to  the  colour  of  his  coat,  but  I 
believe  he  had  a  fort  of  green  ftiag  waiftcoat. 

Did,  or  did  not  that  man  die  ? — He  died  at  Wood's  Hotel,  as  I  heard*. 

How  many  conttables  did  you  take  up  i — I  am  not  pofitive  to  the  nUBiber ;,  that  man 
had  only  three  with  him ;  I  iuppofe  I  hud  betweea  fifty  and  fixty*. 

Crafi^xtummd  iy  Mr  PigotU 

You  have  given  a  very  proper  evidence  ; — were  there  not  a  good  many  conftables 
made  and  brought  to  the  Huttings  ?— —  I  did  not  fee  a  man  there  that  was  not  a  parifh 
officer,  unlefs  it  was  four ;  there  were  four  came  to. me  to  receive  orders;.  1  told  them 
I  did  not  know  them. 

Court.  Was  you  prefent. at  this  mutter  in  Patterfon*s  auction. room,  inCovent  Gar- 
den ?— I  could  not  get  them  together  there,  Caflbn  was  the  firft  man  that  was  there,  I 
was  feveral  times  ia  the  auction  room^  on  Monday  fortnight  I  muttered  them  in  that 
xoom. 

Had  you  the  Tower  Hamlet  coaftahles  there  a  fortnight  before  ?— -I  had  as  many  as  I 
could.  get« 
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JONATHAN    REDGRAVE   /wflm. 
Examined  by  Air*  Syhcjier. 

I  am  a  conftable  of  St.  James's,  Clerkenwell,  I  was  at  Covcnt  Garden  on  the  XOth 
tof  Vlay,  when  this  unfortunate  man  met  with  his  death. 

Did  you  fee  who  it  was  that  ftruck  him  ? — No. 

Did  you  fee  any  perfons  particularly  a6live  at  that  time  ? — I  did,  I  faw  James  Murray- 
very  a<ilive  in  knocking  people  down,  and  Jikewife  he  ftruck  me  down. 

SWas  that  before  or  after  tliis   poor  man  met  with  his  death? — 1  believe  it  was  after  j 
it  mull:  be  after. 

How  long  after  r — Trn  minutes. 

Was  you  there  at  tluj  tiiiie  Mr.  Caflbn  received  his  death  ? — I  was  towards  Wood's 
Hotel,  and  this  was  done  towards  the  i)ump. 

WILLIAM     SEASONS    fwom. 

I  am  a  conftable  at  Clerkenwell,  on  the  loih  of  May  I  faw  Ward,  and  the  man  wicb 
the  one  eye,  that  is  Shaw,   I  did  not  fee  the  man  knocked  down. 

Was  you  engaged  in  taking  thefe  men  into  cuftody  "r — I  was  not. 

Did  you  fee^hem  taken,  either  of  them  ? — 1  did  not,  but  I  was  there  after  they  were 
taken. 

CHRISTOPHER    YOUNG    /worn. 
1  am  a  taylor  in  White-crofs-ftreet. 

Was  you  at  Covent  Garden  on  the  loih  of  May  ? — I  was  twenty-three  days  therv^. 
hut  I  cannot  fay  the  day  I  firft  \Nc?ir,  1  was  thire  at  the  \ery  time  and  place,  where 
the  poor  man  was  killed,  I  did  not  lee  him,  but  1  was  knocked  down  at  the  fame  time 
bv  ]ames  \V'ard. 

'  \\  as  that  before  or  after  Caflbn  had  received  his  death  blow? — I  do  not  know,  my 
breath  was  out  of  me,  I  was  taken  up  for  dead. 

Crofs  examined  by  M}\  Gar  row. 

Ward  was  among  the  marrow-bones  and  cleavers  ? — Yes,  he  hud  a  marrow-bone  in 
one  hand,  .  nd  a  cleaver  in  the  oilier,  drcfled  as  a  butcher  in  a  white  jacket. 
Had  lie  a  ftick  in  his  hand  r — No. 

Did  the  butchers  wear  white  jackets  ? — It  was  white  jackets,  or  flannel>  I  cannot  fay 
which. 

ROBERT     LINN  EL    fwom. 
Was  you  at  the  Huftings  wlien  Caffon  was  knocked  down  } — ^No,  Sir. 
Was  you  at  the  Huftings  on  the  loth  of  May  ? — Yes. 
Ditf  you  fee  any  thing  done  ? — Not  in  regard  of  the  murder. 
You  do  not  know  when  Caflbn  was  knocked  down  ? — No,  Sir. 
'^It,  Alorgan^     I  wifti  to  call  Mrs.  Caflbn,  to  prove,  the  dr  fs. 
Mr.  Gar  row.     !^he  has  been  in  the  gallery  all  the  time,  therefore  I  objeft  to  it. 
Mr.  Er/klnc.     It  is  a  verv  uncommon  thing. 

\_The  widow  w'ljhcd  to  /peak  from  the  gallery^  hut  was  not  permitted  by  tht.  CourtJ^ 

JOHN     HUNTER    /worn. 

I  am  a  Surgeon,  I  attended  the  wounded  man,  I  was  called  on  by  two  gentlemen  of 
my  acquaintance  to  go  to  Wood's  Hotel,  to  fee  a  man  who  had  received  fome  injury 
;it  tlie  Huftings,  at  Covent  Cjarden;  between  eight  and  nine  in  the  evening  \  went ! there 
and  found  a  man  in  bed,  perfe(511y  in  his  fenfes,  havii  g  all  the  marks  actending  either  a 
violent  blow  on  the  head,  or  fome  injury  done  to  the  vital  pars  of  the  ftomach  or  the 
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keart ;  I  was  informed  that  he  had  be^n  bled,  and  fome  phyfic  was  ordered,  I  faw  no- 
thing more  could  be  done,  I  examined  the  man  every  where  as  narrowly  as  1  could,  but 
I  faw  no  violence ;  there  was  a  furgeon  faid,  that  there  was  a  mark  of  violence  on  the  left 
fide  of  the  head  or  neck,  but  I  did  not  obferve  it ;  as  there  was  nothing  to  lead  me  to  a 
further  examination  I  left  him,  defiring  that  he  fhould  be  kept  quiet,  and  I  would  call 
in  the  morning ;  but  I  believe  I  fignified  that  I  did  not  fuppofe  that  1  fhould  find  the 
man  alive  in  the  morning ;  I  happened  to  be  out  that  evening,  feveral  people  called  on. 
me,  and  I  was  told  that  Mr.  Sheldon,  the  furgeon,  had  been  fent  for  to  meet  me ;  it 
was  paft  twelve  When  I  returned,  and  1  wrote  an  anfwer  that  I  would  meet  Mr.  Sheldon 
on  the  morrow  morning  at  ten  o'clock ;  the  fervant  came  back  and  told  me  the  man  was 
dead,  and  Mr.  Sheldon  was  there  then,  I  then  thought  there  was  no  neceffity  to  meet 
Mr.  Sheldon ;  I  received  an  order  the  next  day,  to  attend  the  Coroner  at  five  the  next 
evening  to  open  the  body,  Mr.  Sheldon  and  1  opened  the  body ;  on  opening  the  body 
we  found  irk  his  cheft  three  ribs  broke  on  the  left  fide,  and  fome  other  fmall  marks  of 
vioknce  not  of  much  fignihcation,  there  was  fome  extravafated  blood  in  the  cheft ;  I 
next  examined  the  head,  upon  making  an  incifion  into  his  cap  on  the  left  temple,  I  ob- 
fcrved  extravafated  blood  where  a  blow  moft  probably  had  been  received,  when  the  {kuM 
was  removed  we  obferved  more  blood  to  ifTue  than  common ;  at  the  firft  membrane  of 
the  Ikull,  we  found  oppofite  to  the  extravafated  blood,  a  confiderable  quantity  of  coa- 
gulated blood  laying  between  the  two  membranes  of  the  brain ;  we  examined  the  fkuli 
on  the  infide,  and  oppofite  to  that  from  where  the  firft  extravafated  blood  had  appeared^ 
there  were  found  feveral  fra6lures. 

Court.  Were  thofe  the  occafions  of  his  death  ? — Xo,  thofe  were  the  appearances  of 
it :  the  extravafated  blood  found  on  the  right  fide,  oppofite  to  where  the  blow  was  given, 
occafioned  by  the  blow,  was  the  caufe  of  his  death. 

What  do  you  fuppofe  the  blow  was  given  with  r — I  ftiould  fuppofe  it  was  given  by  a 
blunt  inftrument;  a  fharp  heavy  inftrument,  fuch  as  a  rod  of  iron,  will  make  a  very 
confiderable  external  appearance,  i>erhaps  greater  than  an  internal  one;  but  an  inftru- 
ment of  a  confiderable  fize,  and  with  confiderable  velocity,  may  make  no  external  ap- 
pearance, bccaufe  it  covers  fo  large  a  furface,  but  it  may  give  the  head  fuch  a  Qiock^ 
fuch  a  quick  velocity,  as  to  produce  extravafation. 

Court  to  Jury.  What  do  you-  fay  with  refpeft  to  the  prifoners  Ward,  Shaw,  and 
Murray ;  do  you  think  it  neceflfary  to  put  them  on  their  defence  ? 

Jury,     We  think  not. 

Court  to  prifoner  Nicholfon.  Now  is  the  time  to  make  your  defence,  your  Counfdb 
cannot  fpeak  tor  you  ? 

Frifoner.     I  leave  it  to  my  Counfel  and  Almighty  God! 

Captain     G  A  R  S  T  O  N    fivorn. 
Examined  by  Air.  Erjkine. 
Was  you  at  Cdvent  Garden  on  the  loth  of  May  ? — I  was. 
Was  you  there  at  the  clofe  of  the  poll  r — I  was. 
In  what  part  of  Covent  Garden  r — Abreaft  of  the  pump. 
At  what  diftance  ? — I  fuppofe  about  four  yards,  I  was  fitting  on  a  coacli  box. 
Did  you  fee  a  perfon  at  the  pump  that  bad  been  ftruck  by  fome  body.  ? — I  did. 
Which  you  know  now  to  be  the  perfon  we  have  been  talking  about  to-day  r — I  imar 
gine  fo. 

Was  he  laying  under  the  pump? — He  was  leaning  back  in  a  man^s  arms,  there  were 
ieveral  people  about  him,  they  were  giving  him  air ;  I  did  not  fee  the  blow  given. 

How  long  had  you  been  there  before  you  faw  this  man  in  that  condition  ?— About  a 
<i|Qarter  of  an  hour,  previous  to  the  clofe  of  the  poll*

Did  you  fee  the  man  knocked  down } — I  did  not  fee  him  ftruck,  I  iavr  Vim  when  he 
was  down. 

Did  you  at  that  time  obferve  any  of  the  chairmen  or  butchers  there?— There  were 
none  nigh  to  my  knowledge. 

Did  the  conftables  go  away  after  that  ? — After  that  they  began  ftriking  violently. 

Did  the  marrow-bones  and  cleavers  come  acrofs  after  that  ? — At  that  time  they 
flood  by  a  row  of  coaches  all  ciuiet,  with  their  cleavers  over  their  arms,  but  they  went 
towards  the  pump  and  returned  again,  ^nd  went  and  ftood  very  quiet  by  Mr.  Jennings's 
^oor,  then  they  were  taken  one  by  one,  to  the  Committee  Room* 

Crofs-examlncd  by  Mr.  Sylvefter. 

If  I  underftand  you  right,  you  were  upon  the  leads  of  the  Unicom  ?— Yes,  it  pro- 
jedls  a  good  way  out. 

The  Huftings  were  inclofed  in  the  boards  ? — Yes. 

Lucas  was  within  the  Huftings  ? — No,  Sir,  there  is  a  way  intirely  through  in  the 
front  of  the  Huftings,  and  there  is  a  rail,  and  he  was  there;  there  was  a  fcuffle. 

Between  whom  r — By  the  conftables  in  general,  as  I  faw,  I  do  not  know  but  they 
miglit  fcuffle  with  one  another,  they  hardly  knew  one  another,  and  the  conftables  went  to 
knock  down  every  man  that  called  out  Fox  for  ever,  they  did  not  knock  down  any  other 
perfon  whatever,  I  did  not  fee  who  ftruck  the  deceafed,  there  was  one  Mr,  Elliott,  he 
was  very  bufy  and  ftruck  away  very  violently,  and  there  was  Mr.  Wild  equally  the 
fame,  very  bufy. 

Did  he  ftrike  any  body  ? — ^I  faw  him  ftrike  people,  Lucas,  who  wears  fpe£tacles,  he 
was  very  bufy  all  the  wnole  time,  and  indeed  the  whole  of  the  Election. 

Was  there  no  chairmen  nor  butchers  about  Mr.  Fox's  fide  ? — ^There  were  not,  but 
there  were  plenty  of  fpedtators,  they  might  have  flicks,  I  did  not  trdce  particular  notice. 

Then  how  can  you  take  upon  yourfelf  to  fwear,  you  do  not  mean  to  fay,  that  round 
fhis  pump  there  were  none  but  conftables  ? — ^There  were  the  moft  conftables^  but  I 
cannot  fay  that  there  were  none  but  conftables. 

Did  you  know  the  prifoner  ?^— I  cannot  fay, 

CHRISTOPHER    JACOB  Jwom. 

Examined  by  Mr.  Fielding. 

What  are  you  ? — ^I  am  an  Umbrella-maker,  I  live  in  Round  Court,  I  was  at  Covent 
Garden  on  the  lOth  of  May. 

In  what  fituation  was  you  when  the  poll  clofed  ?— In  the  front  of  the  Huftings  about 
the  middle  part. 

And  at  that  time  all  was  quiet  ? — ^There  was  a  fcuffle  enfued  between  a  black  man 
and  a  white  man,  and  there  were  fome  conftables  before  the  rails,  and  they  jumped 
over  the  rails,  they  preffed  forward,  and  they  were  immediately  joined  by  another  body 
of  conftables,  the  name  of  one  is,  as  they  faid,  Lucas. 

From  what  fide  of  the  Huftings  did  tnis  body  of  conftables  come  ? — From  Wood*s 
Hotel,  every  one jof  them. 

How  many  conftables  might  there  be  colleSed  there  ? — ^There  might  be  forty,  I 
cannot  fay  exadlly,  thry  came  bearing  down  their  ftaves,  and  this  man  in  black,  with 
a  pair  ot  fpe£lacles  and  a  light  coloured  two  curled  wig,  I  am  told  his  name  is 
iucas^    he  ftruck  at  feveral  people,   they  bore  me  down  as  well  as  feveral  other 

people. 
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people^  and  they  prefled  onwarSs  towards  Henrietta-ftreet,  the  people  gave  way  towards 
the  pump.  ' 

What  happened  by  tlie  pump  at  that  time  ? — ^When  they  came  down  nearer  the  pump 
there  was  a  man  dreffed  with  white  ftockings  and  black  breeches ;  his  waiftcoat  f  can- 
not be  fure  to,  but  his  coat  was  of  the  olive  kind;  I  believe  his  waiftcoat  was 
green ;  I  faw  this  man  fight  with  Lucas  in  fpecSacles,  with  a  conftable's  ftaff  in  his 
hand,  and  they  faid  the  man  in  black  ftruck  a  blow,  which  blow  that  man  received. 

Court.  Where  did  that  blow  liglu  ? — ^Whether  he  ftruck  at  him  with  a  defign  I  can- 
not fay,  but  a  blow  that  man  received  fomewhereon  the  fide  of  his  head,  it  made  him 
ftagger  very  much  ;  the  man  tharniade  the  blow  at  me,  lifted  up  his  ftaff  at  the  fame 
time,  and  that  took  my  attention  from  the  man,  I  did  not  fee  him  dt-op,  but  I  faw 
him  reel,  I  was  preiTed  confiderably,  and  foon  after  I  came  upon  the  flag  ftones  facing 
the  watch -houfe,  then  I  looked  ana  faw  the  &me  man  under  the  pump,  they  were  rub- 
bing water  down  his  temples,  I  was  not  two  yards  from  him,  I  am  fure  it  was  the  fame 
man,  L  faw  no  others  than  conftables  that  were  about  him  at  that  time  when  I  faw 
the  blow  given  ;  when  I  came  on  the  flag  ftones,  Mr.  Sheridan  afked  me  who  the  man, 
was  that  hy  under  the  pump,  I  faid  I  did  not  know  who  he  was,  but  I  heard  he  was 
a  conftable,  I  faw  no  other  but  conftables. 

Did  you  fee  any  chairmen  or  any  perfons  refembling  chairmen  at  the  pump  at  that 
time  ? — No,  Sir,  I  do  not  know  that  that  was  the  man,  I  never  faw  him  after,  the  man 
that  was  under  the  pump  I  faw  the  blow  given  to. 

Did  you  fee  the  prii oners  there  ?— No,  1  did  not.. 

Mr.  Morgan.  What  are  you  ? — An  Umbrella-makerw 

Are  you  a  Jew  or  a  ChriiUai>? — I  am  a  Chriftian,  Sir,,  my  name  is  Jacob,  I  was 
there  moft  days,  I  wa^  there  that  day  from  one,  I  was  not  paid. 

You  did  not  fee  this  unhappy  man  trampled  on,  did  you  ? — ^No,  I  did  not. 

Had  you  feen  Caffon  any  time  before  to  fix  your  attention  upon  him,  fo  as  to  ob- 
ferve  wnether  he  was  an  oflScer  or  not  ? — I  do  not  know  that  he  was  an  officer,  only 
.as  the  people  (iud,  I  did  not  fee  him  with  a  ftaff  ia  his  hand,  I  did  not  defcribe  him  fo. 

WILLIAM    JENNER   fworn^ 
Examined  by  Mr.  Garrow. 

I  am  a  Breeches-maker,  I  live  in  St.  MartihVIanei. 

Was  you  in  Covent  Garden  the  lOth  of  May  t — ^I' was  near  the  church,  but  I  was- 
drove  down  by  the  mob  to  the  pump,  that  might  be  between  three  or  four,  I  went 
there  about  half  paft  twelve,  and  was  there  till  fix. 

Who  drove  you  down  to  the  pump  ? — I  was  drove  entirely  by  the  conftables. 

Did  you  fee  any  thing  remarkable  near  the  pump  ? — ^^'^es. 

WTiat  was  it  ?— I  faw  the  conftables  all  bear  down  in  a  full  body  from  Wood's  Hotel, 
which  is  King-ftreet  end  of  the  Haftings  down  to  the  pump ;  when  they  came  to 
the  pump,  I  was  ftanding  facinc:  the  fpot,  and  there  came  a  Head  conftable  with  the 
whole  kit  of  the  conftables,  each  had  a  black  ftaff  with  filver  tipped  at  each  end,  and  a 
crown  at  top;  it  was  about  *  wo  feet  long,  I  was  ftanding  there,  and  if  I  had  not  moved 
I  ftiould  have  been  knocked  down  by  it,  he  held  it  up  in  his  hand,  and  he  was  knocking 
down  all  before  him,  I  was  obliged  to  move  out  of  his  way,  or  elfe  I  fhould  have  got  a 
blow,  he  was  follow,  d  by  a  large  number  of  other  perfons,  the  multitude  ran  away. 

Did  you  fee  any  body  ftruck  ? — Yes,  there  was  a  man  on  the  right  hand  fide  of  me 
jBcar  the  pump ;  he  was  a  tallifti  man  between  forty  and  fifty,  dr^Ied  in  a  darkifli  co- 
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loured  coat  anil  a  ercen  feathered  waiftcdat ;  he  was  llruck  with  this  High  ConftaU^s 
fiaff  on  the  left  fide  on  the  temple. 

Did  the  blow  appear  to  be  fevere  ? — ^No,  it  did  not,  but  he  fell  with  the  blow ;  after 
he  was  knocked  down,  lie  was  trampled  over  by  the  other  conftables ;  he  was  taken  to 
the  comer  of  Mr.  Fox*^  houfe,  the  IJnicorn,  and  taken  up  one  pair  of  flairs,  and  there 
continued  an  hour. 

Where  was  he  carried  to  afterwards? — I  do  not  know,  I  never  faw  him  afterwards; 
I  was  up  there  half  an  hour  in  the  room* 

Crofs-examined  by  Mr.  Sylvefter. 

You  know  the  High  Conftable  of  Weftminfter  ? — ^Yes, 

It  was  not  he  that  knocked  the  man  down  ? — I  do  not  know  that  I  fhould  know  him 
again. 

LooV  at  each  of  thefe  High  ConAables,  was  it  either  of  them  ?— No,  I  do  not  fay 
it  ^vas,  but  1  am  fure  it  was  a  High  Conflable ;  the  man  I  (aw  had  do  ftaff;  there  was 
a  ferious  fcufRe  between  the  two  parties,  Mr.  Wray's  party  drove  oflF  Mr.  Fox's. 

They  were  all  pretty  peaceable  when  this  blow  was  given  ? — ^He  had  no  ftaff*  in  his 
hand,  the  man  that  was  knocked  down,  not  as  I  faw ;  I  cannot  right Iv  fwear  to  the 
conftable's  hat,  but  I  could  to  his  wig ;  I  am  fure  he  was  an  High  Conftable. 

NIr,  Erfklne.  The  other  witnefles,  that  have  fwom  againft  the  prifoners^  have 
fworn  to  the  dirc£t  contrary. 

WILLIAM     FOSSET     fworn. 
Examined  by  Mr.  Erjkhie. 

I  was  near  the  Huttings  on  the  loth  of  Mav — I  remember  the  conftables  coming 
round  from  King-ftreet  way  out  of  the  Huftings,  and  driving  the  populace  before 
them ;  there  were  a  vaft  number  of  them  indeed, — but  one  I  particularly  obferved  wa^ 
one  Lucas,  as  I  was  in  the  populace ;  I  was  obliged  to  make  way,  and  obferved  Lucas 
ftriking  a  man  who  happened  to  cry  out  Fox  for  ever. 

Did  he  ftrike  him  in  a  violent  manner  ? He  ftruck  him  in  a  violent  manner. 

That  was  his  only  fault  was  it  r — ^That  was  the  only  fault  I  faw  in  him. 

"What  were  the  populace  in  general  doing  when  the  conftables  were  driving  them 
with  their  fticks  ? — Nothing  but  crying  out  Fox  for  ever,  they  were  doing  no  mif- 
chief,  nor  offering  to  do  any ;  I  particularly  faw  this  Lucas  almoft  knock  a  man 
down. 

After  this  did  you  happen  to  be  near  the  pump? — I  will  tell  you, — firft  and  foremoft 
in  coming  along,  I  called  out  Gentlemen  conftables,  the  EledHon  is  over,  and  the 
books  are  clofed,  why  do  not  you  difperfe,  and  the  mob  will  difperfe  afterwards  ; 
and  juft  as  I  fpoke  thofe  words,  a  conftable,  with  a  ftiort  ftaff,  made  a  blow 
at  me ;  he  tried  to  make  a  fecond  at  me,  but  I  flew  into  the  mob  to  get  out  of 
his  way. 

What  had  you  been  doing  to  deferve  this  blow  ? — ^No  other  than  what  I  have  faid,  I 
was  then  coming  nearer  the  pump,  and  I  faw  a  man  fall. 

At  this  time  was  the  populace  rcfifting  the  conftables  r — There  was  no  refiftance  at 
that  time;  the  conllablfs  came  up  to  the  pump,  and  were  knocking  and  clearing  with 
their  flicks,  1  cannot  tell  how  the  man  fell ;  I  heard  a  great  cry  immediately  that  the 
conllahlcs  had  knocked  down  a  man  and  killed  liim; — ihele  were  the  conftables  that 
came  from  King-ftreet. 
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Crofs-examincd  by  Mr.  Morgan. 

Had  you  paid  any  particular   attention  to  this  man  that  was  knocked  down  at  the 

.pump)  before  he  was  knocked  down  ? No,  Sir,  I  did  not ;  there  was  a  great  affray 

.enfued  fome  time  after — I  was  among  the  populace,  and  (aw  a  number  of  conflables 
with  fticks ;  I  never  faw  any  with  bludgeons  that  I  could  particularize. 

You  never  faw  them  draw  them  out  of  their  coats  all  at  once? — I  never  did;  I  faw 
none  to  my  recolledlion  but  the  conftables  about  the  man  when  he  was  knocked  down^ 
I  did  not  go  to  the  place. 

Did  you  go  after  ? — No. 

CHARLES      GIBSON     fwom 
Examined  by  Mr.  Pigott. 

I  am  a  Breecher-maker— I  was  at  Co  vent  Garden  the  loth  of  May,  about  ten  mi- 
nutes before  three,  upon  the  leads  belonging  to  the  Unicorn ;  and  about  a  quarter  after 
three,  Mr.  Fox  came  out  from  the  Huftings  and  went  .to  one  Mr.  Jennings's,  ahd 
in  about  five  or  fix  minutes,  a  parcel  of  conftables  came  down  with  long  ftaves  in  ranks 
like  foldiers. 

Did  they  ftrike  any  of  the  people  ? — Firft  of  all,  there  was  fome  before  them  crying 
out  Fox,  and  they  collared  fome  numbers  of  them,  and  other  refcued  them,  but  tiiere 
were  no  weapons  uled  on  Mr.  Fox's  fide. 

When  the  conftables  came  on,  did  the  people  make  any  refiftance  ? — ^Not  the  leaft 
for  twenty  minutes ;  there  was  a  man  knocked  down  by  the  pump,  within  about  a 
yard. 

Was  he  taken  into  the  Unicom  afterwards  ? — He  was  under  the  pump  ten  mi- 
nutes before  he  was  taken  into  the  Unicom,  and  bathed  with  water. 

Who  was  about  there } — ^There  were  conftables  round  about  him,  but  there  was  no- 
body with  bludgeons  about  him.* 

Was  there  any  perfon  there  making  anj^  refiftance  ? — ^Not  the  leaft  in  the  world, 
he  was  led  through  the  ranks  of  chairmen  which  had  fticks  in  their  hands,  and  was  taken 
to  the  Unicom, — ^he  remained  there  very  near  half  an  hour. 

Then  it  was  three  quarters  of  an  hour,  before  he  was  carried  to  Wood's  ?— -— Yes, 
the  guards  were  there  fome  time  before  he  was  taken  to  Wood's. 

Crofs-examined  by  Mr.  Sylvefter. 

You  are  a  journeyman  Breeches  maker  ?— A  mafter — I  was  next  to  Covent  Garden 
in  the  front  of  the  leads ;  they  came  eleven  or  twelve  in  a  rank,  and  the  High  Con-* 
ftable  before  them ;  Caflbn  was  in  the  firft  rank  ;  I  faw  a  man  give  him  a  blow ;  they 
had  all  ftaves ;  but  as  for  him,  I  did  not  fee  his  ftaff*;  I  did  not  fee  him  till  the  man 
knocked  him  down ;  there  was  no  fcufBe  for  twenty  minutes  after ;  only  juft  then 
people  cried  out  Fox,  and  they  took  them  into  cuftodv,  and  the  people  went  to  refcue 
them  again  ;  but  they  had  no  arms — fo  there  was  a  (cuffle ;  there  were  ftaves  on  one 
fide,  and  no  fticks  on  the  other ;  I  faw  the  dcceafed  receive  a  blow  fomewhere  about  his 
temple;  I  think  I  fliould  know  the  man  that  gave  the  blow;  I  do  not  fee  him  there;  I 
do  not  know  his  name ;  I  faw  the  ftaff* go  twice ;  and  I  faw  him  give  the  firft  blow;  and 
there  was  another  blow  given  at  him — but  whether  it  was  by  him  or  no,  I  cannot  tell. 

Mr.  Fielding.  It  will  not  be  neceflary  to  trouble  your  Lordihips  with  any  more 
evidence,  we  have  an  infinite  number  of  witnefTes  as  to  the  fecond  riot,  and  how  it 
began. 

RICHARD  BRINSLEY  SHERIDAN,  Efq.  /worn. 

Mr.  Fielding.  I  need  not  trouble  you,  Sir,  with  any  queftion  >■  ■  I  will  ftate  as 
Xhort  as  poflible  all  I  know  of  the  matter ;  about  a  quarter  before  thieei  Colonel  Fitz- 
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patrick^and  myfelf  came  to  the  Poll ;  we  found  we  were  late ;  and  we  came  down 
through  the  alley,  which  was  made  for  the  voters  of  Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil  Wray,  at 
the  King-ftreet  end;  ther:  was  the  common  crv  made  that  was  ufually  made  to  Mr* 
Fox's  voters,  but  no  infult  till  we  came  to  tne  Hu flings ;  when  we  came  there,  w« 
found  that  part  that  is  railed  for  the  voters,  partly  filled  with  a  large  company  of  peoplb 
that  had  conftable*s  ftavcs  in  their  hands,  and  feveral  men  with  flaves  in  their  hands; 
but,  otherwife,  not  at  all  appearing  like  peace  officers  called  out,  No  Fox,  and  feemed 
as  if  unwilling  to  let  us  pafs  ;  but  ieveral  of  the  other  conftables  that  knew  us,  and  wKo 
appeared  to  be  the  WeflmiiUlcr  conflables,  called  to  them,  and  told  them  ournames;  I 
oblerved  they  feem  to  be  a  very  extraordinary  fort  of  people,  not  in  the  leaft  refem- 
bling  i^eace  officers,  otherwife  than  having  a  great  many  painted  ftaves,  which  fome 
of  them  had  not;  I  went  to  the  Huftings — two  men  waited  to  fpeak  to  me — I  brought 
them  round  to  the  defk — I  tried  to  get  them  to  the  de(k — ^but  thefe  men,  upon  heanng 
they  were  to  poll  for  Mr.  .Fox,  drove  them  down  again,  and  prevented  their  polling  for 
Mr.  Fox;  the  Poll  was  then  fuddenly  clofed,  five  minutes  before  the  right  time,  and 
feveral  of  our  friends  complained  that  Mr.  Atkinfon  had  clofed  the  PoH  five  minutes 
before  the  time,  by  which  means  Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil  Wray  had  the  majority.; 
upon  feeing  the  conduiSl  of  thofe  people  who  were  prefent,  that  had  been  fwonl 
in,  in  a  verv  irregular  manner,  by  Mr.  Wilmot ;  I  thought  it  right  to  go  round 
into  the  veftry  to  the  High  Bailiff;  I  never  had  been  there  before,  Mr.  Fox  and 
the  other  Candidates  were  calling  up  the  Poll ;  I  complained  of  the  conduct  of  thefe 
men ;  Mr.  Atkinfon  and  me  had  fome  altercation  upon  the  fubje6l,  and  after  fome 
couverfation  we  went  to  the  door  into  Bedford-ftreet,  out  of  the  Church-yard;  when 
we  got  through  the  door,  I  was  to  turn  to  the  left,  and  go  towards  Jennings's,  where 
fome  ladies  were  waiting;  as  foon  as  I  came  into  Henrietta-ftreet,  I  faw  a  vaft 
number  of  people  running  away — ^it  furprifed  me  very  much:  I  afked  what 
was  the  matter,  and  feveral  people  anfwered  me,  that  Wilnxpt's  conflables  had 
fallen  on  Mr.  Fox's  people,  and  driven  them  before  them ;  I  turned  the  cor- 
ner as  quickly  as  I  could,  and  I  conceive  that  it  mufl  have  been  pretty  nearly 
at  that  time  that  CafTon  was  flruck.  1  did  not  fee  the  blown  given;  there 
bad  been  a  fmall  affray  or  tumult  that  had  ceafed  for  a  moment,  but  there  was  a 
threatning  of  another  affiray  by  the  conflables  fhouting  and  brandifhing  their  flaves;. 
I  could  only  judge  by  the  fort  of  tumult,  and  the  general  appearance,  I  had  a  perfedl 
convi(Slion  in  my  own  mind,  as  well  as  from  intelligence,  th  t  there  was  a  determina- 
tion to  make  an  aflFray,  and  that  fome  mifchief  fhould  be  done ;  to  prevent  which  I 
ran  up  between  the  conflables,  and  that  part  of  the  men  that  feemed  tooppofe  them, 
and  called  out  to  Mr.  Fox's  people,  if  you  wifh  well  to  Mr.  Fox,  fland  back  and  keep 
th'"  peace ;  many  of  them  called  out,  tnat  thofe  fcoundrels  of  Wilmot's  had  behaved 
fo  ill,  that  they  were  fure  they  came  there  on  purpofe  to  make  a  riot,  I  told  the  mob 
feveral  times  the  only  means  to  difappoint  them  was  to  be  peaceable;  I  then  w^nt  up 
towards  the  conflables,  they  were  then  dr.iwn  up  in  a  body,  they  Wjcre  brandifhing  their 
ftaves,  and  feemed  threatening  the  people  in  a  m:umer  to  j)rovoke  a  riot,  and  feeing  one 
conflable  who  appeared  at  their  head  \v:ih  a  Haft'  with  a  filver  tip,  whofe  name  1  after- 
wards under ilood  was  Wild,  the  perloii  examined  to-day;  I  went  and  told  him  my 
name,  and  two  or  three  people  behind  me  hooted  out,  No  Fox !  I  put  my  hand  on 
Wild's  fhoulder,  and  begged  him  to  come  two  or  three  paces  from  thefe  conflables, 
wh'ch  he  did;  i  then  Taid  )ou  icem  to  ha,e  the  command  of  thefe  people,  why  don't 
you  r':.:»:>ve  them  and  take  tlieni  away;  v\  ikl  replied  he  hatl  no  command  over  them, 
they  V.  ere  Wilmot's  people ;  1  fail  their  intention  was  ceirai-tly  to  breed  a  riot,  and 
Wild  anlwercd  me  that  he  was  afiaicl  it  was,  but  he  wovilJ  go  hack  and  fee  what  he 
could  do;  Wild  faid  fomcthing  to  me  about  a  perfon  being  knocked  down;  I  did  not 
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make  the  anfwer,  that  the  man  fhould  he  taken  care  of,  hot  I  fhould  if  I  had  known  it ; 
1  muft  in  juftice  fay,  that  while  1  faw  Wild,  he  endeavoured  to  do  his  utnioft  to  prevail 
on  thefe  people  to  go  back  ;  if  they  had  there  would  have  been  nothing  further  :  jull  alter 
Ihad&niflie^  fpeaking  to  Mr.  Wild,  a  perfon  faid  to  me,  pray,  Mr.  Sheridan,  let  this 
poor  man  have  room,  and  I  looked  round  and  faw  a  circle  made  round  a  man  who  was 
raiEsd  up,  with  two  men  by  him,  one  of  which  was  fanning  him ;  I  afked  them  why 
they  did  not  get  water  and  throw  it  in  his  face;  there  was  lome  Weftminller  conftable 
ailiiling  the  man,  and  a  great  body  of  people  that  were  fuppofed  to  be  in  Mr.  Fox*s 
intereft  were  there,  the  general  cry  was,  that  he  was  knocked  down  by  the  conflables; 
Others  faid  no,  that  he  was  a  conftable,  ana  knocked  down  by  one  of  his  own  conftables; 
I  remember  two  or  three  people  faying,  thefe  Wapping  conltables  were  pretty  fellows  to 
fight,  for  they  have  knocked  down  one  of  their  own  men ,  the  general  cry  was  very 
ftrong,  that  he  was  knocked  down  by  a  conftable. 

The  difference  of  opinion  was,  whether  he  w^as  a  conftable  or  one  of  Fox's  party, 
but  there  was  no  difference  of  opinion  who  knocked  him  down  ? — ^There  was  none ;  I 
was  in  hopes  that  there  would  have  been  perfe(5l  peace  and  quiet ;  I  turned  round  and 
faw  the  other  conftables  had  not  moved  a  fingle  ft«p ;  I  fpoke  to  Wild,  he  faid  he  could 
do  nothing  with  them;  I  am  pofitive  there  was  not  one  marrow-bone  and  cleaver  came 
up  while  1  was  there. 

Mr.  Morgan.  I  believe.  Sir,  you  was  frequently  there  ?— ^Yes,  Sir,  often  enough  to 
have  obferved  any  thing. 

Was  you  there  on  the  Monday  that  this  accident  happened  for  any  confiderable  fpace 
of  time? — I  had  not  been  there  before  that  day,  I  came  in  at  King-ftreet  end  of  the 
Huilings,  confequently  I  could  not  fee  the  marow-bones  and  cleavers,  we  came  down 
James-ftreet,  we  did  not  chufe  to  come  round  the  Garden,  Colonel  Fitzpatrick  was 
with  me. 

I  believe  it  was  a  fettled  rule  with  you  to  come  in  at  the  other  end  ?— =•!  very  often 
came  in  at  King-ftreet  end,  it  being  more  convenient  to  me,  I  did  not  chufe  to  put  my- 
felf  out  of  the  way,  the  general  ill  condudl  of  the  perfons  at  the  end  of  Lord  Hood  and 
Sir  Cecil  Wray's,  had  made  it  neceflary  to  come  in  at  the  other  end. 

You  do  not  mean  to  fay  that  all  the  noife  was  made  at  Lord  Hood  and  Sir  Cecil 
Wray's  end  ? — Moft  certainly  not. 

How  many  days  had  the  chairmen  and  other  people,  armed  as  we  fay  with  fticks  and 
bludgeons,  attended  ? 

Mr.  P'tgot.     You  do  not  mean  to  afk  that  queftion. 

Mr.  Morgan*  How  many  men  were  there  that  day  ? — I  will  fave  Mr.  Morgan  the 
trouble  of  keeping  the  Jury  with  unneceffary  queftions ;  the  Huftings  were  conllantly 
furrounded,  as  ftated  by  the  learned  Counfel  in  opening  this  curious  profecution ;  for  he 
ilated,  that  the  Huftings  were  con^antly  furrounded  with  immenfe  numbers,  and  that  is 
^  fajft,  though  ftated  by  him ;  and  there  were  complaints  for  people  to  come  up  and 
poll;  the  confequence  was,  that  there  were  daily  advertifements  from  both  Com- 
mittees, in  all  the  public  papers,  each  fide  boafting,.  that  great  care  was  taken  to  keep  a 
I'me  for  the  voters  ;  there  were  many  conftables  employed  on  both  fides ;  any  man  that 
would  lend  his  affiftance,  if  he  had  a  cane,  or  rattan,  or  any  thing,  was  much'  better 

Jiualified  to  do  it ;  I  obferved  the  line  on  the  King-ftreet  end  was  better  kept  than  the 
me  on  the  other;  but  it  was  by  both  parties  admitted,  and  found  abfolutely  neceflary, 
that  whoever  would  lend  his  affiftance,  it  was  doing  a  fort  of  fervice,  as  tnefe  people 
always  condufted  themfelves  :  no  perfon  can  deny  that  there  were  people  with  fticks  at 
both  ends  of  the  line,  but  their  numbers  I  do  not  know. 

-  Mr.  Erjkine.  I  fliall  now  proceed  to  fliew  your  Lordfhip  and  the  Jury,  that  this  raaa 
of  the  name  of  John  Jofeph,  is  unworthy  ot'  all  credit  iua  Court  of  Jultice. 

Seirjeant 
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Serjeant  HUBBARD^  of  the  Coldilream  Regiment  of  Guards,  Jwcfiu 

Examined  by  Mr.  Erjktne. 

Do  you  know  John  Jofeph,  who  has  been  examined  here  as  a  witnefs  to  day  ?— .Yes,, 
ten  years  and  upwards,  I  am  of  the  fame  regiment ;  I  recollefl  his  receiving  punifhment 
by  the  fentence  of  a  Court  Martial,  for  extorting  money  from  an  American,  and  he 
could  not  pay  him  the  money,  and  after  that  he  laid  r^n  unnatural  charge  againft  him. 

He  denied  that  here  to  day,  he  fays  there  is  no  truth  in  it  ? — It  is  truth,  he  was  tried 
for  that  crime,  and  convidled,  and  received  puniftiment  as  far  as  I  have  heard  in  the 
Court  Martial ;  I  faw  part  of  the  punifliment  inflidled  on  him. 

You  have  known  this  man  a  great  while,  and  of  courfe  know  his  general  charadler;. 
would  you  believe  him  upon  his  oath  ? — I  would  not. 

How  many  lafhes  had  he  ? — ^The  fentence  was  a  thoufand. 

Mr.  Syhejtn.  You  are  a  ferjeant  in  the  Guards,  and  he  is  a  foldier  in  the  Guards  ?— ^ 
No. 

Was  you  prefent  ? — I  heard  part  of  the  fentence  of  the  Court  Martial  read. 

You  was  not  prefent  when  he  was  tried  ?— -I  did  not  hear  the  whole  of  the  charges^ 
Bone  of  the  officers  are  here  that  were  prefent  there. 

Court*  This  is  quite  irregular,  you  fhould  produce  the  fentences,  all  that  the  Jury 
will  attend  to  is,  that  the  man  has  known  him  ten  years,  and  would  not  believe  him  upoa 
his  oath. 

HENRY     WRIGHT    /worn. 

I  am  keeper  of  Tothill-fields  Bridewell,  and  have  been  fo  eighteen  years,  I  bav«r 
known  Jofeph  ten  or  twelve  years ;  he  was  committed  to  our  pnlbn  at  the  lail  Weft- 
minfter  Eleflion  for  ftealing  a  poker. 

Court,     Alk  Wright  his  general  charafter. 

Would  you  believe  him  upon  his  oath  ? — I  do  not  think  that  any  body  woold  in  facE  a. 
matter  as  tnis;  upon  my  oath  I  would  not  believe  him. 

How  long  has  he  been  out  of  your  cuftody  ? — The  laft  Weftminfter  feffions,. 

Serjeaot    PHILLIPSON   ftuorn. 

I  was  formerly  ferjeant  in  the  Guards  in  America;  I  knew  Jofeph  perfeAly  well,  I

Court  to  Jury.  Gentlemen,  the  prifoner,  Patrick  Nicliolfon,  flands  indited  for  the 
wilful  murder  of  Nicholas  Caflbn ;  and  with  refpea  to  the  three  laft  prifoners,  after 
having  gone  through  the  evidence  on  the  part  of  the  profocution,  I  ftated  to  you  whe^ 
ther  you  wiflied  that  they  ihould  be  put  on  their  defence,  and  you  thought  as  I  did, 

that 
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that  there  was  not  fufficient  evidence  to  put  them  on  their  defence,  as  to  being  prefent 
at  the  time ;  therefore,  in  the  long  evidence  which  I  am  going  to  ftate  to  you,  you  will 
confider  the  prifoner,  Patrick  Nichollon,  only.  The  lirlt  witnefs  was  Thomas  Davey ; 
he  is  contradided  by  almoft  every  other  witnefs,  and  his  evidence  is  very  little  mate- 
rial as  to  the  charge  againft  this  prifoner.  You  will  obferve,  that  neither  Gilmore 
nor  the  other  witnclfes  were  examined  before  the  Coroner,  before  Juftice  Wilmot,  or 
before  the  Grand  Jurv  who  found  the  Bill  laft  Friday;  and  the  cafe  refts  upon  the 
credit  you  give  to  thele  three  witnefles  on  the  part  of  the  profecution,  to  which  you 
muft  lubjoin  the  evidence  refpedling  the  charadler  of  John  Jofeph,  who  is  the  only 
perfon  that  was  examined  before  with  refpe<£l  to  this  tranfadiion.  The  other  witnefles 
were  never  known  to  be  witnefles  till  this  morning,  and  the  Counfel  fay  they  have  not 
their  names  in  their  briefs ;  if  you  believe  thefe  three  witnefles,  to  be  fure  the  charge 
is  proved  againft  the  prifoner ;  but  fuppofmg  you  ihould  give  credit  to  thefe  three  wit- 
aelfes,  fuppofmg  you  can  poflibly  give  credit  to  the  three  witnefles  examined  for  the 
profecution,  with  all  their  variations  and  contradidions,  and  the  charafter  of  Jofeph, 
there  is  another  matter  for  your  confideration,  which  is,  what  is  the  offence  ?  Now 
every  one  of  the  witnefles  that  have  been  examined  on  the  part  of  the  prifoner,  and 
not  contradifted  at  all,  own,  that  the  firft  attack  was  given  by  the  conftables;  if  fo, 
what  the  people  did  may  be  faid  to  be  in  their  own  detence,  and  one  of  them  giving 
an  accidental  blow,  you  cannot  make  it  any  thing  but  manflaughter ;  but  for  my  own- 
part,  I  think,  on  the  variations  and  contradiftions  that  appear  on  the  part  of  the  wit- 
nefles for  the  profecution,  it  is  for  you  to  determine  whether  you  will  not  acquit  the 
prifoners*.
